InstPuctions   to   Bditops. 


The  Master  of  the  Eolls  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Editors  of  Calendars 
to  the  following  considerations,  with  a  view  to  secure  uniformity  of  plan  in  the 
important  works  on  which  they  are  engaged  : — 

He  is  anxious  to  extend,  as  far  as  is  consistent  with  proper  economy  and 
despatch,  the  utility  of  the  Calendars  of  State  Papers  now  publishing  under  his 
control :  1st.  As  the  most  efficient  means  of  making  the  national  archives 
accessible  to  all  who  are  interested  in  historical  inquiries ;  '2nd.  As  the  best 
justification  of  the  liberality  and  munificence  of  the  Government  in  throwing 
open  these  papers  to  the  public,  and  providing  proper  catalogues  of  their 
contents  at  the  national  expense. 

The  greater  number  of  the  readers  who  will  consult  and  value  these  works 
can  have  little  or  no  opportunity  of  visiting  the  Public  Eecord  Office,  in  which 
these  papers  are  deposited.  The  means  for  consulting  the  originals  must 
necessarily  be  limited^  when  readers  live  at  a  distance  from  the  metropolis ; 
still  more  if  they  are  residents  of  Scotland,  Ireland,  distant  colonies,  or  foreign 
states.  Even  when  such  an  opportunity  does  exist,  the  difficulty  of  mastering 
the  original  hands  in  which  these  papers  are  written  will  deter  many  readers 
from  consulting  them.  Above  all,  their  great  variety  and  number  must 
present  formidable  obstacles  to  literary  inquirers,  however  able,  sanguine,  and 
energetic,  when  the  information  contained  in  them  is  not  made  accessible  by 
satisfactory   Calendars. 

The  Master  of  the  Eolls  considers  that,  without  superseding  the  necessity 
of  consulting  the  originals,  every  Editor  ought  to  frame  his  Calendar  in  such 
a  manner  that  it  shall  present,  in  as  condensed  a  form  as  possible,  a  correct 
index  of  the  contents  of  the  papers  described  in  it.  He  considers  that  the 
entries  should  be  so  minute  as  to  enable  the  reader  to  discover  not  only  the 
general  contents  of  the  originals,  but  also  what  they  do  not  contain.  If 
the  information  be  not  sufficiently  precise,  if  facts  and  names  be  omitted  or 
concealed  under  a  vague  and  general  description,  the  reader  will  be  often 
misled,  he  will  assume  that  where  the  abstracts  are  silent  as  to  information 
to  be  found  in  the  documents,  such  information  does  not  exist;  or  he  will 
have  to  examine  every  original  in  detail,  and  thus  one  great  purpose  will 
have  been  lost  for  which  these  Calendars  have  been  compiled. 
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As  the  documents  are  various,  the  Master  of  the  Bolls  considers  that  they 
will  demand  a  corresponding  mode  of  treatment.  The  following  rules  are 
to   be  observed  : — 

1st.  All  formal  and  official  documents,  such  as  letters  of  credence,  warrants, 
grants,   and   the  like,    should  be  described   as   briefly   as   possible. 

2nd.  Letters  and  documents  referring  to  one  subject  only  should  be  cata- 
logued as  briefly  as  is  consistent  with  correctness.  But  when  they  contain 
miscellaneous  news,  such  a  description  should  be  given  as  will  enable  a 
reader  to   form   an  adequate  notion   of   the  variety  of  their  contents. 

3rd.  Wherever  a  letter  or  paper  is  especially  difficult  to  decipher,  or  the 
allusions  more  than  ordinarily  obscure,  it  will  Jbe  advisable  for  the  Editor  to 
adhere,  as  closely  as  is  consistent  with  brevity,  to  the  text  of  the  document. 
He  is  to  do  the  same  when  it  contains  secret  or  very  rare  information. 

4th.  Where  the  Editor  has  deciphered  letters  in  cipher,  the  decipher  may 
be  printed  at  full  length.  But  when  a  contemporary  or  authorised  decipher 
exists   it   will   be   sufficient   to   treat  the   cipher   as   an  ordinary  document. 

5th.  Striking  peculiarities  of  expression,  proverbs,  manners,  &c.,  are  to  be 
noticed. 

6th.  Original  dates  are  to  be  given  at  the  close  of  each  entry,  that  the 
reader  may  know  the  exact  evidence  by  which  the  marginal  dates  are 
determined. 

7th.  Where  letters  are  endorsed  by  the  receivers  and  the  date  of  their 
delivery  specified,   these    endorsements  are  to   be   recorded. 

8th.  The  number  of  written  pages  of  each  document  is  to  be  specified,  as 
a  security  for  its  integrity,  and  that  readers  may  know  what  proportion  the 
abstract   bears   to   the   original. 

9th.  The  language  of  every  document  is  to  be  specified.  If,  however,  the 
greater  part  of  the  collection  be  in  English,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  denote 
those   only  which   are   in   a  different   tongue. 

10th.  Where  documents  have  been  printed,  a  reference  should  be  given  to 
the   publication. 

11th.  Each   series   is   to    be   chronological. 

12th.  The  Prefaces  of  Editors,  in  explanation  of  documents  in  the  volume, 
are  not  to  exceed  fifty  pages,  unless  the  written  permission  of  the  Master  of 
the  Eolls  to  the  contrary  be  obtained.

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PREFACE. 


The  Documents  calendared  in  this  Volume  relate  to  the 
period  which  begins  with  the  Restoration  in  June,  1660, 
and  ends  at  December,  1662.  They  deal,  consequently, 
with  the  attempt  made  by  Charles  II.  to  settle  the  various 
conflicting  claims  of  his  Royalist  partisans,  some  Protestants 
and  some  Roman  Catholics,  and  of  those  old  opponents — 
the  Cromwellian  settlers— whom  he  dared  not  displace. 
The  problem  which  the  King's  Government  had  to  face 
was  one  for  which  no  solution  satisfactory  to  all  parties  could 
be  found ;  and  as  we  go  forward  in  the  history  of  the 
reign  we  shall  see  that  Charles'  policy  in  dealing  with 
it,  dexterous  and  resourceful  as  it  was,  did  not,  and  indeed 
could  not,  effect  a  lasting  peace.  From  the  moment  of  the 
King's  accession  he  was  inundated  with  petitions  by  his 
hungry  supporters  for  restoration  and  preferment  •;  and  a  great 
many  of  these  relating  to  Ireland  have  been  preserved.  The 
course  adopted  in  dealing  with  these  petitions  was  to  read 
them  in  the  Privy  Council  at  Whitehall,  of  which  Sir  Edward 
Nicholas  was  Secretary,  and  refer  them  to  one  of  the 
eminent  men  whom  the  King  had  formerly  trusted,  and  on 
whom  he  now  relied  for  advice  as  to  the  management  of  Irish 
affairs.  These  were  the  Marquis  of  Ormond,  Sir  Maurice 
Eustace  (who  now  became  Lord  Chancellor  of  Ireland,  and 
who  was  in  England  for  some  time  in  the  latter  part 
of  1660),  Bramhall,  Bishop  of  Derry  (who  was  soon 
promoted  to  the  Primacy),  and  the  Earl  of  Orrery; 
and  we  find  usually  that  the  petitions  are  underwritten 
with  the  order  of  reference  by  the  Council,  which  is  signed 
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by  Secretary  Nicholas,  and  that  the  report  of  the  referees 
upon  them  is  written  either  on  the  back  of  the  petition  or  on 
a  separate  sheet  attached  to  it.  The  petitions  are  generally 
undated,  and  I  should  have  had  great  difficulty  in  dating 
them  but  that  the  order  of  reference  is  almost  always 
dated,  and  the  reports  of  the  referees  are  usually  so.  These 
reports  moreover  sometimes  embody  dated  certificates  of 
other  persons  to  whom  the  referees  in  turn  referred.  The 
latest  of  the  dates  thus  given  is  as  a  rule  selected  for 
placing  the  petition,  but  in  cases  where  the  petition  and  report 
are  followed  at  a  later  date  by  Royal  letters  granting  the 
request,  this  date  is  taken  for  the  batch  of  documents,  which, 
for  the  convenience  of  the  reader,  are  grouped  together.  A 
reference  to  the  text  of  the  volume  will  show  how  large  is  the 
number  of  these  petitions.  They  form  the  bulk  of  the  first  150 
pages.  It  will  be  seen  that  many  of  them,  to  which  1  could 
not  give  dates  without  delaying  the  publication  of  this  volume 
for  an  unreasonable  time,  have  been  put  in  at  the  end  of  1660. 

These  petitions  largely  exceed  all  the  other  documents 
which  are  preserved  in  the  Irish  collection ;  and  we  have  little 
beyond  them  to  tell  us  what  the  views  of  the  Government 
were  in  regard  to  Ireland  during  the  first  few  months  of  the 
Restoration.  To  the  arrival  of  the  deputation  from  the  Irish 
Convention  Parliament  we  have  no  reference ;  and  it  is  only 
by  occasional  hints  or  incidental  remarks  that  the  trend  of 
Charles  II. 's  early  policy  can  be  followed.  The  first  indications 
of  that  policy  are  found  in  the  instructions"^  given  to  Lord 
Robartes  or  Roberts,  who  in  July,  1660,  was  appointed  Lord 
Lieutenant  of  Ireland.  Thomas,  Earl  of  Ossory,  had  already 
been  appointed  Lord  Deputy,  but  Lord  Robartes  was  early 
chosen  to  succeed  him,  The  instructions  show  a  desire  to 
increase  the  efficiency  and  loyalty  of  the  army,  the  industry  and 
honesty  of  the  law  officers  and  judges,  and  to  promote  trade — 
but  this  latter  desire  is  now,  as  heretofore,  subject  to  strong 
protective   reservations  in  favour   of  EngUsh   manufacturers

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and  merchants.  Lord  Robartes,  in  spite  of  his  appointment, 
never  went  to  Ireland,  and  at  some  date  previous  to 
October  4,  1660,  Sir  Charles  Coote,  now  Earl  of  Mountrath, 
who  was  already  President  of  Connaught,  and  Major  William 
Bury  were  appointed  Commissioners  for  the  Government  of 
the  country.  The  first  of  their  despatches  in  this  volume^'^ 
deals  with  Nonconformist  preaching  in  Dublin  and  shows  the 
Commissioners  determined  to  enforce  conformity,  at  all  events 
in  the  public  utterances  of  the  clergy.  The  Commissioners 
also  expelled  from  the  army  certain  disloyal  officers  whom  they 
thought  had  "  a  design  of  enlisting  men  to  disturb  the  present 
peace  here."'^'  The  Roman  Catholics  were  very  strong  in  the 
out-of-the-way  parts  of  the  country,  and,  in  October,  an 
assembly  of  Roman  Catholics  at  Killeevan  in  the  county 
Monaghan  threatened  a  party  of  soldiers  with  "hanging  and 
other  torture, "^^'  when  an  attempt  was  made  to  disperse  them. 
In  November  we  begin  to  find  signs  of  the  difficulty  with 
which  the  Government  was  confronted  in  dealing  with  rival 
claimants  for  the  same  lands.  In  many  cases  the  petitioners 
restored  had  claimed  for  lands  which  were  not  in  the  hands  of 
adventurers  or  soldiers,  and  in  such  cases  the  remedy  was  of 
course  easy;  but  in  the  multitude  of  cases  where  the  lands 
claimed  were  in  such  occupation  difficulties  must  arise. 
Officers  of  the  Irish  army  such  as  Colonel  Campbell,  of  Lord 
Collooney's  regiment,  Captain  Francis  King,  and  others,**^  who 
relied  on  the  Declaration  of  Breda  and  the  Proclamation  at 
Whitehall  in  May,  1660,  to  confirm  their  titles,  found  themselves 
threatened  by  Irishmen  who  had  got  special  letters  of  restora- 
tion from  the  Crown.  Their  petitions  were  sent  with  a  strong 
covering  letterfromthe  Commissioners  at  Dublin  Castle,  in  which 
is  clearly  pointed  out  the  danger  of  displacing  soldiers  or  officers 
who  were  entitled  to  their  lands  in  payment  for  their  services. 
The  danger  increased  as  the  numerous  petitioners  already 
referred  to  got  orders  for  restoration,  and  though  Lord 
Mountrath  wrote  on  November  29  that  the  English  officers

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were  ready  to  sacrifice  much  to  loyalty,  it  was  plain  that 
such  loyalty  would  not  lead  them  to  consent  to  complete 
expropriation. 

It  was  under  these  circumstances  that  the  Declaration  of 
November  30  was  issued  by  the  King's  Printer/^^  There  is 
as  I  have  noticed  no  reference  in  the  text  to  the  presence 
in  London  of  the  delegates  of  the  General  Convention  which 
had  been  summoned  in  Ireland  at  the  Restoration ;  but 
such  delegates  were  present/^'  and,  apparently,  gave  their 
advice  when  it  was  being  drafted.  I'he  Declaration  shows 
that  in  the  last  resort  the  King  was  determined  to  rely 
on  the  Protestant  parties.  It  sets  out  at  commencement 
the  Royal  desire  to  be  careful  of  the  interests  of  the 
adventurers  and  soldiers  who  had  Parliamentary  titles  to 
these  lands,  and  then  refers  to  the  Treaties  which  Charles  I. 
and  Charles  11.'^^  had  made  with  the  Irish  insurgents,  as  if 
to  justify  the  claim  of  these  men  to  restoration.  It  also 
mentions  the  good  services  done  to  the  Royal  cause  by  those 
of  the  insurgents  who  followed  the  Stewart  fortunes  abroad. 
These  good  services  merited  the  King's  justice  and  favour, 
but  that  favour  could  not  easily  be  shewn  without  interfering 
with  the  Cromwellian  settlers.  The  adventurers  were 
therefore  first  confirmed  in  the  lands  in  the  ten  counties  and 
in  Louth  (except  in  the  barony  of  Ardee)  which  they  held  in 
May,  1659,  and  provision  was  made  for  supplying  any 
deficiency  needed  to  pay  them  in  the  full  measure  promised 
by  the  Acts  of  1642-1643.  The  same  provision  was  made  in 
favour  of  the  officers  and  soldiers.  But  these  benefits  were 
not  extended  to  cases  where  estates  either  of  adventurers  or 
soldiers  had  been  obtained  or  enlarged  by  bribery,  forgery  or 
false  admeasurement,  or  to  the  lands  of  certain  excepted  per- 
sons or  those  who  had  obtained  Church  Ijands,  or  to  those 
who  opposed  the  Restoration  or  those  whose  title  came  merely

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from  a  decree  of  the  Cromwellian  courts  in  their  favour  as 
against  an  occupying  adventurer  or  soldier/"  If  the  lands 
restored  to  adventurers  or  soldiers  were  encumbered,  compen- 
sation in  respect  of  the  loss  of  value  due  to  the  encumbrance 
Vi'as  to  be  claimed,  and  given  out  of  lands  in  the  county 
Kildare. 

The  oflS.cers  vpho  had  served  in  Ireland  before  June,  1649, 
were  next  dealt  with,  and  certain  lands  ia  Wicklow,  Longford, 
Leitrim,  Donegal  and  elsewhere  set  apart  for  their  payment. 
They  were  also  given  the  first  claim  upon  the  forfeited 
houses  in  the  walled  towns  in  Ireland  which  were  not  already 
disposed  of,  with  the  intention  of  concentrating  these  tried 
servants  of  the  Crown  in  the  strong  places  of  the  country. 
For  their  further  satisfaction  the  fund  now  about  to  be  raised 
by  the  payment  of  a  year's  and  a  year  and  a  half's  rent  by 
the  soldiers  and  adventurers  was  set  apart.  Out  of  this  fund 
the  officers  who  served  before  June,  1649,  and  had  had  no 
satisfaction,  were  at  once  to  be  paid  twelve  shillings  and 
sixpence  in  the  pound  of  their  arrears,  and,  after  siich  payment 
had  been  made,  the  remainder  of  the  lands  allocated,  and  sums 
reserved  for  them,  were  to  be  disposed  of  as  the  Crown  should 
direct. 

Turning  from  the  Declaration  to  the  Instructions^^^  given 
to  the  Commissioners  appointed  for  its  execution  which  were 
embodied  with  it  in  the  Act  of  Settlement,  we  find  further 
directions  as  to  the  just  treatment  of  these  old  soldiers. 
Regulations  were  made  for  estimating  what  was  justly  due

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to  them  and  also  for  compensating  any  person  whom 
they  displaced  for  any  improvements  he  had  made  during  his 
possession/'^  The  Commissioners  were  also  to  discover  what 
rents  the  adventurers  or  officers  or  soldiers  who  had  got  lands 
before  1649  then  paid  to  the  Crown  ;  and  the  oiRcers  who  got 
possession  of  improved  lands  were  to  pay  eighteen  pence  in 
the  pound  to  the  Commissioners  as  rent  for  their  holdings. 
Further  payment  of  a  year's  rent  and  a  year  and  a  half's  rent 
was  to  be  made  by  the  soldiers  who  had  got  lands,  and  special 
directions*^'  are  given  for  confirming  this  payment.  Under  a 
subsequent  section*^'  moreover  these  officers  were  not  to  have 
preference  before  any  innocent  Papists  to  whom  lands  in  cor- 
porate towns  should  be  restored  by  the  exercise  of  the  King's 
power  under  the  Act.  Where,  in  these  cases,  the  two  interests 
clashed,  the  "49  "  men  were  to  give  way,  and  get  reprisals 
elsewhere.  Moreover  the  security  given  to  these  old  soldiers 
was  further  depreciated  by  a  direction**'  which  charged  it  with 
the  sums  due  to  those  who  had  contributed  for  the  support  and 
supply  of  the  army  before  September,  1643.  These  provisions 
led  to  much  discontent  among  the  "stalwarts,"  and  were,  in  a 
measure,  the  cause  of  the  abortive  Protestant  insurrection 
of  1663.  Officers  who  served  under  Ormond  or  Inchiquin 
between  5  June,  1649,  and  10  December,  1650,  and  had  not 
afterwards  served  elsewhere  than  in  the  King's  army,  were 
treated  as  a  special  class  and  allowed  satisfaction  for  their  whole 
service.'^'  The  estates  now  granted  might  on  the  application 
of  the  holder  be  confirmed  by  patent  if  the  owner  desired, 
and  the  rules  laid  down  were  to  supersede  any  particular 
grant  of  earlier  date  made  by  the  Crown  to  individual 
applicants.*^'  A  later  section*"  empowered  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
to  set  apart  lands  to  the  value  of  £1,000  a  year  for  endowing 
workhouses  and  hospitals  for  soldiers  who  had  been  wounded 
in  the  Irish  wars.

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The  eleventh  and  twelfth  sections  of  the  Declaration  intro- 
duced the  first  great  difficulty.  'J'hey  provided  that  Protestants 
who  had  not  been  in  rebellion  before  15  September,  1643, 
and  whose  lands  had  been  given  to  adventurers  or  soldiers  for 
their  satisfaction,  "or  otherwise  disposed  of  to  any  other 
person,"  should  be  at  once  restored  j  and  that  if  this  restoration 
involved  the  expulsion  of  any  adventurer  or  soldier,  such  person 
should  be  expelled,  but  should  receive  a  "reprisal"  of  equal 
value  elsewhere.  This  benefit  was  not  extended  to  those 
Protestants  who  had  already  accepted  compensation  in 
Connaught  or  Clare,  or  to  some  other  small  classes ;  but 
these  exceptions  must  have  been  trifling.  The  provision 
gave  to  an  immense  number  of  Protestant  Royalists  the  right 
to  return  and  expel  the  Cromwollians  from  their  hokliugs. 

The  next  class  dealt  with  was  that  of  iimocent  Papists — the 
Roman  Catholic  Irish  who  had  not  taken  part  in  the  insur- 
rection of  1641.  These  had  in  many  cases  been  turned  out  by 
the  Cromwellian  Government  in  order  to  make  room  for 
adventurers  or  soldiers.  In  some  cases  they  had  accepted 
the  inevitable  and  had  taken  such  compensation  in  Connaught 
as  was  off'ered  by  the  tender  mercy  of  the  Court  of  Claims'^' ; 
but  the  Legislature  now  resolved  that  such  acceptance  should 
not  bar  their  title  to  restoration.  They  were,  however, 
required  to  give  up  the  lands  which  they  had  got  in  Con- 
naught and  Clare  and  these  in  time  formed  a  fund  of  land 
with  which  other  persons  could  be  "reprised";  but  there 
is  no  indication  that  the  adventurer  or  soldier  in  Queen's 
County  or  Armagh  who  was  moved  out  under  this  section  to 
make  room  for  an  innocent  Papist  must  necessarily  take  the 
particular  estate  which  that  innocent  Papist  had  held  in  the 
West.  The  section  was  not  to  apply  where  the  restoration  of 
such  Papists  would  involve  the  removal  of  any  English  who 
had  recently  been  settled  in  the  corporate  towns  of  Ireland.'^'

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These  latter  were  too  valuable  to  the  country  to  be  removed,  and 
therefore,  in  cases  where  their  estates  were  claimed  by  innocent 
Papists,  these  Papists  were  to  be  content  with  equivalent  lands 
"near  the  said  corporations."  Special  provision  of  this  kind 
was  made  for  the  Popish  inhabitants  of  Cork,  Youghal,  and 
Kinsale.  Power  was,  moreover,  reserved  to  the  King  to  grant 
restoration  in  full  to  these  innocent  Papists  in  particular  cases ; 
and  the  text  of  the  Calendar  gives  several  instances  in  which 
that  power  was  exercised. 

The  Instructions,  by  putting  a  strict  interpretation  on  the  term 
"  innocent  Papist "  imposed  limits  upon  the  application  of  these 
sections.  They  provided  that  no  Papist  who,  before  the  peace 
of  1643,  was  of  the  rebels'  party  was  to  be  restored  as  innocent, 
or  anyone  who,  being  a  responsible  person,  had  enjoyed  his 
estate  in  the  area  controlled  by  the  insurgents  during  the  first 
two  years  of  the  Insurrection,  unless  such  person  had  been 
compelled  to  live  within  that  area  by  being  driven 
from  his  residence  elsewhere.  Papists  who  had  entered 
the  Roman  Catholic  confederacy  before  the  Treaty  of 
Kilkenny'''  or  sat  in  its  councils,  or  who  had  joined  the 
Nuncio's  party,  treated  with  the  Duke  of  Lorraine,  or,  whilst 
living  in  the  Royalist  area  of  control,  had  corresponded 
with  the  rebels,  were  alike  excepted  from  the  benefits  of 
restoration ;  and  those  who  were  restored  were  not  to  have 
their  estates  till  the  adventurers  and  soldiers  who  might 
have  to  be  displaced  had  received  reprisals.  Such  Papists 
as  were  restored  were  obliged  to  pay  the  same  rent  as  the 
Protestant  adventurers.  The  adventurers  removed  from  the 
Duke  of  Ormond's  estate  were,  like  the  innocent  Papists  of  the 
Southern  ports,  treated  with  special  favour.'^^ 

The  persons  who  had  advanced  money  at  the  beginning  of 
the  rebellion  for  support  of  the  English  army  in  Ireland  were 
next  dealt  with,'^'  and  the  lands  which  had  been  given  to  them

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confirmed.  As  this  class  is  apparently  different  from  the  class 
of  Adventurers,  it  is  not  easy  to  say  of  whom  it  consisted,  but 
there  is  no  doubt  that  the  Lords  Justices  and  Council  incurred 
debts  of  this  kind  before  the  first  Adventurers'  Act  of 
1642.  The  Calendar  of  Irish  State  Papers  for  the  years 
1633-47'^'  affords  some  evidence  as  to  these  outgoings,  and  it 
is  possible  that  this  provision  was  for  the  benefit  of  those  who, 
thus  early,  had  advanced  money  for  the  public  service. 

After  some  brief  special  provisions  in  favour  of  the  Duke  of 
Albemarle,  Lord  Orrery,  the  Coote  family  and  a  few  others, 
the  Declaration  goes  on'^>  to  distinguish  the  Papists  who 
fought  in  the  war  before  the  peace  of  1643  and  afterwards 
embraced  that  peace  and  took  lands  in  Connaught,  and  those 
who  did  not  take  such  lands  but  went  abroad  and  followed  the 
Royal  fortunes.  Those  in  the  first  class  must  abide  by  their 
decision  to  take  land  in  the  West,  whilst  those  in  the  second 
were  restored  to  their  former  estates, '^^  a  reprisal  being  first 
given  to  any  adventurer  or  soldier  who  had  occupied  them. 
Various  enactments  were  made  for  dealing  equitably  with  the 
encumbrances  or  improvements  upon  these  estates  which  were 
so  quickly  to  change  hands,  but  these  restorations  and 
"reprizes"  must  be  completed  by  23  October,  1661,  a  date 
which  manifestly  left  no  time  for  the  work  of  removal  and 
rearrangement.  A  long  list  of  persons  named  for  special 
restoration  follows,  which  is  of  considerable  interest  to  the 
historian,  and,  of  course,  contains  many  names  which  appear  in 
this  Calendar. 

The  draftsmen  of  the  Declaration  must  have  foreseen  the 
great  difficulties  which  would  beset  its  execution,  and  with  a 
view  to  meeting  them,  set  out  carefully**'  the  order  in  which  the 
various  claims  should  be  dealt  with.  Innocent  Protestants 
and  innocent  Papists  who  had  not  taken  lands  in  the  West 
were  first  to  be  restored.  After  these  were  to  come  innocent 
Protestants  and  Papists  who  had  taken  such  lands.     Persons

should  secure  reprisals  elsewhere  in  Clare  or  Connaught  before 
they  were  moved.  Next  to  these  were  such  of  the  Irish  Papists 
as  had  constantly  followed  the  King's  ensigns  abroad.  The 
remaining  lands  were  to  provide  for  those  who  contracted 
debts  for  the  support  or  supply  of  the  army  before  1649. 
On  all  these  lands,  both  in  and  outside  towns,  rents*'*  were 
reserved  for  the  Crown  equal  to  their  old  rent  or  to  certain 
new  standard  rents  now  set  up,  M'hichever  were  the  greater. 
The  Lord  Lieutenant  was  directed  to  review  the  judgments  of 
the  Cromwellian  Courts  granting  land  in  Connaught  and 
Clare,  and  to  rectify  any  injustice  which  they  might 
have  inflicted ;  and  the  King  graciously  accepted  the  offer 
of  six  months'  rent  made  by  some  adventurers  and  the 
whole  year's  rent  oifered  by  others  in  return  for  this 
generous  settlement.  Commissioners  were  to  be  appointed 
to  settle  Protestant  plantations  and  see  to  the  erection 
of  churches :  and  the  Declaration  closed  with  naming  a  few 
exceptions.  The  men  who  plotted  to  surprise  Dublin  Castle 
in  1641,  those  who  sat  in  judgment  on  the  late  King  and 
signed  and  sealed  the  warrant  for  his  execution,  "  or  who  were 
of  the  guard  of  halberdiers  assisting  to  put  the  bloody  sentence 
of  death  in  execution,"  were  so  excepted.  Lastly,  the 
Declaration*^'  was  not  to  apply  to  the  lands  which  before 
October,  1641,  belonged  to  any  city  or  "sea-town  incorporated." 
Such  lands  were  to  vest  in  the  King  and  to  be  restored  to  those 
corporations  which  might  merit  the  Royal  grace  and  favour. 

The  Declaration  was,  as  I  have  stated,  followed  by  long  and 
detailed  instructions  (some  of  which  have  been  already  noticed) 
to  the  Commission  appointed  to  execute  it.  This  body  consisted 
of  the  Earl  of  Cork,  Lord  Conway  andKillulta,  Lord  Valentia, 
and  some   thirty  other   soldiers   or  lawyers,*^'   and   as  much

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depended  on  the  way  in  which  the  Declaration  was  executed, 
their  instrnctions  were  drafted  with  great  care.  The  onus 
of  proving  title  was  in  the  first  place  thrown  on  the 
adventurers,  who,  before  October  23,  1663,  were  to  certify 
the  nature  and  extent  of  their  claims,  the  Act  under 
which  they  made  them,  and  the  place  in  which  they 
claimed,  on  pain  of  losing  three  years'  profits.  I'hose 
adventurers  who  had  surveys  were  directed  to  bring 
them  in  with  a  view  to  comparing  them  with  the  survey 
made  for  the  "late  powers  "  ;  and  it  was  directed  that,  subject 
to  an  appeal  for  re-survey  at  the  expense  of  the  appellant, 
that  survey  should  be  accepted  which  was  most  for  the  King's 
advantage.  The  Commissioners  were  to  see  that  no  profitable 
land  was  held  as  unprofitable,  and  were  to  ascertain  the  exact 
amount  due  to  each  person,  cutting  off"  any  surplus  which  he 
might  have  wrongfully  obtained.  The  fund  of  surplus  land  so 
obtained  was  of  course  intended  for  those  who  had  not  been 
fully  satisfied.  Some  allowance,  though  not  a  full  one,  was 
to  be  made  if  the  lands  given  proved  to  be  encumbered. 

The  Commissioners  were  next  to  see  what  estates  were 
held  by  regicides  of  the  late  King,  and  what  lands  had  been 
obtained  by  forgery ;  further,  what  lands  had  been  concealed 
(i.e.  mortgaged  and  privately  assigned)  before  and  in 
anticipation  of  the  rebellion  to  persons  who  had  since  forfeited 
them.  These  lands  were  to  be  taken  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act. 
Moreover  the  "doubling  ordinances"  of  1643  and  1647,  by 
which  men  who  had  paid  in  £125  got  £250  worth  of  land'^^ 
were  not  respected,  and  it  was  enacted  that  claimants  under 
them  should  only  be  paid  the  just  equivalent  of  their 
subscriptions.  All  adventurers  who  had  or  claimed  any 
land  were  declared  liable  to  pay  one  whole  year's  vahie  of  such 
land  by  two  payments  in  November,  1662  and  1663,  whilst 
soldiers  were  to  pay  half  this  amount  in  one  payment  on 
the  former  of  these  dates.  For  these  payments  the  value  of  the 
land  in  1659  was  made  the  standard,  and  power  was  taken

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by  the  Crown  to  issue  commissions  to  inquire  and  report  as  to 
whether  they  were  honestly  and  fully  paid.  The  Earl  of 
Orrery  and  Lord  Massereene  were  appointed  Receivers  oi 
the  sums  paid  in,  and,  as  we  know  by  references  in  the  text, 
numerous  orders  for  payments  out  of  the  fund  were  made  upon 
them.c 

It  was  presumed  that  these  provisions  would  give  the  Com- 
missioners a  fund  of  land  to  start  with ;  and  the  instructions 
then  direct  the  manner  in  which  they  were  to  proceed  to 
the  restoration  of  the  various  classes.  The  portions  of  the 
instructions  relating  most  directly  to  restoration  or  compensa- 
tion have  been  already  mentioned ;  and  the  remainder 
deal  either  with  the  claims  of  private  individuals  who  were 
influential  enough  to  get  clauses  in  their  favour  or  with  the 
actual  administration  of  the  Act.  These  special  clauses  are 
very  numerous,'^*  and  I  should  be  trespassing  beyond  the  area 
prescribed  for  a  Preface  if  I  discussed  them  at  any  length ; 
but  in  connexion  with  the  text  in  the  Calendar  one  may  notice 
the  very  full  and  generous 'provisions  for  the  Duke  of  Ormond, 
and  those  in  favour  of  the  Earl  of  Mountrath  (Coote)  and 
his  relatives,  the  Earl  of  Mountalexander  and  the  Aliens,  Lord 
Chancellor  Eustace,  Sir  George  Lane,  Secretary  to  the  Irish 
Privy  Council,  the  O'Neill  and  Lord  Massereene,  Colonel 
Vernon,  and  the  Earl  of  Cork.<^*  Amongst  the  numerous 
particular  provisions  was  also  one  confirming  the  lease  which 
the  Marquis  of  Antrim  had  made  of  his  estates  in  the  barony 
of  Carey,  the  lordship  of  Ballycastle  and  the  island  of 
Rachlins  (Rathlin),  for  99  years,  to  Alexander  and  John 
Macdonnell  and  others  as  a  security  for  his  debts.'*'  The  lands 
leased  were  handed  over  by  the  Act  to  trustees  upon  trust  for 
payment  of  Lord  Antrim's  debts.**'      But  as  the  text  of  my

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next  volume  will  show,  this  arrangement  by  no  means  settled 
the  questions  at  issue  between  the  Marquis  and  his  creditors. 
Sir  George  Lane's  estate  was  probably  a  large  one,  for 
besides  the  property  which  he  had  purchased  from  the  heir  of 
Sir  Thomas  Button  and  others  in  Longford  and  Leitrim,  it 
included  the  valuable  estate  in  the  county  Dublin  of  Philip 
Hore  of  Kilsalghan.  This  latter  property  was  the  cause  of 
some  controversy,  of  which  we  have  a  few  details  in  the  text/" 
In  many  of  these  cases  the  restoration  was  made  subject 
to  reprisals,  but  whether  reprisals  were  or  were  not  given, 
the  practice  of  making  private  arrangements  for  the  restoration 
of  certain  persons  must  have  interfered  grievously  with  the 
general  settlement.  We  know  indeed  from  letters  that  this 
was  so,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  in  1662  the  Duke  of  Ormond 
made  representations  as  to  the  viciousness  of  this  practice. 

Any  person  who  made  a  false  claim  or  who  claimed  an 
unencumbered  estate  in  exchange  for  one  which  was 
encumbered  was  at  once  to  forfeit  his  right  to  restoration. 
Special  provisions  were  made  for  the  adventurers  to  be  moved 
oif  the  estate  of  the  Earl  of  Clancarty,  and  for  full  satisfaction 
to  Erasmus  Smith,  and  the  benefits  accorded  to  Smith  were 
granted  in  order  to  enable  him  to  incorporate  the  five  free 
schools  in  Ireland  which  he  had  already  obtained  leave  to 
establish.  The  land  which  he  bequeathed  for  that  purpose 
was  exempted  from  the  payment  of  one -year's  rent  to  which 
all  adventurers'  lands  were  made  liable.'^'  Directions  were 
also  given  for  the  keeping  of  books  by  the  Commissioners, 
which  were  finally  to  be  delivered  to  the  Auditor-General  of 
Ireland,  and  the  Commissioners  were  directed  to  send  in  reports 
to  the  Government.  They  were  also  forbidden  to  buy  any 
land  till  their  work  was  finished.  The  oath  to  be  administered 
to  them  is  set  out,'^^  and  the  settlement  of  their  fees  was  left  to 
the  Lord  Lieutenant.     The  time  for  putting  in  claims  under

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the  Act,  for  discovering  bribery  or  forgery  in  the  making  of 
claims,  for  showing  encumbrances,  and  for  completing  the  other 
objects  of  the  Declaration  were  extended  by  the  instructions  to 
various  points  of  time  in  the  future.^' 

Special  regulations'^'  were  also  made  for  fixing  and  collecting 
the  King's  rents  from  all  lands,  and  for  payment^'''  of  the 
surveyors,  sub-commissioners,  and  other  officers  whom  the 
Commissioners  would  have  to  employ  to  carry  out  the  intricate 
work  of  computation  and  admeasurement.  It  was  further 
directed  that  the  officers  and  soldiers  who  in  the  year  1653 
had  had  lands  set  out  for  their  arrears,  or  who  were  still 
in  the  army  at  the  date  of  the  Declaration,  should  from 
29  September,  1662,  pay  the  Crown  one  year's  rent  of  their 
lands,  measured  by  the  rent  which  they  paid  in  1659  ;  and 
that  officers  and  soldiers  who  had  had  such  lands  set  out  in 
1655,  1656  and  1657  should  pay  a  year  and  a  half's  rent  to 
the  Crown,  measured  by  the  same  standard,  the  payment 
commencing  six  months  after  such  persons  received  reprisals. 
These  payments  went  into  the  security  for  the  arrears  of  the 
'"49  men."'^> 

If  any  person,  to  whom  a  debt  of  pounds  with  odd  shillings 
and  pence  was  due,  obtained  certain  acres  of  land  with  odd 
roods  and  perches,  these  fractions,  if  they  did  not  exceed 
one-hundredth  part  of  each  whole  sum  or  amount,  were 
in  both  cases  to  be  "  struck  off"  and  throwia  into  a  fund  for 
disposal  according  to  the  wishes  of  the  Crown. '^'  We  know 
that  some  part  of  this  land  was  afterwards  devoted  to  the 
support  of  one  of  King  Charles'  favourite  institutions,  the 
Royal  Society. 

It  should  be  noticed  that  shortly  after  this  provision, 
which  is  immediately  followed  by  some  private  clauses,  the 
mandatory  form  of  the  sections  "  You  shall  therefore  do  this  "

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is  abandoned  by  the  draftsman,  and  the  ordinary  form  of 
the  statute,  "be  it  further  enacted,"  commences;  showing 
apparently  that  the  Irish  ParUament  made  addition  to  the  text 
of  the  instructions  when  giving  them  the  force  of  law.  The 
clauses  following  the  change  do  not  form  a  logical  sequel  to 
those  which  precede  it,  but  are  more  general  in  character, 
fedeed  the  whole  Act  is  a  mere  congeries  of  provisions 
loosely  strung  together  with  no  pretence  at  logical  arrange- 
ment. General  provisions  are  interspersed  with  particular 
favours.  A  subject  is  dealt  with  and  left  for  a  few  sections 
only  to  be  resumed  in  sections  which  were  thought  clearer, 
and  the  student  who  would  put  down  in  order  the  actual 
provisions  of  the  combined  Act,  Declaration  and  Instructions 
will  find  great  difficulty  in  doing  so.  Amongst  the  later 
provisions  of  the  Instructions  it  is  to  be  observed  that  the  lands 
held  by  the  Church  in  1641  were  restored,  and  all  lands  held 
by  lease  from  the  archbishops,  bishops,  &c.  by  persons  who ' 
had  forfeited  them  to  the  Crown,  were  returned  to  the 
Church  except  such  of  them  as  lay  within  the  security 
assigned  to  the  "  '49  men."  In  some  cases  soldiers  were 
put  in  as  lessees  under  the  forfeited  leases,  the  Church 
keeping  a  low  rent  and  maintaining  its  reversions,^''  but  lands 
which  had  been  granted  or  conveyed  by  the  Church  in  fee 
farm  and  were  forfeited  were  to  fall  in  to  the  King,  subject 
to  certain  payments  for  the  enrichment  of  Irish  sees. 
Impropriations  and  appropriate  tithes  which  had  come  to  the 
Crovm  by  forfeit  or  escheat  were  also  given  to  the  church 
with  a  view  to  increasing  the  income  of  the  vicars  and  choir- 
men  of  each  cathedral  church.  At  the  same  time  provision'^' 
of  glebes  was  made  for  the  churches  in  every  parish. 
The  lands  of  Trinity  College  were  also  to  be  restored,  the 
King  handing  back  to  them  any  lands  forfeited  to  him  by  the 
rebellious  acts  of  the  holders  of  college  leases.^^'  The  loyal 
inhabitants  of  Dublin  and  Drogheda,  who  had  held  out  for 
the  King  till  Ormond  left  Ireland  in  1647  were  also  restored,

or  in  case  of  their  death,  their  widows  or  heirs  were  to  receive 
their  lands  and  houses/^^  la  conclusion  a  general  power  of 
promoting  settlements  and  plantations  both  in  the  country  and 
in  towns  was  given  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Council/  > 

Such     were     in    outline     the     arrangements    which    the 
Declaration   and   Instructions   sought   to  make.      We    have 
no  direct  reference  to  them  in  the  text,  and  the  facts  in  the 
Calendar   are    all  of   the    nature    of   details.       At   the  end 
of  1660  the    Eoyalist   gentry  who    had  been  compelled  by 
force   to   live   in    rebel   quarters   in    1641  and    1642,    were 
agitated  by  fears  that  their  conduct   in  so  doing  might  tell 
against    them.        The    Papists    expelled   by    Cromwell  were 
calling  loudly  for  restoration.    Meantime  the  religious  settle- 
ment of  the  country  was  threatened  by  Presbyterians  in  the 
North   and   by  Roman   Catholics  in  the  South.     In  the  end 
of  November,    at  the   time  of  the    election  of  freemen  for 
Cashel,  "  some  thirty  of  the  most  notorious  Irish  "  inhabitants 
came  into  the  Court  House  and  protested  against  the  freedom 
of  the  city,  and  with  it  the  right  to  vote  for  a  bm-gess  for 
Parliament,  being  conceded  to  any  Englishmen ;  and  formally 
demanded    restoration  to    their  houses  and  lands. '^'      In  the 
North    the   Presbyterians    were   afraid    of    the    Established 
Church.      Their   preachers  urged    that   men  should  get  the 
Bible  by  heart,  for  that  soon  none  would  be  allowed  to  read 
it.      In    Sligo    the   Irish    were    providing    themselves   with 
powder  sent  from  Scotland'""  and  claimed  that  the  first  two 
years  of  the  war  were  to  be  reckoned  no  rebellion  and  that 
they  would  soon  have  back  their   estates.      Well  might  the 
Commissioners  in  Dublin  Castle  say  that  they  were  beset  on 
all  sides  by  parties  of  different  interests  and  persuasions,  but 
that  all  were  united  in  a  desire  to  disturb  the  King's  Govern- 
ment.     Perhaps  their  anxiety  was  increased  by  the  recom- 
mendation, made  apparently  by  Sir  Maurice  Eustace,'*'  that 
Recusants  should  be  allowed  to  be  in  the  Commission  of  the

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Peace  and  to  be  sheriffs,  provided  only  they  took  the  oath  of 
allegiance.  Lord  Mountrath  was,  however,  against  the  proposal, 
and  it  seems  that  the  Government  in  London  was  at  the  time 
guided  by  his  opinion/'^  The  policy  in  England  was  to  rely  in 
the  last  resort  upon  the  Protestants,  but  especially  the 
Churchmen;  and  any  concessions  made  either  to  extreme 
Dissenters  or  to  the  Roman  Catholics  in  England  were 
subject  to  their  approval.  In  Ireland  the  policy  of  general 
tolerance  which  the  King  pursued  led  him  to  favour  con- 
cessions to  the  Roman  Catholics  ;  but  when  these  concessions 
aroused  the  opposition  of  the  Protestant  and  English  majority 
they  were  modified  or  withdrawn. 

The  year  1660,  in  which  so  much  was  done  in  England 
by  the  Convention  Parliament,  had  thus  seen  little  practical 
progress  in  Ireland.  A  general  declaration  had  indeed  been 
issued,  but  the  year  1661  opened  with  all  the  main  difficulties 
still  unsolved.  Attempts  were  made  to  stop  meetings 
of  "Papists,  Presbyterians,  Independents,  Anabaptists  and 
Quakers,"  who  are  mentioned  together*^*  as  common  enemies 
of  the  Government.  The  Convention  which  had  sat  in 
1660  was  summoned  to  meet  again  in  Dublin  in  January 
with  a  view  to  raising  funds  for  the  expenses  of  Govern- 
ment; but  the  Lords  Justices  were  instructed  in  February 
to  prepare  writs  for  election  of  members  of  an  Irish  Parlia- 
ment. Cromwell's  scheme  of  a  single  Legislature  for  the 
three  kingdoms  was,  like  the  rest  of  his  efforts  at  con- 
stitutional construction,  dropped;  and  although  we  hear 
afterwards  of  the  nomination  of  Parliamentary  delegates  to 
attend  the  King  in  Council  in  England  and  report  on  Irish 
subjects,  there  is  no  thought  of  a  common  or  federal 
Parliament.  As  if  to  emphasise  the  separation  of  the 
Legislatures  the  Lords  Justices  were  informed  that  the  King 
desired  the  Irish  and  English  Parliaments  to  meet  on 
the  same  day — the  eighth  of  May.  In  the  meantime 
the  army  was  being  reduced  in  numbers,  as  that  in 
England   had   already  been,  but,   in  spite  of   this  reduction,

The 
Protestant    adventurers,    so    soon    as    they    heard    of     the 
intention   of  the  Government  to  call  a   Parliament,  pressed 
for   the   despatch   of    a    measure,    which   had   been  already 
drafted  and    sent    to    London,    for   administering    the    oath 
of  Supremacy  to  all  elected  members.      In  this  they  were 
supported  by  Orrery,  who  remarked,  with  some  justice,  that 
it  would  be  strange  if  those  who  were  not  allowed,  without 
taking  this  oath,  to  be  in  the  Commission  of  the  Peace  and 
administer  the    law,    should  be  free  to  make  it.      Secretary 
Nicholas,  on  the  other  hand,  hoped  '^>  that  the  question  would 
not  arise,  and  intimated  that  if  it  did  there  would  be  some 
difficulty  in  keeping  Recusants  out  of  the  House.     No  doubt 
the  King   was   at    this    moment  under   pressure   from    his 
mother,  supported  by  Prance.     Roman  Catholicism   was  not 
without   its   representatives   on    the    Council    at    Whitehall; 
and    it    is    noteworthy   that,   in   the    letter    in    which    the 
matter  is  mentioned,    the    Secretary    of  State    discusses  the 
possibility    of   the    death    of    Cardinal   Mazarin.        Should 
he    die,    says    Nicholas,    his    disappearance    will    make     a 
great    difference   to    the    affairs    of    all    Christendom,    and 
when   Mazarin    died    in    March,    1661,    "doubtless"    wrote 
he,    "England    hath    lost    no    good   friend    of    that    great 
minister. "*''     Early  in  that   month  the    King   approved  the 
reduction  of  the  Irish  army,  but  expressed  his  unwillingness 
to  stop  trade  between  Ireland  and  Scotland  even  if  it  should 
lead  to  the  arrival  of  dangerous  persons  from  Scotland  ia  the 
north  of  Ireland .     A  little  later  Lord  Massereene  and  Sir  Audley 
Mervin,  who  had  been  delegated  from  the  Irish  Convention 
to     England,    returned    with    the    draft    of    four    bills    to 
be  submitted  to  the  new  Parliament,  and  with  orders  that 
it   should  meet  on   May  8.       Further  bills  were  sent  over 
immediately  afterwards  by  Sir  Arthur  Forbes.     "I  doubt  not," 
said  the  adroit  Secretary,  in  sending  these  bills  to  the  Lords 
Justices,  "that  by  your  prudent  care  there  will   be  discreet

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and  well  affected  men  chosen  for  members  of  that  body."  ^'^ 
He  hoped  too  that  the  Irish  malcontents  would  be  induced  to 
consider,  and  conform  to,  the  general  interest  of  the  country. 
It  is  curious  that  at  the  moment  when  he  wrote  thus  to 
Lord  Mountrath  he  addressed  to  the  Lord  Chancellor'^'  a 
letter  vindicating  the  liberty  of  election  and  condemning  the 
restrictions  upon  that  liberty  which  had  been  imposed  by 
the  Cromwellian  Government.  And  again  on  April  2 
we  find  him  rejoicing '''  at  the  result  of  the  English 
elections  which  had  been  ' '  very  well  managed  both  in 
counties  and  boroughs  for  His  Majesty's  service  and  the 
public  good.  Only  few  good  men,"  he  adds,  "are  satisfied 
with  those  made  in  London."'*'  The  approaching  assembly 
of  the  Irish  Parliament  raised  various  interesting  legal 
discussions  in  the  Irish  Council,  of  which  some  account 
is  given  by  Lord  Chancellor  Eustace's  despatch  of 
3  April. '^^  It  was  agreed  amongst  other  things  that  noble- 
men who  had  been  indicted  of  high  treason  and  outlawed 
were  not  eligible  to  sit  in  the  House  of  Lords,  and  that 
even  if  the  Chancellor  summoned  them  by  writ,  the  summons 
would  not  abolish  the  outlawry.  The  decision  of  the  Council 
was  not  however  final,  aiid  Eustace  proposed  to  summon  the 
outlawed  nobles,  and  leave  the  question  to  be  decided  by  the 
House  of  Lords,  At  the  same  time  he  too  protested  against 
the  giving  away  of  lands  by  individual  grants,  and  pointed  out 
once  more  the  fatal  results  to  which  that  practice  was  certain 
to  lead.  Before  the  meeting  of  Parliament  one  may  notice  a 
letter'^^  from  the  King  to  the  Lords  Justices  authorising  a 
remarkable  grant  in  favour  of  the  Earl  of  Orrery — nothing 
less,  indeed,  than  the  right  to  appoint  all  the  members  of 
Corporations  in  all  the  corporate  towns  in  Munster.  This 
concession   was    accompanied   by    the    restoration    to    these

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towns  of  the  charters  which  they  had  forfeited  by  rebelUon. 
The  charters  as  returned  were,  however,  modified  so  as 
to  compel  the  Corporations  to  rebuild  their  official  buildings 
and  generally  improve  the  towns.  The  exclusive  privileges 
granted  to  members  of  the  Corporations  which  enabled  them, 
after  the  fashion  of  mediaeval  guilds,  to  keep  out  new  comers, 
were,  by  the  same  grant,  abolished.  The  evils  of  this 
custom  are  pointed  out  in  a  spirit  which  contrasts  sharply 
with  the  economic  shortsightedness  of  the  period.  It  is 
possible  that  the  grant  was  drawn  by  the  Earl  of  Orrery. 
We  have  evidence  that  influential  persons  were  allowed  to 
draw  up  the  grants  to  be  signed  in  their  favour;  and  this 
letter  contains  internal  evidence  of  local  knowledge.  If  this 
presumption  should  be  correct,  the  terms  in  which  it  is  framed 
show  what  we  already  know,  that  Orrery  was  a  person  of 
enlightened  views. 

In  April,  when  Parliament  was  about  to  meet,  the  King 
intended  to  appoint  a  Speaker,  but  the  Earl  of  Mountrath 
begged^^^  that  the  choice  might  be  left  to  the  election  of 
the  Commons,  and  intimated  that  he  and  Lord  Orrery  had  so 
managed  the  elections  that  no  person  distasteful  to  the 
Commons  was  Likely  to  be  appointed.  The  elections,  how- 
ever, resulted  otherwise  than  in  England.  There  the  majority 
was  stoutly  loyalist.  In  Ireland,  it  consisted  of  adven- 
turers and  soldiers,  ^^'  and  the  English  and  Irish  Govern- 
ments were  accordingly  anxious  as  to  the  probable  result  of 
the  meeting  of  Parliament.  It  was,  perhaps,  with  a  view  to 
forestalling  hostile  criticism  that  the  King  by  letters  of  9  and 
15  March  had  directed  that  all  grants  should  be  stayed  till 
the  persons  restored  or  reprized  by  the  Declaration  should 
have  been  satisfied.  We  do  not  know  what  particular 
representations  led  to  the  issue  of  this  order,  but  it  no 
doubt  tended  to  quiet  the  adventurers'  minds.  At  the  same 
time  the  Crown  came  to  the  conclusion^^^  that  persons  who 
had  been  outlawed  for  treason  could  be  called  to  Parliament

alleged  outlaw.      When    the    House    assembled   on    May  8 

Lord  Chancellor  Eustace  made  an  eloquent  speech  expressing 

gratitude  at  the  happy  Restoration  and  indicating  the  general 

intentions  of  the  Government.^^'     The  speech  was  calculated 

to    soothe    the    feelings    of   the    adventurers,  for   the    Lord 

Chancellor  assured  them  that   they  were    "the  first  men  to 

be  assured  in  their  just  possessions,"  and  referred  in  glowing 

terms   to  the  manner  in    which,    when   the  flood   gates   of 

insurrection  had  been  opened  in  the  country,  "  these  noble 

adventurers  "  had  opened  their  purses  to  enable  England  to  stem 

the  torrent.     The  Commons,  appeased  by  this  pronouncement, 

passed  a  declaration  sent  them  by  the  Lords  in  favour  of  the 

re-establishment  of  the  Church  upon  its  legal  foundations, 

and  pledging  their  support  to  the  Archbishops  and  Bishops.® 

The  Commons,  however,  desired  that  the  oaths  of  allegiance 

and  supremacy  should  be  taken  by  all  their  members.      The 

Lord  Chancellor  opposed  this  desire  in  the  Council,   and  his 

conduct  in  doing  so  was  commended  by  the  Crown. '^' 

The  news  of  the  King's  engagement  to  the  Infanta  of 
Portugal  reached  Dublin  at  this  time.  Bonfires  and  salvoes 
of  artillery  in  the  city  proclaimed  the  public  joy,  and  the 
Houses  passed  a  resolution  congratulating  the  King  on  his 
intended  marriage  "with  such  a  person  as  might  bear  some 
proportion  with  his  high  birth  and  Royal  virtues  as  well  as 
with  his  princely  inclinations."*^'  The  Protestants  were  no 
doubt  satisfied  that  a  Spanish  marriage  had  been  avoided, 
and  that  the  King  was  to  marry  a  princess  whose  country 
was,  at  the  time,  at  war  with  Spain.  After  a  few  days 
business  in  the  Houses  went  smoothly.  The  dexterous 
management  of  Primate  Bramhall,  Speaker  of  the  Lords,  and 
the  industry  of  Sir  Audley  Mervyn,  the  magniloquent  and 
courtly  Speaker  of  the    Commons,  secured  in  the  first  three

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weeks  the  establishment  of  the  liturgy,  doctrine  and  discipline 
of  the  Church,  a  denunciation  of  the  Covenant,  and  the 
continuance  of  the  excise,  customs  .and  other  revenue  arrange- 
ments pending  an  Act  of  Parliament;  whilst  the  clergy  in 
convocation  offered  eight  subsidies,  but  pleaded  for  a  reversion 
of  their  20th  parts  and  first  fruits."*  On  May  14  we  notice 
that  the  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  in  England  for  Irish 
affairs  had  before  them  the  complaint  '^'  of  certain  Irishmen 
Avho,  when  they  returned  to  Galway,  found  that  they  were 
not  allowed  to  trade  there.  It  was  resolved  at  White- 
hall^^' that  the  Roman  Catholic  merchants  of  Ireland  who 
had  bean  expelled  or  prevented  from  trading  in  the  pre- 
liestoration  days  be  allowed  to  return  and  traffic  in  the 
country.  The  resolution  was  followed  by  Royal  letters  of 
22  May,'*"  and  a  little  later  Secretary  Nicholas  '^'  was  almost 
anxious  as  to  the  residts  of  the  policy  of  toleration.  At  the  end 
of  July  the  Parliament,  unable  to  pass  supply  in  a  constitutional 
way,  sanctioned  the  raising  of  a  poll  tax  in  the  manner 
approved  by  the  Convention  of  1660  and  the  continuation  of 
the  customs,  excise  and  new  impost  at  the  existing  rates  ;- 
and  was  prorogued  for  a  month.  Before  the  prorogation,  how- 
ever, each  of  the  two  Houses  had  given  instructions  to  a 
body  of  Commissioners  who  were  to  be  sent  to  London  to 
represent  the  state  of  the  country.  These  instructions 
were  not  identical,^"'  but  in  a  general  sense  directed 
the  Commissioners  to  emphasise  strongly  the  need  for 
maintaining  the  Protestants  and  adventurers'  interest.  The 
Commission  consisted  of  four  members  of  the  House 
of  Lords  and  thirteen  of  the  Commons.  The  Upper  House  of 
Convocation  sent  the  Bishops  of  Cork  and  Elphin,  and  the 
Lower  House  the  Uean  of  St.  Patrick's,  Dublin.  The  King,  as 
soon  as  he  heard  of  the  intention  to  despatch  delegates,  informed 
the  Lords  Justices  that  he  did  not  wish  to  see  more  than  six

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persons"'  but  the  whole  body,  with  the  exception  of  the 
clergy,  who  were  appointed  later,  arrived  in  London  on  August 
11th  and  12th,  and  with  them  certain  representatives  sent 
by  the  Lords  Justices  themselves.  Soon  after  their  departure 
the  Lords  Justices  and  Council  sent  a  despatch'^'  to  London  in 
which  their  views  as  to  fiiaance  were  explained.  They 
strongly  advocated  the  abolition  of  the  Court  of  wards  and  of 
wardship,  which  had  been  abolished  in  England.  Would 
any  man,  they  asked,  invest  capital  in  Irish  land  subject  to 
wardship  whilst  investment  in  English  land  which  was  free  from 
such  a  burden  was  open  to  him  1  Would  the  small  adventurer 
and  investor,  who  could  not '  afford  to  buy  large  holdings 
but  could  pay  a  considerable  fine  for  a  lease  for  lives,  come  to 
a  country  where  his  property  might  not  pass  to  his  heirs  at 
death  ?  And  above  all,  would  the  Dutch,  to  whom  the  King 
intended  to  grant  the  privileges  of  naturalisation  in  the  next 
Parliament,  come  to  the  new  country  if  they  heard  that  their 
children  might  have  to  yield  to  strangers  the  profits  of  any 
lands  acquired  in  that  country  ■?  The  wardships  in  Ireland 
brought  in  but  £7,500  a  year,  and  the  Council  thought 
that  if  the  Crown  would  abandon  them,  the  nation  would  in 
return  grant  permanent  excise  to  the  extent  of  £50,000  a 
year.  Meantime  they  issued  an  urgent  proclamation  to  collect 
the  Crown  rents  and  to  stop  the  circulation  of  base  coin. 
Their  dispatch  of  August  13th  crossed  one  of  the  same  date 
from  Nicholas'^'  in  which  the  views  of  the  King  in  Council  as 
to  the  Irish  Roman  Catholics  are  expressed.  Innocent 
Papists  were  to  have  leave  to  live  and  trade  in  the  towns  but 
were  not  to  be  allowed  privileges  of  magistracy  or  government 
there;  and  it  was  not  the  purpose  of  the  Government  to 
restore  to  the  towns  all  Papists  who  had  before  the  war  been 
free  of  them.  Soon  after  these  despatches  had  been  sent 
the  Lords  Justices'  letters  of  21  August  arrived  in  London, 
and  brought  some  significant  testimony  as  to  the  conspiracy 
and  correspondence  between  the  Irish  Papists  in  many  parts  of

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the  kingdom  set  on  foot  by  Col.  Daniel  O'Cahan — "  a  person 
of  no  estate  or  fortune  in  the  kingdom,  but  a  bold  and 
daring  man."  On  August  24  Sir  Edward  Nicholas 
in  a  letter  addressed  to  Lord  Justice  Orrery  answered  the 
suggestions  of  the  Irish  Government  as  to  the  abolition 
of  the  Court  of  wards.  The  King  based  his  objection 
to  such  a  change  on  the  ground  that  wardship  had  long 
been  an  agency  for  converting  young  Roman  Catholics  of 
good  estate  to  Protestantism,  and  wished  to  know  what 
proper  substitute  for  that  agency  could  be  suggested.  He 
approved  readily  the  bill  for  naturalising  Protestant  strangers, 
whilst  the  Lords  Justices  were  directed,  in  answer  to  their  letter 
of  August  21,  to  prevent  Papists  from  embroiling  the  kingdom. 
The  Privy  Council  in  the  meantime  was  scattered  for  the 
holidays,  and  the  legal  advisers  of  the  Crown  in  England 
were  instructed  to  consider  the  bills  sent  over  from  Ireland  ; 
but  nothing  had  been  done  before  the  Irish  Parliament  again 
met  on  September  6.  The  poll  money  bill  hastily  passed 
through  according  to  law,  and  also  another  bill  declaring  that 
the  King's  assent  to  these  bills  should  not  determine  the 
session. 

It  is  at  this  point*"  that  we  come  across  the  first  of  an 
instructive  series  of  letters  from  Sir  William  Domvile,  the 
Irish  Attorney-General,  in  which  the  main  difficulties  of  the 
situation  are  described  with  unusual  skill  and  clearness. 
The  information  in  these  dispatches  should  be  studied  with 
care.  They  are  so  full  of  important  matter  and  contain  so 
little  that  is  superfluous  that  it  is  not  desirable  to  make  an 
abstract  of  them.  'J'hey  indicate  clearly  the  essential  difficulty  of 
combining  legal  justice  to  the  adventurers  with  moral  justice 
to  the  innocent  Papists,  the  essential  conflict  between  the 
policy  of  restoring  the  old  Eoyalists  and  that  of  maintaining 
the  Cromwellians.  At  the  same  time  the  task  of  dealing 
fairly  with  both  interests  is  not  abandoned  or  considered  to  be 
impossible.      There  was,  thinks  Sir  William,  room  for  all  in

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Ireland;  and  if  the  adventurers  had  not  received  about 
£75,000  worth  of  land  more  than  was  due  to  them  there 
would  probably  be  enough  to  satisfy  all  claims  which  could  be 
justly  put  forward  on  the  ground  of  "  innocence."  In 
arriving  at  his  iigure  of  £75,000,  Sir  William  presumed  first 
that  the  government  were  not  bound  to  fulfil  the  obligations 
undertaken  by  the  insurgent  government  of  England  towards 
those  who  invested  under  the  Ordinance  of  Parliament  of 
14  October,  1643."^  The  extravagant  terms  offered  by  this 
edict  to  persons  who  would  pay  in  money  for  the  suppression 
of  the  Irish  insurrection  could  not,  he  maintained,  be  regarded 
as  binding  on  the  restored  government,  and  he  proposed  to 
give  to  the  men  who  had  advanced  money  in  answer  to  those 
resolutions  terms  as  good  as,  but  no  better  than,  those  given 
to  other  adventurers.  If  this  proposal  was  accepted,  it  would 
reduce  the  obligations  to  the  adventurers  by  £53,000.  In  the 
next  place  Sir  William  found,  by  search  in  the  records  left  in 
Dublin  by  the  Cromwellian  officials,  that  only  £318,000  was 
even  alleged  to  be  due  to  the  adventurers.  The  whole  sum 
due  to  them  was  therefore  about  £265,000,  whilst  they  had 
received  £340,000  worth  of  land.  His  general  conclusion, 
which  is  not  worked  out  in  detail,  is  that  whilst  £75,000 
worth  of  land  had  certainly  been  taken  and  concealed  from  the 
Crown,  there  was  good  reason  to  believe  that  in  other  ways 
100,000  acres  more  had  been  unjustly  taken.  As  an  instance  of 
this  dishonesty  he  later'^'  sent  an  account  of  the  action  of  a 
famous  adventurer,  John  Blackwell,  of  Mortlake,  Blackwell 
certainly  paid  in  some  money  for  an  adventure  in  Irish  land, 
but  it  is  equally  certain  that  he  paid  in  but  a  very  small 
fraction  of  the  value  for  the  7,000  acres  in  co.  Dublin  and 
Kildare,  valued  at  £80,000,  which  had  passed  into  his  hands. 

Of  Domvile's  suggestions,  however,  we  find  no  trace  in  the 
dispatches  of  the  Lords  Justices  at  the  time.  They  are  occupied 
mainly  by  fears  as  to  the  results  of  restoring   the   Roman

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Catholics  or  Nonconformists  in  the  Irish  towns.  The  town 
of  Galway,  which  we  know  had  been  assigned  to  adventurers 
from  Gloucester,  had  been  occupied  by  a  considerable  number 
of  Anabaptists  and  other  "fanatics,"  and  the  Earl  of  Mountrath 
had  to  imprison  the  Mayor,  one  of  the  Sheriffs,  and  several  of 
the  inhabitants  before  he  could  assert  the  Royal  authority 
there.'"  At  the  same  time  he  represented  to  the  Crown  the 
great  disadvantages  under  which  Irish  commerce  suffered 
owing  to  the  power  reserved  to  the  Corporations  to 
restrain  strange  tradesmen  from  settling  in  their  towns. 
A  draft  of  letters  patent  which  he  sent  for  the  King's 
approval  empowered  him  to  put  an  end  to  this  state 
of  affairs  by  the  admission  of  such  persons  to  the  Corporation 
as  would  promote  the  development  of  trade  and  manufacture, 
and  improve  the  buildings  in  the  towns.  The  real  object  of  the 
letter  appears,  however,  in  its  concluding  clause,'^^  which 
directs  that  the  Corporations  shall  be  filled  in  the  first  place 
only  with  the  nominees  of  the  Earl  of  Mountrath.  This  naive 
proposal  was  not  accepted,'^'  but  merely  because  the  towns 
had  been  reserved  for  the  "  '49  men."  Schemes  of  this 
kind  appear  in  the  text  of  the  Calendar  side  by  side  with  the 
practical  facts  of  history.  Parliament,  which  had  been 
prorogued  on  September  6th,  met  and  was  again  prorogued 
on  October  10th,  as  the  bills  which  would  supply 
work  for  it  had  not  come  over  from  London.  Lord 
Chancellor  Eustace  pressed  afresh  for  the  abandonment  of 
the  Court  of  wards,  but  urged  that,  if  it  were  not  abandoned, 
the  Bill  of  Settlement  should  be  kept  back  till  Parliament 
had  passed  all  the  other  bills,  with  a  view  of  course  to  keeping 
the  Irish  Commons  in  a  docile  mood.  At  the  same  time 
he  and  his  colleagues  urged  that  the  rents  of  restored  Papists 
should  be  raised  above  the  figure  of  1641,  in  order  to 
enhance  the  revenue.  In  October  we  find  a  significant 
proclamation  *''  which  they  thought  necessary  to  issue  against 
the  practice  of  keeping  private  stores  of  arms  and  ammunition.

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There  were  still,  said  this  document,  "too  many  persons  in 
the  kingdom  who  have  not  yet  forgotten  their  disloyal, 
dangerous  and  phanatick  principles,"  and  had  disregarded 
previous  proclamations  forbidding  the  importation  of  arms. 
These  private  stores  were  to  be  surrendered  before 
December  10,  and  not  to  be  continued  without  licence  from 
the  Lords  Justices  and  Council,  whilst  ammunition  would  be 
given  to  those  who  deserved  or  needed  to  keep  arms  and  gun- 
powder. A  few  days  later  full  instructions  "  how  the  King's 
subjects  may  be  furnished  with  gunpowder"  were  issued'*^  as 
a  supplement  to  this  proclamation.  The  instructions  show 
that  the  Governments  considered  that  the  existence  of  private 
stores  of  powder  involved  the  country  in  serious  danger. 
The  places  at  which  powder  was  to  be  kept  and  the  persons 
empowered  to  issue  licences  to  use  it  are  named.  We 
have  further  the  curious  provision  that  no  "fowler  or  other 
person"  should  be  admitted  to  use  a  piece  unless  he  first 
conform  himself  to  the  English  habit  and  language  and  be  a 
known  Protestant.  At  the  same  time'^^  the  Lords  Justices  were 
directed  to  hand  over  all  the  unappropriated  houses  in  the 
King's  disposal  in  the  Irish  towns  to  the  use  of  the  most  loyal 
and  deserving  class  of  his  supporters — the  officers  who  had 
served  before  June,  1649.  We  have  in  the  text  various 
indications'^*  of  the  discontent  of  this  class  of  men.  They 
suffered  more  than  others  by  the  King's  isolated  orders  to 
restore  the  innocent  Papists  to  their  holdings  in  the  towns 
which  had  been  generally  reserved  for  them  by  the 
Declaration. 

The  year  1661  closed  without  the  return  of  the  Irish  bills 
from  London.  Parliament  was  prorogued  again  to  November  6, 
and  yet  again  to  December  6 ;  and  on  November  20  the  Lords 
Justices  proclaimed  for  the  public  convenience,  that,  Parlia- 
ment or  no  Parliament,  the  King  desired  the  customs  to  be 
paid  in  as  usual  after  the  period  of  their  legal  collection 
expired.'^*      The  consideration  of  Irish  problems  at  Whitehall

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no  doubt  brought  out  the  necessity  of  having  a  really  strong 
man  at  the  head  of  the  Irish  Government,  and  there  is  much 
ground  for  believing  that  in  the  discussion  and  settlement  of 
Irish  affairs  the  King  relied  greatly  on  the  most  loyal — and 
not  the  least  able— of  all  his  friends,  the  Duke  of  Ormond. 
At  all  events,  we  find  suddenly  on  November  8th 
speeches  addressed  to  the  King  by  Sir  Audley  Mervin  and 
the  Bishop  of  Elphin  on  the  occasion  of  the  appointment 
of  the  Duke  as  Lord  Lieutenant/'^  Both  these  men  vrere 
at  the  time  in  London  as  agents  for  the  Parliament 
or  clergy  of  Ireland.  Mervin's  speech,  as  an  example  of 
the  inflated  and  bombastic  rhetoric  of  the  time,  is  given  in 
full  in  the  text/^^  The  appointment  of  the  Duke  of 
Ormond  was  known  in  Dublin  before  the  end  of  November, 
and  Orrery  received  it  with,  at  all  events,  superficial  satisfac- 
tion. When  the  Parliament  met  on  December  6,  the  Houses 
thanked  the  King  for  it,  and  after  sanctioning  the  collection 
of  the  excise,  customs  and  new  impost  as  desired  by  the  Lord 
Justices,  were  again  prorogued  to  January  21  in  the  new  year. 
It  cannot  be  said  that  the  Lord  Justices  had  failed.  On  the 
contrary,  they  seem  to  have  realised  the  difficulty  of  the 
situation  very  clearly,  and  Lord  Orrery  at  all  events  was  a 
vigorous,  prudent,  and  resourceful  man.  But  Eustace  was  old 
and  probably  corrupt,''^  Mountrath  on  his  deathbed,^*'  and 
Orrery  had  plenty  to  do  in  Munster.  Moreover,  Orrery  and 
Mountrath  had  both  fought  on  the  other  side  during  the  Civil 
War,  and  it  was  not  possible  that  turncoats,  however  competent, 
should  be  as  successful  in  grappling  with  a  problem  of  Irish 
Government  as  a  man  whose  ability  was  great  and  whose 
loyalty  and  integrity  could  not  be  disputed.     Early  in  1662

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numerous  addresses  of  welcome  were  sent  to  the  Duke,  either 
by  the  oificers  garrisoned  in  Ireland  or  by  the  Corporations  of 
her  principal  cities  and  towns/"  Meantime,  Parliament  was 
prorogued  from  month  to  month,  whilst  the  bills  which  it  was 
to  pass  were  being  debated  at  Whitehall;  and  the  future 
seemed  uncertain.  Early  in  February  the  Roman  Catholic 
clergy  addressed  a  short  remonstrance  and  petition  to  the 
King.  In  this  they  resolutely  asserted  their  loyalty, 
declared  that  the  charges  made  against  them  were  fabricated 
by  greedy  Protestants,  whose  only  desire  was  to  cling  to 
the  estates  in  Ireland  which  rightly  belonged  to  the  Irish, 
and  begged  that  they  might  be  relieved  from  persecution.*^' 
The  arrival  of  the  Duke  of  Ormond  was  delayed  because  it 
was  realised  that  his  mission  would  be  fruitless  if  he  were  not 
supplied  with  the  means  of  paying  oflF  some  of  the  public 
debts,  and  for  that  purpose  the  King  early  in  February 
directed  the  officers  of  the  English  Exchequer  to  raise 
£80,000  at  once.  Directly  after,  a  further  sum  of 
£20,000  was  demanded  for  supply  of  a  new  regiment 
of  Guards,  which  it  was  proposed  to  maintain  in  Dublin. 
The  Duke's  commission  as  Lord  Lieutenant  was  dated 
February  21,  and  Alderman  Robert  Viner,  a  wealthy  London 
goldsmith,  of  whom  we  see  a  good  deal  in  these  docu- 
ments, undertook  to  find  the  needful  money,  or  a  good  part 
thereof,  in  return  for  a  charge  on  the  revenues  accruing  to  the 
Exchequer  from  half-a-dozen  important  English  cities  and 
towns  under  the  Act  of  1661  for  raising  £1,260,000.'^' 

At  the  same  time,  new  civil  and  military  establish- 
ments were  drawn  up  to  take  effect  from  April  1st,  probably 
with  a  view  to  getting  a  trustworthy  estimate  of  the  charges 
which  the  Irish  Exchequer  would  have  to  meet.  These 
establishments'*'  give  an  accurate  view  of  the  framework  of 
government  at  the  time  when  the  Duke  of  Ormond  took  over 
the  duties  of  Governor.

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In  April  we  find  the  first  letter^"  addressed  to  Sir  Henry 
Bennet  (afterwards  better  known  as  Earl  of  Arlington)  as 
"Principal  Secretary  of  State."  Bennet  was  not  formally 
appointed  to  succeed  Nicholas  until  some  date  in  October, 
which  has  not  been  definitely  fixed/^>  and  it  is  interesting  to 
find  that  in  April  Lord  Aungier,  who  was  engaged  with  him  in 
a  predatory  design  on  the  property  of  Lord  Clanmalier/''  in  the 
King's  and  Queen's  Counties,  should  have  addressed  him  in 
this  way  six  months  before  his  appointment.  Sir  Edward 
Nicholas  was  still  in  control  of  the  Irish  department,  and  we 
have  letters  apparently  from  him  in  an  Entry  Book  up  to 
September  23,  1662,  when  the  entries  cease.-*'  On  April  10, 
he  wrote  that  the  Bill  of  Settlement  was  at  last  ready,  and  that 
on  May  4  Ormond  prepared  to  cross  to  Ireland.  It  is  at  this 
date  we  meet  with  the  first  letter  on  an  administrative  matter 
addressed  to  him  from  Whitehall,  but  he  did  not  arrive  in 
Ireland  till  August.  In  the  interval  the  King's  letters  for 
grants,  &c.,  were  addressed  sometimes  to  him,  and  sometimes 
to  the  Lord  Justices,  from  which  one  may  infer  that  he  took 
over  the  duties  of  government  by  gradual  steps.  Meantime 
Secretary  Nicholas  sent  over  the  Bill  of  Settlement  on  May  10 
to  Dublin,  where  Parliament,  after  many  prorogations,  was 
sitting,  and  the  House  of  Commons  at  once  got  to  work 
on  it.  It  was  read  a  third  time  and  sent  to  the  Lords 
on  May  20.  Through  both  Houses  it  passed  rapidly,  and  we 
have  no  record  in  these  papers  of  any  debates  or  amendments. 
It  was,  indeed,  delayed  for  some  time  in  the  Upper  House 
whilst  the  Excise  and  Subsidy  Bills  went  through ;  but  these 
were  successfully  passed  before  the  second  week  in  July,  and 
on  7  July   the  King  directed   the  Lords  Justices   to   "pass

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the  Bill  of  Settlement  with  all  convenient  speed,"  a  direction 
from  vphich  we  may  infer  that  the  delay  was,  in  part  at  all 
events,  due  to  the  action  of  the  Government.  The  Eoyal 
assent  to  it  and  to  several  other  measures*''  was  signified 
with  much  solemnity  by  the  Duke  of  Ormond  on  July  31. 

The  rapid  passing  of  the  Act  of  Settlement  is  not  surprising 
when  one  looks  into  the  text  and  finds  that  it  is  really 
very  short,  Its  main  object  was  to  give  to  the  Declaration 
and  Instructions  the  force  of  law,  and  this  was  done  with  but 
few  preliminaries.  The  preamble  set  out  the  enormity  of 
the  Irish  insurrection  of  1641,  "a  formed  and  almost 
national  rebellion  of  the  Irish  Papists  against  your  father 
of  blessed  memory,"  and  stated  that  the  crushing  of  those 
insurgents  was  due  to  the  efforts  of  Englishmen  and 
Protestants.  The  action  of  the  Cromwellian  Government  in 
partitioning  the  ten  counties  amongst  the  adventurers  and 
soldiers  is  briefly  and  rather  euphemistically  described.  The 
Cromwellians,  "by  whom,  as  instruments,  the  said  rebels  were 
totally  subdued,  did,  in  the  time  of  your  Majesty's  absence 
beyond  the  seas,  for  the  supply  of  the  then  pressing  necessities, 
and  to  prevent  the  further  desolation  of  this  your  Majesty's 
kingdom,  enquire  into  the  authors,  contrivers,  abettors  of  the 
said  rebellion  and  war,  and  after  much  deliberation  among 
themselves,  and  advices  from  others  had  thereupon,  did 
dispossess  such  of  the  said  Irish  rebels  ....  as  they  found 
guilty  of  the  said  rebellion,"  and  had,  to  put  it  shortly, 
occupied  their  lands.  But  these  Protestants,  we  are  told, 
"as  soon  as  with  much  difficulty  and  hazard  they  had  gotten 
the  power  of  this  kingdom  into  their  hands,"  had  invited  the 
King  to  Ireland  and  had  accepted  the  declaration  of  Breda  and 
that  of  November  30,  1660.  They  therefore  claimed  as  loyal 
subjects  that  all  those  who  had  forfeited  their  lands  by  the 
treason  of  1641  had  lost  them  for  ever,  and  the  Act  provided 
that  these  lands,'-^'  and  the  rent  cha;rges,  &c.,  on  them  should

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be  forfeited  to  the  King  whether  the  old  owners  had  been  out- 
lawed or  not.     Certain  reservations  were  made  with  a  view 
to  protecting  Protestants  who  had  dealt  in  land  since  1641, 
and  for   preserving  the   adventurers   and  soldiers    who  had 
been  settled  in  estates  in  Ireland  by  the  late  powers,  and 
restoring  to  the  Irish  church  and  to  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  the 
land  which  they  had  held  in  1 6  4 1 .    Moreover,  Protestants  were 
not  to  lose  their  lands  for  joining  the  rebels,  provided  they 
did  not  join  them  till  after  the  peace  of  September,  1643, 
whilst  a  special  clause  was  inserted  to  protect  the  property  of 
Bramhall,  Ormond  and  his  wife,  the  Earls  of  Roscommon 
and  Inchiquin,  and  a  few  others.     Those  who  had  got  decrees 
of  Cromwellian    Courts  of  Justice   in  Ireland    or  from   the 
Cromwellian  Court  of  Claims   were  also  confirmed  in  their 
lands.    Persons  to  whom  lands  belonging  to  restorable  persons 
had  been  distributed  were  to  receive  reprizals  before  any  other, 
and  the  Crown  waived  its  right  to  collect  any  rent  from  lands 
settled  on  it  by  the  Act  which  fell  due  between  October,  1641, 
and  the  passing  of  this  Act.     Finally,  all  the  lands  hereby 
settled  on  the  Crown  were  to  be  held  by  it  "to  the  intent  to 
be  settled,  confirmed,  restored  or  disposed  "  in  such  manner 
and  by  such    uses  as    the  Declaration  and  Instructions  pro- 
vided.    The  text  of  the  Declaration  and  Instructions  followed, 
and  these  documents  are  embodied  in  the  Act. 

Instructions  •  had  meantime  been  issued  to  the  Duke  of 
Ormond  as  Lord  Lieutenant.^''  These  do  not  widely  diifer 
from  the  directions  given  to  his  predecessors.  The  promotion 
of  the  interests  of  the  Church,  the  maintenance  of  strong 
garrisons,  the  strict  control  of  revenue  and  expenditure,  the 
prospects  of  retrenchment,  the  maintenance  of  justice,  and  the 
promotion,  according  to  the  notions  of  the  time,  of  Irish  trade, 
are  all  mentioned  in  the  usual  way,  and  there  are  further 
rules  as  to  the  restoration  of  the  Irish  coinage  to  the  English 
level,  and  the  accurate  surveying  of  Irish  land ;  but  there  is 
nothing  either  about  the  management  of  Parliament  or  the

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policy  to  be  pursued  in  connexion  with  the  conflicting  claims 
of  Protestants  and  Roman  Catholics  for  Irish  land.  On  June 
22  a  memorandum  as  to  the  official  entry  of  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  into  Dublin  was  placed  before  the  Privy  Council."' 
The  English  Government  hoped  that  his  arrival  would  lead 
to  an  improvement  in  the  Irish  situation;  and  an  attempt 
was  made  to  infuse  some  prudence  into  the  methods  of  Irish 
administration.  We  have  no  clear  evidence  as  to  whether 
the  reforms  proposed  at  the  time'^'  were  carried  out,  but  it 
seems  that  throughout  the  Duke  of  Ormond's  first  year,  at  aU 
events,  he  constantly  enforced  respect  for  the  principle 
that  no  Irish  grant  should  pass  the  Great  Seal,  Privy  Seal 
or  Signet  without  his  knowledge  and  approval.  In  July,  he 
insisted  on  a  commission  being  appointed  to  inquhe  and  report 
what  lands  or  moneys  were  detained  or  concealed  from  the 
King.  As  soon  as  the  Act  of  Settlement  was  passed,  the 
Lord  Lieutenant,  acting  on  instructions  from  the  King, 
appointed  seven  commissioners  to  execute  it.  The  men  chosen 
were  Henry  Coventry,  Sir  Edward  Deering,  Sir  Richard 
Rainsford,  Sir  Thomas  Beverley,  Edward  Smith,  Edward 
Cooke,  and  Winston  ChurchUl.  The  struggle  which  had  raged 
in  Parliament  or  in  the  Council  over  the  rights  and  wrongs  of 
the  contending  parties  in  Ireland  was  now  transferred  to  the 
Court'^'  held  by  these  seven  men. 

At  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  the  Act,  however,  the 
land  settlement  was  not  the  only  pressing  question.  The 
army  was  unpaid,  and  constantly  committed  depredations  on 
peaceful  citizens.  The  revenue  came  in  slowly  before  the 
Lord  Lieutenant  arrived,  and  recourse  was  had  to  the  dangerous 
practice  of  assigning  it  to  officers  or  soldiers  for  their  pay- 
ments, and  leaving  them  to  collect  it.  We  find,  however,  that 
the  first  step  taken  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  on  his  arrival  was

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to  issue  a  proclamation'"  naming  the  various  collectors  of 
the  poll  tax  and  quit  rents  who  had  not  accounted  in  the 
Exchequer  for  the  sums  they  had  received,  and  ordering  them 
to  bring  in  their  accounts  without  delay.  The  practice  of 
giving  assignments  of  the  State  revenue  to  persons  who  had 
claims  against  the  Exchequer  was  abandoned.  All  officers  of 
the  Irish  army  were  ordered  to  return  to  their  garrisons  and  not 
to  depart  without  leave.  To  assist  the  collection  of  the  customs, 
a  further  proclamation'"  was  issued  in  September,  naming  the 
landing  places  at  which  ships  carrying  "  dutiable  "  goods  were  to 
be  laden  and  unladen ;  the  object,  of  course,  being  to  bring  all 
such  goods  into  the  reach  of  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and 
Excise,  and  to  prevent  the  evasion  of  proper  payments.  At  the 
same  time,  the  Lord  Lieutenant  drew  up  a  full  list  of  military 
regulations,  which  were  issued  in  Dublin  early  in  October  as 
' '  law  and  ordinances  of  war  established  for  the  good  conduct  of 
His  Majesty's  army  in  Irela,nd."''^  The  rules  promulgated 
seem  to  us  strangely  severe  in  some  cases.  A  soldier  who 
drew  his  sword  after  the  watch  was  set,  or  abused  those  who 
brought  victuals  into  camp,  or  made  private  arrangements  for 
ransoming  prisoners,  was  punished  with  death;  a  number 
of  other  trifling  offences  were  treated  in  the  same  way ;  whilst 
in  some  cases  the  punishments  seem  to  modern  opinion  to  be 
rather  light.  In  one  of  his  first  letters  to  the  King'**  the 
Lord  Lieutenant  expresses  a  hope  that  the  changes  he  had 
made  in  the  army  were  such  that  there  was  now  "no  danger 
to  be  apprehended  from  it,"  and  declares  that  if  only  the 
officers  remember  that  they  had  not  only  salaries  to  receive  but 
duties  to  perform,  the  army  would  soon  be  strong  and  efficient. 
In  October  the  Commissioners  of  Settlement  were  at  work, 
but  we  see  from  the  Proclamation  of  October  17'^^  that 
it  very  soon  became  necessary  to  exercise  the  power 
granted  by  Parliament  for  prolonging  the  duration  of  their 
judicial  powers.'^'  It  is  obvious  that  the  various  classes 
of  claims  could  not  possibly  have  been  ascertained  and 
marshalled  within   the  few  weeks  mentioned  in  the  Act   of

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Settlement.      In  the  succeeding  histoiy  we  shall  find  that  the 
work  of  settlement  M'as  not  one  of  weeks,  but  of  years. 

In  and  after  October,  1662,  Sir  Henry  Bennet  appears  to 
be  in  full  control  of  Irish  official  correspondence.      The  Duke 
of  Ormond  begged  that  this  might  be  in  the  hands  of  one 
Secretary  only,  and  his  request  was  granted.      Bennet  does 
not  leave  any  strong  impression  on  the  pages  of  the  Calendar, 
and  seems  to  confine  his  attention  almost  entirely  to  the  attempt 
to  possess  himself  of  the  estate  of  Clanmalier  in  defiance  of  the 
Act  of  Settlement.      The  importance  of  his  appointment  is 
that  he  had  as  secretary  Joseph  Williamson,  the  most  indus- 
trious official  of  the  time,  who  kept  a  great  many — one  is  in- 
clined to  think  all — of  the  papers  which  came  into  his  hands. 
The  consequence  is  that  after  the  disappearance  of  Sir  Edward 
Nicholas    the    wealth    of    materials    increases.      The    Lord 
Lieutenant's  letters  to  him  are  frequent,  sometimes  without 
any  ceremonial   beginning  or  ending ;  *"   and  from  the  first 
discountenance  Bennet's  attempts  at  a  legalised  plunder  of  the 
Dempseys.^^'      In  this  scheme  Bennet  was  assisted  in  Ireland 
by  two  agents.  Colonel  Talbot  and  Colonel  Edward  Vernon, 
also  by  Winston  Churchill,  a  corrupt  member  of  the  Settle- 
ment  Commission,   whose   letters   give   us   a   great-  deal   of 
information  on  the  matter.      During    the  Lord  Lieutenant's 
absence  at  Kilkenny  in  November,  1662,  whither  he  went  for  the 
marriage  of  his  daughter, <^^  Bennet's  agents  wrote  somewhat 
despondently  of  the  prospects  of  his  Irish  campaign.     They 
thought  it  impossible  to  get  a  clause  for  granting  him  the 
Dempsey  estate  into  a  public  act,  and  urged  that  a  private  bill 
was  the  best  mode  of  procedure.     The  Commissioners  were 
meantime  at  work  on  the  various  claims  put  before  them,  and 
the  letters  of  the  concluding  pages  of  the  volume  give  us  some 
idea  of  the  difficulties  which  beset  them.    Not  the  least  pressing

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was  the  host  of  the  King's  friends  in  Dublin  who  sought  by  the 
exercise  of  influence  at  Court  to  get  behind  the  Act  of  Settle- 
ment. Whatever  the  faults  of  the  Commissioners  may  have 
been,  they  certainly  brought  to  light  the  fact  that  an  immense 
amount  of  land  was  withheld  from  the  King  which  should  be 
at  his  disposal.  Sir  William  Domvile,  the  most  efficient  and 
honest  of  his  servants,  wrote  explicitly  in  November^''  on  this 
point.  The  Council  in  England  were  already  considering  a 
bill  drawn  in  the  autumn  in  Dublin  for  explaining  the  diffi- 
culties in  the  main  Act  of  Settlement  which  had  actually  been 
discussed  in  the  Irish  Parliament  before  that  Act  passed. 
Sir  William  urged  that  whilst  this  bill  was  being  considered 
the  King's  just  rights  might  be  asserted  and  the  land 
which  was  properly  Crown  land  reserved  to  him.  It  is  not 
unlikely  that  Sir  William  had  something  to  say  to  the 
preparation  of  the  "state  "  of  the  country,  which,  in  accord- 
ance with  ancient  practice,  the  Lord  Lieutenant  sent  to 
London  on  November  29.'^*  The  business-like  grasp  and 
precision  of  this  statement  recall  Sir  William  Domvile's 
earlier  dispatches  and  distinguish  it  from  the  other  letters 
of  the  time.  The  outlook  which  it  presented  was  not  cheer- 
ful. The  revenue  had  fallen  short  by  £28,000  of  the 
estimate  made  in  October,  1661,  and,  even  if  it  came  up  to 
that  estimate,  it  would  be  still  over  £21,000  short  of  what 
was  necessary  to  pay  the  charges  of  the  Government. 
The  annual  deficit  must  therefore  be  taken  to  be 
about  £49,000.  The  outstanding  Irish  debt,  details  of 
which  are  given  in  the  statement,  was  about  £220,000, 
and  of  this  the  twelve  subsidies  granted  by  Parlia- 
ment would  only  pay  off  £180,000,  so  that,  in  addition  to 
the  annual  deficit,  there  was  a  standing  debt  of  about  £40,000. 
Under  these  circumstances  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Council 
asked  that  £60,000  should  be  at  once  sent  them.  With  this, 
they  thought,  they  could  buy  up  or  compound  for  the  standing 
debt  of  £220,000  ;  whUst  they  hoped  that  in  two  years  the 
revenue  might  be  raised  so  as  to  pay  off  the  £49,000,  and  to

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support  the  uew  regiment  of  the  King's  Guards,  which  had 
hitherto  been  supported  by  money  sent  from  England.  But 
the  great  object  of  the  Council  was  to  pay  the  regular  army. 
What,  they  asked,  could  be  done  when  the  army  was  so  ill-paid 
"that  the  soldiers  had  to  plunder  for  food  and  clothing; 
when  the  condition  of  the  ordinary  soldier  is  such  that  he 
thinks  it  an  advantage  to  be  discharged ;  when,  indeed,  their 
condition  is  such  and  so  miserable  as  it  is  a  dishonour  and 
shame  to  us,  and  a  great  grief  to  behold  1"  In  a  private 
letter  the  Lord  Lieutenant  begged  for  the  £60,000,  and 
attempts  were  made  to  use  any  money  which  was  obtainable 
for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  debts  contracted  by  the  unpaid 
soldiers/"  The  Lord  Lieutenant  further  pointed  out  that 
^  dangers  are  far  more  likely  to  ensue  from  attempts  to  corrupt 
an  army  if  that  army  is  unpaid  than  if  it  is  paid.  In  December 
we  find  a  commission  issued  by  the  Crown  to  Lord  Orrery  and 
others,  dhecting  them  to  inquire  and  report  as  to  the  actual 
value  in  the  year  1659  of  the  lands  set  out  to  the  adventurers 
and  soldiers,  to  those  who  had  purchased  from  transplanted 
persons,  or  to  grantees  by  patents.  The  object  of  this 
commission  was  to  discover  whether  the  rents  due  from  these 
Crown  tenants  and  payable  by  them  in  consideration  of  the 
good  title  given  them  by  the  Act  of  Settlement  were  fully 
paid.  The  funds  which  came  in  under  this  head  had  already 
been  allocated  to  those  who  had  "eminently  suffered  in  the 
Koyal  cause,"  and  it  was  probably  intended  to  devote  part  of 
them  to  meeting  the  arrears,  and  paying  those  on  whom  the 
unpaid  soldiers  had  made  requisitions.  At  the  same  time  the 
Irish  Council  objected'^*  to  the  system,  which  was  being 
introduced  at  Whitehall,  of  shelving  bills  which  they  sent 
over  for  approval  under  Poyning's  Act.  If  the  reasons  for  so 
shelving  these  bills  related  to  Ireland  itself,  such  reason  should, 
said  the  Council,  be  stated.  On  December  20,  however,  the 
Royal  consent  was  given  by  the  Duke  of  Ormond  to  a  number 
of  Acts,'*  and  the  Houses,  which  had  been  in  Session  since 
April,  were  prorogued  for  a  season.

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Such  was  the  political  history  of  Ireland  in  the  first  two  and 
a  half  years  after  the  Restoration.  The  problem  which  the 
Government  had  to  face  could  not  be  thoroughly  and 
effectually  solved  without  warfare.  The  various  parties  had 
interests  between  which  there  could  be  no  real  reconciliation, 
and  the  attempt  to  reconcile  them,  which  took  shape  in  the 
Act  of  Settlement,  though  it  was  the  only  alternative  to  further 
bloodshed,  could  not  appease  discontent.  In  my  next  volume, 
which  will,  I  hope,  contain  the  documents  for  the  years  1663 
and  1664,  we  shall  watch  the  course  of  that  discontent,  and 
observe  how  it  became  so  violent  as  to  lead,  in  May,  1663,  to 
an  abortive  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  disappointed  Protestants 
to  seize  Dublin  Castle  and  upset  the  Royalist  Government.  The 
adventurer  was  indeed  confirmed  in  his  lands  if  no  Papist 
claimed  them  who  could  establish  his  claim  to  restoration,  but 
the  Act  only  entitled  him  to  confirmation,  subject  to  the 
exceptions  in  the  Act '' ;  and  this  meant  that  any  Popish 
proprietor  who  could  make  good  his  claim  to  innocence 
before  the  Commissioners  of  Settlement  was  entitled  to  dis- 
place him  and  leave  him  to  the  doubtful  remedy  of 
"reprisals."  The  generosity  extended  to  the  Roman 
Catholics  was  no  doubt  due  in  part  to  the  King's  gratitude  to 
those  who  had  served  him  faithfully  in  the  time  of  his 
reverses;  but  it  may  also  be  attributed  in  part  to  the 
growth  of  Roman  Catholic  influence  at  Court  and  to 
considerations  of  high  policy  into  which  Ireland  entered 
merely  as  a  minor  piece  upon  the  chessboard.  Through- 
out the  volume  we  find  a  considerable  inclination  to  allow 
Uberties  to  the  Roman  Catholic  Irish.  They  were  not 
allowed  to  serve  as  officers  in  the  army,  and  in  the  instructions 
given  in  December  to  the  Court  of  wards  we  find  that  they 
were  not  allowed  to  hold  wardships,  but  there  is  ample 
evidence  that  they  were  permitted  both  to  trade  in  the  country 
and  practise  at  the  bar.  On  both  questions  we  have  a  good 
deal  of  evidence  in  the  papers  now  calendared.  As  to  the 
right  to  trade,  we  find  in  some  notes  of  the  proceedings  before

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the  English  Privy  Council  in  May,  1661/'^  that  the  Council 
determined  to  allow  "all  Irish  merchants  to  return  and  traffic 
in  Ireland."  This  resolution  is  followed  by  the  King's  letters 
of  22  May,  1661,  in  which  the  tolerant  tendencies  of  the 
Government  are  expressed  in  the  clearest  manner.  It  is 
worthy  of  note  that  these  letters  issued  on  the  very  day  when 
the  Irish  Parliament  passed  its  address  of  congratulation  to 
the  King  on  his  engagement  to  the  Infanta  Catherine  of 
Portugal.  On  June  13  special  letters  issued  for  restoration  of 
the  Royalist  Roman  CathoUc  citizens  of  Drogheda.  A  little 
later,  Secretary  Nicholas  seemed  anxious  as  to  dangers  which 
may  follow  from  the  adoption  of  a  policy  of  toleration.  He 
does  not  tell  us  the  reasons  for  this  anxiety  ;  but  we  can  easily 
suggest  them.  The  first  was  the  probability  of  a  general 
resurgence  of  Roman  Catholic  influence  in  Ireland;  the 
second  was  the  hardship  which,  if  the  Roman  Catholics 
were  restored  in  the  towns,  would  be  inflicted  upon  the  "  '49 
men."  To  these  men,  the  remnants  of  the  Royalist  army 
which  had  fought  for  the  King  until  the  time  when  his 
authority  in  Ireland  finally  disappeared,  the  forfeited  lands  in 
towns  had  been  given <^'  as  a  reward  for  their  service  and  as 
payment  of  long-standing  arrears.  Should  they  be  deprived 
of  that  just  payment  they  would  undergo  great  hardship. 
The  course  of  subsequent  history  shows  that  they  were  in 
fact  the  persons  who  suflfered  most  from  the  liberal  policy  of 
Charles  II.  in  this  matter. 

It  is  evident  that  some  strong  representations  in  the  interest 
of  the  Protestant  party  were  made  at  Whitehall  in  the  course 
of  July  and  August,  for  we  find  that  in  the  middle  of  the 
latter  month  the  King  in  Council  sent  instructions  to  Dublin, 
carefully  limiting  the  benefit  of  his  grant.  This  limitation 
was  received  with  satisfaction  by  the  Earl  of  Orrery,  and  about 
the  same  time  we  get  the  report  mentioned  above  (pp.  xxvii- 
xxviii)   as   to   the   general    conspiracy   of  Roman   Catholics

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throughout  the  kingdom  and  the  news  of  their  assembling 
in  large  meetings  in  Mayo  and  elsewhere.  Moreover,  the 
letters  constantly  received  from  England  directing  the  Lords 
Justices  to  restore  Papists  to  their  estates,  not  only  prevented 
the  revenue  from  deriving  the  benefit  of  increased  rents,  but 
caused  general  discontent  amongst  the  Protestants  in  the 
country.  The  objections  which  were  urged  against  these  con- 
cessions were  also  brought  forward  against  the  King's  proposal 
to  permit  Roman  Catholics  to  practise  at  the  Irish  bar  as  they 
had  done  in  the  time  of  Charles  I.  Lord  Chancellor  Eustace 
was  in  favour  of  this  proposal ;  and  in  May,  1661,  letters  were 
issued  expressly  licensing  Roman  Catholic  advocates  to  practise. 
We  have  no  details  of  the  opposition  to  this  concession,  but  in 
October  we  find  that  it  had  been  in  part  at  least  withdrawn. 
"Letters  will  go  hence,"  wrote  Sir  Maurice  Eustace  on  the 
19th  of  that  month,  "by  this  post  against  practising,  but,  I 
profess  unto  you,  against  my  sense."  The  Lord  Chancellor 
at  the  same  time  wrote  two  other  despatches  on  the  matter, 
which  have  not  been  preserved,  but  one  may  draw  an  inference 
as  to  their  contents  from  Secretary  Nicholas's  letter  to  him 
of  November  9.  "I  think,"  he  said,  "  that  the  recusant  lawyers 
should  wait  and  should  not  press  for  the  liberty  to  practise 
until  the  Act  of  Indemnity  is  passed."  Things  were 
in  this  stage  at  the  end  of  1662;  and  in  my  forthcoming 
volume  it  will  be  seen  that  the  matter  received  further 
consideration. 

The  Established  Church  was  well  protected  by  the  Act  of 
Settlement,  and  recovered  the  property  which  it  had  possessed 
before  the  Insurrection.  The  influx  of  Nonconformists  into 
Ireland  in  the  Cromwellian  period  had,  however,  added 
largely  to  the  number  of  Protestants  who  objected  to  the 
doctrines  and  did  not  acknowledge  the  constitution  and 
discipline  of  the  Establishment,  and  the  action  of  these 
dissenters  caused  some  anxiety  to  the  Government. 
Immediately  after  the  Restoration,  Nonconformist  preachers 
were    found  to    be    active  in   Dublin,    and   we    have    some 
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information    as     to    the    steps     taken    to    control    them. 
General  directions  were  inserted  in  the  instructions  given  to 
Lord  Robartes  to  attempt  by  persuasion  to  induce  the  various 
dissenting  elements  in  Ireland   to  conform   to  the   religion 
established  by  law,  and  these  directions  show  the  trend  of 
policy  at  the  time.     Jeremy  Taylor,  Bishop  elect  of  Down  and 
Connor,  received  a  letter  in  December,  1660,  from  which  we 
see  that  the  dissenters  in  Ulster  were  by  no  means  inclined  to 
mince  matters  in  their  denunciation  of  the  Church,  and  of  that 
eminent  Bishop  in  particular,  and  in  February,  1661,  Lord 
Orrery,  writing  from  Dublin,  says   that  the   law   was  being 
enforced  against  "Nonconformists  and  fanatics."     The  Church 
leaders  were  also  anxious  to  secure  a  grant  of  the  appropriate 
tithes,  and  in  this  matter  they  obtaiaed  an  early  promise  from 
the  Crown,  which  was  carried  out  by  the  King's  letters  of  20 
November,  1660.      These    letters  were  framed   in  generous 
language,    and   were   followed   by    the    King's    promise    to 
Bramhall,  the    Archbishop-elect   of  Armagh,    that  the   high 
rents  extorted  from  the  Church  in  the  time  of  Lord  Strafford's 
government  would    not    now   be   demanded.      The    King's 
desire  to    endow    the    Church    involved    some    difficulties, 
inasmuch      as      adventurers     or      soldiers      had,      in     the 
Cromwellian    period,    obtained    possession    of    those    lands, 
of  which   he   now  wished  to  grant   the   proceeds,  in  whole 
or    in   part,   to  the    Church.      In    March,    1661,    a   survey 
was  directed  with  a  view  to  discovering  how  much  the  Church 
might  suffer  if  this  possession  was  now  to  hold  good  against 
the  Church's  claim,  and  Sir  Maurice  Eustace,  like  his  fellow 
Chancellor  in  England,  vigorously  supported  the  claims  of  the 
Church.     Her  rights,  like  those  of  Protestant  laymen,  were, 
however,  prejudiced  by  the  granting  of  impropriations  or  lands 
held  from  the  Church,  and  the  Lords  Justices  hoped  thai;  she 
would  be  restored  to  her  old  position,  which  was  the  best  way 
to  induce  men  of  learning  and  piety,  "  painful  and  orthodox 
divines,"  to  take  livings  in  Ireland.     At  the  same  time  the

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clergy  were  moving  for  remission  of  their  twentieth  parts  and 
first  fruits  and  in  June,  1661,  Bramhall,  who  was  an  ardent 
champion  of  the  rights  of  the  Church,  prayed  that,  for  the  sake 
of  the  poorer  clergy,  this  concession  might  be  made.      His 
request  was  granted  in  October  of  the  same  year.     The  Estab- 
lished Church  was,  however,  still  the  Church  of  a  minority,  and 
it  was,  as  it  had  been  in  former  times,  unpopular  in  the  North. 
In  September,  1661,  when  a  plan  was  on  foot  for  arming  a 
local  militia,  the  Lords  Justices  opposed  it  on  the  ground  that 
there  were  thousands  of  people  in  the  North  not  reduced  to 
conformity  and  that  their  state  of  feeling  was  such  that  it 
would  be  imprudent  to  trust  them  with  arms.     In  June,  1662, 
when  instructions  were  issued  to   the  Duke  of  Ormond,  then 
going  Lieutenant  to  Ireland,  the  Church  was  the  subject  of  a 
carefully  drafted  clause  in  which  a  desire  to  restore  her  to  her 
wealth  is  combined  with  a  determination  to  prevent  corruption 
and  abuses.     We  have  no  other  information  on  this  subject 
in  the  documents  now  published,  except  the  petition  of  the 
Deans  of  St.  Patrick's  and  Christ  Church,  Dublin,  who  asked 
for  special  grants  in  aid  of  the  repair  of  their  Cathedrals  and 
for  leave  to  melt  down  some  obsolete  ' '  pieces  of  guns  called 
Rabnetts  and  brasses,  "^'^  still  preserved  in  Dublin  in  order  to 
replace  their  bells,  "  those  at  present  being  not  musical." 

From  the  state  of  creeds  in  Ireland  at  the  time  one  may 
turn  to  a  different  topic  of  general  interest — trade. "^  The 
economic  ideas  of  the  time  are  vague  and  conflicting,  and  it 
is  not  easy  to  extract  from  such  references  as  we  have, 
indications  of  definite  and  considered  policy.  Upon  the  one 
hand  there  was  a  desire  to  aid  the  development  of  manufactures 
in  Ireland  and  increase  manufacturing  skill,  and  it  is  on  this 
ground  that  the  Lords  Justices,  in  June,  1662,  published  a 
proclamation  enforcing  the  Acts  of  the  eleventh  and 
thirteenth  years  of  Elizabeth  for  preventing  the  export  of  raw

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hides.  The  instructions  given  to  Lord  Robartes  directed 
him  to  keep  this  object  in  view,  and  for  that  purpose  to 
encourage  "  Protestant  strangers "  to  come  and  settle  in 
Ireland.  If  any  large  number  of  these  could  be  induced  to 
come  to  Ireland  the  King  would  be  ready  to  grant  them 
the  privileges  accorded  to  alien  immigrants  in  London, 
Canterbury  and  Norwich.  We  know,  of  course,  that  there 
were  Dutchmen  in  Dublin  at  the  time,  and  the  occurrence 
of  such  names  in  high  places  as  Verveer,  Vangelder, 
and  Wybrantz  prove  that  some  of  them  had  prospered.  In 
consequence  of  the  large  powers  vested  in  him  for  colonising 
the  Munster  corporate  towns  with  foreigners  and  for 
nominating  for  one  turn  the  members  of  the  Corporations, 
Lord  Orrery  brought  over  forty  Dutch  families  to  Limerick 
in  1661,  and  they  were  evidently  successful  from  the  first. 
"  It  did  my  heart  good,"  he  wrote,  in  September  of  that  year, 
"to  see  them  so  busy  in  their  manufactures  and  plantations." 
At  the  same  time  the  licence  given  to  Irish  merchants  to 
return  and  trade  in  Ireland  was  justified  by  the  fact  that 
they  would  improve  the  trade  of  Ireland,  whereas,  if  they 
were  compelled  to  remain  abroad,  they  would  engage  in  trade 
there ;  and  this  would  be  for  the  enrichment  of  foreign  princes 
rather  than  of  the  King  of  England.  Ireland  had  many 
things  to  export,  and  when  in  1662  the  Duke  of  Ormond 
chartered  a  ship  to  bring  over  from  Rouen  a  cargo  of  wine 
for  his  household,  she  returned  to  France  with  a  cargo  of 
hides,  tallow,  butter  and  beef.  Horses  were  also  exported, 
and  the  duty  on  these  was  reduced  by  the  Lords  Justices  and 
Council  in  July,  1661.  Major  Rawdon,  who  was  Lord 
Conway's  agent  at  Lisburn,  sent  his  principal  cargoes  of 
potash,  and  in  the  year  1661  a  monopoly  for  making  starch 
in  Ireland  was  given  to  a  corporation,  the  members  of  which 
were  to  be  nominated  by  Lord  Dungan. 

Upon  the  other  hand  there  was    a  desire  to  keep  down 

any    manufacture   in   Ireland    which  might   lead   to  serious 

competition  with  England,  and  this  desire  manifested  itself  in 

the  regulations  made  regarding  the  export  of  wool,  the  most

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important  of  all  Irish  products.     It  was  found  that  the  Irish 
cloth  merchants,  who  were  compelled  by  the  Acts  of  Elizabeth 
to  make  up  their  wool   in    Ireland,    were   underselling   the 
English  clothiers  owing  to  the  greater  cheapness  of  the  raw 
material   in   Ireland."^     This    competition    gave   offence    to 
English  merchants,  and  suggestions  were  made  to  the  Crown 
that  steps  should  be  taken  to  stop  it.     Lord  Robartes'  instruc- 
tions of  1660    include  a  direction  to    take   care    that   Irish 
wool  was  not  exported  abroad,  but  should  only  be  sent  to 
England,    the    object   being   to   keep    the   raw    material   of 
Ireland  for  the  use  of  the  English  manufacturers.'^'      This 
policy  was  maintained  throughout  the  period  under   review, 
though  not   without   difficulty.      Irish    wool  commanded   a 
very  high  price  in  the  Continental  markets,  so  high,  indeed, 
that,   in  order  to  earn   it,   Irish  merchants   were  willing   to 
forfeit  the  bonds  which  they   gave  to  the    customs    officers 
as    a    guarantee     against     export     of    wool.       The     profit 
on  wool  was  estimated  to  amount  in   1660   to   £65,000  a 
year,  which  was  equal  to  more  than  one-third  of  the  public 
revenue,    and    in   the    end   of    that   year   two    undertakers, 
William    Fitzgerald,    of   Castledod,    co.    Cork,  and  Thomas 
Sheridan,    of    Cork,    proposed    to    get    powers   to    form    a 
company  for  buying  all  the   Irish  wool  after  the  annual  clip 
and  sending  it  to  England.       A  memorandum  on  the  subject 
sets  out  some  financial  details  and  shows  that  a  very  handsome 
profit  might  be  made  by  a  company  which  should  be  ready  to 
put  £100,000  into  the  business.      About  the  same  time  we 
have  a  memorial  from  an  Italian  merchant,  Giovanni  Battiste 
Benzie,'  who  wanted,  by  the  help  of  Prince  Rupert,  to  secure 
the  right  to'  settle  a  number  of  foreigners  in  "  the  province  of 
Limerick  "    and  to  inaugurate  a  trade  in  the  rich  products 
of    the    southern    Irish    counties    between    Ireland,    Spain,

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Italy  and  Holland.  The  export  of  wool  remains  un- 
lawful throughout  this  period,  and  we  have  more  than 
one  case  where  a  licence  to  export  single  cargoes  of  it 
was  given  to  certain  individuals  by  way  of  requiting  some 
favour  or  paying  some  debt.  Towards  the  end  of  the  volume 
we  find  evidence  of  a  tendency  to  relax  the  stringency  of  the 
penalties  which  were  imposed  upon  export.  In  June,  1662, 
the  Lords  Justices  were  directed  to  compound  with  the 
various  merchants  who  owed  money  on  bonds  given  for  a 
security  against  their  exporting  wool.  These  compositions 
might  at  first  be  made  at  five  shillings  or  more  in  the  pound, 
but  that  restriction  was  afterwards  removed.  A  contrary 
tendency  is  shown  in  the  King's  letters  pf  September,  1662, 
authorising  certain  persons  to  form  a  public  office  for 
registering  these  bonds  and  enforcing  them,  but  again  in 
November  instructions  were  given  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
for  proceeding  with  the  composition  on  the  basis  of  five 
shillings  in  the  pound. 

Li  connection  with  taxation  I  should  mention  the  attempt 
made  to  raise  the  standard  of  the  coinage^''  in  Ireland,  and  to 
get  rid  of  base  coin.  From  the  letters  of  Major  Eawdon, 
published  in  the  last  volume  of  the  Calendar,  we  know  some- 
thing of  the  difficulties  under  which  Ireland  had  laboured 
owing  to  the  circulation  of  "Spanish  ryalls  "  in  the  last  years 
of  the  CromweUian  Government.  Though  these  particular 
coins  are  not  mentioned  in  the  present  Calendar,  there  is 
evidence  that  a  base  coin  was  in  circulation  with  its  attendant 
evils.  In  November,  1 660,  the  Lords  Justices  were  directed  to 
consider  means  for  raising  "  outlandish  coin "  current  in 
Ireland  to  a  higher  value,  "and  to  depress  that  part  thereof 
which  is  of  the  baser  sort  to  a  less  value,"  a  task  which  would 
have  troubled  abler  men  than  Mountrath  and  Eustace.  These 
ofl[icers,  however,  boldly  faced  it,  and  in  January,  1661,  issued 
a  proclamation  naming  the  value  in  English  money  at  which

References.,  coinage  and  currency  in. 
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the  various  Spanish,  French  and  Portuguese  coins  should  pass, 
if  of  full- weight,  in  payments  to  and  by  the  Crown.  An  attempt 
was  made  to  give  them  a  value  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of 
pure  metal  in  them,  but  there  is  no  information  as  to  what 
may  have  been  allowed  for  alloy.  The  allowance  of  a  rebate 
for  light  coins  was  presumably  due  to  the  fact  that  many  of 
the  current  coins  were  worn.  We  hear  nothing  of  the  results 
of  this  proclamation,  but  in  June,  1661,  the  Council  in 
PJngland  were  considering  the  establishment  of  a  mint  in 
Ireland.  At  this  period  the  merchants  of  Ireland  suffered 
great  hardships  owing  to  the  licences  given  to  private  persons 
to  issue  brass  pence  in  their  own  names  and  without  any 
stamp.  We  have  no  evidence  as  to  how  this  state  of  affairs 
came  about,  and  it  is  certainly  a  fact  that  in  November,  1660, 
a  warrant  issued  for  granting  Sir  Thomas  Armstrong  the  sole 
right  of  making  farthings  in  Ireland.  In  addition  to  this, 
token  money  was  issued  by  private  persons  who  afterwards 
avoided  taking  it  back,  and  sent  the  good  silver  which  they 
bought  with  it  out  of  the  country.  It  may  perhaps  be  assumed 
that  the  circulation  of  coins  of  a  number  of  different  countries 
in  Ireland  rendered  forgery  easy  and  its  detection  difficult. 
Prominent  Dublin  merchants  and  London  goldsmiths  who 
did  the  Anglo-Irish  banking  business  suffered  great  incon- 
venience from  the  existence  of  these  tokens  and  coins,  which, 
of  course,  drove  the  better  coinage  out  of  circulation ;  and  in 
August,  1661,  some  of  them  presented  proposals  for  getting  rid 
of  them,  and  coining  silver  in  Ireland.  In  that  month  the 
making  of  tokens  was  prohibited  by  a  proclamation  which 
describes,  though  not  in  very  scientific  language,  the  evils 
which  attended  upon  their  currency.  The  merchants'  proposal 
was  referred  to  the  English  Privy  Council,  and  was  considered 
by  their  Committee  for  Irish  affairs,  and  in  January,  1662, 
on  their  recommendation,  the  full  Council  directed  instructions 
to  be  prepared  for  the  Irish  Government  for  establishing  a 
mint  in  Ireland  upon  lines  proposed  in  the  time  of  Lord 
Strafford's  deputyship.  In  March,  however,  the  proposals  of 
Sir  Thomas  Viner,  Robert  Viner,  of  London,  and  Alderman 
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Daniel  Bellingham,  of  Dublin,  for  starting  a  mint  in  Ireland, 
were  accepted.  As  these  had  been  before  the  Government  for 
some  time,  they  were  probably  considered  side  by  side  with  the 
proposal  for  a  mint  controlled  by  the  State.  The  grant  to 
the'  Viners  and  Bellingham  was,  we  are  told,  made  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Lords  Justices,  and  did  not  give 
permission  to  make  any  coin  of  higher  value  than  fourpence. 
Express  directions  were  given  as  to  the  coinage  ^nd  superscription 
on  the  obverse  and  reverse,  and  as  to  the  denomination  of  the 
coins  to  be  made.  The  concessionaires  were  to  be  the  Officers 
of  the  Mint,  and  to  have  the  sole  right  of  working  and  of 
making  silver  coins  in  Ireland.  They  were  to  use  silver  of 
the  same  purity  as  that  in  use  at  the  Royal  Mint  in  England, 
must  issue  the  coins  in  certain  numbers,  and  were  to  have 
powers  of  police  for  preventing  illicit  coinage.  They  were  also 
to  submit  their  coins  to  an  annual  trial  by  the  officers  of  the 
Enghsh  Mint. 

This  important  grant  is  dated  in  the  Signet  Book 
7  March,  1662,  but  on  14  May  we  find  fresh  instructions 
to  the  Lord  Lieutenant  to  establish  a  State  Mint  in 
Ireland,  with  full  directions  as  to  how  it  was  to  be 
administered.  The  staff  of  the  mint  and  the  means  for 
obtaining  print  on  the  coins  and  the  designs  of  the  coins  and 
other  matters  were  dealt  with,  and  in  all  ways  the  mint  was  to 
be  managed  strictly  according  to  English  precedents.  There 
were  thus  two  schemes  in  the  field  at  the  same  moment  for 
setting  up  an  Irish  mint,  and  the  merchants  who  had  pro- 
pounded the  first  scheme,  we  may  well  suppose,  objected  to 
the  promotion  of  a  second.  We  have  no  record  of  this 
objection,  but  on  29  June  the  King  in  Council  referred 
Viner  and  the  officers  of  the  English  mint — as  if  they  were 
two  disputants — to  a  special  commission  for  discussion  of 
Viner's  proposal.  This  commission  heard  the  proposals  of 
the  goldsmith  and  his  partners.  The  officers  of  the  mint  sent 
in  two  very  strong  reports  condemning  the  Viner  scheme  and 
showing  in  effect  that  it  would  seriously  affect  the  English 
currency.     The   English   standard  was  a  compound  one — of 
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weight  and  of  fineness  ;  and  if  either  weight  or  fineness  were 
diminished  the  currency  would  be  debased,  Viner's  pro- 
posals, they  said,  allowed  him  to  make  and  issue  silver  coins 
with  a  much  lower  proportion  of  pure  silver  than  that 
which  was  enforced  by  the  arrangements  governing  the  Royal 
mint  in  England.  If  such  a  difference  were  allowed,  it  would 
clearly  be  to  the  interest  of  the  concessionaires  to  melt  down 
English  silver  coins,  and  recoin  the  silver  in  Ireland  at  a 
profit,  whilst  the  Irish  coins  could  not  be  received  and 
recoined  in  London  without  a  corresponding  loss.  The  end 
of  this  matter  was  that  Sir  Thomas  Viner  agreed  to  have  his 
patent  cancelled,  and  the  Privy  Council,  in  November,  1662, 
ordered  this  to  be  done.  The  proposal  for  establishing  a 
State  mint  in  Dublin  thus  prevailed  over  that  for  a  private 
venture. 

These  are  the  most  interesting  matters  on  which  informa- 
tion is  given  in  the  following  pages.     Looking  through  them 
in  search  of  curious    or   peculiar    expressions,   or   incidental 
matters   of  interest,   I    notice    a  good   nickname,    "  Magna 
Charta,"  for  a  learned  lawyer    (p.  74) ;    and  that  the  word 
"  forwarn  "  is  used  (p.  83)  in  the  sense  of  warning  a  person 
not  to  do  a,  thing,   the  prefix  having  a  privative  sense  as  in 
"  forgo  "  and  "  forbid."     The  petition  of  John  Bowmer  (p. 
121)  enables  me  to  say  that  the  death  of  the  third  Viscount 
Grandison    (no   date    for    which  is  given  in  the  "  Complete 
Peerage"),  must  have  taken  place  before  7  December,  1660. 
Some  details  as  to  house  building  are  given  by  Major  George 
Rawdon   (p.    13 7 j,    and   we  may   notice   that   a   thoughtful 
agent  planned  to  have  the  bedroom  of  the  lady  of  the  house  in 
some  part  remote  from  that  in  which  the  housemaids  slept, 
"  to  prevent  any  disturbance  to  her,"      At  the  end  of  1660, 
Sir  William  Davenant,  who  had  been  licensed  to  erect  two 
theatres   in   London,     "  for    the    harmless    recreation     and 
divertisement  of  such  of  our  own  subjects  or  foreigners  "  as 
chose  to  resort  to  them,  was  permitted  to  erect  one  in  Dublin, 
and  was  made  Master  of  the  Revels  in  Ireland  for  life.     The 
memorandum  entitled    "  What  is  to  be  looked  into  in  the 
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North  of  Ireland"  (pp.  164-7),  seems  to  date  from 
before  the  Restoration"'  and  contains  some  interesting  con- 
siderations on  the  relations  between  Scotland  and  Ulster. 
The  author  regrets  the  great  increase  of  Scotchmen  and 
Scotch  feeling  in  the  north.  "Both  town  and  country  in  a 
manner  swarm  with  the  Scotch It  were  con- 
venient for  this  part  of  Ireland  that  all  the  Scotch  who  now 
wear  bonnets  did  wear  hats."  This  would  not  only  bring  a 
fresh  trade  to  Ireland,  but  would  have  another  advantage,  for 
"  it  would  not  be  so  visible  to  themselves  (the  Scotch)  in  a 
short  time  that  they  were  so  numerous,  nor  so  great  a  dis- 
couragement to  the  English,  who  in  all  fairs  and  markets  see 
a  hundred  bonnets  worn  for  one  hat,  which  is  a  great  prejudice 
and  doth  wholly  dishearten  the  English  there."  A  letter 
of  Baron  Hugo  Hamilton,  afterward  Lord  Glenawly,  relates 
briefly  (p.  188)  the  service  and  success  of  an  Irish  officer  in  the 
Swedish  army.  On  p.  203,  we  notice  that  the  King  ordered 
a  warrant  to  be  prepared  for  translating  Henry  Lesley  to  the 
sees  of  Meath  and  Clonmacnoise,  but  Cotton's  Fas  i  gives 
no  record  of  the  translation. 

On  p.  221  we  find  the  striking  epithet  applied  to  the 
Scottish  hero  "that  never-to-be-forgotten  the  renowned  and 
Royal  Montrose  " ;  and  on  p.  227,  we  are  told  of  Thomas 
Fitzgerald,  of  Glin,  that  he  was  too  fat  to  take  an  active  part 
in  politics  or  civU  wars,  "  but,  being  an  unwealdy  man,  lived 
quietly  upon  his  estate  without  intermeddling  with  the  affairs  of 
those  times,  otherwise  than  when  and  where  the  concernments 
of  his  estate  or  fortunes  did  enforce  him  in  a  passive  manner 
thereunto."  I  am  not  able  to  identify  with  certainty  the 
"  Gordon "  who  (p.  242)  signed  a  certificate  of  certain 
inhabitants  of  Antrim.  He  was  apparently  a  peer,  and  is 
therefore  indexed  as  Charles  Gordon,  Lord  Strathaven. 

On  pp.  283-4  is  a  vivid  account,  apparently  written  by  some 
uneducated  person,  of  a  secret  trial  between  two  race-horses 
belonging  to  Lord  Conway.      On  p.  299,  it  is  mentioned  in

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favour  of  Captain  Andrew  Tuite,  of  Moneylea,  co.  West- 
meath,  that  "he  entertained  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  his 
attendance  very  frankly  for  several  days  "  at  his  house  when 
the  Lord  Lieutenant  marched  into  that  county  in  1646.  The 
Lord  Chancellor's  speech  (pp.  328-9)  at  the  opening  of  Parlia- 
ment in  May,  1661,  and  that  of  Sir  Audley  Mervin  on  another 
occasion  (pp.  463-4)  may  be  noticed  as  a  specimen  of  the 
eloquence  of  the  day ;  and  on  p.  345  we  find  Primate  Bramhall 
using  the  word  "experimentally  "for  "by  experience."  In 
June,  1662,  the  Lords  Justices  seized  a  Portuguese  ship  which 
came  into  some  Irish  port — not  named — with  a  French  prize 
and  the  petition  of  the  captain  to  the  Lords  Justices  showed 
that  the  prize  had  French  officers  on  board.  Lord 
Chancellor  Eustace's  report  on  the  petition  of  Mary  Talbot 
(p.  372)  shows  a  pretty  three-cornered  fight  in  progress 
between  Lord  Mountrath,  Colonel  Edward  Vernon  and  Mary 
Kiug  for  the  manor  of  Clontarf,  which,  as  we  know,  was 
finally  granted  to  Vernon.  A  proclamation  of  September, 
1661  (p.  419),  shows  that  "moonlighting" — if  one  may  use  a 
common  phrase — was  visited  with  severe  measures  of  repres- 
sion. Anne  Stevens  in  1661  prefaced  a  petition  (p.  452)  to 
the  King  by  an  eloquent  encomium  on  his  virtues,  and  said  that 
whilst  she  frequently  prayed  four  times  a  day  for  His  Majesty, 
she  only  wanted  a  small  quit  rent  in  Limerick  worth  £32  a 
year;  whilst  Bishops  with  £],000  to  £2,000  a  year  did  not, 
she  believed,  pray  for  him  so  often.  The  dispute  between 
Colonel  Alexander  Macnachton  and  Lord  Massereene  gives 
some  information  about  affairs  in  Antrim  in  1642.  It 
may  be  noticed  that  the  feud  between  the  Campbells  and  the 
Macdonnells  was  perpetuated  in  Ireland,'  and  that  there  was 
a  peculiar  dialect  spoken  in  Antrim  and  known  as  "the 
Highland  Irish  "  (p.  457). 

The  memorandum  (pp.  563-4)  on  the  manner  of  the  Duke 
of  Ormond's  reception  in  Dublin  in  1662  is  interesting  in  that 
it  gives  the  names  of  many  of  the  streets  and  quays  of  old 
Dublin,  and  in  July  of  that  year  (p.  576)  there  is  a  fresh 
grant  apparently  conflicting  with  that  of  Sir  William  Davenant 
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of  the  Mastership  of  the  Revels  in  Ireland  and  of  the  profits 
arising  from  the  performances  of  plays  or  operas  anywhere  in 
Ireland.  An  order  by  Edward  Greene  in  August  (pp.  584-5) 
for  woollen  goods  to  be  sent  to  Dublin  gives  some  details  of 
the  haberdasher's  trade  at  the  time,  and  on  p.  638  we  find  the 
word  "  amuse "  in  an  unusual  sense.  On  p.  644  there  is 
some  information  as  to  the  postal  arrangements  between 
England  and  Scotland/^*  and  on  pp.  650-660  there  is  a  long 
list  of  the  Cromwellian  soldiers  who  had  got  holdings  on  the 
estates  of  the  Marquis  of  Antrim  and  other  Macdonnells  in 
Antrim  and  at  Coleraine.  On  p.  620  a  proclamation  is 
calendared  which  contains  regulations  for  preserving  game 
near  Dublin,  and  especially  on  the  Curragh,  which  was,  we 
may  suppose,  a  favourite  place  for  hawking.  These  notices  of 
hawking  and  horse  racing  are  almost  the  only  references  to 
sport  in  the  volume. 

The  history  of  these  two  years  is  httle  other  than  might 
have  been  expected  by  those  who  have  studied  the  preceding 
period.  The  Irish  settlement  seemed  from  the  first  destined 
to  be  even  more  difficult  than  that  in  England;  and  in  spite 
of  the  resolute  efforts  made  by  the  Lords  Justices  and  by  the 
Duke  of  Ormond  to  meet  and  solve  difficulties,  we  cannot  say 
that  they  had  any  substantial  success.  The  peace  which 
existed  was  a  peace  of  exhaustion,  but  the  elements  of  discord 
were  still  present  and  could  not  be  combined  to  form  the 
sound  basis  of  a  peaceful  state  or  healthy  body  politic.  Few 
men  of  the  time  were  of  great  ability.  Ormond  stands  out 
pre-eminent,  not  only  in  dignity,  unselfishness  and  loyalty,  but 
also  in  prudence,  ability  and  firm  and  conscientious  justness. 
His  despatches  assume  something  of  the  cynicism  of  an  old 
man  who  does  not  believe  very  strongly  in  the  value  of  human 
effort ;  but  so  far  as  he  could  do  it,  he  held  strongly  for  the 
right  and  forms  a  noble  exception  to  the  narrow,  incompetent 
and  idle  politicians  of  the  day.  Of  Orrery  and  Mountrath  we 
know  little ;  but  Orrery  was  undoubtedly  a  man  of  progressive

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views  and  with  a  definite  policy  of  the  commercial  develop- 
ment of  Ireland  before  him.  He  seems  to  have  measured 
Ireland  by  English  standards  and  to  have  thought  that,  if  only 
she  could  become  rich,  she  could  also  become  contented  and 
even  happy.  Sir  William  Domvile  was  undoubtedly  a  man  of 
much  ability,  with  a  clear  understanding  of  the  land  question, 
and  a  courageous  spirit  for  facing  political  difficulties.  In 
the  documents  in  my  next  volume  we  shall  see  something 
more  of  him  ;  but  in  the  present  one  he  appears  only  as  a 
minor  figure.  The  rest  of  the  Irish  statesmen  of  the  time  do 
not  deserve  notice.

years  or  more. 

Sir  Maurice  Berkely  likewise  sets  forth  that  having  moved  your 
Majesty  for  lease  of  the  said  licences  of  wine  and  aqua  vitae  and 
offered  £4,000  a  year,  your  Majesty  was  pleased  to  favour  his 
application.

Throughout  the  rebellion,  and  up  to  the  present  time,  they  have 
been  loyal.  They  manifested  their  loyalty  to  the  late  King  by 
admitting  Sir  Wm.  St.  Leger  and  the  English  army  in  Munster 
into  Cork  and  finding  them  billet  and  forage.  They  advanced 
£30,000  for  the  cause  which  is  still  unpaid,  and  saved  the  lives  and 
fortunes  of  a  great  many  Protestants  in  the  country.  For  these 
services  they  were  thanked  by  several  letters  from  the  late  King. 

Nevertheless,  on  26  July,  1644,  they  were  "  by  beat  of  drum  and 
on  pain  of  death  expelled  out  of  the  city  and  suburbs  and  their 
houses,  &c.,  in  the  city  and  suburbs  seized."  They  lost  £60,000  by 
this  expulsion.  Afterwards  at  the  time  of  the  peace  made  in 
January,  164f ,  between  the  Marquis  of  Ormond  and  the  King's  Irish 
subjects,  they  were  restored  to  their  property  ;  but  in  October, 
1649,  they  were  again  turned  out,  their  goods  seized,  and  their 
lands  sequestered.    They  are  reduced  to  great  poverty. 

As  they  have  always  supported  the  English  and  Protestant 
interest,  and  have  lost  thereby,  and  have  exhausted  their  estates  in 
supporting  the  Protestant  army  in  Munster,  and  as  they  and  their 
predecessors  are  of  English  descent  and  have  adhered  to  the  English 
interest  ever  since  the  City  was  incorporated,  more  than  400  years 
ago,  they  pray  for  restoration  to  their  houses  and  lands  in  Cork 
and  elsewhere  in  Ireland  and  for  the  privileges  and  liberties  con- 
ferred by  their  ancient  charters.

Lastly,  Captain  Hamilton  passed  his  security  for  his  brother, 
Capt.  John  Hamilton,  for  a  troop  of  horse  which  he  [Capt.  John  ?]

The  sermons  gave  offence  here  as  tending  to  sedition  and  tumult, 
and  we  thought  well  to  iake  evidence  on  oath  of  certain  persons 
who  heard  these  sermons. 
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One  Mr.  Egerton  deposed  before  us  (as  to  the  character  of 
the  sermons)  and  this  evidence  Mr.  Madder  denied  not,  but 
laboured  to  quahfy.  He  declared  himself  opposed  to  Episcopacy 
and  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  yet  denies  utterly  that  he 
preached  anything  against  the  civil  government.  He  says  that  he 
is  ready  to  obey  any  civil  government  which  God  places  over  him, 
and  declares  that  what  he  spoke  was  spoken  in  the  matter  of 
ecclesiastical  government.  In  proof  of  this  he  appeals  to  his 
sermons  themselves,  which,  he  says,  he  was  asked  by  persons  well- 
affected  to  the  King  to  have  printed. 

We  asked  for  the  sermons  or  notes  of  them,  and  he  said  he  would 
give  us  copies  of  them,  but  we  insisted  on  seeing  them,  as  he  had 
them  by  him,  without  allowing  him  time  to  makes  copies.  He 
said  that  as  they  now  lay  by  him,  they  were  not  legible  to  anybody, 
to  which  we  answered  that,  if  there  were  any  difi&culty  in  reading 
them  we  would  have  his  help.  He  then  said  that  in  his  notes  there 
might  be  things  more  criminous  than  anything  which  he  said,  Jor 
that  he  did  not  preach  directly  from  his  notes.  On  the  whole  we 
could  not  persuade  him  to  give  up  the  notes  and  we  did  not  wish 
to  use  force  against  him,  though  our  suspicions  were  aroused  by  hia 
"uningenuous  "  carriage.  We  have  therefore  sent  you  the  depositions 
regarding  his  sermons,  and  await  the  King's  pleasure  thereupon, 
whilst  I,  the  Earl  of  Mountrath,  have  prohibited  him  from  preaching 
■  in  the  meantime. 

In  this  partictilar  of  not  preaching  I,  William  Bury,  forbear  to 
agree  till  the  King's  pleasure  be  known ;  but  I,  the  Earl  of 
Mountrath,  had  the  assistance  of  many  persons  in  this  decision 
whom  I  called  in,  namely : — the  Bishop  of  Clogher,  the  Lord  Baron 
of  Collooney,  the  Lord  Chief  Baron  of  the  Exchequer,  Sir  James 
Ware,  Sir  Paul  Davys,  Sir  Theophilus  Jones,  Sir  Oliver  St.  George, 
and  Col.  Chidley  Coote.  The  Four  Courts  are  not  yet.  re-settled 
here,  but  Madder  might  be  proceeded  against,  for  some  things  he 
has  said,  before  the  Mayor  of  this  city  under  the  Statute  of 
2  Elizabeth.  As,  however,  we  are  not  willing  to  do  anything  which 
may  conflict  with  his  Majesty's  resolution  in  this  matter,  we  have 
not  prosecuted  him. 

At  the  time  yesterday,  when  we  sent  to  Mr.  Madder  to  attend  us, 
several  persons  appointed  preachers  in  the  city  under  the  late 
usurper  sent  in  a  petition,  signed,  against  Wm.  Bulkeley,^^'.  arch- 
deacon of  Dublin,  who,  as  archdeacon,  put  out  some  monitions 
without  consulting  us.  We  send  the  petition.  The  persons  who'signed 
it,  upon  a  seeming  readiness  to  submit  to  His  Majesty's  Government, 
had  not  been  hitherto  removed — only  Robert  Chambers,  who  caused 
to  be  printed  a  dangerous  and  indeed  treasonable  pamphlet.  He 
was  removed  by  the  General  Convention  and  by  them  ordered  not 
to  preach  unless  he  publicly  recanted  it,  and  his  book  to  be  burnt 
by  the  hands  of  the  hangman.  Nevertheless  he  has  lately  preached 
openly  without  our  allowance.     In  answer  to  the  petition  we  said 

P)  Spelt  indifterently  Bulkky  and  Bulkeley. 
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that  we  would  send  it  to  the  King,  and  observed  that  if  Archdeacon 
Bulkeley  asked  them  to  do  things  agreeable  to  the  law  of  the  land 
they  must  obey  him.  "We  said  that  they  must  obey  the  law  of  the 
land  or  that  they  would  "  hear  from  us  in  such  a  way  as  would  not 
be  pleasing  to  them." 

We  send  you  herewith  a  narrative  presented  to  us  by  Mr. 
Archdeacon  Bulkley  of  his  proceedings  and  of  the  "tumultuary 
carriage"  (as  he  alleges)  of  Mr.  Madder  in  this  matter;  also  a 
libel  which  is  brought  unto  us  by  Mr.  Archdeacon  Bulkley  ;  and  a 
person  who  expressed  dislike  at  the  pulling  down  of  that  libel  we 
have  placed  under  restraint.  We  pray  for  guidance  for  this  and 
similar  cases  :  for  though  we  have  full  power  to  act  we  desire  a 
favourable  interpretation  to  be  put  upon  our  actions. 

P.S. — Yesterday  Mr.  Archdeacon  Bulkley,  being  on  his  archi- 
diaconal  visitation  at  St.  Andrew's  Church  within  this  city,  another 
tumult  arose,  wherein  it  seems  that  Dr.  Madder  and  others,  in  spite 
of  yesterday's  monition,  as  above  described,  were  active.  We  send 
Archdeacon  Bulkley's  and  Captain  Fowkes'  account.  The  matter  is 
undergoing  further  examination.

It  has  always  been  the  case  that  all  official  despatches  and  letters, 
either  out  of  England  to  the  Chief  Governor's  house  here,  or  by  him 
sent  to  England  or  to  other  parts  of  Ireland,  should  be  free  of  the 
charge  of  postage:  but  lately  Mr.  Samuel  Bathurst,  who  is  en- 
trusted here  with  the  management  of  the  Post  Office,  tells  us  that  he 
has  received  instructions  from  one  Mr.  James  Hickes,  of  the  letter 
office  in  London  to  tax  all  letters,  parcels,  or  packets  carried  or  re- 
carried  by  the  post,  unless  they  are  the  King's  own  letters  or  those  of 
the  Lord  Admiral,  Lord  Chancellor,  Warden  of  the  Cinque  Ports, 
Lord  General,  or  his  Majesty's  principal  Secretary  of  State.  He 
also  says  that  the  letters,  &c.,  going  to  and  from  Ireland  and  in 
Ireland  are  to  be  taxed,  unless  they  are  directed  as  abovesaid  or 
signed  on  the  outside  of  the  letters,  as  may  appear  by  a  copy  of  that 
"  branch  of  Mr.  Hickes'  letter,  signed  by  Mr.  Bathurst,  which  we 
send."  Mr.  Bathurst  is  therefore  taxing  despatches  to  us  from 
England,  whence  we  sometimes  get  news  for  the  King's  service  from 
other  than  official  sources. 

We  have  many  communications  with  magistrates,  commanders 
of  garrisons,  &c.,  through  the  country,  and  now  that  charge  is  much 
more  than  it  formerly  was,  by  reason  of  the  accounts  to  be  made  of  ■ 
the  excise  and  new  imposts,  and  of  the  accounts  of  the  army  now 
in  stating.  This  involves  the  posting  of  voluminous  bundles  of 
accounts,  &c.,  and  the  charge  for  postage  of  these  is  very  heavy. 
We  trust  that  neither  ourselves  nor  the  officials  in  Ireland  to  whom 
we  have  referred  will  be  required  to  meet  these  charges  out  of  our 
own  or  their  own  pockets.  If  these  charges  are  put  on  them  local 
officers  will  be  unwilling  to  receive  letters  from  us,  which  would  be 
prejudieal  to  his  Majesty's  service. 

We  request  that  official  letters  written  to  or  by  us  may  be  free  of 
postage.

Petitioner  never  joined  with  the  Irish  who  were  in  arms  at  the 
beginning  of  the  rebellion,  and  helped  the  English  who  were  in 
distress,  entertaining  some  in  his  house  and  preserving  money  and 
plate  for  others.  He  was  plundered  to  the  amount  of  iSl.OOO  by 
the  insurgents,  and,  as  soon  as  he  could  with  safety  do  so,  repaired 
into  the  English  quarters  close  to  Trim  garrison,  which  was  under 
the  command  of  the  Marquis  of  Ormond,  with  his  wife,  who  was  an 
Englishwoman  and  always  a  Protestant. 

He  was  nevertheless  debarred  by  the  late  usurped  power  from 
enjoying  his  estate  in  co.

On  the  22nd  of  ,this  month  Daniel  Bellingham,  Alderman  of 
Dublin,  came  and  presented  to  us  two  paperSj  one  being  a 
"remonstrance"  to  the  King  and  Parliament  of  "all  your 
Majesty's  Protestant  subjects  inhabiting  and  residing  in  your 
Kingdom  of  Ireland  as  well  of&cers  and  soldiers  in  the  army  as 
gentlemen,  free,  holders,  and  other  inhabitants  in  the  several 
counties  and  the  inhabitants  of  several  cities  and  towns  corporate 
throughout  the  said  Kingdom  of  Ireland,"  and  a  further  paper 
addressed  to  Sir  Charles  Coote  and  the  Commissioners  for  the 
Government  of  Ireland  and  the  Council  of  Officers  there,  to  be 
communicated  to  whom  it  concerns.  Alderman  Bellingham 
received  these  things  under  ftover  and  sealed  at  the  Post  House,  but 
know  not  who  sent  them.  We  do  not  like  this  way  of  proceeding, 
and  shall  endeavour  to  find  and  call  in  question  those  who  are 
responsible  for  it.  But  we  think  it  right  to  submit  them  for  the 
King's  consideration. 

We  have  just  heard  from  co.  Cavan  of  the  securing  of  a  Popish 
priest,  whom  the  soldiers  had  caught  in  his  vestments,  and  that  the 
soldiers  who  took  him  were  beaten  and  ill-treated.  We  have  given 
order  for  the  persons  arrested  to  be  carried  before  a  justice  for  their 
examination  and  to  be  bound  over  to  the  next  Assizes,  but  we  do 
not  know  whether  the  justice  will  act  without  orders  from  the  King; 
and  there  can  be  no  Assizes  till  the  country  is  settled. 

We  have  heard  to-day  from  Lieut.-Col.  Finch  from  Cashel  that 
books  are  sent  up  and  down  of  the  oath  which  the  King  took  at  his 
coronation  in  Scotland.

We  think  it  right  to  tell  you  that  very  lately  we  were  assuredly 
informed  that  the  Irish  old  inhabitants  and  freemen  of  this  city 
had  sent  into  Connaught  for  one  Mr.  Boynton,  transplanted, 
whom,  together  with  one  Irish  Papist  of  themselves,  they  intended 
to  "  fit  and  interest"  to  be  elected  burgesses  for  this  place  so  soon  as 
a  Parliament  should  be  called  by  his  Majesty's  writs.  This  some- 
what alarmed  us  to  make  inquiry  whether  we  the  English  had 
legally  interested  ourselves  in  the  civil  government  of  this  city, 
pursuant  whereunto  we  consulted  our  now  Archbishop.  We  found 
him  very  encouraging  to  preserve  an  English  plantation  here,  "it 
being  tlae  inducement  in  our  charter  that  for  the  honour  of  the 
sea  [see]  it  was  made  a  city  by  King  Charles  I."  Whereupon  we 
called  to  our  assistance  one  Mr.  Hartstonge,  Recorder  of  Limerick, 
by  whose  direction  we  were  advised  to  proceed  so  as  we  might 
justify  ourselves  against  them  by  law,  in  order  whereunto  we 
procured  a  public  assembly,  giving  timely  notice.  There  appeared 
one  ancient  alderman  and  burgess,  and  one  citizen,  who,  upon 
application  made  of   our  desires  to  become  free  of  the  city,  did 
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admit  and  swear  us.  Thenceforward  we  soon  increased  to  near 
one  hundred  freemen.  About  this  time  "  some  of  the  most  notorious 
old  Irish  came  into  the  Court  House,  about  thirty  in  number,  and 
protested  against  any  one  Englishman  to  be  made  free.  We 
offered  then  to  enter  their  dissent,  for  that  we  thought  ourselves 
then  able  to  outvote  them,  but  they  insisted  only  in  demanding  of 
possession  of  their  houses  and  lands,  whereunto  we  returned  we 
should  not  deliver  up  his  Majesty's  possessions  upon  such  easy 
terms.  They  then  vaunted  themselves  his  only  true  subjects. 
We  desired  them  to  read  over  the  Act  of  Indemnity  once  more 
and  remember  the  entertainment  they  gave  of  the  Lord  of  Ormond's 
herald  when  he  came  to  proclaim  the  peace  by  pulling  his  coat 
over  his  ears.     They  departed  very  impudently." 

After  this  we  proceeded,  according  to  the  charter  we  had  with  us, 
to  the  election  of  several  officers,  taking  their  oaths  of  allegiance 
and  supremacy :  "  we  taking  example  herein  not  from  one  but  from 
all  the  incorporate  towns  in  Ireland  assuming  the  civil  government 
into  the  English  hands."  As,  however,  they  persist  in  an  intention 
to  make  a  faction  among  themselves,  we  think  well  to  let  you  know 
the  state  of  affairs.  We  will  not  act  without  a  word  from  you  either 
of  encouragement  or  for  resigning  it  up  to  them.  We  imagine  T;he 
government  of  city  and  walled  towns  in  Ireland  will  not  yet  awhile 
be  entrusted  in"  their  hands.

In  your  last  you  gave  me  a  charge  to  have  an  eye  to  the  actings 
of  the  Presbyterians.  In  my  last  to  you  I  could  say  but  little,  but 
now  I  wish  I  could  not  say  so  much. 

They  had  a  meeting  last  Monday  week  in  which  it  was  concluded 
that  articles  should  be  drawn  against  you  and  the  charge  of 
drawing  them  was  put  on  Mr.  Greg.  Drysdall,  Ramsay,  and 
Hutcheson,  who  met  on  Tuesday  last  with  their  brethren  at 
Newtown.  Your  charge  by  them  was  read  unto  the  rest, 
"  containing  stuff  to  this  purpose  : — that  you  were  a  Sosinian,  that 
you  denied  original  sin,  and  that  you  were  an  Arminian  and  so  a 
heretic  in  grain."  This  [was]  allowed  of  by  the  whole  conclave 
and  signed,  and  the  above-named  four  appointed  to  go  for  Dublin  ; 
and  if  they  had  any  hope  to  be  heard  there,  then  to  charge  you,

doctors  had  their  failings.

but  only  in  their  communion  men  walked  to  Heaven  safely.  He 
also  said  that  the  time  was  coming  and  at  hand  wherein  it  should 
be  safer  to  break  the  Lord's  day  than  a  holy  day.  He  ended 
with  a  modest  prayer  thanking  God  for  that  little  mite  of  liberty 
which  the  King  had  granted  them."

Yesterday  Dr.  Jeremy  Taylor,  Lord  Bishop-elect  of  Down  and 
Connor,  brought  us  the  enclosed  and  told  us  that  he  had  cut  off  the 
name  of  the  writer,  lest,  if  it  became  known,  that  person  might 
contract  hatred  thereby  from  some  ministers  of  the  Presbytery 
in  the  co.  Down ;  but  he  informs  us  privately  that  Mr.  Robert 
Maxwell  is  the  writer  of  the  letter  and  that  divers  persons  are 
ready  to  make  proof  of  the  statements  contained  in  it. 

As  to  the  charge  which  the  Presbyterian  ministers  threaten  to 
bring  against  the  Bishop-elect  we  leave  him  to  justify  himself  and 
forbear  to  interpose  as  to  that  part.  But  finding  other  matters  in 
the  letter  concerning  a  sermon  lately  preached  by  one  Mr.  Richeson, 
which  seems  "  to  reflect  upon  the  King's  Government,  civil  and 
ecclesiastical,  to  undervalue  his  Majesty's  gracious  and  indulgent 
Declaration  lately  set  out,  to  contemn  the  laws  of  the  land  and  to 
move  in  the  people  a  dislike  of  his  Majesty's  blessed  Goverment  and 
of  the  Bishops*^'  and  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  established  by 
those  laws,  and  to  beget  in  the  people  fears  and  doubts  as  if  there 
were  great  and  dangerous  designs  in  hands  against  the  Holy  Bible 
and  the  countenancers  thereof ;  and  consequently  to  excite  and  stir 
up  factions  and  seditions  in  opposition  to  his  Majesty'^  royal, 
authority,"  we  thought  the  matter  should  be  proved  and  have  taken 
steps  to  this  end  and  expect  a  speedy  account  thereof,  in  order  that

we  may  take  steps  to  stop  any  further  public  inconvenience  of  this 
kind.  In  the  meantime  we  enclose  the  letters  for  his  Majesty's 
view. 

We  have  also  received  news  from  Captain  Charles  Gore  telling  us 
[&c.,  see  below,  inclosure  1] .  We  enclose  the  letter,  and  have  ordered 
Captain  Gore  to  examine  the  captains,  to  discovei?  from  what  part  of 
Scotland  they  came,  what  quantities  of  powder  they  brought,  from 
whom  it,  is  sent,  to  whom  and  in  what  quantities  it  was  sold,  and  to 
seize  it  in  whose  hands  soever  it  shall  be  found,  and  place  it  in 
the  King's  stores,  whence  honest  men  may  be  supplied  as  occasion 
requires.  In  the  meantime  we  suggest  that  orders  be  sent  to 
Scotland  to  prevent  the  unlicensed  export  of  powder  without  leave. 
We  are  jealous  in  the  matter  of  powder,  because  we  are  informed 
that  the  Irish  Papists  are  anxious  to  provide  themselves  with  it  as 
far  as  they  can,  and  because  of  their  insolency.  We  are  therefore 
sending  orders  to  the  ports  of  this  kingdom  that  all  diligence  be 
used  to  prevent  imports  of  powder  into  this  kingdom. 

On  the  third  we  received  letters  from  the  mayor  and  bailiffs  of 
Cashel  speaking  of  the  action  of  the  old  Irish  there  [see  above, 
S.P.  Ireland  305,  5] ,  and  we  have  also  had  letters  from  Youghal 
[see  above,  Ibid.  No.  8]  and  from  Captain  Clerk  at  Kilkenny  [Ibid, 
No.  18.] 

We  lately  received  letters  from  Captain  Webster,  a  captain  in  the 
army,  and  a  paper  found  on  a  Popish  priest  for  making  collections 
of  moneys  for  what  end  we  know  not ;  and  the  like  is  done,  as  we 
are  informed,  in  several  parts  of  the  kingdom.  We  enclose  the  paper. 

The  Popish  priests  appear  here  boldly  and  in  large  numbers,  and 
though  this  is  more^jenal  in  England  than  in  Ireland,  yet  as  these 
men  have  always  been  incendiaries  here  we  think  it  wise  to  secure 
them  and  prevent  them  from  saying  the  mass  and  preaching.  We 
have  therefore  given  order  to  secure  them.  Priests  who,  when  out 
on  bail,  think  themselves  entitled  to  continue  preaching,  we  have 
ordered  to  be  committed,  as  they  reflect  scandal  upon  the  King's 
Government. 

Thus  you  will  see  "  how  we  his  Majesty's  servants  here  are  beset 
on  all  sides  by  parties  of  seeming  different  persuasions  and  on 
several  and  differing  interests,  and  in  several  parts  of  the  kingdom ; 
and  how  opposite  soever  they  seem  to  be  one  to  another,  yet  from 
them  all  we  find  a  concurrence  of  desires  to  interrupt  and  disturb 
his  Majesty's  Government."  We  think  it  our  duty  to  report  on 
these  matters  and  will  do  our  utmost  to  prevent  any  public  incon- 
veniences. As  we  were  ready  to  close  these  letters  a  petition  was 
presented  to  us  from  the  officers  and  soldiers,  or  their  assigns, 
whose  lots  fell  in  the  barony  of  Cary,  co.  Antrim  [see  inclosure  2] .

two  of  them — whereof  the  Master  for  the  time  being  to  be  one — and 
not  by  any  others,  and  to  persons  as  shall  be  particularly  named  in 
the  said  warrant. 

Every  such  office  or  inquisition  so  found  shall  be  brought  by 
some  of  the  officers  or  commissioners  which  shall  be  present  at  the 
execution  thereof,  to  the  Master,  Attorney  and  Surveyor,  or  to  any 
such  two  of  them  as  aforesaid  in  their  public  sitting,  to  be  con- 
sidered by  them  before  any  such  office  is  returned  ;  and  then  a 
schedule  for  the  wardship  and  livery  and  a  particular  for  the  leases 
and  commitment  to  be  made  by  the  Clerk  of  the  said  Court  of 
Wards  and  Liveries,  which  shall  be  entered  into  a  book ;  and  then 
the  office  or  inquisition  to  be  returned  and  filed. 

No  grant  or  lease  of  the  bodies,  goods  or  lands  of  wards,  lunatics 
or  idiots  to  be  made  by  the  Court  before  an  office  or  inquisition 
found  and  returned  and  the  annual  value  certified  to  the  Court  by 
its  surveyor, 
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No  grant  of  any  bodies  of  wards  to  be  made  to  any  Recusant. 
Wardships  and  custodies  and  leases  of  lands  to  be  made  for  such 
valuable  and  reasonable  fines  and  rents  as  may  be  fitting  for  the 
King's  profit  and  reasonable  for  the  subject. 

The  Court  shall  provide  that  the  wards  which  are  fit  to  be 
brought  up  in  learning  be  bred  and  educated  in  the  College  near 
Dublin  and  shall  take  order  for  their  maintenance  there.  This 
education  to  be  paid  for  out  of  their  lands  or  means. 

The  lands  and  goods  of  wards  &c.  not  to  be  wasted  so  long  as 
they  are  in  the  King's  hands  or  in  those  of  his  committees. 

Wards  shall  not  be  married  to  their  disparagement  nor  to  any 
Recusant. 

The  grant  of  the  bodies  of  wards  as  well  of  the  nobility  as  of 
others,  and  custody  of  idiots  and  lunatics  and  their  lands  and  goods 
and  licence  and  pardons  of  alienations,  are  to  be  made  under  the 
Great  Seal ;  and  leases  and  grants  of  lands  of  wards  and  heirs  of 
full  age  remaining  in  the  King's  hands  for  want  of  livery  are  to  be 
made  under  the  Seal  of  the  Exchequer.  Both  of  them  are  to  be 
by  warrant  from  the  Master  Attorney,  Surveyor,  or  two  of  them. 
Such  warrant  is  to  be  certified  into  those  Courts  "respectively" 
and  no  grants  of  custodiams  of  lands  for  want  of  liveries  to  be 
hereafter  made.  The  nomination  of  the  person  who  shall  have 
the  custody  and  education  of  any  ward  of  the  nobility 
shall  be  reserved  to  the  King's  special  directions  under  his  signet 
"  leaving  the  marriage  notwithstanding  and  the  composition  for  the 
same ;  and  for  all  fines  for  alienations  and  other  intrusions  made 
or  to  be  made  by  any  of  the  nobility  "  [discretion  shall  be  left] 
to  the  order  of  the  Court  for  the  time  being. 

If  any  complaint  is  exhibited  to  the  Court,  it  shall  by  its 
warrant  call  the  person  complained  of  before  it  by  warrant 
signed  by  two  members  (Master  and  Attorney  or  Surveyor) : 
in  case  of  contempt  for  not  appearing,  then  upon  oath  made 
before  them  of  serving  the  first  process  the  Court  shall 
grant  [a]  like  letter  or  warrant  in  [the]  nature  '  of  an 
attachment ;  and  in  their  open  and  public  sitting  shall  hear  and 
examine  all  manner  of  questions  suits  and  controversies  concerning 
wards  idiots  lunatics  or  their  lands  and  shall  decide  any  matters 
which  may  call  for  decision  in  a  summary  manner  according  to 
justice.  They  may  examine  on  oath  viva  voce  such  witnesses  as 
come  before  them,  and,  if  the  cause  requires  further  evidence  by 
witnesses  in  the  country,  the  Court  shall  direct  its  warrant  to  the 
Chancery  or  Exchequer  for  the  examination  of  such  witnesses  on 
commission. ,  Upon  the  return  and  production  of  the  copies  under  the 
hands  of  the  ofi&cer  s  of  the  Chancery  or  E  xchequer  the  Court  shall  hear 
and  determine  the  matter.  All  orders  made  by  the  Court  shall  be 
certified  into  the  Chancery  or  Exchequer  there  to  be  decreed  without 
any  further  or  other  examination  if  the  Court  of  Wards  is  unani- 
mous. If  however  that  Court  is  not  unanimous  then  the  said  several 
Courts  "  with  the  assistants  Isic]  with  the  members  of  the  Court 
of  Wards  "  shall  finally  determine  the  matter.    Further,  if  the  Court

of  Wards  shall  find  the  matter  to  require  further  hearing,  they  may 
require  the  case  to  be  heard  by  the  several  Courts  of  Chancery  and 
Exchequer  as  above. 

The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  "  perfect  book  "  showing  the  fines  rents 
profits  &c.  coming  due  to  the  King  and  recording  the  orders  and 
directions  made  by  the  Court.  A  double  roll  is  to  be  made  of  these 
rents  fines  &c.,  and  one  half  thereof  is  to  be  certified  yearly  into  the 
Exchequer  and  the  other  part  to  be  kept  by  the  auditor  of  the  said 
Court  who  is  to  attend  the  Court  at  all  its  sittings  for  the  auditing 
of  rents  &c.  due  to  the  King. 

The  appointment  of  a  clerk  to  be  with  the  King. 

The  monies  of  rents  &c.  arising  as  above  to  be  paid  to  the  general 
receiver  of  revenue  in  Ireland,  or  such  person  as  shall  be  hereafter 
prescribed.

The  Court  to  be  careful  that  all  reliefs  heriots  &c.  due  to  the 
King  after  the  death  of  any  tenant  holding  of  the  King  by  knight 
service  or  socage  be  truly  paid  to  him. 

The  escheator  and  feodary  to  attend  the  Court  at  its  sittings. 

No  wardship  of  the  body  or  lands  nor  custody  of  idiots  to  be 
granted  by  way  of  reward  or  benefit,  but  the  best  price  offered  shall 
be  accepted  for  the  King  "  so  always  as  the  nearest  and  trustiest 
friends  of  the  wards  or  idiots  to  whom  the  lands  are  not 
immediately  to  descend,  or  the  persons  nominated  by  the  ancestors 
and  making  fit  offers,  be  preferred  :  they  formerly  not  opposing  His 
Majesty's  title  thereunto."  Consideration  shall  be  had  of  the  ward's 
estate,  and  no  wardship  shall  be  granted  to  a  recusant. 

No  composition  shall  be  taken  for  committing  lunatics  to  their 
estates,  but  they  shall  be  committed  to  such  of  their  nearest  friends 
as  receive  no  benefit  by  their  death  "and  their  committees  bound 
to  answer  not  only  the  values  found  by  office  but  the  very  just  value 
of  their  estates  upon  account  for  the  benefit  of  such  lunatics  if  he 
recover."  Due  regard  shall  be  had  to  the  pains  and  charges  of 
those  who  keep  or  cure  "  the  said  distracted  persons." 

No  escheator  or  feodary  shall  cause  any  office  to  be  found  without 
giving  notice  thereof  to  the  heir  or  tenant  of  the  land  twenty  days 
before  the  finding  thereof. 

For  the  better  discovery  of  the  King's  title  the  Courts  of  Chancery 
and  Exchequer  shall,  upon  request  of  the  Court  of  Wards,  make 
diligent  search  and  certify  as  to  the  King's  title.  The  escheator  and 
feodary  to  have  access  to  the  Records  to  make  up  their  books,  and 
that  without  fee. 

The  Court  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint  attorneys  in  the  Court 
and  these  officers  shall  take  such  fees  as  the  Court  decides. 
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All  persons  suing  forth  any  livery  or  oustrelemayn  shall  take  the 
Oath  of  Supremacy  before  the  Lord  Chancellor  and  the  Lord 
Chancellor  shall  certify  that  the  oath  has  been  taken  before  the 
warrant  proceed. 

The  Court  shall  at  no  time  make  any  sales  or  commissions  for  the 
wardships  of  the  bodies  and  leases  of  lands,  any  commitment  of 
idiots  or  lunatics,  any  custody  of  their  estates,  or  any  compositions  for 
primer  seisims,  intrusions,  mean  rates,  alienations,  licences  of  aliena- 
tions, or  for  any  other  matter  or  cause,  except  such  as  it  shall  make 
openly  in  the  Council  Chamber  of  the  Court. 

The  Court,  with  the  assistance  of  the  principal  judge,  shall  take 
steps  to  stop  all  the  fraudulent  devices  by  which  to  defeat  the  King 
of  that  which  is  due  to  him  by  wardships,  tenures,  &c. 

The  members  of  the  Court  and  the  clerk  and  register  shall  take 
the  oaths  here  following.  The  auditor,  escheator,  feodary,  usher 
and  messenger  shall  take  such  oath  as  the  Court  may  from  time  to 
time  think  proper. 

Oath  for  the  Master,  Attorney  or  Surveyor  to  be  administered  to 
them  by  the  Lord  Chancellor  or  Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal : — 

You  shall  swear  that  you  shall  well  and  truly  serve  the   King  in

In  obedience  to  the  order  of  reference  dated  Whitehall,  3  Nov., 
1660,  we  have  considered  this  petition,  and  find  by  a  letter  of 
Prince  Rupert,  dated  at  Kinsale,  7  Aug.,  1649,  that  he  promised  to 
give  his  best  assistance  for  Captain  Gray's  satisfaction  so  soon  as 
the  King  should  be  in  a  condition  to  do  it.  We  find  further  a 
certificate  by  Sir  Robert  Sterlpng]  then  commanding  the  King's 
army  in  Munster,  certifying  as  follows : — 

The  ship  George  of  Leith  in  Scotland,  belonging  to  Captain  Gray, 
burden  about  200  tons,  on  her  return  from  Spain  laden  with  sack, 
fruit  and  some  plate  put  into  Kinsale  for  relief  and  was  there  seized 
by  command  of  Prince  Rupert  and  her  goods  and  lading  taken  out 
and  disposed  of  for  the  King's  service.  The  ship  was  fitted  and 
used  as  one  of  the  fleet  under  Prince  Rupert's  command.  Notwith- 
standing the  King's  letter  to  that  end.  Captain  Gray's  ship  and 
goods  have  not  been  restored  to  him. 

We  have  also  found  some  particulars  of  the  ship's  lading,  dated 
10  July,  1649,  showing  that  the  ship  and  her  goods  amounted  in 
value  to  £4,659. 

We  also  find  a  certificate,  dated  London,  20  July,  1660,  and 
signed  by  forty  of  the  nobility  of  Scotland,  to  the  effect  that  Captain 
Gray  has  been  loyal  to  the  Royal  cause  through  the  late  troubles ; 
and  we  find  the  King's  letters  of  5  Nov.,  1660,  addressed  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Customs,  and  recommending  Captain  Gray  to  be 
constituted  Collector  of  the  Custom  House  at  Bristol ;  yet  he  was 
disappointed  of  that  favour. 

We  are  informed  that  Captain  Gray  sold  what  estate  he  had  to 
pay  the  debts  which  the  goods  seized  would  have  answered,  and 
that  he  yet  owes  d£460  for  which  he  is  daily  threatened  to  be  cast 
into  prison. 

We  think  that  the  £460  may  be  charged  on  the  Customs  of 
Ireland  and  that  for  the  rest  he  be  given  a  letter  to  the  Parliament 
of  Ireland ;  and  that  for  his  support  and  that  he  may  be  better  able 
to  attend  his  solicitation,  we  think  the  King  should  recommend  him 
to  the  Lords  Justices  of  Ireland  to  be  one  of  the  Commissioners  for 
Excise  and  Customs.

Cire.  Memorandum  on  the  Advantages  which  would  follow  from  the 

1660.  establishment  of  a  Wool  Staple  in  Ireland. 

The  whole  exported  wool  of  Ireland  may  be  bought  every  year  at 
reaeonable  rates  by  one  person  or  company  having  the  requisite 
privileges.  This  trade,  regulated  as  may  be  proposed,  will  yield 
30  per  cent,  profit,  which  is  a  sufficient  motive  to  any  one  that  has 
sufficient  stock,  viz.,  £150,000,  taken  together  with  the  privilege  to 
have  the  sole  licences  to  transport  wool  out  of  Ireland  and  to 
employ  it  in  this  trade.  A  company  might  be  formed  to  raise  the 
stock. 

Other  Princes  abroad  have  stocks,  the  French  King  the 
manufacture  of  lace  paper,  and  salt  the  Emperor  of  Muscovy.  The 
Kings  of  Spain  and  Portugal  and  the  Duke  of  Florence  are  great 
merchants. 

There  will  be  no  bad  debts  in  this  trade.  All  the  wool  will  be 
delivered  by  the  producers  in  Ireland  into  one  hand  before  it  is 
paid  for,  and  it  will  then  be  sold  for  ready  money  in  England. 
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The  wool  should  go  over  to  England  about  the  end  of  August.  It 
should  be  sent  in  several  ships  to  several  ports,  thus  minimising 
the  chance  of  loss  at  sea  in  time  of  peace.  In  time  of  war  the  King 
may  provide  a  sufficient  convoy  for  such  a  short  distance,  without 
prejudice  to  his  other  affairs. 

Wool  is  a  staple  commodity,  and  is  sure  to  sell  within  the 
compass  of  the  year.  A  rich  man,  who  can  afford  to  wait  for  a 
good  price,  will  gain  more  than  many  poor  men. 

The  plan  would  benefit  Ireland  and  English  trade.  The  Irish 
people  will  have  a  certain  market  for  their  wool  as  soon  as  it  is 
shorn,  and  will  get  ready  money  as  soon  as  they  deliver  it,  whereas 
now  they  sell  at  six  months  and  are  often  paid  in  shop  goods. 
They  will  have  as  good  price  as  they  got  "  before  the  late  Dutch 
war,  when  they  gave  time  or  took  goods." 

The  people  and  trade  of  England  will  gain  because — 

(1)  All  the  Irish  wool  will  come  to  England.  Some  of  it  has 
lately  been  taken  to  Holland  and  France. 

(2)  Ireland  will  be  under  no  necessity  to  start  that  manufacture  at 
home  (which  was  the  design  of  the  Acts  of  Prohibition  of  exporting 
wool)  if  she  is  sure  of  a  good  market  at  a  fixed  public  rate.  English 
wool  will  be  kept  up  to  a  reasonable  rate  when  the  imported  wool 
is  not  offered  at  under  rates. 

(3)  The  money  gained  will  be  considerable,  and  will  form  a  fund 
upon  which  the  King  can  at  any  time  raise  i;  100,000. 

If  the  King  does  not  think  fit  to  advance  the  stock  there  may  be 
a  Company  which  should  consist  of  men  of  position,  and  should 
have  all  the  privileges  necessary  for  the  particular  trade. 

The  proposers,  Wm.  Fitzgerald,  of  Castledod,  co.  Cork,  and 
Thos.  Sheridan,  of  Cork  city,  wish  to  be  general  factors  or  Com- 
missioners for  both  England  and  Ireland.

A  Short  Memorandum  what  is  to  be  looked  unto  in  the  North 
OF  Ireland. 

To  take  notice  that  there  are  40,000  Irish  and  80,000  Scots  in 
Ulster  ready  to  bear  arms  and  not  above  5,000  English  in  the 
whole  province  besides  the  army. 

The  army  itself  consists  of  few  people,  and  half  of  these  were 
born  in  the  country,  "  being  of  Scotch  and  Irish  extraction,  although 
they  have  the  English  tongue."  If  speedy  care  be  not  taken  the 
English  power  in  the  country  will  become  very  weak,  and  this  will 
be  found  if  ever  there  be  occasion.  The  course  now  taken  with  the 
army,  if  not  prevented,  will  soon  make  it  inconsiderable  for  the 
following  reasons : — 

1.  Several  have  prevailed  to  bring  companies  of  foot  for  their 
own  ends,  to  their  own  lands  that  they  may  better  improve  their 
estates  and  bring  more  grist  to  their  own  mills.  These  lie  in  places 
useless  for  their  own-  preservation  or  the  help  of  others  if  occasibn 
should  require. 

2.  "The  soldiers  lying  thus  out  of  garrisons  and  near  woods,  many 
of  them,  and  in  the  country  at  large,  give  opportunity  to  the  priests 
to  come  to  the  Irish  in  these  companies  to  seduce  them  "  as  they  did 
before  the  late  war.  When  the  companies  were  scattered  in  places  in 
which  the  captains  could  make  most  profit  out  of  them,  the  priests 

,  could  come  at  them  and  induce  them  to  join  with  the  rest  of  the 
Irish  and  cut  the  throats  of  the  English  in  these  companies. 
If  the  companies  had  been  kept  in  good  garrisons  on  the  sea  coast 
this  could  never  have  been  attempted,  "  and  although  the  ScQ;tch 
and  Irish  are  at  present  very  quiet  yet  most  of  them  desire  and  have 
Jiopes  to  be  what  at  present  they  are  not," 
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At  this  time  [thore  ara]  but  three  companies  in  the  town  of 
Carrickfergus  and  not  many  more  at  Derry,  too  few  to  keep  the 
castle  of  the  one  or  citadel  of  the  other,  and  therefore  of  no  terror 
to  Irish  or  Scotch,  nor  of  use  to  the  poor  English  abroad  in  the 
country  if  occasion  require.  The  smallness  of  the  garrison  is  an 
invitation  to  the  Irish  and  Scotch  to  rise  and  do  mischief.  If  there 
were  more  companies  here  and  on  the  sea  coast  they  would  soon 
become  an  English  plantation  if  the  things  now  desired  be  effected. 
[They  are]:- 

That  every  soldier  in  the  army  who  is  well  able  to  live  and  stays 
in  [the  armyj  only  to  receive  pay,  and  pays  no  cess,  be  disbanded  ; 
and  that  every  industrious  person  that  hath  a  desire  to  go  forth 
of  the  companies  to  plant  in  the  country  be  permitted  to  do  so. 

That  instead  of  these  so  many  new  English  may  be  yearly 
brought  out  of  England  to  place  in  their  rooms.  The  army  hereby 
would  be  as  strong,  the  country  much  stronger  in  English  ;  and  the 
country  would  soon  change  both  in  industry  and  in  the  number  of 
English.  Without  this  it  cannot  be  an  English  plantation  "  seeing 
both  town  and  country  in  a  manner  swarm  with  the  Scotch." 

"  It  were  convenient  for  this  part  of  Ireland  that  all  the  Scotch 
who  now  wear  bonnets  did  wear  hats.  This  would  bring  a  trade 
now  in  Scotland  into  Ireland,  which  would  be  at  least  i;iO,000 
yearly."  It  would  not  only  employ  men  of  that  trade  now  here  but 
bring  300  or  400  more  of  the  same  trade  to  follow  that  work,  which 
would  be  of  great  advantage,  "and  it  would  not  be  so  visible  to 
themselves  in  a  short  time  that  they  were  so  numerous  nor  so  great 
a  discouragement  to  the  English,  who  in  all  fairs  and  markets  see  a 
hundred  bonnets  worn  for  one  hat,  which  is  a  great  prejudice  _and 
doth  wholly  dishearten  the  English  there  already  and  those  who 
would  come'  over  out  of  England." 

The  garrisons  of  Carrickfergus  and  Derry  should  be  garrisoned 
with  800  men  each  and  provisioned  for  3  or  4  months.  £3,000 
would  do  this ;  and  if  the  fact  were  known  it  would  discourage 
attempts  on  these  forts.  If  these  two  forts  are  safe  there  is  no 
danger  in  the  province.  Carrickfergus  was  lost  "  in  General  Monk's 
time  "  through  want  of  provision,  though  there  were  men  enough 
in  it.  Derry  had  been  lost  when  the  President  of  Connaught  was 
in  it  but  that  two  ships  of  Mr.  Davies  lay  in  the  harbour  laden  with 
fish,  which  Sir  Charles  Coote  took  to  victual  the  place.  He  thus 
saved  it  and  was  a  great  occasion  of  preserving  all  Ireland.  The 
recruiting  the  armies  out  of  the  army  in  England  and  disbanding 
the  men  able  to  live  without  being  soldiers  and  industrious  men 
who  desire  to  return  to  their  labour  will  occasion  much  more 
industry  here  and  fewer  idlers  in  England.  The  charge  therein 
will  be  only  the  cost  of  transporting  men  from  England  which  is 
about  half-a-crown  a  piece.  By  this  course  Ireland  will  yearly  be 
3,000  stronger  in  Englishmen,  because  I  suppose  that  twenty  men 
of  every  company  may  go  off  yearly. 

It  would  be  a  very  good  thing  to  send  the  soldiers  from_  Ulster  to 
Munster  and  Leinster  and  to  bring  men  of  those  provinces  here 
because : — 
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1.  The  Irish  and  Scotchmen  in  the  army  here  were  born  here- 
abouts and  are  too  well  acquainted  with  their  countrymen  to 
discourage  any  of  their  attempts. 

2.  The  English  soldiers  themselves  in  this  province  are  most  of 
them  married  to  Scotch  and  Irish  women,  who  remain  too  friendly 
to  their  parents  and  the  country  people.  The  soldiers  in  the  other 
provinces  are  also  generally  married  to  Irish  women  and  will  do  the 
same  if  they  continue  among  their  friends.  "  This  was  found  to  be 
truth  in  the  late  rebellion  wherein  several  English  soldiers  having 
married  with  Irish  [there  were]  few  or  none  of  them  or  their 
children  but  joined  with  the  Irish  rebels  and  did  as  much  harm  and 
more  to  the  English  than  any.     This  is  most  certain." 

3.  The  private  soldier  will  not  mind  removing  as  he  has  almost 
in  every  case  sold  his  land  to  his  officers.  Not  one  in  fifty  of  them 
have  a  foot  of  land  in  Ireland. 

4.  The  officers,  having  soldiers  on  their  land,  never  attempt  to 
bring  over  more  English  from  England.  What  money  they  got 
they  spent  in  buying  more  land  and  did  not  "use  for  the  most  part 
any  great  industry  "  on  the  land.  This  means  that  there  is  little 
industry  there. 

5.  If  the  soldiers  are  thus  removed  there  will  be  more  "  fear  and 
wariness  "  both  in  them  and  in  the  country  people  about  them.  The 
Scotch  and  Irish  "  do  not  in  any  kind  love  one  another,"  and  being 
thus  strangers  to  each  other  they  will  not  dare  trust  one  another  ; 
nor  will  the  women  be  so  ready  to  persuade  their  husbands  to 
disregard  their  duty. 

Another  advantage  which  will  arise  from  placing  strong  garrisons 
in  Carrickfergus  and  Derry  is  the  effect  which  it  will  have  on  Scotland. 
Carrickfergus  and  Derry  are  70  miles  asunder  by  sea,  and  both  "lie 
on  the  coast  of  Scotland."  It  will  be  a  terror  to  Scotland  to  see  so 
many  men  so  near  and  provisions  ready  to  carry  them,  "  for  there 
none  can  be  had  and  that  the  Scots  know :  for  Loughabor  [Lochaber] 
and  the  garrisons  in  Scotland  all  along  the  coast  have  their  victuals 
hence." 

Care  should  be  taken  to  preserve  the  woods  in  Ireland  to  the 
State.  In  the  County  of  Londonderry  alone  did  the  State  reserve 
woods,  for  there,  though  the  city  was  allowed  to  take  timber,  it  was 
only  to  take  it  for  building.  The  rest  of  the  timber  in  Londonderry 
was  reserved  to  the  King.  Yet  Col.  George,  who  is  by  the  City  made 
overseer  of  the  woods,  has  given  so  many  warrants  under  pretence  of 
reparations  that  "there  is  more  timber  consumed  this  year  than  would 
have  built  the  city  of  Derry  and  Coleraine  and  this  timber  sold  into 
Scotland  for  hogshead  barrell  staves  to  be  sent  to  France  and  other 
parts  and  not  the  fortieth  part  employed  for  the  use  intended."  The 
woods  have  been  much  spoiled  in  the  last  seventeen  years  and 
especially  in  this  year.  If  present  care  is  not  taken  they  will  be 
destroyed  and  a  very  valuable  property  be  lost  to  "  the  States." 
Direction  should  be  sent  to  the  Council  here  to  appoint  an  overseer 
of  the  woods  and  one  not  concerned  in  the  city,  and  direction  should 
be  given  to  exainine  the  spoil  done  that  some  may  be  punished  as  a 
warning  to  others.  If  this  be  not  done  the  State  will  be  at  a  loss  if 
it  should  have  to  build  shipping  in  this  land. 
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Directions  should  also  be  given  to  the  Council  here  not  to  give 
warrants  as  freely  as  formerly  they  did  for  cutting  of  timber  for 
parks  to  be  made  out  of  the  "  County."  This  timber  was  given  in 
other  ways  and  this  consumed  the  woods  extremely.  This  is 
suggested  for  no  other  purpose  than  preservation  of  the  woods. 
These  woods  are  the  only  timber  in  Ulster.  The  warrants  given 
by  Col.  Cromwell  or  "  Gorge  "  should  be  stopped  if  not  already 
executed.  There  are  some  given  that  will  never  be  satisfied  if  not 
stopped. 

"  As  to  other  parts  of  Ireland  I  dare  not  be  so  positive  as  in  this, 
yet  I  will  presume  to  assure  you  that  there  is  upwards  of  120,000  of 
the  Irish  nation  in  them.  Yet  let  Ulster  be  kept  quiet  and  they  dare 
not  stir.  "  For  all  the  time  of  the  wars,  Ulster  dealt  with  the  whole 
power."  Pp.  3|.  Endcl:  "The  North  of  Ireland:  Short 
memorandums  to  be  looked  unto.

Having  sent  some  [person]  from  the  town  of  Leyden  to 
employ  them  in  making  bays  and  such  like  stuffs  which  will  be  a 
greater  business  because  Benzie  has  great  facilities  for  retailing

Their  ancestors  were  the  army  which  conquered  Ireland  for 
England  and  they  have  since  been  loyal  in  all  times  of 
commotion  and  rebellion.  In  Nov.,  1641,  the  "  English  Colonies 
of  the  Pale"  by  their  representatives  in  the  Parliament  in 
Dublin  condemned  the  insurrection  of  that  year.  They  were 
however  not  trusted  by  the  then  Government  in  Dublin,  were 
not  allowed  to  sit  in  Parliament  and  were  ' '  commanded  to  their 
country  habitations.  Whereupon  the  unrepressed  conspirators  for 
want  of  timely  resistance  increased  into  a  vast  and  formidable  body 
and  marched  into  the  bowels  of  the  said  English  Pale  "  the  natives 
whereof,  being  both  unarmed  and  distrusted  by  those  in  Government, 
were  forced  to  contribute  to  the  rebel  army.  By  taking  arms  in 
self-defence  many  of  them  became  involved  in  rebellion.  They 
were  however  forgiven  by  Charles  I.  when  peace  was  signed,  and 
have  since  willingly  suffered  much  for  the  Royal  cause. 

As  the  whole  of  the  English  Pale  is  now  in  the  King's  hands  and 
disposal,  they  pray  that  the  merits  of  their  ancestors  may  be 
remembered  and  that  they  may  be  settled  in  their  former  estates.

The  Case  of  the  King's  Disteessed  Subjects  of  Ieeland,   who 
were  ousted  of  their  estates  by  the  late  usurped  Government

When  the  usurper  Oliver  Cromwell  invaded  Ireland,  the  whole 
country  except  Dublin  and  Londonderry  was  in  strict  obedience  to 
the  King  under  the  Duke  of  Ormond ;  and  petitioners  enjoyed  all 
their  rights  except  what  was  withheld  from  them  in  the  places 
which  held  out  for  the  usurped  powers.  They  contributed  in 
support  of  the  King's  service  and  in  resisting  the  usurper ;  but  he 
grew  more  powerful  and  the  Lord  Lieutenant  had  to  leave  the 
country.  The  Marquis  of  Clanricarde,  however,  determined  to 
maintain  the  Royal  authority  as  long  as  possible  and  the 
petitioners  and  such  as  were  Roman  Catholics  were  then  the  chief 
supporters  of  the  Royal  caase. 

Above  50,000  men  of  this  persuasion  were  killed  in  the  field  or  in 
the  defence  of  garrisons. 

After  the  battle  of  Worcester  had  taken  all  hope  of  relief  from 
the  King's  adherents  they  laid  down  their  arms,  and  those  who 
were  fit  for  war  were  transported  and  banished  at  foreign  parts. 

The  petitioners'  lands  were  seized  and  shared  among  the  soldiers 
.  or  taken  for  the  purpose  of  the  Government,  "only  that  then  some 
small  parcels  of  land  in  Gonnaught  and  Clare  were  assigned  to 
some  that  stayed  at  home  as  an  expedient  to  reduce  the  Irish 
nation  into  a  corner,  that  so  their  lives  might  be  subjects  to  every 
displeasure  of  those  tyrants  under  whom  they  suffered 
extraordinary  hardships,  and  were  imprisoned  at  every  rumour  of 
his  Majesty's  approach  to  recover  his  kingdoms." 

Those  who  went  abroad  flocked  in  great  numbers  to  where  the 
King  was,  though  at  great  disadvantages,,  aiS  the  King 
acknowledged.     .     .     .

The  humble  Rbmonstancbs  and  Addresses  of  the  King's 
Protestant  Subjects  inhabiting  and  residing  in  the  Kingdom 
of  Ireland,  as  well  officers  as  gentlemen "  freeholders  and 
inhabitants  of  the  several  Cities  and  Corporate  Towns  in 
Ireland  delivered  to  the  King  and  the  Lords  and  Commons 
assembled  in  Parliament. 

It  has  always  been  accounted  an  honour  of  the  King's 
predecessors  to  subdue  Ireland,  not  for  profit,  but  as  a  security  to 
England.  "  Such  was  and  ever  will  be  the  bloody  rebellious  and 
traitorous  disposition  of  the  mere  natives  of  the  country  that  neither 
the  anger  and  correction  by  armies  of  your  puissant  predecessors 
nor  their  clemency  and  indulgent  favour  in  the  two  to  \_sic]  often 
pardoning  of  their  prodigious  rebellions  and  treasons,  would  ever 
deter  them  or  change  their  minds,  till  at  length,  out  of  the  height 
of  rebellion  to  their  Prince,  inveterate  hatred  of  the  English 
nation,  and  the  bloodiness  of  their  Religion,  they  resolved  all  as  one 
man  to  cast  off  all  obedience  to  their  Sovreign  and  to  extirpate  the 
name  and  race  of  the  English,  especially  such  as  were  Protestants, 
using  such  barbarous  and  bloody  cruelties  as  do  exceed  the  story  of 
most  ages,  whereby  they  murdered  many  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
the  Protestant  subjects  of  this  kingdom."  The  late  King  by  the 
advice  and  consent  of  his  Parliament  proclaimed  as  rebels  all  such 
as  were  in  rebellion  or  aided  and  abetted  in  it  in  1641,  and  by 
several  Acts  of  Parliament  granted  lands  in  Ireland  to  those  who 
ghould  advance  money  to  reduce  the  rebels,  and  enacted  that  none 
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of  the  rebels  should  be  pardoned  except  by  Act  of  Parliament,  and 
by  other  his  letters  requested  Parliament  to  care  for  Ireland.  This 
they  did  by  sending  over  troops,  and  finally  the  country  was 
subdued  more  completely  than  ever  before.  Former  Parliaments 
have  pardoned  the  Irish,  on  these  occasions,  but  we  think  that  to 
pardon  any  of  the  rebels,  especially  the  chiefs  of  them,  except  such 
as  were  Protestants,  would  bring  about  another  rebellion,  and 
frustrate  the  whole  policy  of  plantation  and  of  extirpating  the 
Papal  authority  selling  up  of  a  Protestant  magistracy  and  increase 
of  the  Eoyal  revenues. 

The  officers  employed  by  the  Parliament  in  this  service  should 
be  satisfied  of  their  arrears  by  giving  them  rebel  hands.  These 
should  be  confirmed  to  them,  otherwise  the  King's  interest  will  not 
be  preserved.  Those  Protestants  who  are  still  in  Ireland  and 
those  who  died  there  suffered  greatly  at  the  hands  of  the  rebels, 
and  many  of  them  adventured  great  part  of  their  estates  in  defence 
of  the  English  cause. 

The  corporate  towns  are  now  mostly  inhabited  by  English  and 
Protestants  and  governed  by  them,  whereas  before  the  war  it  was 
difficult  for  a  Protestant  to  get  an  office  in  any  town.  It  is  enacted 
by  several  acts,  that  persons  who  endeavour  to  bring  in  the  Popish 
religion  into  Ireland,  shall  be  accounted  rebels ;  and  by  King 
Henry  VIII.  and  Queen  Elizabeth  it  was  enacted  that  any  who 
should  refuse  to  abjure  the  Papal  supremacy  and  ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction  and  were  not  Protestants,  should  be  held  unable  to  hold 
any  authority  or  serve  these  Sovereigns  or  their  successors. 
Parliament  should  now  enact  that  no  person  who  is  not  a  Protestant 
shoujd  have  a  seat  in  either  House  of  Parliament  or  hold  any  office 
of  trust,  and  that  nobody  should  exercise  the  Popish  religion 
in  the  kingdom  "  where  there  were  more  Protestants  destroyed 
at  one  time  than  in  the  whole  world  for  many  ages 
past."  The  soldiers  who  have  got  lands  should  have  them 
confirmed  by  Act  of  Parliament,  and  those  who  have  none 
should  be  satisfied  with  lands.  The  Protestants  should  be 
encouraged  and  able  and  Godly  divines  sent  over  to  teach  the 
Protestant  religion,  "  it  being  in  reason  far  more  advantageous  for 
your  Majesty  and  the  kingdom  of  England,  which  is  too  narrow 
for  its  people,  rather  to  strengthen  your  home  dominions  by 
planting  your  own  native  subjects  in  this  land,  which  is  so  near  a 
neighbour,  than  they  to  be  at  the  trouble  and  charge  to  go  to  the 
West  Indies  or  other  places  which  is  so  far  off."  The  officers  who 
have  already  served  in  Ireland  should  be  re-employed  before  others 
who  do  not  know  the  country.  The  various  acts  for  settling 
Ireland  with  Protestants  and  for  suppressing  Popery  which  were 
passed  by  the  late  Parliaments  should  be  revived. 

A  Postscript  to  the  House  of  Lords. 

The  Irish  rebels  and  their  heirs  should  be  kept  out ;  and  we  trust 
you  will  concur  in  passing  laws  which  will  make  the  English  safe 
in  this  country  and  will  protect  the  King's  interests  and  improve 
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his  revenue  here.  The  Roman  Catholics  in  Ireland  have  caused  a 
great  waste  of  men  and  money  and  have  never  been  serviceable  to 
the  crown  of  England.  The  officers  should  have  the  forfeited 
estates  of  the  rebels.  This  will  be  the  best  means  of  subduing  the 
country.  We  are  loyal  to  the  King  and  showed  our  loyalty  by 
accommodating  the  sheriffs  and  chief  officers  in  each  county 
and  corporate  town  when  His  Majesty  was  to  be  proclaimed. 
No  Papist  should  be  allowed  to  sit  in  either  House  of  Parliament 
or  other  place  of  authority  where  they  would  be  judges  of 
their  own  and  their  fellows'  cases ;  and  there  should  be  an  act  of 
attainder  to  convict  those  who  cannot  be  otherwise  convicted, 
owing  to  the  death  of  witnesses.  If  this  is  not  done  few  estates  will 
be  settled.

A   Postscript  to   His  Majesty. 

We  are  no  enemies  to  your  Majesty,  but  have  fought  against 
your  enemies  here  and  accepted  your  Declaration  published  at 
Breda.  Then  it  is  argued  that  because  your  Majesty  and  the  Irish 
rebels  suffered  at  the  same  time  and  by  the  same  hands,  therefore 
when  you  are  restored  they  should  be.  "By  the  same  rule  there 
must  be  some  affinity  between  the  sufferings  of  the  two  thieves  and 
our  Saviour  Christ  on  the  Cross  which  were  blasphemy  to  affirm 
as  the  other  treasonable  to  urge ;  for  they  suffered  for  breach  of  the 
law  and  justly,  and  Christ  innocently  for  the  salvation  of  mankind; 
so  your  Majesty  suffered  for  seeking  after  your  own  and 
endeavouring  to  restore  your  kingdoms  to  their  liberties,  the  rebels 
for  breach  of  law,"  &c.  Those  who  would  establish  an  affinity 
between  your  Majesty  and  the  rebels  would  make  you  an  accessory 
to  their  murders,  which  God  forbid. 

If  the  Irish  are  restored  to  their  estates  they  will  use  their 
utmost  power  to  do  you  an  injury,  and  those  rebels  would  not  live 
contentedly  beside  EngUshmen  when  they  are  their  equals  or 
masters.  If  any  Irish  are  restored,  their  estates  should  be  far 
away  from  the  English. 

Other  reasons  are  given  for  not  allowing  the  Papists  to  sit  in 
Parliament  or  have  any  place  of  authority  or  trust.

We  fought  also  in  its  defence  and  were 
sent  over  here  by  those  to  whom  the  late  King  entrusted  the 
management  of  the  war  in  Ireland.  The  country  is  now  quiet  and 
we  have  supported  the  restoration ;  and  we  believe  that  "  such  as 
before  were  enemies  will  now  in  the  enjoyment  of  their  estates  and 
liberty,  prove  true  subjects  to  his  Majesty.

Meredith,  who  forfeited  the  appointment  given  him  by  the  late 
King,  when  he  quitted  the  "  Right  Seal  "  whereby  he  was  appointed 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  and  undertook  to  act  "  under  the  late 
horrid  usurper's  seal."  His  Majesty  is  resolved  to  appoint 
another  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer.

About  20  have  been  killed  and  as  many 
taken  and  they  were  not  in  all  above  60  men,  "  most  of  them  fifth- 
monarchy  men,  who  said  they  fought  for  King  Jesus."  The  prisons 
in  and  about  London  are  full  of  them  and  there  are  also  some  in 
prisons  and  houses  of  correction  in  the  country.  Princess  Henrietta 
is  sick  of  the  measles  at  Portsmouth,  but  not  in  any  danger.

"  We  cannot  doubt  of  the  happy  condition  of  our  late  dread 
Sovereign  of  ever  blessed  memory  Charles  the  First,  being 
assured  by  the  voice  of  truth  itself  that  whosoever  loseth  his  life  for 
Christ's  sake  shall  find  it,  in  which  respect  martyrdom  (wherewith 
he  was  undoubtedly  crowned)  hath  been  justly  styled  the  baptism 
of  blood,  and  the  anniversary  days  of  the  death  of  the  Martyrs  have 
been  ever  observed  by  the  Church  of  God  as  the  birthdays  of  their 
glory,  so  as  it  might  seem  half  a  crime  to  shed  a  tear  for  him  whose 
soul  the  Lord  hath  delivered  from  death,  his  eyes  from  tears  and 
his  feet  from  falling ;  whom  his  bloody  enemies  did  advantage  more

We  are  given  to  understand  that  sundry  unlawful  assemblies 
have  of  late  been  held  by  Papists,  Presbyterians,  Independents, 
Anabaptists,  Quakers,  and  other  fanatical  persons  meeting  in  great 
numbers,  who  meet  in  hundreds  or  thousands  under  the  pretended 
authority  of  some  foreign  jurisdiction  or  of  some  local  presbytery. 
In  these  assemblies  "  some  have  taken  upon  them  on  their  own 
heads  to  appoint  public  fasts  and  days  of  humiliation  or  thanks- 
giving for  his  Majesty's  subjects,  and  to  give  holy  orders  and  induct 
into  ecclesiastical  benefices,  and  to  deprive  ministers  (who  have  good 
titles  by  the  laws  of  this  realm)  at  their  pleasures  by  their  arbitrary 
orders,  by  the  force  of  such  of  their  parishioners  as  join  with  them 
and  go  along  with  them."  At  these  meetings  they  speak  evil  of 
dignities,  cast  dirt  in  the  face  of  the  lawful  magistrates  and  usurp 
the  essential  rights  of  sovereignty  itself.  All  these  assemblies 
whether  of  Papists,  of  Presbyterians,  or  {dc,  as  above)  are  unlawful 
and  mischievous.  We  forbid  the  King's  subjects  to  convoke  them 
either  under  the  name  of  days  of  humiliation,  days  of  thanks- 
giving or  consistorial  days  or  under  any  other  pretence  whatsoever, 
or  to  be  present  at  them  or  to  execute  their  decrees.

We  hope  for  letters  to-morrow,  as  four  packets  are  overdue. 

We  met  yesterday  in  our  Convention  and  chose  Sir  William 
Dumvill  as  chairman.  We  then  went  to  the  Council  Chamber  at 
the  Custom  House,  where  the  Lord  Chancellor  imparted  the  King's 
letter  to  us  giving  us  thanks  for  our  former  service,  and  desiring 
we  might  raise  some  money,  by  way  of  loan  before  Parliament 
should  be  called  or  otherwise,  for  support  of  the  Army.  A  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  see  what  the  deficiency  in  the  revenue  is, 
and  we  hope  it  will  report  on  Friday  morning.  Steps  are  being 
taken  to  reduce  the  Army,  which  is  five  months  in  arrear  beside  the 
old  fifteen  months.  I  cannot  tell  you  what  supply  we  shall  give  or 
how,  but  am  sure  the  country  will  not  be  so  able  to  pay  it  as  we  are 
to  give  it.  We  shall,  I  believe,  inform  such  of  the  Archbishops  and 
Bishops  as  are  here  of  what  we  shall  agree  upon,  and  leave  it  to 
them  to  tax  the  nobility  qr  at  least  themselves,  and  thereby  shew 
example  to  others. 

Your  Lordship's  troop  will  march  as  soon  as  they  get  their  pay 
(which  is  now  issuing  to  the  army)  half  to  Dromore  and  the  other 
half  to  Lisnegarvy  [Lisburn] .  My  cousin  William  Hill  is  in  town,  but 
Quartermaster  Eoma  and  Cornet  Bolter  is  Isic]  with  them  at 
Carlo  [w] .  My  brother  Hill  and  all  at  Hillsborough  are  pleased  at 
the  thought  that  you  and  my  lady  may  come  over.  The  Bishop 
of  Down  and  the  rest  will  be  established  on  Sunday  next  and  on 
Monday  they  will  make  a  great  feast. 

I  found  when  I  came  up  that  the  custos  rotulorum  was  nominated 
for  our  county  and  Down  before  we  came  up — the  Earl  of  Donegall 
and  Lord  of  Ards  in  your  place  and  my  brother  Hill's.  The  Earl 
of  Donegall  pretends  a  right  by  old  patent,  so  I  told  the  Lord 
Chancellor  that  you  did  not  think  it  worth  disputing  about  with  an 
old  neighbour.  The  Lord  Chancellor  pretended  to  have  found 
great  difficulty  in  giving  it  away,  and  only  to  have  yielded  to  much 
importunity.  I  am  looking  for  a  house  here  but  will  make  no 
bargain  till  I  hear  whether,  upon  Lady  Finch's  proposition,  my 
lady  may  stay  this  year  in  England.  Lord  Massereene  is  earnestly 
expected  over  with  the  instructions,  little  being  as  yet  done  upon 
the  King's  declaration. 

Your  potashes  were  in  the  harbour  till  the  great  storms  were 
passed,  so  I  hope  they  will  get  over  safely.

Adrian  Verveer,  Mayor  of  Dublin,  John  Bysse,  and  Richard 
Kennedy. 

They  are  with  others  empowered  by  a  commission  of  1  Jan., 
166f,  to  examine  the  crimes  whereby  Randal  Marquis  of  Antrim, 
is  accused  of  defaming,  the  late  King  Charles  I. 

The  deponent,  being  duly  sworn,  says  : — 

In  or  about  August,  1650,  this  examinate  had  in  his  hands  a 
paper  in  which  was  a  signed  relation  by  the  Marquis  of  Antrim, 
concerning  some  events  about  the  beginning  of  the  rebellion  in 
1641.  The  paper  was  taken  from  the  deponent  by  Ireton,  when 
commanding  in  chief  in  Ireland,  and  only  an  extract  now 
remains. 

It  is  to  the  following  effect :  — 

Before  the  rising  of  the  Irish  in  1641,  the  King  did  send  over  to 
Ireland  to  Lords  Ormond  and  Antrim  and  Thos.  Bourke  declaring 
his  pleasure  that  the  8,000  men  collected  in  Ireland  by  the  Earl 
of  Strafford  should  not  be  disbanded.  Before  the  order  arrived 
the  men  had  been  disbanded,  and  Captain  Digby,  constable 
of  Dunluce  Castle,  was  gent  to  inform  the  King  of 
this  fact.  He  overtook  the  King  at  York,  his  Majesty 
being  then  on  his  way  to  Scotland.  The  King  then  sent  over  one 
William  Hamerton  to  Ireland  signifying  his  pleasure  that  those 
8,000  men  should  be  collected  again,  with  the  addition  of  such 
further  force  as  his  Majesty  should  require,  to  be  armed  out  of  the 
King's  store  at  Dublin.  "That  on  receiving  those  his  Majesty's 
further  commands  and  in  order  thereunto  he  the  Lord  of  Antrim 
did  communicate  the  same  first  to  the  Lords  of  Gormanstown  and 
Slane  and  after  to  others  in  Leinster :  and  that  repairing  into  Ulster 
he  did  impart  the  same  likewise  to  many  there.  But  the  fools 
(said  he)  well  liking  the  business  and  not  expecting  or  [our?]  time 
or  manner  for  ordering  the  work,  fell  upon  it  of  themselves  in  their 
own  way,  whereby  all  was  spoiled.  That  the  whole  design  was 
that  the  Parliament  then  sitting  in  Dublin  and  the  whole  kingdom 
should  be  put  into  a  posture  and  declare  for  his  Majesty's  service 
against  those  who  then  acted  high  against  him  ;  and  that,  to  that 
end,  the  Castle  of  Dublin  should  be  secured  and  the  then  Lords 
Justices  seized,  if  they  would  not  join  therein ;  together  with  all 
others  who  should  oppose." 

Defendant  remembers  to  have  given  a  copy  of  this  paper  at  large 
as  signed  by  the  Marquis  of  Antrim  to  the  Earl  of  Orrery,  then 
Lord  Broghill,  and  refers  to  him  for  particulars.  The  Marquis 
often  related  the  facts  to  deponent  and  Sir  John  Reynolds,  then 
Col.  Reynolds.

He  was  in  Ireton's  tent  and  met  there  Col.  Robert 
Venables  and  others.  Col.  Venables  accused  the  late  King  to  the 
deponent  of  having  stirred  up  the  rebellion  in  Ireland.  He 
declaimed  against  the  cavaliers  and  said  that  the  Marquis  of 
Antrim,  who  was  in  the  camp  at  the  time,  admitted  that  the  King 
had  sent  him  over  in  1641  to  Ireland  to  stir  up  people  in  the  North 
to  rebellion.

Similar  in  effect  to  the  abstract  given  above.  The  following 
additional  facts  of  importance  are  given  : — 

The  emissary  Thos.  Bourke  was  kinsman  to  the  Earl  of  Clanri- 
carde. 

The  King  wished  the  army  in  Ireland  to  be  raised  to  20,000 
men. 

After  receiving  Bourke's  message,  Ormond  and  Antrim  tried  to 
meet  to  arrange  matters  in  accordance  with  them ;  but  they  found 
it  difficult  to  meet  alone.  They  used  to  retire  into  the  withdrawing 
room  of  the  Lords'  House  of  Parliament  in  Dublin  Castle  when 
Parliament  was  sitting,  and,  when  others  followed  them  there,  they 
used  to  meet  at  the  Bowling  Alley,  on  College  Green,  at  Dublin. 
Finally  they  decided  to  inform  the  King  of  what  was  resolved  on 
for  his   service.    The  Marquis  of   Antrim   said   he  would   send 
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over  Lord  Maguire  for  that  purpose  and  the  Marquis  of  Ormond 
that  he  would  send  Lord  Muskerry.  Later  they  arranged  that 
Dublin  was  no  fit  place  to  work  in  and  they  decided  to  meet  at 
Kilkea,  co.  Kildare,  in  [a  house]  belonging  to  the  late  Countess 
Dowager  of  Kildare,  whither  Ormond  said  he  would  come  "  on 
pretence  of  hawking  a  recreation."  When  this  meeting  was  about 
to  take  place  Ormond  sent  to  Antrim  to  say  that  one  of  them 
had  better  go  to  the  King  and  not  entrust  this  great  affair 
with  any  other.

In  1650  deponent  was  employed  on  business  for  the  trustees  to 
whom  the  Marquis  of  Ormond  had  conveyed  the  "  prize  wines  "  for 
securing  payment  of  some  debts  for  which  Sir  Philip  Percivall,  Kt., 
deceased,  stood  bound  for  his  lordship.  He  had  letters  to  Lord 
Broghill  (now  Earl  of  Orrery)  to  procure  from  Henry  Ireton  (then 
called  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland)  letters  countenancing  the  deponent  in 
the  collection  of  the  prize  wines  in  Connaught.  He  delivered  these 
letters  to  Lord  Broghill  and  waited  on  him  near  Waterford,  which 
Ireton  was  then  besieging.

Petitioner's  grandfather  being  old,  blind  and  bedrid  since  the 
beginning  of  the  rebellion  was  till  10  or  12  years  since  seized  of  half  of 
the  small  living  of  Killmackud  [Killmachud] .  Petitioner's 
father  left  Ireland  in  the  service  of  Lord  Fitzwilliams,  of 
Merrion,  and  married  and  died  in  England,  leaving  petitioner  and 
other  orphans.  They  have  no  subsistence  except  what  Lord 
Fitzwilliams  gives .  them  of  his  charity,  they  being  children  and 
grandchildren  of  his  lordship's  nurse.  The  other  half  of  Killma- 
chud was  given  by  petitioner's  great  grandfather  to  one  Archbold, 
a  relative  of  his  own,  for  procuring  a  pardon  for  his  grandfather's 
brother,  who  was  condemned  to  die  in  Queen  Elizabeth's  time  only 
for  being  a  priest.  This  kinsman  is  dead  without  heirs,  and  peti- 
tioner and  his  brothers  and  sisters  therefore  inherit  that  other  half 
of  Killmachud.  Petitioner's  share  in  the  whole  was  given  to  Col. 
Huson,  one  of  the  murderers  of  the  late  King,  by  some  grant 
from  the  regicide  Cromwell.

Sir  Henry's  brother  Col.  Dudley  was  also  killed  in  action  against 
them.  In  1641,  petitioner's  father  offered  the  Lords  Justices  to 
serve  the  late  King  "  for  the  punishing  of  these  horrid  murders 
committed  a  little  before  in  the  North  of  Ireland,  which,  as  if  no 
other  course  were  more  proper  than  an  imitation  of  those  barbarous 
proceedings,  they  retorted  on  the  heads  of  those  innocent  and 
harmless  persons,  the  children  of  those  English  colonies  which 
were  of  the  first  that  inhabited  and  conquered  Ireland  for  the  crown 
of  England."

It   appears  by'  the  Marquis  of  Ormond's  report  dated  19  Nov. 
last,    upon    Dudley   Bagenall's    petition,    that    his    father.    Col. 
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Walter  Bagenall,  submitted  to  the  peace  made  in  Ireland  in 
1646,  and  assisted  the  Marquis  in  various  ways  whilst  he  was 
governor  of  the  co.  Carlow.  He  would  have  marched  with  the 
Marquis  of  Ormond  to  Dublin,  leaving  behind  him  such  of  his  estate 
as  he  could  not  carry  away,  but  that  he  received  order  from  the 
Marquis  to  stay  in  Carlow.  Soon  after,  by  the  prevailing  power  of 
the  Pope'sNuncio,  he  was  removed  from  his  command  and  imprisoned 
in  Kilkenny  jail.  He  served  loyally  under  Ormond  and  Clanricarde 
till  put  to  death  by  Cromwell  at  Kilkenny  by  a  pretended  High 
Court  of  Justice,  he  being  then  a  hostage  in  the  hands  of  the  pre- 
vailing power.  Petitioner's  brother,  Capt.  Geo.  Bagenall,  was  slain 
in  the  Royal  service  in  Ireland,  and  Dudley  Bagenall  himself  has 
given  proof  of  his  loyalty  even  when  a  student  at  Oxford.  We 
desire  to  reward  him  both  on  account  of  his  own  services  and 
because  "  the  eminent  services  of  their  ancestors  to  our  Royal 
predecessors  do  highly  merit  our  grace  and  favour.  Sir  Nicholas 
Bagenall  and  Sir  Henry  Bagenall,  his  son,  ancestors  to  the  said 
Dudley  Bagenall,  Knights  Marshals  of  Ireland,  having  lost  their 
lives  in  the  service  of  King  Edward  VI.  and  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  and 
Col.  Dudley  Bagenall,  great  grandfather  of  the  said  Dudley 
Bagenall,"  having  also  died  fighting  against  the  rebels.

We 
have  always  sought  to  collect  that  revenue  in  the  manner  most 
convenient  for  our  subjects  and  for  that  purpose  have  made  arrange- 
ments for  collection  in  Ireland  similar  to  those  which  exist  in 
England.  We  appointed  four  provincial  receivers — Sir  James  Shean 
for  Leinster,  Eoger,  Earl  of  Orrery  for  Munster  except  Clare, 
Charles,  Viscount  of  Castle  Coote,  and  Richard,  Lord  Collooney  for 
Connaught  and  Clare,  and  Henry  Waddington  for  Ulster.

I  have  considered  his  Majesty's  desire  to  know  the 
true  value  [of  certain  lands  which  I  desire  to  possess]  and  it 
occurred  to  me  that  I  might  make  use  of  some  surveys  of  the  late 
usurper.  In  his  time  no  stone  was  left  unturned  to  find  out  the 
value  of  all  men's  estates,  and  returns  were  made  by  juries  of  the 
value  of  all  estates  in  the  year,  1640.  I  searched  in  the  Surveyor 
General's  office  and  found  a  return  of  the  value  made  by  a  jury. 
If  the  Commissioners  did  not  agree  with  such  jury  returns,  they 
increased  them  by  such  figure  as  they  thought  fit.  I  send  you  a 
copy  of  the  return  relating  to  Finglas'  lands  showing  what  their 
true  value  was  in  the  best  times.  The  jury's  return  shows  that 
the  lands  I  move  for  were  worth  iil68  in  1640,  which  is  under  my 
estimate,  but  the  Commissioners  put  up  the  figure  to  £221,  which 
is  higher  than  mine.  I  know  not  the  particulars  of  the  lands  and 
do  not  want  to  interfere  with  adventurers  or  soldiers.  I  send  you 
a  letter  for  the  King's  signature  wherein  the  grant  is  confined  to 
the  CO.

The  ancient 
natives  now  pray  for  confirmation  of  the  order  of  Aug.  12,  and  we 
have  received  reports  from  the  Marquis  of  Ormond,  Lord  Valentia, 
and  Sir  George  Hamilton  testifying  to  their  loyalty.  They  shall 
be  fully  restored  according  to  the  tenor  of  our  letters  of  August 
If^st  and  of  the  part  of  the  Declaration  concerning  innocent  Papists.

The  King  is  well  pleased  with  the  attitude  of  the  late  Convention 
in  Dublin  and  with  its  passage  of  the  two  ordinances  for  poll-money. 
This  will  help  the  army.  About  £30,000  is  ready  to  be  sent  you 
for  disbanding  the  soldiers ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  the  time  that 
is  used  up  the  poll-money  will  have  begun  to  come  in.  I  hope 
that  Lord  Massereene  and  Sir  Audley  Mervin  will  be  with  you 
before  this  reaches  you.  They  bring  with  them  instructions 
which,  I  think,  will  embrace  all  that  you  asked  for.  We  are  all 
waiting  to  see  what  will  be  the  result  of  the  death  of  the  Cardinal'^' 
"  and  doubtless  England  hath  lost  no  friend  of  that  great  minister." 
The  pirates  of  Algiers  have  lately  committed  great  depredations 
upon  English  ships,  which  trade  the  Levant  seas,  and  "  will  be 
totally  daunted  if  some  other  party  which  hath  more  countenance, 
doth  not  countenance  them."  I  am  sure  you  will  be  able  to 
prevent  the  meetings  of  the  Irish  clergy  and  people  from  having 
any  bad  effects  "  and  if  they  were  not  mad  indeed  they  would 
content  themselves  with  a  quiet  life  and  say  over  their  beads  in 
peace."

Copy    of   Petition    of  Capt.    Simonds    to    the    King,    showing 
that : — 

Petitioner  risked  his  life  at  the  siege  of  Drogheda  in  1641,  as  Sir 
Henry  Tichborne  certifies.  In  1642  he  raised  men  in  the  North  of 
England  for  the  King  by  commission  from  the  Marquis  of  New- 
castle, and  served  King  Charles  I.  till  he  laid  down  his  arms  in 
Cornwall.  He  afterwards  attended  the  King  during  his  being  in 
the  Scottish  army,  as  is  certified  by  Lord  "  Sundores."*''  He  then 
advanced  horses  and  arms  at  his  own  cost  for  Ireland,  and  continued 
in  the  King's  service  till  he  was  forced  to  disband  in  co.  Clare,  in 
1650,  as  the  Marquis  of  Ormond  and  Lord  Inehiquin  certifiy. 

In  1650  he  brought  95  serviceable  men  from  Ireland  to  Scotland 
and  fought  for  the  King  there  and  at  Worcester,  as  Generals  Lesley, 
Middleton  and  Lord  O'Gibbey  [?  O'Gilvy]  certify. 

After  Worcester  he  escaped  to  the  Isle  of  Man  and  brought  off  Sir 
Philip  Musgrave  ;  and  after  wards  visited  the  coast  of  England  upon 
several  dangerous  commissions.  This  is  testified  to  by  Musgrave  and 
the  Countess  of  Derby.  When  the  enemy  landed  in  the  Isle  of 
Man,  he  was  arrested  and  kept  in  chains  till  the  Restoration. 

He  has  been  wounded  in  the  King's  service  and,  as  certificates 
show,  has  a  wife  and  small  children,  and  his  estate  is  consumed. 

He  prays  for  a  captaincy  of  foot  or  cornetcy  of  horse,  and  for  the 
arrears  due  for  his  services  in  Ireland,  for  his  travelling  expenses 
(he  left  many  of  his  children  in  Cornwall  14  years  ago)  and  satis- 
faction for  the  horse  and  arms  which  he  set  forth  in  Ireland.

Petitioner  was  a  ward  to  the  late  King  for  some  years  after  the 
outbreak  of  the  rebellion.

especially  in  the  case  of  a  lease  of  a  ward's  estate  to  his  guardian, 
seeing  that  a  guardian  should  protect  that  estate  from  all  wrong. 
Petitioner  has  suffered  much  in  our  service  and  he  and  his  children 
are  poor.  It  is,  moreover,  consonant  to  law  and  reason  that  after 
his  estate  has  been  in  the  hands  of  a  guardian  for  nineteen  years  we 
should  be  free  to  restore  it  to  him  without  his  being  put  to  the 
expense  of  a  prosecution.  Moreover  the  ward  have  might  sued  out  his 
livery  several  years  ago,  but  for  being  prevented  by  the  "  iniquity 
of  the  late  usurped  Government."  We  therefore  direct  that  the 
Master  of  the  Wards,  calling  to  his  assistance  the  Attorney  of  this 
Court  and  such  other  judges  as  he  thinks  fit,  shall  hear  the  parties 
and  permit  the  petitioner  to  sue  out  his  livery.  If  the  Master  does 
not  think  that  Sir  Henry  Tich  borne  has  already  received  fair 
treatment  he  shall  direct  the  petitioner  to  enter — and  petitioner 
shall  enter — into  bonds  for  such  sum  as  the  Master  thinks  fair  to  be 
paid  to  Sir  Henry.

I  have  long  asked  his  lordship 
for  some  other  employment,  but  without  success.  I  shall  venture 
to  give  an  account  of  the  matter. 

The  King  has  reserved  to  his  disposing  all  estates  forfeited  for 
rebellion  lying  in  the  co.  Dublin,  and  has  granted  those  estates  to 
such  as  have  suffered  in  his  behalf.  Amongst  others  Richard 
Barnewall  [or  Barnewell]  and  John  Finglas,  Esqs.,  both  Irishmen, 
stand  outlawed  for  their  rebellion  against  the  King  in  the  late  wars 
here,  and  have  forfeited  their  estates.  Both  of  these  estates  have 
hitherto  been  valued  at  £300  a  year,  and  are  still  adjudged  as  of 
nearly  that  value.  Mr.  Thomas  Kennedy,  Clerk  of  the  Crown  here, 
assures  me  of  this  fact.  He  is  known  to  you,  I  think,  and  both 
known  to  your  son  and  Mr,  John  Nicholas, 
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My  request  is  that  you  will  exercise  your  goodness  in  the  re- 
establishment  of  our  family  and  by  your  interest  with  the  King 
obtain  an  .effectual  answer  to  the  enclosed  petition.  I  shall  be 
always  most  grateful  and  ready  to  serve  you. 

P.S. — I  am  warned  to  ask  you  to  search  the  office  of  Privy  Seals 
for  one  or  two  months  past  to  see  whether  that  which  we 
petition  for  has  not  been  given  away.

I  received  your  letter  of  the  18th,  by  Sir  Arthur  Forbes,  together 
with  the  Commission  for  summoning  the  Parliament  and  the 
bills.  You  will  understand  by  despatches  what  was  then  done 
therein,  so  as  I  shall  not  at  this  time  give  you  the  trouble  thereof. 

We  have  had  many  disputes  at  the  Council  Board  concerning  the 
summoning  of  the  Lords  to  Parliament  and  divers  questions  raised 
thereupon,  viz  : — 

1.  Whether  a  nobleman  indicted  of  high  treason  and  outlawed 
should  be  admitted  to  sit  in  the  House  of  Lords.  It  was  agreed  not, 
because  by  his  outlawry  he  became  corrupt  and  his  blood 
ignoble. 

2.  Whether  any  distinction  was  to  be  drawn  between  those 
noblemen  who  are  to  be  restored  to  their  estates  by  the  King's 
Declaration,  though  outlawed,  and  those  who  are  not  provided  for 
by  the  Declaration.  It  was  decided  that  there  was  no  such 
difference,  because  those  who  had  been  outlawed  of  high  treason 
remained  so  outlawed  in  spite  of  the  Declaration. 

3.  Whether  the  Lord  Chancellor  should  forbear  to  send 
summonses  to  such  as  have  been  outlawed.  This  has  not  yet 
been  settled. 

4.  If  writs  should  issue  to  such  as  were  outlawed  to  summon 
them  to  the  Parliament,  whether  or  not  they,  by  appearing  there- 
upon, were  not  restored  to  their  blood  and  honour?  This  was 
decided  in  the  negative. 

5.  If  a  writ  of  summons  issued  to  the  son  of  a  nobleman  who 
had  died  outlawed,  did  his  appearance  thereupon  enoble  him  ? 

These  questions  have  been  stirred  and  publicly  debated  here. 
I  have  closed  them  by  sealing  writs  of  summonses  to  the  nobility 
in  England  who  stand  outlawed,  thinking  it  better  that  the  House 
of  Lords  should  determine  these  questions  than  that  I  should  do  so. 
The  Earl  of  Antrim's  writ  alone  I  did  not  seal,  knowing  the  charges 
against  him.     These  I  could  not  overlook. 

There  were  many  more  intricate  questions  raised  regarding 
elections  and  members  to  be  returned  to  the  House  of  Commons,  but 
no  rule  was  given  therein,  "  but  this  you  may  take  for  granted  that 
the  adventurers  and  soldiers  will  be  the  men  who  will  be  returned. 
,     .     .     .     From   this  you  may  easily  conclude  how  matters  will 

go." 

I  received  your  letter  of  the  23rd  of  last  month  with  an  enclosure 
of  the  15th,  to  the  same  effect  as  that  of  the  13th  of  the  same.  We 
will  keep  them  private  though  you  do  not  do  so,  for  some  there  do 
write  the  effect  thereof  to  their  friends  here.  We  shall  await  your 
answer  to  ours  written  by  the  last  packet  which,  for  greater  privacy 
was  written  by  the  Epirl  of  Mpuntrath, 
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I  send  you  a  copy  of  the  King's  letter  for  settling  the  impropria- 
tions and  tithes  on  the  Church.  The  ground  thereof  was  an 
engagement  made  by  his  father  to  the  same  purpose,  a  copy  of 
which  letter,  I  likewise  send  you.  "  If  my  memory  do  not  fail 
me,"  King  James  I.,  by  the  advice  of  Sir  Wm.  Jones,  Sir  Thomas 
Groom  and  others,  did  in  like  sort  engage  himself  to  the  Church, 
and  it  was  the  desire  of  the  General  Convention  of  Ireland  by  their 
Commissioners  to  the  King  that  this  might  be  done.  The  King,  as 
you  will  find,  answered  them  graciously.  These  were  the  grounds 
which,  together  with  the  equity  and  justice  of  the  King, 
induced  him  to  write  his  letter  on  behalf  of  the  Church,  but 
without  any  diminution  of  his  ancient  rents  and  revenue.  It  is 
certainly  worthy  of  the  King,  as  Defender  of  the  Faith,  to  return  to 
the  Church  that  which  was  taken  from  it  and  to  retain  that  which 
is  his  own,  "  so  that  which  is  Caesar's  is  given  to  Caesar  and  that 
which  is  God  [sic]  is  given  to  God." 

There  come  daily  so  many  letters  from  the  King  for  the  granting  of 
vast  proportions  of  land  that,  if  some  stop  had  not  been  given 
thereto,  little  or  no  reprisals  would  have  been  left  to  satisfy 
adventurer  or  soldier,  and  if  this  Remora  should  be  removed  by  the 
importunities  of  some,  the  inconveniences  would  be  very  great. 
There  is  but  six  and  thirty  thousand  acres  of  land  which  can  be 
reckoned  as  forfeited  lands  in  the  county  of  Dublin,  and  of  this  there 
is  direction  from  his  Majesty  that  twenty  thousand  acres  shall  pass 
in  one  grant  and  there  are  some  others  of  the  like  kind. 

I  suggested  lately  "  at  Council  Board  "  that  we  should  petition 
the  King  to  grant  no  more  lands  in  Ireland  in  answer  to  petitions 
till  the  value  of  the  land  petitioned  for  had  been  estimated.  It  is 
still  under  consideration.  I  hope  he  shall  have  orders  of  this  kind. 
They  would  help  us  greatly,  diminish  the  number  of  suitors  there, 
and  his  Majesty  would  know  what  he  granted  before  he  gave  it.

The  Lords  Justices  and  Council  to  Secretary  Nicholas. 

The  King's  letter  of  the  8th  inst.,  concerning  the  passing  of  a 
grant  to  the  Earl  of  Meath,  of  Loughlinstown,  co.  Dublin,  has 
reached  us.  We  could  not  grant  him  this  land  inasmuch  as  it  was 
before  given  by  grant  under  the  Great  Seal  to  Sir  William  Domvile, 
the  King's  Attorney-General,  by  his  letters  dated  6  April.  The 
facts  are  as  follows  : — 
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In  Hilary  term  last  the  King's  Attorney-General  (the  said  lands 
of  Loughlinstown  being  then  in  the  King's  hands  and  untenanted) 
petitioned  the  Court  of  Exchequer  for  a  emtodium  of  them.  This 
was  granted  to  him,  reserving  the  old  rent  of  £9  8s.  4fL  After- 
wards there  came  a  letter  from  the  King  to  us  to  grant  this  town 
and  lands  to  the  Earl  of  Meath  at  10s.  per  annum.  This  grant  was 
so  made  that,  as  the  judges  informed  us  at  the  Council  Board, 
letters  patents  given  in  execution  of  it  would  have  been  void.  We 
informed  the  Earl  of  this  rather  than  trouble  you  about  it.  As 
the  King  has  not  in  his  letters  of  8  April  taken  any  notice  of  that 
information,  we  now  send  you  copy  of  our  letter  to  him  of  22  March 
in  which  it  is  contained.

The  answer  given  by  the  King  in  February  last  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Convention  of  Ireland  who  asked  that  the 
impropriations  which  fell  in  to  the  King  might  be  granted  to  the 
Church  at  the  old  rent,  was  that  the  Lord  Deputy  and  Council 
were  to  consider  the  matter. 

As  the  livings  in  Ireland  are  generally  small,  except  where 
King  James  I.  or  King  Charles  I.  had  endowed  them,  and  as  there 
is  now  an  unrivalled  opportunity  of  providing  for  the  Church  in 
such  a  way  as  to  encourage  persons  "  eminent  in  learning  and 
piety  "  and  "  painful  and  orthodox  divines"  to  live  and  reside  upon  its 
livings,  we  hope  that  it  will  be  improved  by  reserving  for 
the  Church  all  the  tithes  and  impropriations,  &c.,  formally  paid  to 
the  Church  by  estates  which  are  or  shall  be  restored  to  their 
former  owners.  This  will  advantage  the  Crown  in  rents,  first 
fruits,  &c.,  and  will  help  to  carry  out  the  great  work  of  Charles  I. 
and  James  I.

The  Church  of  Ireland  asked  for  remission  of  their  20th  parts 
and  first  fruits  for  the  time  past,  which  suit  your  Majesty  granted.. 
The  Church  could  not  have  paid  these  sums  as  they  had  received 
little  or  nothing  for  twenty  years,  "  and  where  nothing  is  to  be  had 
even  Kings  lose  their  rights."  The  clergy  are  willing,  in  order 
that  your  Majesty  should  lose  nothing,  to  settle  an  equal  and 
universal  tax  of  all  ecclesiastical  preferments  in  Ireland.  A  great 
many  of  them  are  altogether  untaxed  "  and  some  are  ludicrously 
taxed,  so  as  to  make  them  liable  to  the  name  of  20th  parts,  but 
rarely  to  first  fruits."  Such  an  equal  and  universal  tax  will  treble 
your  Majesty's  ecclesiastical  revenue  in  every  way. 

If  your  Majesty  will  impose  the  care  of  this  work  upon  me  in  a 
regal  visitation,  I  will  charge  or  burden  no  man  but  myself  in  the 
execution  thereof,  and  I  shall  make  a  precise  list  of  all  the  patronages 
of  the  Crown  which  are  now  smothered,  and  in  a  great  part 
usurped.  I  hope  to  make  a  perfect  rental  of  all  such  impropriations  as 
have  either  in  former  times  been  bestowed  by  your  Royal  father  on 
the  Church,  or  have  been  given  it  by  yourself. 

May  I  now  say  a  word  or  two  about  Sir  James  Graham,  whose 
near  relation  to  me  will  excuse  what  I  say  whilst  I  keep  within  the 
bounds  of  modesty.  "  He  seeth  your  Majesty's  bounties  thrown 
abroad  like  medals  at  a  Coronation  for  those  that  can  catch  them ;  and 
whilst  you  are  doing  good  to  your  persecutors  he  takes  the  boldness 
(with  the  good  thief  upon  the  Cross)  to  step  in  for  hiniself,  '  Lord 
remember  me.'  If  his  suffering  hath  been  more  than  his  acting,  it 
was  for  want  of  power  ;  not  of  loyal  duty."  He  is,  and  will  always 
prove  himself,  thoroughly  loyal.  I  venture  to  recommend  him  and 
to  ask  that  he  may  have  dispatch  so  as  to  be  back  here  to  serve 
you  in  the  approaching  Parliament. 
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"  God  preserve  your  Majesty  long  in  health  and  happiness  'for 
the  welfare  of  your  kingdoms  and  the  good  of  this  Church,  which 
is  the  incessant  prayer  of  your  Majesty's  most  loyal  and  obedient 
subject  and  servant  J.  Aemachanus."

The  Lord  Chancellor  oj  Ireland's  speecli  in  Parliament. 

We,  the  Lords  Justices,  arc  very  jileased  to  see,  after  all  the  tumults 
ivldch  have  lyrevailed  for  many  years  in  Ireland,  this  assembly  met 
together  "in  this  orderly  and  beutijull  manner,"  the  Fathers  of  the 
Church  restored  to  their  rights  and  stations,  the  .Judges  and  Counsellors 
as  at  the  beginning.  Tico  years  ago  we  should  not  have  believed  one 
who  told  us  that  so  much  tvoidd  come  to  jiass.  You  are  now  called  ta 
advise  with  King  Charles  on  the  urgent  affairs  of  the  Kingdom.  The 
National  Convention  did  good  work,  but  a  Parliament  was  needed  to 
complete  it.  The  Commissioners p-om  the  Convention  themselves  asked 
the  King  that  this  should  he  done,  and  "  thus  thisjihcenix  icas  contented 
to  be  consumed  with  the  ardent  affection  ivhich  itbore  to  its  country  that, 
out  of  the  ashes  thereof,  another  more  excellent  than  itself  might  spring 
as  at  this  day." 

The  first  object  in  calling  this  Parliament  is  to  settle  what  is  every 
man's  meum  and  tuum.  The  state  oJ  affairs  in  Ireland  is  such  that 
hardly  any  man  can  say  "  This  land  is  my  own."  Men's  minds  are 
seldom  quiet  until  their  estates  are  settled.  The  law  says  that  the 
freehold  can  never  be  in  abeyance.  It  is,  however,  often  so  at  present 
in  Ireland,  and  being  disturbed  by  the  law  must  be  settled  by  the  late. 

The  first  men  to  be  assured  in  their  just  possessions  are  the 
adventurers.  I  say  just,  because  just  treatment  of  these  must  he  the 
basis  of  the  settlement  "  For  wlien  there  ivas  no  visible  means  for  the 
reliej  or  recovery  of  almost  lost  Ireland,  wlien  the  northern  rebels 
icere  rampant  in  the  field,  and  like  alancl-jiood  carried  all  bejore  them, 
when  the  town  oJ  Tredah  [Drogheda^ ,  which  teas  the  only  bulivark 
between  us  and  them,  icas  besieged  with  20,000  of  them  ;  when  Dublin, 
the  metropolitan  city  of  this  Kingdom,  was  threatened  with  a  siege  and 
the  whole  land  as  it  were  in  a  Jiame  round  about  us,  when  we 
could  hear  nothing  but  the  rattling  of  drums,  the  sound  of  trumpets, 
the  neighing  and  trampling  of  horses,  and  the  noise  of  cannons,  when  a 
common  destruction  threatened  every  Englishman  in  this  kingdom, 
when  we  could  hear  in  every  place  the  ivord  of  command  given  '  Kill, 
kill,'  and  no  difference  made  of  age  or  sex,"  then  these  noble 
adventurers  opened  their  purses  and  sent  us  relief  They  must  there- 
fore he  justly  treated. 

The  next  class  to  be  settled  is  the  soldiers  who  adventured  their 
lives  in  our  service,  and  especially  those  wortlues  called  the  49  men 
who  stood  in  the  breach  until  they  were  seconded  out  of  England  by 
the  forces  which  came  from  tlience.      Special  regard  must  be  had  of 
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them,  as  they  underwent  the  brunt  and  fury  of  the  rebels.  The  next 
class  of  people  to  be  remembered  are  the  old  Protestant  and  innocent 
Papists.  Their  rights  are  to  be  inquired  into,  for  rights,  as  the  law 
says,  cannot  die. 

IfNaboth's  vineyard  should  fall  into  any  man's  lot,  it  had  been 
better  for  him  to  be  without  it.  We  must  not  rob  Peter  to  2}ay  Paul, 
as  the  common  saying  is.  Your  duty  is  suum  cuique  tribuere.  llie 
King  has  shown  how  this  is  to  be  done  by  his  Declaration,  but  the 
Declaration  must,  as  a  rough-heion  stone,  be  fpolished  and  fitted. 

The  King,  as  you  'will  remember,  either  granted  or  referred  to  the 
Lords  Justices  every  one  of  the.  twenty-tJiree requests  xvhich  the  General 
Convention  put  forward.  He  granted  them  more  than  they  desired, 
and  has  given  up  his  escheats  atid  forfeited  lands  to  the  nation,  not  even 
reserving  forests,  chases  ami  parks.  Lastly  he  has  granted  us  a  Parlia- 
ment, wldch  gives  great  additional  value  to  his  other  concessions. 
This  Parliament  is  to  begin  on  the  same  day  as  the  Parliament  oj 
England,  as  if  to  show  that  the  King  takes  an  equal  care  of  both 
kingdoms — even  as  Royal  Dido  said  to  Aeneas  "  !7Vos  Tirius-que 
mild  nulla  discrimine  agetur." 

The  King  lias  also  given  his  revenue  certain  and  casual  in  L-eland 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  army,  which  he  might  have  done  without  a 
Parliament.  Lastly  he  has  sent  us  ii20,000  and  £30,000  out  of  his 
privy  purse  for  the  maintenance  of  the  army.  This  he  might  have 
done  without  a  Parliament. 

The  Lords  Justices  are  conforming  the  army  to  the  establish- 
ment sent  from  England,  and  have  disbanded  a  ivhole  regi- 
ment of  dragoons  and  officers.  They  have  reduced  forty  troops 
of  horse  to  thirty,  and  106  foot  companies  to  sixty-six. 
They  have  disbanded  1,650  private  soldiers,  which  ivill  be  a 
great  case  to  the  country,  but  there  are  28  months'  arrears  due  to 
the  Army,  whereof  eight  months'  since  the  King's  restoration.  Wc 
must  now  think  icliat  we  are  to  give  to  the  King  in  return  for  the 
bounty  he  has  shown.  Yon  know  whose  saying  it  is — That  to  ivhom 
much  is  given  from  them  much  is  expected.  The  King  has  given  and 
forgiven  us  much  move  than  ice  deserve.  He  has  forgiven  many  of  his 
open  enemies  "  in  a  high  measure  to  the  amazement  of  the  ivorld  and 
the  great  regret  of  his  best  and  most  loyal  subjects."  He  has  forgiven 
you  the  arrears  of  rent  due  to  him  for  the  period  of  his  banishment, 
which  could  not  be  acquitted  by  payments  made  to  the  usurper,  as  the 
Judges  will  tell  you.

Sir  George  Hamilton,  Kt.  and  Bt.,  purchased  an  interest  in  all 
our  mines,  and  our  father  and  ourself  were  informed  of  the 
advantage  which  accrued  to  the  Crown  by  his  great  industry 
in  perfecting  and  maintaining  the  said  mines.  He  lost 
much  through  the  nlines  during  the  late  troubles.

I  received  your  letter  of  the  7th  to-day  and  shall  take  care  to 
attend  to  the  matter. 

I  also  heard  by  your  letter  of  the  11th  of  the  King's  desire  to 
marry  the  Princess  of  Portugal  "and  this  night  our  great  guns, 
firebones,  and  ringing  of  bells  will  testify  the  people's  joy. 

I  also  send  you  a  resolution  of  both  House  which  took  its  rise  in 
the  Lords  and  was  agreed  to  without  dissent  in  the  Commons.  It 
shows  how  well  we  like  the  church  government  established  by  a 
law  here.  Nevertheless  I  fear  a  rupture  between  both  Houses  and 
pray  God  to  avert  it.  The  enclosed  order  made  by  the  House  of 
Commons  occasioned  a  hot  dispute  at  the  Council  Board,  but  I, 
thinking  it  was  intended  as  a  further  pressing  upon  his  Majesty  to 
transmit  the  bill  touching  the  oath  of  supremacy  hither,  opposed  it 
mainly,  and  at  last  prevailed  that  no  such  commission  should  issue. 
The  Declaration  for  settling  the  several  interests  in  the  kingdom 
will,  I  fear,  make  a  great  division  amongst  us,  some  being  so 
great  [?]  for  it  that  they  will  have  it  pass  in  terminis  [whilst] 
others  [are]  for  modelling  it  anew.  And  they  who  are  most  for  it 
do  offer  the  alterations  in  the  inclosed  to  be  added  to  it.  I  mean 
the  Earls  of  Ossery  [Orrery?]  and  Mountrath  and  others.

Documents  relating  to  the  Case  of  the  Ancient  Natives, 
Inhabitants  of  Wexford. 

Petition  of  the  Ancient  Inhabitants  as  above,  showing  that : — 

Petitioners  at  the  beginning  of  the  rebellion  in  Ireland  held  firm 
to  their  ancient  loyalty.  They  took  no  part  in  the  troubles  till  they 
saw  that  some  of  the  late  King's  ships  revolted  against  him,  "  and 
finding  their  trade  in  England  was  interrupted  by  those  in  England 
that  stood  in  opposition  to  the  late  King's  authority,  then  and  not 
sooner  "  they  began  to  stand  on  their  defence.  In  1643  they  armed 
some  ships,  and  the  Earl  of  Castlehaven  and  Viscount  Taaffe  were 
sent  from  England  to  ask  for  help  in  ships  from  them.  They 
offered  ten  ships  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant.  They  embraced  the 
peace  concluded  in  1648  and  remained  loyal  when  the  late  usurper 
arrived  in  Ireland  with  a  large  army  in  1649,  "  and  having 
upon  the  taking  of  Drogheda  put  all  the  inhabitants  and 
soldiers  to  the  sword  that  the  example  thereof  might  strike 
a  terror  into  the  inhabitants  of  other  t.pwns  which  he  was 
soon  after  to  besiege,  he  writ  to  the  petitioners,   Wexford  being 
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his  next  design,  and  courted  them  to  submit  to  his  authority,  and 
to  quit  the  Royal  interest,  and  that  they  should  enjoy  all  their 
possessions  and  fortunes  and  be  used  as  well  as  any  others  under 
his  power.  Whose  proposal  the  petitioners  did  reject,"  and  sent  to 
the  Marquis  of  Ormond  asking  him  to  garrison  that  place  of 
consequence,  and  to  garrison  it  as  he  should  think  fit,  and  that  they 
were  ready  to  expose  their  lives  and  fortunes  in  its  defence.  The 
Marquis  sent  Sir  Edmund  Butler,  towhomthey  submitted  the  whole 
town  to  fortifications,  yet  after  all  the  resistance  they  could  make,  the 
usurper,  having  a  great  army  by  sea  and  land,  was  able  to  assault 
and  enter  the  town  on  9  Oct.,  1649.  ,  The  Governor  and  1,500 
men  lost  their  lives,  and  the  property  of  the  inhabitants  became 
pillage  to  the  usurper's  soldiers. 

They  pray  for  restoration  to  their  old  place  and  possessions  in 
the  town  and  country,  especially  as  those  of  them  who  were  able 
to  fight  departed  and  served  the  King  in  Scilly,  Jersey,  and  foreign 
parts.

Those 
at  last  were  by  them  reduced  into  writing,  and  they  said  that 
if  the  bill  were  drawn  up  with  these  amendments  it  would  have 
their  concurrence.     Copy  of  the  amendments  is  enclosed. 

As,  however,  it  made  a  breach  in  the  King's  and  Council's 
Declaration,  I  moved  that  in  duty  and  respect  to  the  King,  we 
might  give  him  private  notice  of  it,  and  know  his  commands 
therein,  which  ought  Jto  be  our  only  rule.  They  assented  to  this, 
and  we  have  therefore  sent  my  Lord  Aungier  post  to  know  the 
King's  commands  herein.  I  think  I  can  get  anything  passed  in 
the  House  of  Commons  that  the  King  likes.  There  they  only  fear 
that  if  a  breach  be  once  made  in  the  Declaration,  many  more  may 
be  made.  I  beg  that  if  the  King  approves  the  paper  sent  over  to 
him  by  the  Lord  Chancellor  and  Duke  of  Ormond  (for  whichever 
the  King  likes,  I  am  confident  will  be  done),  such  money  as  is 
payable  by  the  Adventurers  and  "  phanatticks  "  to  his  Majesty  for  his 
private  purse  or  to  reward  those  whom  his  Majesty  shall  assign  it 
to  for  having  suffered  for  him  and  served  him  (as  is  provided  in 
the  Declaration)  be  still  charged  on  the  lands  of  such  doubling- 
ordinance  men  and  such  phanatticks  as  shall  be  excluded  by 
the  Act.  Otherwise  the  King  and  his  particular  tenants  will 
lose  much.  I  am  anxious  to  be  vigilant  in  anything  that 
may  be  for  the  King's  advantage.  I  have  the  more  reason  to  be 
careful  of  this  as  I  see  his  own  bounty  makes  no  provision  for 
himself.

1  June.         The  Archbishop  of  Armagh  to  Secretary  Nicholas. 

I  received  yours  of  April  18th,  though  it  came  slowly,  in  favour  of 
Dr.  Potter,  for  whom  I  not  only  accept  your  recommendation  as  a 
doubling  of  my  obligation  to  him,  but  heartily  give  you  thanks. 
We  are  as  glad  to  find- good  men  as  they  are  to  find  good  means. 
Yet,  if  you  had  made  the  same  motion  whilst  we  were  in  London 
you  might  have  sweetened  his  condition  to  him  for  the  present, 
though  I  hope  it  shall  be  as  well  for  the  future. 

At  our  first  sitting  we  had  troubles  in  both  Houses  of  Parliament, 
but  by  good  management  they  are  calmed  and  we  sail  now  in  a 
smooth  sea.  Both  Houses  are  ready  to  do  our  Master  the  best 
service  we  can.  If  there  is  any  contention  it  is  who  shall  outgo 
one  another  in  loyalty. 

(')  Probably  a  different  man  from  the  Cooke  named  in  next  letter. 
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We  have  established  the  liturgy,  doctrines  and  discipline  of  the 
Church.  We  have  condemned  the  Covenant  engagement  [and] 
negative  oath.  We  have  passed  the  four  Bills  you  sent  us  and  made  a 
declaration  of  both  Houses  for  the  continuance  of  the  Excise, 
Customs  and  new  impost  as  they  are,  until  they  be  settled  by  Act  of 
'  '  Parliament,  which  is  the  next  thing  to  be  done.  The  clergy  in  Con- 
vocation have  declared  their  willingness  to  offer  eight  subsidies,  to  be 
passed  as  soon  as  the  Act  is  ready.  They  are  poor  in  present, 
without  churches,  houses  or  money ;  yet  it  will  make  a  certain 
revenue  towards  the  defraying  the  necessary  burthens  of  the 
kingdom. 

The  clergy  were  suitors  to  his  Majesty  for  a  remission  of  their 
20th  parts  and  first  fruits,  which  he  was  pleased  to  grant  them  by 
the  Duke  of  Ormond.  Since,  I  hear  it  has  been  debated  at  the 
Committee  for  Irish  Affairs  and  referred  to  the  Lords  Justices  and 
Council.  We  now  hear  no  more  of  it,  nor  do  they.  Delay  may  be 
very  dangerous  to  the  poor  clergy. 

The  Lords  Justices  and  Council  have  declared  their  judgments 
about  forfeited  and  escheated  impropriations  ;  but  we  do  not  hear 
that  any  more  is  done  upon  their  letter  written  by  their  unanimous 
consent. 

I  know  you  know  "  experimentally  "  what  it  is  to  be  tired  with 
business.  The  Earl  of  Strafford's  memory  is  vindicated  in  the 
House  of  Peers  and  all  acts  against  him  and  his  friends  rescinded.

I  have  yours  of  the  18th  concerning  outlawed  lords.  I  shall  do 
what  I  can  in  your  concernment,  but  you  will  know  that  there  can 
be  no  money  until  the  Declaration  be  brought  into  an  Act  of 
Parliament.  Both  Houses  have  passed  the  same  doom  on  the 
Covenant  as  you  have  there.  It  is  to  be  burnt  by  the  common 
hangman.  Yesterday,  upon  a  request  of  a  committee  from  both 
Houses  of  Parliament,  the  Lords  Justices  adjourned  the  term, 
which  of  itself  would  have  ended  to-morrow.

Documents  eblating  to  the  Case  of  Sir  Robert  Stewart  or  Stuart, 
Petition  of  Sir  Robert  Stuart,  Kt.,  to  the  King,  showing  that : — 

In  Nov.  1641,  petitioner  got  leave  from  King  Charles  I.  to  raise  a 
regiment  of  foot  and  troop  of  horse  for  his  service  in  Ireland.  He 
continued  in  that  command  under  the  Duke  of  Ormond  till  1649. 

The  late  King  and  his  Parliament,  in  order  to  suppress  the  Irish 
rebellion,  declared  that  such  provisions  as  should  be  delivered  in 
Ireland  for  the  service  of  the  army  should  be  satisfied  for  here, 
whereupon  James  Sanderson,  merchant,  delivered  at  Londonderry, 
in  Sept.,  1642,  1,200  bolls  of  oatmeal,  500  bolls  whereof  were 
disposed  for  the  petitioner's  regiment  and  troop  and  the  residue  given 
to  Sir  Wm.  Stewart's  regiment  and  troop  and  other  troops.  The 
commanders  of  all  these  gave  to  James  Sanderson  a  certificate 
asking  that  the  Parliament  of  England  should  pay  him  £1,040,  for 
the  value  of  the  oatmeal. 

Sanderson  being  on  the  sea  with  his  oatmeal,  and  "we"  being 
ready  to  starve  for  want  of  sustenance  (the  country  round  about  us 
being  burnt  by  the  Irish),  necessity  forced  "us"  to  give  Sanderson 
what  conditions  he  pleased,  and  petitioner  and  the  other  officers  were 
forced  to  seal  an  obHgation  to  pay  him  £1,040,  if  the  Parliament 
should  fail,  although  the  debt  was  clearly  a  public  one. 

On  21  Oct.,  1642,  the  Lords  and  Commons  in  ParUament  ordered 
that  £1,014  should  be  paid  out  of  the  Adventurers'  money  in  due 
time  ;  and  on  19  May,  1643,  the  House  of  Commons  declared  they 
would  take  course  to  pay  the  monies  speedily. 

Yet  Sanderson,  pretending  that  the  debts  are  still  unpaid  has 
arrested  petitioner  upon  an  action  of  £3,000,  and  petitioner,  who 
thought  that  he  was  at  last  about  to  receive  some  reward  for 
twenty  years'  public  service,  finds  that  he  may  have  to  remain  a 
perpetual  prisoner  for  a  public  debt.

On  the  7th  of  June,  the  Marquis  of  Antrim  appeared  before  us 
and  showed  us  an  order  of  the  King  in  Council  of  29  March  last, 
directing  that  Sir  John  Robinson,  kt.  and  bt.,  Lieutenant  of  the  Tower, 
should  take  recognizance  of  £20,000  of  Lords  Moore,  Dillon,  and 
Taaffe,  the  condition  being  that  the  Marquis  should  appear  before 
us  in  six  months  time;  and  that  all  papers  relating  to  his  case 
which  are  before  the  Council  Board  in  London  should  be  sent  over 
here;  and  that  the  Marquis  should  not  appear  in  the  King's 
presence  during  his  stay  in  England. 
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The  Marquis  also  produced  a  certificate  by  Sir  John  Eobinson,  dated 
22  May  last,  that  a  recognizance  had  been  entered  into  on  the  27th  of 
April.  We  presume  this  is  the  recognizance  referred  to.  He  asked  to 
be  bailed,  and  produced  the  names  of  sufficient  securities,  but  they 
were  not  present  and  we  decided,  after  consultation  with  the 
Council,  that  he  should  be  confined  to  his  lodging  under  guard  till 
he  gave  good  security.  He  is  still  under  guard.  On  21  June,  Lady 
O'Neile  brought  us  the  King's  letters,  directing  us  to  proceed  as 
soon  as  possible  to  the  trial  of  the  Marquis,  to  release  him  on  good 
bail,  to  execute  no  sentence  on  him  without  leave  first  obtained 
from  the  King,  and  to  allow  him  his  wife's  estate  and  a  sum  for 
maintenance  out  of  his  own.  We  shall  obey  this  order,  and  desire  that 
the  papers  may  be  sent  over  to  us.  Lady  Antrim's  estate  is  all 
taken  up  with  Lady  O'Neile's  jointure  and  other  charges,  and  the 
Marquis'  esta*^e  is  continuing  in  the  hands  of  adventurers  and 
soldiers.

If  these  were  all  the  facts,  there  would  be  a  case  for  restoring

outlawed  of  high  treason,  and  that  it  was  in  your  power  to  dispose 
of  the  lands ;  and  they  have  been  granted  to  Col.  Vernon.  On  the 
other  hand  the  Articles  of  Peace  made  between  your  Majesty  and 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  Roman  Catholics  of  Ireland  contains 
an  agreement  that  all  indictments,  attainders,  outlawries,  &c.,  and 
all  patents,  grants,  leases,  bonds,  &c.,  depending  thereon  or  taken 
by  reason  thereof  since  7  August,  1641,  in  prejudice  of  the  said 
Catholics,  shall  be  vacated.

Sir  Thomas,  in  obedience  to  the  late  King's  commands,  quitted  a 
command  of  horse  in  Holland  and  engaged  against  the  Irish  rebels. 
In  that  service  he  spent  £10,000,  and  received  several  dangerous 
wounds  which  shortened  his  life.  By  letters  patents  under  the 
Great  Seal  of  Ireland,  dated  at  Dublin,  9  April,  1644,  the  late  King 
gave  plaintiffs  the  town  and  lands  of  Gormanstown  in  Meath  and 
other  lands  during  the  King's  good  pleasure — these  being  lands  of 
which  Nicholas,  Viscount  Gormanstown,  died  seised.  Sir  Thomas 
laid  out  £1,000  in  improving  these  lands.  In  1648,  Sir  Thomas 
died,  and  in  165-  Sir  Charles  Coote,  by  colour  of  some  pretended 
act  of  Parliament,  entered  on  the  lands.  From  him  petitioner  has 
ever  since  been  compelled  to  hold  them  at  a  rent  of  £400  a  year. 
These  lands  are  now  in  the  King's  hands,  Sir  Charles  Coote's  grant 
thereof  dating  from  the  time  of  the  usurper.

The  LoEDS  Justices  and  Council  to  Seceetaey  Nicholas. 

We  have  considered  very  carefully  the  means  to  be  adopted  for 
maintaining  a  standing  army  in  Ireland,  a  thing  essential  for  our 
defence  against  foreign  invasion  and  intestine  disorder.  We  do  not 
see  any  means  of  meeting  the  expense,  and  fear  that  it  may  be 
needful  to  rely  on  remittances  from  England.  This  was  always 
done  in  times  gone  by.  The  only  other  alternative  is  to  raise 
special  taxes  here,  and  that  course  would  certainly  lead  to  the 
greatest  discontent. 
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It  seems  to  us  possible  to  raise  money  by  establishing  by  law 
the  excise  and  new  impost  for  a  longer  time  beyond  March  25th. 
The  bill  authorising  this  excise  expires  at  that  date  and  we  are 
framing  a  new  bill  accordingly,  enacting  that  one  part  of  the  Excise 
shall  last  for  the  King's  lifetime  and  six  months  longer,  and  the 
other,  vizt.  the  whole  excise  of  ale,  beer,  wine,  aqua  vita,  hot  waters 
and  all  liquors,  for  ever.  The  part  in  perpetuity  is  now  offered  to  be 
farmed  out  at  d650,000  a  year,  at  present,  and  good  security  offered 
for  it.     This  is  more  than  any  of  the  King's  predecessors  obtained. 

In  return  for  this  grant  we  suggest  that  the  King  should  assent 
to  an  act  similar  to  that  in  England  doing  away  with  the  Court  of 
Wards  and  tenures  in  capite  here.  We  give  the  following  reasons 
in  support  of  this  suggestion  : — 

1.  The  wards  who  were  brought  up  in  old  times,  although 
trained  in  Protestantism  by  special  schoolmasters,  generally 
relapsed  into  Popery,  and  it  was  found  that  many  of  them  joined  in 
the  rebellion  in  an  attempt  to  root  out  the  Protestant  religion. 
Even  if  these  wards  had  held  to  the  Protestant  religion  they  were 
too  few  to  influence  "  the  seduced  people  "  and  we  think  these  are 
much  better  ways,  some  of  which  we  shall  shortly  suggest,  than 
the  Court  of  Wards  "  towards  reducing  the  youth  of  this  kingdom 
from  Popery." 

To  continue  the  Court  of  Wards  is  to  put  a  certain  burden  on 
Protestants  without  any  certain  gain. 

2.  The  guardians  did  not  administer  the  wards'  estates  for  their 
benefit  as  they  should  have  done. 

3.  The  tenures  in  capite  have  never  from  the  time  of  King 
Henry  II.  to  King  Charles  I.  been  of  any  use  to  the  King  in  time 
of  rebellions  in  Ireland.  They  were  useless  in  the  rebellion  of 
1641,  the  greatest  of  them  all. 

4.  The  Court  of  Wards  set  up  in  Ireland  by  James  I.  was  never 
"  settled  by  a  law  "  and  the  officers  thereof  had  great  difficulty  in 
making  the  proceeds  worth  anything.  At  most  the  profits  of  the 
court  will  be  £7,500.  It  will  now  fall  below  that  figure,  as  the 
profits  of  the  tenures  in  capite  were  the  chief  source  of  income  of 
the  Court  of  Wards,  and  this  tenure  is  to  be  abolished  on  all  lands 
which  have  fallen  to  the  Adventurers. 

5.  There  is  now  an  unrivalled  opportunity  for  planting  the 
country  with  Protestants  and  thus  of  avoiding  all  rebellions  in  the 
future ;  but  this  chance  will  be  lost  if  the  Court  of  Wards  remains. 
Nobody  will  invest  money  in  land  in  Ireland  if  it  is  to  be  subject  to 
wardships  when  he  can  invest  in  English  land  and  be  free  from  it. 
The  existence  of  wardship  will  further  dissuade  from  coming  here 
men  of  a  class  which  is  not  rich  enough  to  buy  large  holdings,  but 
which  can  afford  to  pay  considerable  fines  for  leases  for  lives.  If 
these  lands  be  in  capite  they  must  be  liable  to  licences  or  pardons 
for  alienation  and  other  charges.  The  Dutch,  above  all,  who  do  not 
understand  the  idea  of  wardship,  and,  "  who  by  His_  Majesty's 
appointment  are  intended  to  be  naturalised  in  this  Parliament "  if 
they  hear  that  their  children  may  have  to  yield  the  profits  of  lands 
bought  in  Ireland  to  strangers,  will  certainly  not  invest  in  such 
lands. 
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The  colonisation  by  Englishmen  is  the  great  hope  for  this 
country.  Will  not  the  King  to  gain  a  certainty  of  £50,000  or  more 
a  year,  give  up  the  sum  of  iJ7,500  a  year  or  less  ?  We  have 
expressed  ourselves  clearly  and  desire  your  help.

The  King  approves  oj  what  you  have  done  for  the  peace  and  order 
of  that  Kingdom,  and  thinks  you  have  very  circumspectly  followed 
your  instructions  in  the  matter  of  the  King's  letter  of  22  May  last. 
We  have  considered  it,  and  it  was  right  of  you  to  delay  executing  it. 
The  letter  in  question  was  grounded  upon  the  expressed  desire  of  some 
of   the   King's  Popish  subjects   there,   loho   say   that   they  are   not 
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alloived  to  traffic  there  "  only  for  difference  of  nation  and  religion." 
There  ivas  not  at  any  time  an  idea  that  all  Popish  natives  and 
freemen  generally,  should  be  restored  to  the  cities  and  toivns,  whatever 
part  they  may  have  taken  in  the  late  rebellion.  Such  a  request  would, 
of  course,  have  been  rejected.  You  should  try  to  suppress  that  spirit  of 
combination  which  is  shown  among  those  who  may  partake  more  of  his 
Majesty's  clemency  if  they  show  themselves  ivorthy  0/  it. 

You  should  make  it  clear  to  those  who  need  to  know  it,  that  the 
King's  recent  letters  were  not  designed  for  the  benefit  of  any  Papists 
but  such  as  were  innocent  within  the  meaning  of  the  late  Declaration 
and  Instructions,  and  to  such  others  as  your  lordships  thought  worthy 
of  favour.  All  others  of  the  King's  subjects  may  have  leave  to  traffic 
and  trade  though  they  are  forbidden  to  inhabit  in  cities  and  walled 
towns. 

You  shall  prevent  and  punish  meetings  of  'persons  who  are  not 
conformable  to  the  religion  of  the  country,  and  who  give  any  terror  to 
the  King's  Protestant  subjects.

In  answer  to  yours  of  the  23rd  and  30th  of  July,  we  beg  to 
remind  you  that  as  to  the  exportation  of  wool  flocks  and  such  other 
commodities  out  of  this  Kingdom,  we  never  intended  or  moved  for

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licence  to  be  granted  for  exportation  to  foreign  parts ;  nor  indeed  to 
any  place  but  into  England ;  nor  did  we  intend  it  into  England 
generally,  but  only  to  special  ports  there  ;  nor  to  be  shipped  here, 
but  only  at  special  great  ports ;  nor  did  we  take  the  liberty  of 
granting  any  licences  at  all  in  that  kind,  but  deferred  it,  expecting 
the  King's  pleasure  therein.  But  the  whole  country  clamoured  and 
the  two  Houses  of  Parliament  urgently  asked  that  we  would  license 
the  exportation  of  wool  out  of  this  Kingdom  to  England  as  it  had 
been  licensed  in  times  past.  We  considered  this  matter  with  the 
Board,  and  as  the  time  for  exportation  was  passing  away  and  it  would 
be  a  serious  inconvenience  to  the  whole  Kingdom  were  it  not 
exported,  we  decided  on  25  July  to  license  the  exportation  from 
Dublin,  Drogheda,  Carrickfergus,  Londonderry,  Galway,  Limerick, 
Kinsale,  Cork,  Youghal,  Waterford  and  Wexford,  and  to  the  follow- 
ing ports  of  England  only,  viz.  London,  Bristol,  Minehead,  West- 
chester, Liverpool,  Barnstable  [Barnstaple] ,  Exeter,  Southampton 
and  Plymouth.  We  took  security  that  the  full  custom  should  be  paid 
and  we  never  issued  any  licence  till  the  King's  letters  had  come 
prohibiting  the  exportation  to  foreign  ports,  which  was  at  least  an 
implied  licence  to  export  it  to  the  ports  of  England  ;  and  we  took 
security  for  payment  of  three  times  the  value  of  the  wool  exported 
[to  be  forfeited  if  it  were  exported  into  foreign  parts]  "  and 
experience  hath  showed  that  if  those  that  have  that  commodity  in 
their  hands  have  not  licences  to  export  into  England  they  would 
then,  rather  than  have  the  same  perish  in  their  hands,  adventure 
at  what  hazard  soever  to  transport  the  same  into  foreign  parts, 
where  they  get  quadruple  the  price  and  prejudice  the  trade  of 
England."  We  have  taken  the  strictest  measures  to  stop 
transport  and  are  investigating  as  to  the  bonds  forfeited  in  the 
usurper's  time  an  account  of  such  transport. 

The  number  of  Commissioners  which  has  gone  to  "England 
was  in  excess  of  what  we  desired.  We  would  have  sent  only  three 
members  of  the  Board — a  Bishop,  a  temporal  peer  and  a  commoner. 
Before  we  received  the  King's  letters  saying  he  wished  that  not 
more  than  six  persons  should  go  over,  all  the  Commissioners  except 
Sir  James  Cuffe  and  Alderman  Noel  had  gone  over.  It  then 
seemed  to  little  purpose  to  stop  the  others. 

We  have  drawn  a  bill  for  naturalising  such  Dutch  as  shall  come 
to  live  here  within  seven  years.  It  will  be  good  for  the  country.

One  of  the  evils  under  which  the  country  laboured  before  the 
Eestoration  arose  from  the  fact  that  several  persons  in  the  corporate 
towns  took  on  themselves  the  right  to  coin  brass  or  copper  tokens 
without  stamps,  and  sold  them  for  a  penny  a  piece  to  the  people 
promising  to  receive  them  back  at  their  old  price  whenever  they 
should  be  called  in  or  decried.  They  in  this  way  obtained  as 
much  as  twenty  shillings'  worth  of  pure  silver  for  twenty  pence 
worth  of  brass.  Those  who  had  issued  them  avoided  accepting  them 
again,  and,  hoarding  the  silver  which  they  had  gained,  sent  it,  it  is 
believed,  out  of  the  country,  which  causes  the  present  scarcity  of 
silver  here. 

We  hereby  forbid  the  sale  of  these  tokens  or  the  exchange  of  them 
with  other  persons  than  those  who  promised  to  take  them  back.  We 
require  all  those  who  made  them  to  receive  them  back  and  forbid 
the  making  of  brass  or  copper  coins  in  the  future  without  special 
licence.

Captain  John  Bartlett  to  the  Same. 

The  Lords  Justices  have  not  read  my  letter  "of  nine  months' 
date,"  and  after  having  used  my  vessels  as  post  vessels  and  for 
their  private  affars  of  State,  have  turned  them  out  of  that  service 
and  entered  them  in  the  King's  service  with  twenty  men  in  each 
vessel  to  carry  on  their  affairs  between  Dublin  and  Chester,  and  to 
that  purpose  they  have  caused  letters  to  be  written  to  the  Duke 
of  York.  They  have  caused  me  to  hire  two  vessels  of  Swift's 
which  formerly  served  the  postage  and  another  bark.  They 
have  called  the  postmaster  before  them  to  make  a  fitting  allowance, 
but  he  denies  to  give  anything  more  than  £300  a  year,  which  is 
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£114  less  than  was  allowed  by  King  Charles  I.  to  my  predecessor, 
Captain  Langford.  They  say  that  if  I  will  not  take  this  I  must 
lose  my  patents,  yet  in  Oliver's  time  Swift  got  £500  a  year  for 
two  vessels.  I  pray  for  an  order  for  payment  of  £114  a  year 
(extra)  from  the  Treasurer  here.  The  farmers  here  desire  that  no 
man  that  ever  served  His  Majesty  shall  live  under  them.  I  have 
had  no  settled  salary  or  payment  for  attending  and  despatching 
the  Lords'  Justices'  letters.  I  am  left  out  of  the  Declaration  and 
wish  to  be  in  it  as  per  enclosed.  It  is  well  known  that  my  brother 
and  I  helped  to  save  Drogheda  and  several  other  places  by  block- 
ing up  the  enemies'  ships  in  their  harbours,  as  is  well  known  to 
the  Duke  of  Ormond.  Above  50  members  of  our  family  are 
destroyed.  I  have  incurred  debts  of  £600  for  victual  and  wages 
in  carrying  on  the  Lords  Justices'  business.

King's  Inns.  DECLARATION  for  the  SETTLEMENT  of  IRELAND. 


Dublin. 


The  King  on  12  July  ordered  that  all  persons  who  had  claims  to 
lands  under  the  Declaration  should  put  them  in  before  us  on  or 
before  14  Sept.,  1661.  On  17  March  last  we  directed  that  all 
adventurers  for  lands  in  Ireland,  whether  satisfied  or  not,  should 
state  before  us  in  writing  within  forty  days  what  the  sum  or  sums 
were  in  respect  of  which  their  claims  to  land  was  made,  who  were 
the  persons  in  whose  names  they  claimed,  where  their  lot 
had  fallen,  in  what  townland  or  village  they  had  received  satis- 
faction— if  any — and  what  amount  of  acres  they  had  received,  and 
what  houses  they  had  got  in  towns  in  cases  in  which  they  had  been 
satisfied  with  town  houses.  We  further  required  them,  if  they 
had  made  surveys,  to  bring  in  such  surveys  or  duplicates  thereof 
with  the  field  books  if  they  had  any — so  that  their  surveys  might 
be  compared  with  those  made  of  those  lands  by  the  late  pretended 
powers. 

On  search  in  the  registry  of  this  Court  we  find  that  the 
adventurers  have  failed  to  answer  this  demand,  especially  in  the 
matter  of  the  field  books  and  surveys.  Consequently  the  work  of 
this   commission   is   impeded   and   delayed.      We    order   that   all 
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particulars  aforesaid  shall,  before  15  September  next,  be  brought 
into  this  Court  by  the  adventurers  together  with  the  names  of  the 
original  subscribers  of  the  several  adventurer.  If  this  is  not  done 
we  will  report  to  the  Court  of  Exchequer  the  names  and  lands  of 
those  who  refuse  to  obey,  that  they  may  be  seized  upon  as  lands 
concealed  from  the  King.  Several  officers,  soldiers  and  transplanted 
persons  had  lands  set  out  to  them  in  gross  and  have  made 
sub-division  among  themselves  ;  and  several  such  allottees  are 
dead  or  have  assigned  their  lots,  and  their  title  is  thus  devolved  on 
other  persons  ;  but  as  we  have  no  record  of  these  sub-divisions  or 
devolutions  we  cannot  settle  every  single  person  as  our  directions 
require.  All  officers  and  soldiers  who  claim  to  be  settled  or 
established  in  any  lands  of  which  they  were  possessed  on  5  May, 
1659,  shall  before  15  September  next  make  up  and  deliver  into  the 
registry  of  this  Court  an  abstract  showing : — 

(1.)  The  debenture  in  respect  of  which  they,  or  their  predecessors 
in  title  claim  or  claimed. 

(2.)  The  service  for  which  the  same  [claim  in  land]  was  set  out. 

(3.)  How  much  was  for  English  and  how  much  for  Irish  arrears. 

(4.)  What  title  the  possessor  or  the  person  from  whom  he  claims 
had  to  the  said  arrears  or  debentures. 

(5.)  When  and  at  what  time  the  same  were  satisfied,  with  what 
regiment  or  company  and  at  what  rate  ? 

(6.)  A  particular  of  what  lands,  giving  the  names  of  county  and 
barony  the  possessors  claim  to  be  confirmed  in,  the  amount  of 
profitable  and  unprofitable  acres,  the  names  of  the  former  pro- 
prietors, and  the  rent  which  these  lands  were  or  might  have  bond 
fide  been  worth  in  1659. 

(7.)  A  certificate  from  two  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county  in 
which  the  possessors  or  their  lands  lie,  showing  that  they  or  their 
predecessors  in  title  were  in  occupation  thereof  on  7  May,  1659. 
Failing  this  they  must  make  an  oath  before  the  Commissioners 
appointed  for  stating  the  arrears  of  the  officers  and -soldiers. 

Many  of  the  debentures  which  are  in  part  or  in  whole  satisfied 
remain  in  the  custody  of  private  persons  so  that  no  particular 
account  can  be  given  of  them.  All  "  persons  "  who  possess  these 
debentures  shall  bring  them  into  the  registry  of  the  said  Court,  or, 
if  they  do  not  possess  them,  shall  give  a  particular  account  of  how 
they  were  disposed  of  and  when  they  received  their  lands  in  respect 
of  such  debentures.  Those  who  fail  in  this  must  know  that  we 
cannot  settle  them  in  their  lands,  and  that  we  shall  report  "  such 
officers  and  soldiers  "  to  the  Court  of  Exchequer  for  seizure  of 
their  lands  as  lands  concealed  from  the  King.  All  persons 
who  claim  lands  in  Connaught  or  Clare  in  right  of  transplanted 
persons  and  all  persons  who  had  decrees  for  lands  in  Connaught 
or  Clare,  shall  exhibit  in  writing  before  us  within  the  time  afore- 
said : — 

(1.)  A  particular  of  the  lands  claimed,  showing  the  barony  and 
county  wherein  they  lie. 

(2.)  The  amount,  in  profitable  and  unprofitable  land,  which  they 
claim, 
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(3.)  The  names  of  their  former  proprietors  and  what  rent  the 
same  are   or  might  be  worh  hand  fide  in  1659. 

(4.)  The  decree  of  the  late  Court  sitting  at  Athlone  or  a  duphcate 
or  authentic  copy  thereof. 

(5.)  The  the  final  settlement  of  Commissioners  at  Loughrea 
thereupon. 

Those  whom  this  will  concern  shall  not  fail  herein  as  they  expect 
confirmation  of  settlement  in  their  estates.  If  they  fail  their  lands 
will  be  reported  for  seizure  as  above.

The  LoEDs  Justices  and  Council  to  Seceetaey  Nicholas. 

By  our  letters  of  18  August,  there  was  advertisement  given  you 
of  the  exceedingly  great  heights  and  boldness  to  which  many  of  the 
Irish  Papists  of  this  Kingdom  are  grown  and  of  the  arrival  in 
Ireland  lately  of  several  officers  of  the  King  of  Spains'  army  and  of 
many  priests  and  friars  to  disquiet  the  Irish  and  urge  them  to 
rebellion.  We  have  since  had  further  disquieting  news  from 
different  parts.  On  22  July,  one  Andrew  Galbraith,  taking  a 
distress  in  the  co.  Fermanagh  for  non-payment  of  rent  from  one 
Edmond  Maguire,  "  the  said  Maguire  raised  the  country  to  the

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number  of  three  score  besides  women  and  boys,  rescued  the 
distress,  killed  a  Protestant  and  desperately  wounded  several  others." 
In  consequence  of  this  riot  several  families  of  the  Irish — 
apparently  feeling  guilty — have  fled.  Steps  are  being  taken  to 
bring  the  culprits  to  justice. 

We  hear  from  Arthur  Swanwick,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  Mayo, 
that  there  are  great  meetings  of  the  Irish  there  in  spite  of  directions 
formerly  issued  against  them.  Major  Folliott  writes  from  Bally- 
shannon  on  15  August  that  he  arrested  one  Neill  McDavid,  suspected 
of  being  a  friar.  He  found  on  him  a  letter  in  Irish,  addressed 
colourably  to  Captain  Brookes  [or  Brooke] ,  one  of  the  Justices  of 
the  Peace  in  that  county,  that  so  it  might  be  conveyed  with  less 
suspicion  to  one  Edmund  McCallaher  for  whom  it  was  intended. 
We  send  the  documents  including  a  translation  of  the  Irish  letter. 
"And  although  that  letter  be  written  in  a  style  purposely  intended 
not  to  be  fully  understood  by  any  other  than  those  that  are  com- 
plotting  in  some  work  of  darkness,  yet  there  are  in  it  several 
dangerous  expressions,  viz.  '  to  have  the  gathering  or  meeting  if  it  be 
possible  before  the  time  '  and  '  now  I  fear  it  will  be  later  or  slower, 
and  if  the  black  winter  comes  none  shall  come  off  dead  or  alive' 
....    and  '  fail  not  for  ever  to  send  me  the  warning  in  time.'  " 

We  have  ordered  the  arrest  of  O'Callahan  and  that  McDavid  be 
sent  up  here  for  further  examination. 

A  letter  dated  24  June  last  from  one  Col.  Daniel  O'Cahan  ("a 
person  of  no  estate  or  fortune  in  this  kingdom,  but  a  bold  and 
daring  man  ")  should  be  mentioned.  It  devises  places  for  corre- 
spondence between  the  Irish  in  various  parts  of  the  kingdom.  We 
did  not  mention  the  letter  at- the  time  it  first  came  to  our  notice, 
but  do  so  now.  We  have  given  orders  to  the  Sheriffs  of  Donegal 
and  Londonderry  for  the  arrest  of  O'Cahan,  where  he  generally 
lives,  but  have  not  yet  heard  that  he  is  apprehended. 

We  must  also  observe  that  "  divers  malefactors  who  are  usually 
called  Tories,  persons  not  amenable  to  law  but  stood  on  their  keep- 
ing, robbing  and  spoiling  his  Majesty's  good  subjects  in  the 
counties  of  Tipperary  and  Queen's  Co.,"  lately  came  in  and  made 
submission.  They  were  shown  mercy  either  on  their  own  petition 
or  as  an  act  of  clemency  on  the  King's  Coronation.  "Yet  these 
persons  are  now  again  relapsed  into  their  former  rebellious  courses  " 
and  plunder  as  they  did  before.  In  one  case  they  mutilated  one 
whom  they  killed,  and  we  believe  that  they  are  encouraged  by  the 
Jesuit  priests  and  friars  who  are  now  coming  into  the  kingdom. 
Many  Irish  who  have  been  officers  in  the  King  of  Spain's  army 
have  returned  to  Ireland.  We  have  arrested  several  of  these  men 
pending  word  from  the  King  as  to  what  is  to  be  done  with  them.

Kiimainham] .  August.  I  had  to  go  to  Munster  owing  to  the  insolency  of  the 
Tories  which  grows  very  much.  I  will  relate  their  latest  insolency 
as  I  had  it  from  the  mouths  of  those  who  suffered  that  unparalleled 
wrong.  "  The  Tories  came  to  a  husbandman's  house  whom  they 
forthwith  seized  upon  and  forced  him  to  hold  the  candle  whilst  in 
his  sight  they  ravished  his  wife,  who  then  had  not  lain  in  a 
fortnight,  then  burned  the  house  over  their  ears.  This  is  such  a 
barbarity  as  I  think  no  age  can  parallel,  and  was  deposed  before 
me  by  all  the  suffering  parties,  but  the  woman  herself  who,  'tis 
thought,  will  die.  And  a  fortnight  before  they  ravished  another 
woman  till  she  died."  I  have  fixed  garrisons  in  all  those  places  where 
they  haunt  and  hope  within  ten  days  to  root  out  those  villains. 

I  know  the  main  objection  against  taking  down  the  Court  of 
Wards  is  that  thereby  a  hopeful  means  of  converting  the  Irish  is 
suppressed  ;  but  really.  Sir,  there  is  no  arguing  against  experiment, 
and  we  cannot  find  six  instances  in  the  memory  of  man  of 
any  converted  to  the  Protestant  religion  by  the  education  _  of 
the  Court  of  Wards ;  and  an  English  education  and  an  Irish 
religion  is  much  more  dangerous  than  if  both  were  Irish.  We 
have  now  several  good  expedients  for  breeding  up  of  youth  in  the 
Protestant  religion,  which  we  hope  to  perfect  by  this  day  week, 
and  then  to  transmit  them.  I  am  glad  the  King  approves  of  the 
course  we  took  in  the  matter  of  exporting  of  wools.  We  shall 
strictly  enforce  the  penalties. 

Alderman  Viner's  proposal  for  coining  small  silver  coins  would 
be  of  advantage  to  the  kingdom  if  the  King  should  approve  of  it. 
The  Bill  for  naturalizing  Batch  and  other  Protestant  strangers  has 
gone  over  to  England  for  approval  and  if  the  King  passes  it  I  hope 
in  seven  years  to  see  this  kingdom  flourish.  "It  did  my  heart 
good  to  see  at  Limbrick  forty  Batch  families  which  I  had  lately 
gotten   thither   so  busy   in  their   manufacture  and   plantations," 
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Pray  hasten  that  good  bill.  It  will  hitgely  increase  his  Majesty's 
revenue.  If  the  Court  of  Wards  be  taken  down  I  think  we  shall 
this  year  settle  a  revenue  which  will  meet  the  civil  and  military 
charges,  and,  in  a  few  years,  show  a  surplus  without  ever  again 
being  a  burden  to  England.  The  wine  and  ale  licences,  which 
never  yielded  £3,000  a  year,  we  have  good  cause  to  believe,  as 
we  have  now  ordered  it  when  the  Act  has  passed,  will  yield  £30,000 
yearly.     We  shall  do  our  best  to  advance  the  revenue. 

I  am  sorry  that  the  money  raised  for  a  free  gift  comes  in  so 
slowly,  but  very  glad  my  Lord  General  is  in  so  hopeful  a  way  of 
recovery.  As  soon  as  the  bill  of  settlement  pass  I  will  not  lose  an 
hour  in  getting  you  your  £2,000,  and  when  once  men  have  a  law  for 
their  estates  I  shall  hope  to  get  the  money  in  a  few  days.

There  are  two  important  matters  at  which  the  whole  frame  of  the 
Declaration,  now  made  into  a  law,  points.  The  one  is  the 
restoration  of  the  old  proprietor  to  his  just  rights  ;   the  other  the

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satisfying  of  the  jnst  demands  of  adventurers  and  soldiers.  The 
chief  thing  here  is  to  get  the  innocencv  of  the  one  and  the  just 
claims  of  the  other  established  in  a  trustworthy  manner.  When 
that  is  done  the  rest  will  follow  easily.  Unless  some  rule  of  inno- 
cency  be  established,  there  want  not  those  who  would  make  all  men 
delinquents,  and  if  some  steps  are  not  taken  to  search  out  the 
frauds,  concealments  and  half  admeasurements  of  the  soldiers  and 
adventurers,  the  King  will  lose  £200,000.  In  order  to  help  in  the 
matter,  as  was  my  duty,  I  have  endeavoured  to  find  out : — 

(1.)  What  was  the  whole  debt  and  demand  of  the  adventurers? 

(2.)  How  and  by  what  means  that  debt  became  due? 

(8.)  In  what  measure  the  same  has  been  satisfied  ? 

As  to  the  first  question  "  it  appears  by  the  printed  acts  and 
proceedings  of  the  tyrant  Cromwell  that  in  1653  he  computed  the 
adventurers'  debt  to  amount  to  £360,000,  towards  the  satisfaction 
of  which  the  moiety  of  the  ten  counties  mentioned  in  the 
Declaration  was  specially  appointed.  But  upon  search  in  the 
auditor's  and  surveyor's  offices  here,  the  debt  due  to  the  adventurers 
is  computed  at  but  £318,696  8s.  5cl.,"  as  may  appear  by  the 
enclosed.  As  to  the  second,  how  this  debt  came  to  swell  to  this 
bulk,  [it]  appears  partly  by  the  Acts  of  Parliament  made  in  the  17th 
year  of  King  Charles  I.,  and  more  especially  by  the  Ordinance  of  both 
Houses  called  the  "  Doubling  Ordinance  "  of  14  July,  1648.  These 
doubling  moneys  were,  by  special  instruction  from  Cromwell  in  the 
year  1658,  allowed  to  be  part  of  the  said  principal  or  adventure  of 
£318,696  4s.  5d.  [sic] ,  which  was  to  be  satisfied  in  this  Kingdom. 
You  will  find  by  the  particular  of  the  sums  of  money  gained  over 
and  above  the  principal  lent,  that  those  doubling  moneys  amount  to 
£53,016  14s.  8d.  This  being  deducted,  the  debt  of  the  adventurers 
will  be  but  £265,696  14s.  8(?.  As  to  the  third,  it  appears  that  there 
has  been  set  out  in  the  three  provinces  of  Leinster,  Munster  and 
Ulster,  of  Irish  plantation  measure,  so  much  land  as  would  satisfy 
the  sum  of  £340,594  16s.  3d.,  as  you  will  see  in  the  last  part  of  the 
state  of  the  adventurers'  debt  and  credit.  This  amounts  to 
£74,915  2x.  6d.  more  than  is  to  be  allowed  them  by  the  Act  of 
17  Charles  I.  The  chief  reason  why  the  adventurers  are  not 
putting  in  their  claims  according  to  the  proclamation  is  that  they 
do  not  wish  it  to  be  known  how  much  more  than  their  due  debt  has 
been  advanced  to  them. 

As  for  the  soldiery  all  I  can  find  out  is  that  124,992  acres, 
plantation  measure,  of  Irish  land  in  Leinster,  Munster  and  Ulster 
have  been  taken  to  pay  English  arrears,  "whereas  those  honest 
men  who  served  his  late  Majesty  here  faithfully  in  the  heat  of  this 
war  before  1649  never  received  any  satisfaction  for  the  same." 

Upon  the  whole  you  will  find  that  the  payment  of  English 
arrears  and  the  over-payment  of  the  adventurers  have  taken 
£128,006  10s.  6d.,  which  "is  equal  to  269,942  Irish,  or  over  300,000 
English  acres,  away  from  the  King.  I  hope  that  some  steps  will  be 
taken  against  the  extravagance  and  also  to  discover  lands  concealed 
by  the  adventurers.  "  The  most  knowing  men  "  think  that,  if 
these  were  investigated,  the  King  would  save  100,000  acres  more.

The  Earl  of  Mountrath^  has 
besought  us  to  renew  their  charters.  You  shall  renew  these  charters 
by  letters  patents  with  all  lands,  advantages,  tie,  which  the  said 
corporations  had  on  23  Feb.,  164J  [?  an  error  for  23  October,  1641J, 
and  you  shall  insert  in  the  letters  of  renewal  such  a  clause  as  you  think 
fit  for  compelling  the  corporations  to  rebuild  ivithin  a  certain  number 
of  years  all  such  houses  as  are  in  their  area  and  belong  to  them,  "our 
intention  herein  being  only  to  beautify  the  several  towns  by  handsome 
buildings,  the  charge  ivhereof  will  easily  be  borne  by  the  corporations 
who  receive  their  rents  accordingly.  And  ivhereas  it  icas  formerly 
found  by  very  sad  experience  that  nothing  did  more  obstruct  the 
growth  of  trade  and  increase  of  manufacture  in  that  province  than  the 
power  granted  to  the  said  corporations  of  restraining  of  all  manner  of 
persons  of  what  birth  or  nation  ichatsoever  to  set  up  their  trades  and 
manifactures  in  the  said  cities,  seapiorts,  and  corporations,  other  than 
those  who  had  served  their  appr  entice  ship  in  the  said  toivns,few  of 
whose  masters  had  ever  attained  the  skill  of  working  the  native 
commodities  of  Ireland  to  such  a  perfection  as  to  make  them  vendahle 
in  the  said  Kingdom,  much  less  beyond  the  seas,  so  that  the  whole 
commodities  oj  the  said  province  iv ere  only  transported  in  kind  to  the 
great  impoverishment  of  the  people  thereof,  and  this  only  upon  the 
account  that  no  foreigner,  though  an  Englishman,  should  come,  and 
set  up  in  their  corporations  and  so  take  their  trades  out  of  their  hands." 
You  shall  in  your  letters  of  renewal  reserve  power  to  the  Chief 
Governor  or  Governors  cf  that  kingdom  to  admit  such  persons  into 
those  corporations  as  will  in  their  opinion  promote  and  improve 
manufacture  and  trade  there  by  their  residence  there,  provided  that  no 
lieeorder  or  chief  town  clerk  of  these  cities,  dx.,  shall  hold  office  there, 
e.rcept  with  our  approval,  expressed,  through  our  Chief  Governor.  In 
the  case  of  a  dismission  of  any  such  lieeorder  or  chief  town  clerk,  the 
corporations  may  nominate  his  successor,  subject  to  our  app)roval. 
The  corporations  shall  in  the  first  place  be  filled  onlij  with  the  nominees 
oj  the  Earl  of  Mountrath.

' '  If  either  you  did  need  them  or  the  Church  of  Ireland  were  in  a 
condition  to  bestow  them,  it  behooved  me  to  think  of  some  presents 
wherewith  to  acknowledge  your  many  favours  which  our  agents  or 
Commissioners  from  the  Church  make  known  to  me  from  time  to 
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time."  Happily  you  do  not  need  them  and  this  Church  is  too  poor 
to  give  you  anything  worthy  of  your  acceptation.  "  All  that  we 
can  do  is  to  make  you  and  your  family  partakers  of  the  prayers  of 
our  Church  and  to  register  your  name  to  all  successions  amongst 
our  principal  benefactors." 

If  I  were  with  you  I  could  easily  shew  that  our  demands,  which 
are  thoaght  high,  are  for  no  more  than  is  necessary.  I  do  not  know 
by  what  accident  the  papers  I  sent  to  the  Commissioners  and  the 
Bill  of  eight  subsidies  have  been  retarded  or  miscarried.  The 
church  could  of  course  give  more,  but  could  not  pay  it.  Please 
remember  that  the  subsidies  of  the  clergy  are  much  higher  than 
those  of  the  laity,  "  and  if  his  Majesty  be  pleased  to  employ  my 
care  and  endeavours  in  it  in  making  a  new  perfect,  equal  and 
universal  tax  of  church  livings,  I  do  not  doubt  to  make  each 
subsidy  three  times  as  much  as  it  hath  been  without  any  noise 
or  opposition." 

You  recommended  to  me  the  bearer,  Dr,  Potter.  He  came  at  an 
ill  time  when  all  the  best  preferments  were  disposed  of.  In 
gratitude  to  you  I  shall  remember  him.

The  Lords  Justices  to  Seobetaey  Nicholas. 

We  have  received  the  King's  letters  of  August  12,  directing  us  to 
l^ass  a  grant  to  Major  Arthur  Graham,  of  the  post  of  Muster- 
Master  General  of  the  undertakings  and  outrisings  of  Leinster  and 
Ulster  for  life,  with  powers  of  arming,  mustering,  training, 
reviewing,  "  as  well  the  undertakers  and  other  men  in  the  planta- 
tions within  the  said  provinces  as  the  outrisings  and  risings  out  of 
those  counties,"  with  power  of  taking  fees  from  parishes,  town- 
ships and  ploughlands.  We  think  the  passing  of  this  grant  would 
be  prejudicial  to  the  King's  service  for  the  following  reasons: — 

There  was  indeed  such  an  office  before  the  rebellion,  but  it 
was  not  exercised  in  Leinster  for  some  years  before  that  date. 
The  arrangement  was  that  a  book  was  kept  containing  the  names 
of  the  nobility  and  principal  gentry  of  each  county,  and  opposite  to 
each  name  was  entered  the  number  of  archers  on  horseback 
anciently  charged.  When  the  Lord  Deputy  conceived  it  necessary, 
he  convened  a  meeting  of  the  Deputy  and  Council  and  of  the  grand 
Council  (which  consisted  of  all  the  peers,  spiritual  and  temporal, 
of  the  kingdom)  at  which  meeting  they  ordered  that  there  should 
be  a  "general  hosting"  proclaimed  after  the  old  fashion  by  writ, 
sometimes  for  six  weeks.  The  last  of  these  hostings  took  place  in 
1635,  when  the  Earl  of  Strafford  was  present  and  saw  the  men 
mustered.     There  had  been  similar  musters  on  previous  occasions. 

Many  of  these  on  whom  the  charge  for  general  hostings  was  laid 
have  now  forfeited  their  estates  by  participation  in  the  late 
rebellion  ;  so  that  few  liable  to  the  charge  remain.  In  those  days 
the  reviewing  was  done  by  the  Lord  Deputy  and  not  by  Allen  or 
Graham.  As  the  persons  into  whose  hands  arms  would  be  put  are 
chiefly  Papists,  it  is  a  question  whether  the  step  of  ai'ming  and 
training  them  should  be  taken. 

In  Ulster  there  are  many  thousands  not  yet  reduced  to  obedience 
to  the  government  of  the  church  established  here.  We  question 
whether  it  would  not  be  premature  to  arm  these  people. 

We  should  like  his  Majesty's  views  on  this  matter.  If  we  are 
not  to  pass  the  grant,  we  recommend  Major  Graham  for  some  other 
favour.

A 
proviso  added  that  where  the  rent  formerly  reserved  on  lands  now 
to  be  restored  exceeded  this  sum,  such  rent  shall  continue  to  be 
paid,  but  that  these  sums  shall  not  be  paid  in  respect  thereof. 

We  are  importuned  by  several  of  those  who  have  got  grants  of 
restoration  from  the  King  to  restore  them.  If  we  do  this  without 
reserving  any  rent  beyond  that  reserved  before,  the  King  will 
not  get  the  increased  revenue  which  we  had  expected.  We  are  at 
present  engaged  in  preparing  drafts  of  civil  and  military  establish- 
ments, and  in  doing  so,  are  diminishing  charges  as  far  as  we  can. 
We  are  also  making  the  strictest  scrutiny  we  can  into  all  branches 
of  the  revenue  in  order  to  see  how  far  it  will  meet  the  charges  of 
the  establishment.  If,  in  balancing  the  account,  we  have  to 
assume  that  the  favour  hereinbefore  stated  to  restored  persons  is 
really  granted — and  it  cannot  be  granted  to  a  few  without  being 
immediately  claimed  by  many  more — the  receipts  will  fail  to 
answer  the  charges,  and  there  will  undoubtedly  be  great  disappoint- 
ment to  those  who  have  to  be  paid.  It  will  indeed  be  impossible 
for  Ireland  to  be  self-supporting,  and  large  subsidies  will  have  to 
come  from  England.  We  should  like  the  King's  opinion  on  this 
point.

The  Earl  of  Mountrath  has  gone  to  Connaught  and  will  be  away 
ten  days.  Meantime  little  will  be  done  but  to  prepare  more  bills 
for  consideration. 

There  are  many  here  who  sue  for  pardon,  and  to  have  the 
benefit  of  the  King's  proclamation  in  England  which,  as  you  will 
see  by  the  text  of  it,  extends  to  Ireland.  There  can  be  no  harm 
in  granting  these,  and  great  harm  in  withholding  them,  for  the 
people  will  say  that  they  do  not  know  what  to  trust  to  if  the  benefit 
of  His  Majesty's  Proclamation  at  the  Coronation  be  denied  to 
them;  and  certainly  His  Majesty's  honour  is  not  a  little  concerned 
therein.  Therefore  I  request  you  to  move  the  King  to  empower  us 
to  give  pardons,  though  I  consider  that  the  Proclamation  itself  is 
sufficient  warrant.

The  two  vessels  which  the  King  gave  for  the  jDostal  service  have 
been  diverted  to  guard  the  coasts,  and  I  have  now  put  in  three 
barques  for  the  service  until  such  time  as  I  can  build  suitable 
vessels,  which  will  be,  I  hope,  by  Midsummer  Day  next.  Two  of 
the  vessels  by  the  persuasion  of  some  of  his  Majesty's  Council,  I 
have  hired  from  Major  Swift  (he  that  signed  the  petition  in 
North  Wales  for  taking  away  the  King's  life) .  He  has  sent  up  his  wife 
"who  was  the  most  wickedest  woman  against  his  Majesty  and  his 
restoration  in  the  world  "  to  work  with  the  Countess  of  Anglesey  to 
get  my  place ;  and  because  I  have  not  entered  the  King's  warrant  in 
the  Signet  Office  in  Ireland,  they  are  getting  a  warrant  from 
Secretary  Morris  to  take  out  a  patent  for  Major  Swift.  My  Lord 
Chancellor  of  Ireland  has  written  to  Sir  George  Lane  to  have  a  stop 
put  to  it.  I  am  taking  out  my  patent  here.  As  I  formerly  wrote 
to  you,  the  postmaster  will  allow  but  i;300  a  year  for  the  provision 
of  three  vessels,  so  that  there  will  be  £114  short  yearly  of  what  my 
predecessor  had.

About  the  middle  of  last  month -'^  I  gave  your  honour  the 
particular  account  of  the  state  of  the  Adventurers'  debt  and  credit, 
and  also  of  what  the  King  will  gain  by  setting  aside  the  doubling 
ordinance  and  the  satisfaction  of  English  arrears  with  Irish  lands. 
I  have  now  sent  you  a  discovery  of  the  great  fraud  practised  by 
John  Blackwell,  in  a  pretended  purchase  of  his  as  an  adventurer. 
You  will  see  that  it  cannot  be  made  out  that  he  ever  paid  a  penny 
for  all  these  choice  lands  which  got  into  his  possession  during  the 
late  times  of  tyranny,  and  which,  before  the  rebellion,  were 
estimated  to  be  worth  over  £80,000,  Neither  is  there  any  voucher 
or  entry  or  certificate  found  relating  to  any  adventure  made  by  him 
or  by  any  man  to  his  use.  "  Certainly  if  such  adventurers  as  these 
shall  be  forthwith  settled  and  confirmed  in  their  possessions  before 
due  examination  of  what  and  when  and  how  they  claim  those 
estates,  who  would  not  claim  to  be  an  adventurer  for  Ireland  ?

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this  kingdom,  one  part  tvhereof,  together  with  the  vouchers  on  tvhich 
the  said  debentures  were  stated  and  alloived,  was  to  be  sent  to  the 
office  of  general  register,  whereoj  Mr.  Thomas  Herbert  icas  master, 
there  to  be  entered ;  the  other  half  delivered  to  the  officers  and 
soldiers  to  carry  to  such  Com7nissioners  as  were  appointed  for  setting 
out  lands  in  satisjaction  thereoj.  These  d2q)licates,  upon  satisjaction 
made  by  the  said  Commissioners,  ivere  to  be  taken  in  by  them  and 
sent  back  into  the  registry,  there  to  be  compared  with  the  original 
and  entered  by  the  Register  as  satisfied. 

Tliere  ivere  given  out  for  service  in  Ireland  since  5  Jtine,  1649,  , 
33,419  debentures.  Of  these  there  are  returned  into  the  general 
register  office  but  11,804,  tvhich  have  been  examined  and  satisfied. 
There  are,  therefore,  over  21,000  out  and  unsatisfied,  although  lands 
have  long  since  been  set  out  in  respect  oj  them.  From  this  fact  the 
folloiving  dangers  mayfolloiv  : — 

1.  Many  forged  and  counterfeited  debentures  might  have  been 
satisfied,  those  actually  satisfied  being  never  returned  to  be  examined 
by  the  register. 

2.  Many  debentures  may  be  ojten  [i.e.  more  than  once"]  satisfied, 
since  clivers  ivhich  were  satisfied  with  the  disbanded  army  in  1653  ivere 
never  delivered  up  to  be  examined  and  cancelled,  so  that  they  might 
be  \inay  have  been  ?]  satisfied  over  again  at  the  time  when  the 
arrangement  ivas  made  for  disbanding  the  army  in  1655.  The 
debentures  satisfied  in  both  these  years  might  be  [niay  have  been  ?] 
satisfied  again  with  the  standing  army  [disbanded  in  1661  ?! .  The^ 
several  satisfactions  were  made  by  diffferent  Commissioners,  no  one  of 
whom  knew  what  the  others  were  doing. 

3.  In  many  cases  where  the  applicants  swore  that  they  had  lost 
their  debentures,  copies  oj  these  were  given  them,  but  no  security  ivas 
taken  that  if  the  orginals  were  afterivards  Jound  they  should  be 
returned.  In  this  ivay  it  is  jjrobable  that  many  adventures  have  been 
more  than  once  satisfied. 

For  his  Majesty's  service  all  those  books  of  entries  of  soldiers' 
debentures  with  their  diqdicates  and  other  writings  shoidd  be  kept  and 
entrusted  to  some  comjJetent  and  honest  person.  He  should  search  out 
cases  ivhere  debentures  have  been  twice  satisfied,  and  no  person  ivho 
lias  been  engaged  in  setting  out  lands  Jor  soldiers  since  1649,  should 
be  allowed  to  see  those  books.

Worsely,  then  Surveyor-General  of  Ireland,  examined  and  reported

Bromwicke,  John  Owen, 
Roht.  Clcrke  or  Clarke,  Edward  Lcirin,  and  Daniel  Lewin  had 
ad'-anced  the  sums  mentioned  in  the  annexed  schedule,  under  the  Act 
of  17  and  18  Car.  I.,  and  had  afterwards,  on  the  doubling  ordinance, 
paid  in  the  sums  mentioned  in  that  schedule.  For  these  they  loere  to 
he  allowed  satisfaction  for  the  sums  named  in  its  third  column.

This 
committee  tvere  to  verify  and  certify  it  and  send  a  duplicate  of  their 
entry  to  the  then  Commissioners  for  the  government  of  Ireland,  that  the 
claimant  might  receive  satisfaction.  The  committee  did  this.  We 
have  examined  the  hooks  ivhich  should  contain  the  names  of  all  the 
jjersons  through  whom  Blackwell  claimed,  and  theprovince,  county  and 
barony  in  which  their  lot  fell.  We  cannot  find  any  of  the  above 
mentioned  except  those  of  John  Owen  and  Edmund  Lewin,  who  have 
assigned  their  interest  to  Wm.  Watts  and  Erasmus  Smith,  and  have 
received  satisfaction  for  the  same  interest  in  the  cos.  Tipperary  and 
Louth.  We  further  certify  that  by  the  report  made  by  the  said 
Benjamin  Worsely  to  the  said  pretended  Commissioners  it  appears  that 
the  said  John  Blackwell  did  not  produce  any  certificate  of  the  said 
adventures  from  the  said,  Committee  at  Grocers'  Hall,  as  is  requii-ed  hy 
the  said  order  of  the  said  pretended  Council  of  State.

Peoclamation  by  the  Lords  Justices   and  Council  concerning 
Gunpowder  and  Munition  in  Ireland. 

For  the  prevention  of  such  disorders  as  may  happen  if  disloyal 
people  arm  themselves,  the  Lords  Deputies  and  Council  have 
frequently  forbidden  the  importation  of  gunpowder  and  munition 
without  special  licence  from  the  Council  in  England,  or  the 
Lord  Deputy  and  Council  of  Ireland,  and  have  directed  that 
those  who  had  such  powder  should  bring  it  into,  and  receive 
compensation  for  it  at,  the  King's  store.  Nevertheless  disloyal 
people  have  armed  themselves  with  such  powder,  and  much  of  it 
has  been  brought  into  Ireland,  and  "  there  are  too  many  persons 
who  have  not  yet  forgotten  their  disloyal,  dangerous  and  phanatick 
principles."  No  person  shall  bring  any  powder  into  this  kingdom 
except  with  licence  as  aforesaid,  and  any  person  who  brings  it  in 
shall  be  liable  to  have  it  confiscated,  and  further  to  incur  the  King's 
displeasure,  and  be  fined  or  imprisoned.  Noblemen,  gentlemen,  or 
masters  of  ships  or  barques  who  desire  powder  for  proper  purposes, 
shall  be  supplied  with  it  at  reasonable  rates  by  warrant  from  the 
Lords  Justices  and  Council.  No  person  shall  incur  penalties  under 
this  proclamation  who,  before  December  10  next,  brings  the  same  into 
any  of  the  King's  stores,  or  gets  a  proper  certificate  from  the  Lords 
Justices  and  Council  upon  an  application  made  to  the  Master  of 
the  Ordnance  allowing  him  to  keep  such  gunpowder.  Every  honest 
person  and  "  conformable  to  the  English  fashion  of  apparel  "  shall 
help  in  the  execution  of  this  proclamation.  All  offenders  shall  be 
brought  before  the  Justices  and  shall  be  bound  over  in  good 
security  to  appear  at  the  next  Quarter  Sessions  to  answer  the  said 
offence  and  not  to  depart  without  licence. 

Other  details.  Loyal  people  conformable  to  the  English  fashion 
of  apparel  may  seize  gunpowder  brought  into,  or  made  in,  Ireland 
without  leave  contrary  to  the  purport  of  this  proclamation,  and  such 
powder  shall  be  sent  by  them  to  the  nearest  store  or  nearest 
Justice  of  the  Peace.  All  Mayors,  Sheriffs,  Justices  of  the  Peace, 
Sovereigns,  &c.,  to  assist  in  the  execution  hereof.  Pp.  3^.  Entry.

Proclamation  by  the  Lords  Justices  and  Council  concerning 
Gunpowder. 

Our  late  proclamation  about  gunpowder  was,  as  its  text  showed, 
not  intended  to  prevent  honest  gentlemen  and  cities,  &c.,  from 
keeping  powder  for  proper  purposes,  but  only  to  prevent  persons 
from  having  it  who  might  use  it  for  "evil  and  turbulent  ends." 
We  have  provided  that  proper  people  shall  have  powder  cheaper  from 
the  King's  stores  than  they  can  get  it  from  the  merchants,  and 
have  made  the  following  regulations  for  its  issue  : — ■ 


Instructions  by  the  Lords  Justices  and  Council  declaring  how 
the  King's  subjects  may  be  furnished  with  gunpowder. 

As  proclamations  were  published  in  1625  and  1635,  declaring  in 
what  manner  gunpowder  should  be  issued,  it  is  now  declared  that 
it  shall  be  issued  in  such  quantities  as  were  allowed  in  1635.  The 
clerk  of  the  store  shall  attend  between  9  and  11  a.m.,  and  shall  be 
ready  to  issue  powder  to  such  as  shall  be  licensed  to  buy  it,  at 
E20rf.  per  pound. 
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One  person  in  each  county  may  issue  licences  to  buy  powder, 
taking  care  that  no  licensee  may  at  any  time  obtain  more  powder 
than  is  necessary  to  serve  him  for  half  a  year. 

Every  licence  granted  shall  be  during  pleasure,  but  shall  not  be 
recalled  unless  for  good  reason  or  unless  the  licensee  misdemean 
himself. 

The  licensee  on  taking  out  powder  shall  pay  6cL  to  the  clerk. 
No  other  fee  shall  be  charged. 

The  licensee  shall  enter  his  licence  with  the  clerk  of  the  store 
and  shall  deliver  to  him  the  name  of  the  fowlers  by  whom  he 
intends  that  the  powder  shall  be  used — not  exceeding  three  for  a 
nobleman,  two  for  a  knight,  and  one  for  a  gentleman.  None  shall 
be  admitted  to  have  a  fowler  that  hath  not  £200  a  year.  The  fee 
for  entering  shall  be  6d.  and  for  changing  the  name  of  the  fowlers 
2d. 

Where  a  ship's  captain  wants  powder,  the  licensing  authority 
shall  consult  with  the  eldest  captain  of  any  of  the  King's  troops  or 
bands  resident  in  the  district  before  issuing  it.  If  there  be  no  such 
bands  he  shall  consult  with  the  most  substantial  person  in  the 
neighbourhood. 

The  cities  and  corporate  towns  shall  be  allowed  such  reasonable 
amounts  of  gunpowder  as  they  were  formerly  allowed  to  have  for 
their  ordinary  musters  and  recreations. 

Any  captain  residing  in  the  town  shall  certify  the  clerk  of  the 
store  what  amount  he  thinks  it  right  that  the  town  should  have. 
In  the  absence  of  such  captain  the  amount  shall  be  issued  which 
the  Mayor  and  Recorder  certify  to  the  clerk  of  the  store  to  be 
correct. 

The  licensing  authority  have  power  to  issue  powder  to  free- 
holders and  farmers  for  their  own  use,  and  not  for  that  of  others. 

In  every  licence  a  clause  shall  be  inserted  enjoining  the  licensee 
to  apprehend  all  such  persons  as  he  may  find  using  unlicensed 
powder,  and  to  convey  them  before  the  next  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

To  the  end  that  those  who  dwell  far  from  the  stores  may  not 
have  to  go  too  far  in  order  to  get  powder  for  their  recreations  or 
other  necessary  occasions,  every  captain  of  the  army  not  residing 
near  a  store  may  have  two  barrels  of  powder  put  into  his  hands  by 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Ordnance,  may  issue  to  Hcensed  persons,  and 
must  give  an  account  of  it  half-yearly  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Ordnance. 

These  captains  shall  be  allowed  Id.  per  lb.  for  issuing  it,  which 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Ordnance  is  to  allow  in  their  accounts.  The 
Treasurer  of  the  Ordnance  shall  also  allow  each  captain  powder  for  his 
"  watch  powder  "  and  shall  supply  him  with  fresh  barrels  as  those 
which  he  has  get  used  up. 

The  Clerks  of  the  Store  shall  keep  an  exact  account  showing  the 
names  and  qualities  of  all  those  that  buy  powder,  the  quantity 
bought  and  the  time  within  which  it  is  bought.  They  shall  make 
half-yearly  returns  of  their  accounts  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Ordnance. 
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"No  fowler  or  other  person  "  shall  "be  admitted  to  use  a  piece 
unless  he  first  conform  himself  to  English  habit  and  language  and 
be  a  known  Protestant." 

The  province  of  Leinster  shall  be  furnished  from  the  stores  of 
Dublin  and  Duncannon  and  for  this  province  the  Master  of  the 
Ordnance  is  the  licencing  authority  to  give  licences.

I  have  not  recently  written  to  you  because  my  brethren  and  the 
Council  have  recently  laid  upon  me  a  charge  fit  for  an  abler  man 
than  myself.  This  is  to  make  a  statement  of  all  that  has  been  done, 
or  may  be  done  or  suggested  for  making  the  King's  charge  and 
receipts  in  this  Kingdom  answer  one  another.  At  last  "by  the 
blessing  of  God,"  I  presented  them  with  certain  proposals  of  which 
they  were  pleased  to  approve.  You  will  receive  them  in  a  long 
letter  sent  expressly  by  Sir  James  Shaen.  I  hope  you  will  think  it 
no  ill  service  that  ways  should  be  found  out  here  ("a  country 
ruinated  and  yet  unsettled ")  to  pay  off  all  the  arrears  of  the 
military  list,  to  make  a  certain  provision  for  three  years  to  come 
and  to  settle  a  revenue  higher  by  £80,000  yearly  than  ever 
any  of  His  Majesty's  predecessors  received  in  the  most  improved 
times  of  peace  ;  and  though  the  army  be  above  treble  what  it  was 
when  the  rebellion  began,  and  the  Civil  list  almost  double,  to 
bring  things  to  that  pass,  that  not  above  £28,000  will  fall  short 
yearly,  after  three  years,  of  defraying  the  charge  of  the  Kingdom, 
the  charges  of  the  Government  remaining  at  their  present  height. 
And  if  any  should  object  that  after  three  years  the  King  will  still 
have  to  pay  £28,000,  my  answer  is  that  I  believe  that,  if  God 
send  us  peace,  the  Excise  and  Customs  will  by  that  time  increase 
to  at  least  £28,000  above  the  figure  at  which  they  now  stand,  or 
the  cost  of  the  army  will  be  reduced  by  as  much  as  the  difference 
between  the  annual  increase  and  the  sum  of  £28,000.  There  are 
moreover  several  branches  of  the  revenue  which,  in  my  opinion, 
will  be  very  improvable  if  they  are  not  farmed  and  Ireland  is  not 
unsettled  and  "  unplanted  ";  but  it  would,  in  the  present  unsettled 
state  of  the  Kingdom  be  a  great  mistake  to  farm  them. 

I  wish  to  mention  another  point.  The  Bill  for  settling  the 
Excise  confirms  the  Excise  on  wine,  hot  waters,  beer,  ale  and 
other  liquid  things  for  ever  on  His  Majesty  and  his  heirs,  but  the 
Excise  on  foreign  imported  commodities  is  only  to  be  settled  during 
His  Majesty's  lifetime,  and  for  six  months  after.  I  have  reason  to 
think  that  if  the  foreign  imports  Excise  be  not  settled  also  for 
ever  on  His  Majesty  and  his  heirs,  it  will  not,  on  the  general 
settlement  of  this  Kingdom,  be  easy  afterwards  to  obtain  it  in 
Parliament.  If  I  can  have  the  King's  leave  I  will  endeavour  to  get 
the  Excise  on  foreign  commodities  also  settled  on  the  Crown  for 
ever.

The  Lords  Justices  are  sending  over  a  statement  of  the  present 
charge  of  the  kingdom  as  they  found  it  when  they  came  in  to  the 
Government,  and  I  daresay  that  if  the  bills  pass  which  are  already 
transmitted,  and  which  are  now  under  consideration  here,  there 
never  was  so  mach  done  to  the  Crown  of  England  in  any  one  man's 
government,  nor  the  revenue  so  raised,  as  now  it  will  be.  You  will 
be  of  the  same  mind.  The  way  is  made  plain  for  those  who  will 
succeed  us  in  the  government. 

You  will  see  from  the  enclosures  what  has  been  and  now  is  the 
course  held  with  regard  to  recusant  lawyers  as  to  the  oath  to  be 
taken  by  them.  I  thought  it  well  to  send  it  to  you  that  you  may 
acquaint  the  King  if  you  think  fit.  "But,  being  the  precedent  in 
the  time  of  his  most  Royal  grandfather,  which  his  Majesty  doth 
but  follow,  the  letters  will  go  hence  by  this  post  against  practising, 
but  I  profess  unto  you  against  my  sense." 

The  Earl  of  Meath  has  petitioned  the  King  against  Sir  William 
Domvile  and  me,  and,  as  I  have  seen  the  petition  I  have  drawn  an 
answer  to  it,  which  I  am  now  sending  to  my  nephew,  Maurice 
Eustace,  a  student  at  Lincoln's  Inn.  I  believe  Sir  William  Domvile 
will  do  the  same  with  his  answer.  I  hope  you  will  stand  by  us  so 
long  as  you  find  us  innocent,  and  that  you  will  signify  to 
the  King  in  the  most  humble  manner  how  important  it  is 
that  his  officers  of  state  should  be  supported.  "  My  crime  in  effect 
is  this  in  effect  [sic^  that  I  have  fixed  the  seal  to  a  fiaiit  of  Sir  Wm.

The  Information  of  Col.  Alexander  Macnachton. 

This  informant  will  make  good  that : — 

In  1642,  when  Major-General  Munroe  [or  Monro]  went  into  Ireland, 
marching  towards  Coleraine,  he  left  Sir  Mongo  Campbell's  regiment 
and  that  of  Sir  John  Clotworthy  (now  Lord  "  Mazerine  ")  at  Bali- 
mony  [Ballymoney] ,  within  two  miles  whereof  there  was  a  fort 
built  by  the  Macnauchton's  called  Macnauchton's  fort,  for  preserv- 
ing themselves  from  those  which  went  into  the  Irish  rebellion. 
They,  hearing  that  some  of  the  army  were  at  Ballymoney,  and  that 
Col.  Campbell  had  the  command  of  them,  wrote  to  him,  showing 
that  they  were  there  for  their  own  defence  and  to  give  obedience  to 
any  that  had  his  Majesty's  orders,  and  they  desired  a  protection 
that  they  might  come  and  live  in  the  coui;try.  The  Lord  Mazerine, 
intercepting  the  letter,  did  not  deliver  it  to  Col.  Campbell,  but  sent 
his  own  Major,  as  it  were  from  Col.  Campbell,  showing  that  he 
would  protect  them,  and  gave  them  assurance  for  their  lives  and 
goods,  whereupon  they  came  out  of  the  fort.  But  immediately 
after  the  said  Lord  Mazerine  caused  the  fort  to  be  plundered,  took 
the  prisoners  and  kept  them  till  night,  but  did  not  bring  them  near 
where  Col.  Campbell  was  quartered.  Yet  Col.  Campbell's  brother, 
being  on  the  guard  and  seeing  prisoners  taken,  asked  what  they 
were,  and,  being  informed,  told  Col.  Campbell.  Col.  Campbell  sent 
to  Lord  Massereene  for  an  explanation,  who  assured  him  that  he 
should  the  next  day  have  a  full  account,  and  that  the  men  and 
their  goods  should  be  delivered  to  them  harmless.  "  Whereupon 
Captain  Campbell  got  into  his  custody  fifteen  gentlemen,  who  (for 
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the  relation  he  had  to  them)  kept  them  that  night,  not  expecting 
that  Mazerine  would  prejudice  the  rest.  But  contrary  to  his 
promise  the  said  Mazerine  did  by  break  of  day  cause  fourscore  of 
these  men  to  be  harbarouslie  murtherecl,  who  were  all  the  informant's 
friends  and  followers."  Col.  Campbell,  being  angry  at  the  murder, 
again  demanded  explanations,  and  Mazerine  said  he  would  give 
them  before  General  Munro.  He,  however,  fled  to  England  and 
never  appeared  before  General  Munro,  "but  when  he  came  to  the 
Parliament  informed  them  that  he  had  stormed  a  strong  fort 
wherein  there  were  many  Irish  and  took  it  by  force,  for  which 
service  he  received  ^1,000."  Deponent  will  prove  this  murder  by 
manv  credible  witnesses.  P.  f.  Endd.  in  Nicholas'  hand.

About  A  true  Eelation  and  Answer  of  the  Loed  Massereene  to  the 

5  Nov.  Information  of   Colonel  Alexander  Machoughton,  which  was 

delivered  to  Lord  Massereene  by  Mr.  Secretary  Nicholas  on 

5  November,  1661,  and  is  hereto  annexed. 

None  of  the  statements  which  reflect  on  Lord  Massereene  are 
truly  stated.     He  affirms  as  follows : — 

At  the  time  when  these  men  "  complained  to  be  killed  "  at 
Ballymoney  alias  McNachton's  fort,  the  whole  Scotch  army  and 
some  of  the  English  regiments  marched  forth  together,  which  being 
distributed  near  the  mouth  of  the  Bann  river.  Lord  Massereene, 
Col.  Campbell  and  Col.  George  Munroe's  regiments  were  ordered 
to  scour  the  river  of  the  Bann  and  Major-General  Kobert  Munroe 
and  the  other  part  of  the  army  the  sea  side.  We  intended  so  to 
clear  that  country  of  the  rebels  who  daily  infested  Carrickfergus, 
Coleraine,  Antrim  and  the  other  garrisons. 

As  the  party  commanded  by  Lord  Massereene,  .Col.  Campbell 
and  Col.  Munroe  was  on  the  march,  they,  observing  this  fort,  sent  500 
men  to  take  it  under  the  command  of  Major  O'Connelly,  who 
discovered  the  rebellion"',  then  Major  to  the  Lord  Massereene. 
The  reason  why  they  wanted  to  take  this  fort  was  because  it  was  the 
strength  of  those  called  "  the  bloody  rebels  of  the  Boot,"  who  had 
committed  many  cruelties  on  the  poor  Protestants.  They  were 
then  confidently  reported  to  be  the  authors  of  the  cutting  off  of  the 
English  regiment  of  Coleraine.  This  regiment  had  recently  been 
encountered  and  defeated  by  the  rebels  and  were  fallen  upon  in 
their  retreat  by  people  from  this  fort.  Soon  after,  when  the  fort 
was  taken,  the  colours  of  the  English  regiment  were  found  there. 

When  O'Connelly  challenged  the  fort  it  refused  to  surrender  and 
stood  on  its  defence.  The  whole  narration  about  Lord  Massereene 
having  intercepted  a  letter  from  the  fort  to  Col.  Campbell  is  an 
invention  "  never  heard  of  till  now  and  dressed  for  the  occasion  ;  and 
the  Lord  Massereene  offers  what  appearance  of  truth  there  is  in 
their  sending  any  letter  at  all  to  Col.  Campbell  forasmuch  as  he 
was  privy  to  the  sending  out  of  that  party  with  Major  O'Connelly, 
that  took  in  the  fort ;  and,  as  he  remembers,  a  proportionable 
number  were  sent  out  of  this  regiment  as  of  the  Lord  Massereene's 
and  Col.  George  Munroe's  men  with  this  commanded  party."

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They  in  the  fort  refusing,  O'Connelly's  party  made  ready  for  a 
storm.  The  enemy  seeing  that,  and  knowing  the  certain  conse- 
quence, yielded  unconditionally  ;  and  our  men  entering  immediately 
bound  the  prisoners  and  pillaging  the  fort,  found  five  or  six  of  the 
colours  of  the  Coleraine  regiment  that  had  been  cut  off  by  them  a 
little  before.  All  those  supposed  passages  of  O'Connelly  coming  to 
the  fort  in  Col.  Campbell's  name,  of  his  promising  protection, 
of  his  securing  their  lives  and  goods  for  them,  fathered  on  Major 
O'Connelly,  are.  Lord  Massereene  believes,  equally  true  with  the 
story  of  the  intercepting  of  the  letter.  O'Connelly  had  no  order 
or  occasion  for  using  any  such  indirect  means.  None  of  the 
prisoners,  so  far  as  Lord  Massereene  knows,  claimed  any  such 
promise  as  that  mentioned. 

The  prisoners  were  brought  by  O'Connelly  into  the  Leaguer  and 
Lord  Massereene,  Col.  Campbell  and  Col.  Munroe  being  in  company, 
as  he  remembers,  went  to  view  them.  They  were  pat  under  the 
care  of  one  Capt.  Campbell,  brother  to  Col.  Campbell,  who  then 
had  the  guard,  "  and  Col.  Campbell  speaking  the  Highland  Irish 
with  divers  of  them,"  finding,  as  it  appears  by  the  sequel,  some  of 
them  such  as  he  either  had  kindness  for,  or  intended  to  make  use 
of,  caused  them  to  be  kept  apart  and  a  little  in  front  from 
the  rest. 

"  Observe  these  seem  to  be  the  fifteen  gentlemen  spoken  of  in 
the  information  which  he  who  had  the  opportunity  by  having  the 
guards  to  separate  from  the  rest,  might  have  made  what  number 
he  pleased,  the  Lord  Massereene  no  way  concerning  himself  by 
promise  [or]  otherwise,  as  is  suggested  in  the  information,  little 
supposing  any  such  way  was  intended  of  putting  them  to  the  sword, 
which  was  soon  after  executed  on  them  by  their  countrymen  the 
other  Highlanders."  It  may  be  observed  that  the  information  is 
contradictory  for  it  says  that  the  prisoners  were  not  brought  near 
Col.  Campbell's  quarters,  whereas  they  were  then  under  the  guard 
of  his  own  brother  and  he  had  separated  from  among  them  whom 
he  pleased.  "And  the  officers  being  immediately  gathered  together 
to  devise  what  to  do  with  the  said  prisoners,  seeing  they  were 
brought  alive  (which  was  not  usual  at  that  time)  there  went  off 
immediately  30  or  40  muskets,  and  they  calling  to  the  sentinel  at  the 
tent  door  to  inquire  the  reason,  were  told  the  soldiers  had  killed  all 
the  prisoner^except  a  few,  which  proved  to  be  those  fifteen  gentlemen 
Col.  Campbell  had  set  apart  immediately  before  and  found  to  be 
either  his  relations  amongst  them,  or  such  of  whom  he  thought  to 
make  use  and  therefore  would  spare.  This  being  done  without  any 
order  that  appeared,  was  then  and  often  after  resented  by  the  Lord 
Massereene  as  most  unhandsome,  respecting  the  manner  of  the 
thing,  though  there  was  enough,  seeing  the  English  colours  were 
found  in  their  possession,  to  have  brought  them  to  a  trial  of  court 
martial  where  they  could  not  have  escaped."  On  his  inquiring 
for  the  cause  of  this  sudden  killing,  certain  reasons  were 
suggested : — 

One  was  that  they  were  men  who  were  in  a  particular  relation 
dependants  to  the  Macdonnells  and  falling  into  the  hands  of  the 
Campbells,  -"  between  whom  there  hath  been  an  ancient  feud,  met 
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with  that  fate  which  either  sept  gave  the  other  coming  under  their 
power,  for  such  hath  been  their  constant  practice,  as  is  notoriously 
known." 

Another  reason  was  that  the  finding  of  the  Enghsh  colours  in 
their  possession  revived  among  the  soldiers  memories  of  the 
cruelties  perpetrated  on  the  poor  soldiers  and  especially  on  those  of 
Coleraine.  Both  these  reasons  were  urged  by  the  unruly  soldiers, 
"because  no  quarter  had  been  given  before  that  time;  nor,  indeed, 
in  some  years  after  on  either  side."  The  Earl  of  Mount  Alexander, 
Sir  Henry  Tichbourne,  Sir  Arthur  Forbes,  Col.  Trevor,  and  all 
that'  served  in  the  early  part  of  that  war  will  testify  to  this. 

Lord  Massereene  does  not  know  whether  these  MacNachtons 
thus  killed  by  their  own  countrymen  were  or  were  not  the 
informant's  friends  and  followers,  but  he  does  know  that  they  were 
inhabitants  in  that  country  and  tenants  to  the  Marquis  of  Antrim, 
in  whose  behalf  Lord  Masseereene  thinks  he  can  show  more  reason 
why  Col.  McNachton  should  thus  concern  himself  than  for  any 
relation  those  men  had  to  him  who  dwelt  in  that  country  where  he 
had  neither  a  foot  of  land  nor  any  interest.  There  is  no  colour  for 
the  statement  made  that  Col.  Campbell  should  challenge  Lord 
Massereene  of  the  murder  of  the  men,  and  that  Lord  Massereene 
should  promise  to  answer  it  before  Major-General  Munroe. 

Remaining  several  months  in  the  country  after  this  time,  Lord 
Massereene  was  often  in  company  with  Major-General  Munroe, 
who,  he  conceives,  well  knew  who  had  cut  off  the  men  before 
mentioned,  "  but  thought  it  not  convenient  to  mention  the  same 
because  they  had  such  near  relation  to  the  Marquis  of  Argyle." 

The  informant  is  quite  inaccurate  in  stating  that  Lord 
Massereene  went  to  England,  reported  alleged  services,  and  got 
£1,000  from  the  House  of  Commons.  The  Journals  of  the 
Parliament  will  prove  that  no  such  grant  was  made  to  him. 

About  a  year  ago  when  Lord  Massereene  was  attending  the  King 
in  the  matter  of  the  Declaration  for  settling  Ireland,  Col. 
McNachton  spoke  about  this  matter  with  some  resentment.  There- 
upon Lord  Massereene  in  presence  of  Sir  Arthur  Forbes  went  to 
him,  and,  informing  him  of  the  truth  of  the  matter  as  is  before 
recited,  said  that  officers  were  now  in  town  who  had  seen  all  that 
had  happened  and  would  corroborate  Lord  Massereene's  explana- 
tion. Col.  McNachton  went  no  further  because,  as  Lord  Massereene 
thinks,  he  knew  there  were  men  in  London  who  could  refute  him. 
He  has  now  again  made  absolutely  false  suggestions  by  his 
scandalous  paper.

The 
fortifications  made  by  Hill  at  Hillsborough  having  been  declared  a 
fort  by  our  letters  patents,  dated  21  Dec,  1660,  it  shall  be  provided 
in  order  to  attract  English  settlers,  that  100  acres  of  arable  land, 
meadow,  and  pasture  be  a  free  borough  called  the  borough  and  town 
of  Hillsborough,  and  shall  have  all  the  said  cities,  privileges,  &c., 
given  to  the  borough  of  Banagher,  or  such  others  as  you  think 
fit.      Arthur  Hill  and  his  heirs  shall  from  tinie  to  time  appoint  a 
Recorder   and  Town   Clerk  of  Hillsborough   and  the  inhabitants 
shall   do   suit   and   service   at  all  the  aforesaid  courts.

CO. Kilkenny,  Joseph  Wheeler,  Esq.  ;  co.  Wexford,  John  Tench,  Esq. ; 
CO.  Louth,  Wm.  Toxteeth,  Esq. ;  co.  Longford,  Sir  Richard  Lane, 
Kt.  and  Bt. ;  co.  Antrim,  Peter  Beaghan,  Esq. ;  co.  Down,  Carrol 
Bolton,  Esq. ;  co.  Armagh,  Francis  Chambers,  Esq. ;  co. 
Monaghan,  Tristram  Cary,  Esq. ;  co.  Cavan,  Samuel  Townely, 
Esq. ;  CO.  Londonderry,  Paul  Brasier,  Esq. ;  co.  Donegal,  George 
Cary,  Esq. ;  co.  Tyrone,  Humphrey  Evat,  Esq. ;  co.  Fermanagh, 
George  Slack,  Esq. ;  Munster,  Earl  of  Orrery ;  Connaught  and 
Clare,  Lords  Castle  Coote  and  Collooney. 

The  above  shall  give  good  bonds  before  the  Justices  of  the  Peace, 
with  sureties  in  double  the  amount  to  Sir  James  Ware, 
Auditor-General,  to  pay  in  the  several  sums  which  they  collect  to 
His  Majesty's  Treasurer  and  Receiver  General  in  the  Court  of 
Exchequer  and  to  make  an  account  of  the  same.  These  bonds  shall 
be  sent  up  to  the  Auditor  General.  After  they  have  been  entered 
into,  and  not  before,  the  collection  is  to  take  place  according  to  our 
instructions  of  February  16  last,  so  that  it  be  completed  by 
November  30,  and  it  shall  take  place  at  places  appointed  by  the 
collector  in  each  barony.

Petitioner  was  Receiver  of  the  PubHc  Revenue  in  Tipperary  in 
Ireland  from  May,  1650,  to  May,  1658.  He  has  given  a  true 
account  of  near  i!300,000  which  passed  through  his  hands  in  that 
time.  By  the  balance  of  the  last  account  remaining  in  the  Court 
of  Exchequer  there,  the  petitioner  is  made  debtor  the  sum  of 
£493.  Petitioner  was  really  indebted  in  £304  on  the  account, 
several  particulars  amounting  to  the  odd  £189,  being  disallowed  for 
want  of  proof.  This  happened  through  petitioner's  necessary 
absence  at  the  time  of  giving  in  the  account,  besides  several  sums 
which  petitioner  could  not  prove  [he  having]  being  necessitated  to 
pay  them  on  verbal  orders. 

Petitioner's  employment  is  far  from  Dublin  and  his  salary  is  only 
£100  a  year.  He  has  spent  most  of  this  in  attending  to  his 
business  and  in  going  to  and  fro  officially  to  Dublin,  whereby  he 
lost  much  time  for  his  private  occasions.  He  has  lost  rather  than 
gained  of  this  service  and  has  been  so  impoverished  that  he  cannot 
pay  this  small  debt. 

He  prays  for  leave  to  pay  off  this  debt  by  sums  of  £20  a  year.

About  The  humble  desires  of  the  Officers  who  served  the  late  King 

8  Nov.  in  Ireland  before  1649. 

They  desire  that  they  may  have  the  same  favour  of  keeping  their 
possessions  until  they  be  rej)rised  as  other  officers  and  the 
Adventurers  have. 

They  ask  that  the  surplussages  (above  what  is  proportionable  to 
what  the  Adventurers  are  allowed  of  lands,  &c.,  assigned)  for  monies 
or  provisions  furnished  upon  pretended  ordinances  or  orders  to 
which  his  late  Majesty  or  the  King  did  not  consent,  and  that  the 
surplusages  of  lands  assigned  for  arrears  to  officers  over  and  above 
for  the  rate  of  12.s.  6d.  in  the  £  (for  which  only  lands  were  set  out 
to  the  "generality"  of  the  officers  in  the  satisfying  of  their 
respective  arrears)  may  be  appointed  for  reprisals  and  as 
collateral  security  for  the  officers  serving  before  1649. 

The  particulars  of  the  collateral  security  and  securities  for 
reprisals  should  be  committed  or  entrusted  into  the  same  hands 
with  the  rest  of  the  security. 

The  word  "  boroughs  "  should  be  added  where  "  cities  and  walled 
towns  "  were  appointed  for  their  security. 

Besides  the  words  "  Commissioned  officers  "  these  words  should 
be  added,  "  General  officers,  governors  of  garrisons  by  letters 
patent,  staff  officers  and  officers  of  the  train." 

Where  satisfaction  is  to  be  given  for  reparation  or  where  there 
are  to  be  valuations  of  the  year  and  year-and-half  rents  assigned 
towards  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  officers,  the  commissioners  should 
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be  indifferently  chosen  and  one  half  of  their  names  exhibited  by  the 
said  officers.  It  should  be  declared  that  the  satisfaction  for  the 
reparations  and  improvements  shall  not  exceed  a  fifth  part 
of  the  respective  values  of  the  said  houses  and  that  out  of 
such  satisfaction  reasonable  deduction  be  made  for  the  houses 
pulled  down  by  the  late  or  present  possessors  of  them.  The  said 
improvements  and  reparations  for  which  satisfaction  is  to  be  made 
should  be  only  such  as  were  before  the  King's  Declaration. 

A  longer  time  should  be  assigned  for  the  stating  of  the  arrears  of 
the  said  officers,  the  time  for  it  being  near  expired. 

The  particulars  appointed  for  satisfying  the  said  arrears  should 
be  put  out  of  charge  in  the  Exchequer  without  fees  and  also 
the  new  rents  to  be  reserved  thereout  should  be  put  in  charge 
without  fees. 

The  Dukes  of  Albemarle  and  Ormond  or  their  appointees  should 
have  power  to  assign  the  payment  of  disbursements  necessary  for 
prosecuting  and  preserving  the  particulars  of  the  security  and 
carrying  on  the  affairs  relating  thereto.  No  monies  should  be  paid 
out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  securities,  but  by  appoint- 
ment of  their  representatives  or  those  whom  they  authorise. 

The  order  in  which  the  officers  serving  before  1649  are  by  the 
Declaration  appointed  to  be  paid  should  be  kept  inviolable.  Divers 
endeavour  to  subvert  or  alter  it. 

Where  particular  lands  or  houses  within  the  security  are 
appointed  for  satisfying  arrears  of  any  officers  or  are  otherwise 
granted  to  the  Lords  Justices  and  Council  and  Commissioners  for 
execution  of  the  said  Declaration  or  this  Act,  or  any  of  their 
officers,  the  same  should  be  set  out  to  them  in  all  other  things 
according  to  the  rules  given  by  His  Majesty  for  setting  out  the  rest 
of  the  security,  and  not  otherwise.  In  the  meantime  the  said  lands 
and  houses  should  be  let  to  the  best  advantage  for  the  said 
officers. 

The  baronies  of  Barrymore  and  Muskerry  should  not  be  set  out 
to  any  persons  except  natives  of  Cork.  If  any  of  the  said  natives 
be  restored  to  their  properties,  then  the  said  lands  in  those 
baronies  designed  for  the  said  natives'  reprise  should  be  ordered 
for  the  officers  before  1649. 

Where  any  corporations  are  set  out  to  adventurers  and  soldiers 
not  as  corporations  but  measured  as  part  of  their  lands  assigned  to 
them,  such  should  be  assigned  to  the  1649  security. 

There  should  be  a  restriction  that  of  the  officers  in  Ulster  only 
those  should  be  admitted  to  have  their  arrears  stated  who  were  on 
the  establishment.  An  expedient  is  proposed  for  the  better 
regulating  of  the  accounts  of  arrears  of  officers. 

A  time  should  be  set  for  the  distribution  of  the  moneys  and  all 
other  particulars  of  the  said  securities  to  the  officers  aforesaid, 
according  to  the  Act  of  Settlement,  by  appointment  of  the  Duke  of 
Albemarle  and  the  Duke  of  Ormond. 

Such  Protestant  officers  as  served  under  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
from  5  June,  1649,  to  26  April,  1650,  and  never  served  in  the  army 
since  but  under  your  Majesty's  authority,  should  have  their  arrears 
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stated  for  that  time  also,  and  should  be  allowed  satisfaction  for  the 
same  as  for  the  rest  of  their  respective  arrears.  The  debentures 
to  them  respectively  for  those  ari'ears  should  be  for  the  whole  time 
without  distinction. 

If  any  bill  now  or  hereafter  drafted  by  the  Lords  Justices 
and  Council  and  submitted  to  the  King  in  Council  deals,  or  shall 
hereafter  deal,  with  the  interests  of  the  1649  ofticers,  a  copy  of  this 
bill  should  be  given  to  their  agents,  and  the  officers  should  be 
allowed  to  take  their  exceptions  against  it.

The  bills  sent  over  by  Sir 

James  Shaen,  and  others  now  transmitted  by  Sir  James  Cuffe  and 

Major  Goodwin,  will  prove  that  it  was  not  without  some  good  reason 

that  I  promised  good  results  from  the  calling  of  the  Parliament 

here.

Sir  James  Cuffe,  who  takes  this,  was  one  of  those  chosen  by  the 

House  of  Commons  to  take  over  the  bills  ;  but  he  has  been  detained 

by  a  great  fit  of  illness.     He  is  a  relative  of  mine  and  knows  my 

affairs,  and  I  hope  you  will  let  him  wait  upon  you  on  my  behalf,  if 

my  affairs  there  require  it,  upon  the  transacting  of  the  general  bill 

of  settlement  and  also  of  the  particular  bill  for   my  protection. 

The  Justices  have  made  bold  to  recommend  to  you  a  petition  of 

Lord  Kingston,  my  brother  Collooney,  and  three  or  four  more  who 

were  active  in  the  King's  service  and  to  whom  the  King  has  given 

several   gracious  assurances  for  the  satisfaction  of  their   arrears 

before  1649,  as  in  their  petition  is  particularly  expressed.

"  Most  Gracious  Sovereign, 

"  Spirits  and  elixirs  are  preserved  in  small  glass  violls  [sic] .  Our 
humble  address  is  in  the  nature  of  an  elixir  and  therefore  must  be 
given  but  in  a  few  grains. 

"  Sir  :  We  have  with  great  devotion  observed  the  exercise  of 
your  royal  wisdom  and  patience  in  unravelling  the  complicated 
interests  of  your  Kingdom  of  Ireland  and  winding  them  up  upon 
their    distinct    bottoms.       Some    princes    would     have    followed 
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Alexander's  method  who  cut  the  Gordian  knot  that  either  he  could 
not  or  would  not  untie ;  but,  Sir,  if  your  subjects  may  take  the 
pleasure  and  the  profit,  you  have  been  contented  to  take  the  pains. 

"  Your  Majesty  found  that  kingdom  a  weather-beaten  hull  and 
sunk  under  water,  but  you  have  boyd  it  up,  rigged  it  and  equipped 
it  that  it  is  ready  to  be  launched.  Here  your  restless  thoughts  for 
your  people's  good  put  you  upon  an  inquiry  for  an  able  and  expert 
pilot — truly.  Sir,  a  work  of  great  importance.  For  as  your  Majesty 
is  owner  of  this  great  bottom,  so  your  subjects  have  their  respective 
and  proportionable  shares  in  the  cargazoon." 

Your  choice  of  the  Duke  of  Ormond  as  Lord  Lieutenant  has 
given  us  cause  to  thank  God  "that  owns  your  Majesty  with  his 
successful  directions  in  your  greatest  Councils  [Counsels]." 

"  His  Grace  sat  at  the  helm  when  the  winds  blew  high  and  cross 
and  had  not  the  mariners  been  louder  than  the  winds  and  deaf  to 
his  Councils — nay,  which  can  never  be  but  fatal — divided  amongst 
themselves,  he  had  imbayed  that  Eoyal  Sovereign  in  security. 

"  Happy  are  your  subjects  that  share  in  the  Queen  of  Sheba's

Your  step  is 
approved  and  caveats  are  to  be  entered.  This  is  the  more  happy 
as  pardons  in  the  cases  of  Francis  Worral  and  Nicholas  Gernon,  of 
Dublin,  merchants,  had  already  reached  the  Signet — for  fines 
incurred  by  export  of  wool ;  also  of  Desminieres  and  John  Freeman. 
These  were  stopped  at  the  privy  seal.  With  regard  to  your  proposals 
of  19  September,  for  raising  the  revenue,  the  King  approves  your 
zeal  and  orders  me  to  say  that  on  the  estates  of  innocent  persons 
restored  only  the  old  rents  shall  be  levied,  but  that  on  the  estates 
restored  by  "  mere  grace  and  favour,"  such  rents  shall  be  reserved 
as  the  Declaration  expressed.

heirs  male  of  his  body  with  other  remainders  over,  and,  among 
other  remainders,  to  Nicholas  Allen,  petitioner's  father,  and  the 
heirs  male  of  his  body.  Nicholas  died  long  before  the  war,  leaving 
petitioner  of  tender  age.

Proclamation  of  the  Lords  Justices  and  Council. 

On  15  August  last  we  issued  a  proclamation  requiring  the 
bringing]  in  [to]  the  receipt  of  His  Majesty's  Exchequer  all  His 
Majesty's  revenues.  We  find  that  the  new  quit  rents  cannot  be  in 
so  soon,  and  that  the  extreats  of  those  rents  for  most  of  the  counties 
are  not  yet  returned  ;  and,  as  the  necessities  of  the  King's  army  are 
urgent,  we  are  obliged  to  decline  that  rule  for  the  present.  The 
Auditor-General  shall  certify  to  the  Vice- Treasurer  and  Receiver- 
General  such  sums  of  money  as  are  due  and  yet  unpaid  of  the  said 
new  quit-rents;  and  the  Commissioners  of  the  Customs,  Excise,  and 
new  impost,  shall  similarly  certify  him  what  moneys  for  inland  Excise 
are  due  and  unpaid.  Thereupon  the  Receiver-General  or  his 
Deputy  shall  have  receipts  prepared  and  signed  by  the  Receiver- 
General's  deputy  or  the  Clerk  of  the  Pells  or  his  deputy  and  by 
one  of  the  Chamberlains  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer  for  the  said 
unpaid  sums,  and  these  receipts  shall  be  used  to  pay  off  the 
warrants  issued  by  us,  the  Lords  Justices,  for  payment  of  the  military 
list  and  for  payment  of  the  warrants  issued  Jby  us  for  payment  of 
the  f  part  of  the  pay  of  the  lately  disbanded  soldiers,  and  for  the 
satisfaction  of  insolvent  assignments  formerly  made  on  the  new 
quit-rents  and  inland  Excise.  No  further  assignment,  however,  on 
the  new  quit  rents-shall  be  taken  as  insolvent,  unless  the  same  be 
certified  to  be  insolvent  by  the  Receiver  of  the  quit-rents  of  the  county 
in  which  the  land  lies  for  which  such  former  assignment  was  made, 
and  by  two  of  His  Majesty's  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  same  county, 
under  their  hands  and  seals.  No  former  assignment  made  on  the 
inland  Excise  shall  be  deemed  to  be  insolvent  unless  the  same  be 
certified  to  be  insolvent  by  the  farmer  or  collector  of  the  Excise  on 
whom  the  assignment  was  made,  and  by  two  Justices,  &c.  [as 
before] .  These  said  certificates  of  insolvent  assignments,  both  of 
the  new  quit-rents  and  inland  Excise,  are  to  be  delivered  to  the 
Receiver-General's  Deputy  and  kept  by  him.  Except  these 
revenues,  all  the  sums  due  to  the  King  shall  be  paid  in  to  the 
Exchequer  according  to  our  former  Proclamation.  The  fees 
payable  to  the  officers  of  the  receipt  and  mentioned  in  the  instruc- 
tions of  February  to  the  Commissioners  and  collectors  appointed 
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for  the  charging  and  collecting  these  quit-rents,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
persons  who  are  to  pay  the  quit-rents  to  the  persons  who  deliver 
them  the  acquittances  signed  by  the  officers  of  the  receipt.  These

By  the  Earl  of  Mountrath's  death  the  Commission  to  the  Lords 
Justices  for  government  of  the  country  is  determined.  There  is 
also  much  dispute  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Parliament  is 
determined.  If  it  be  so,  the  King's  affairs  in  Ireland  will  be 
greatly  retarded.  The  army  could  not  be  paid  and  would  be 
destroyed,  for  [there  is]  no  way  to  raise  money  for  the  army  but  by 
Parliament. 

In  answer  to  the  letter  which  I  wrote  some  months  since,  the 
King  approved  the  idea  of  renewing  the  Commission  to  the 
Lords  Justices,  and  that  it  should  be  "to  them  or  any  two  of 
them  "  to  act.  But  when  the  letters  came  they  durst  not,  nor  did 
they,  in  Mountrath's  sickness,  though  they  foresaw  his  death, 
alter  the  first  commission,  lest  it  might  determine  the  Parlia- 
ment. They  did  what  lay  in  them  to  prevent  this  by  proroguing 
the  Parliament  in  his  sickness  when  he  was  able  to  act  with  them 
to  the  23rd  January,  by  which  time  the  Lord  Lieutenant  could 
be  here  or  any  other  fitting  person,  in  his  absence,  to  hold  the 
Parliament.

reservation  of  the  rents  which  were  paid  into  the  Exchequer  for  the 
said  improi^riations.  This  was  done  and  the  leases,  when  expired  or 
nearly  expired,  were  settled  upon  the  Church  under  the  Great  Seal 
of  Ireland.  His  present  Majesty,  by  his  graces  and  condescensions 
to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Convention,  assented  to  the  i^assing 
of  all  impropriations  forfeited  in  this  late  rebellion,  to  the 
respective  incumbents,  at  the  rent  reserved  upon  the  several 
impropriators  and  afterward  by  his  Eoyal  letters,  dated  20  Nov., 
1660,  granted  all  impropriations  and  all"  forfeited  lands  held  from 
the  Church  to  the  respective  Churches  from  which  they  were  held.

Comparing  the  several  parts  of  these  books  with  those  trans- 
mitted into  Ireland  by  the  late  Commissioners  of  the  Court  of 
Claims,  and  now  in  the  custody  of  the  late  sub-commissioners,  I 
find  them  to  agree  in  the  entries. 

"I  find  also  that  all  these  books  of  entries  were  drawn  and 
abstracted  out  of  certain  receipts  or  acquittances  from  certain 
persons  who  were  appointed  treasurers  or  receivers  of  the  moneys 
subscribed  by  the  adventurers,  which  receipts  or  acquittances  are 
signed  by  the  said  treasurers  and  bundled  up  in  hundreds  with 
figures  of  reference  to  the  books.  Upon  comparing  several  particu- 
lars of  the  entries  with  the  said  receipts  I  find  false  entries  both 
as  to  the  time  of  payments,  and  as  to  the  sums  paid,  whether  by 
oversight  or  otherwise  I  cannot  say.  But  the  said  receipts  or 
acquittances  I  find  are  the  only  and  sole  vouchers  whereby  the 
whole  adventurers  were  allowed  or  not  allowed,  and  are  the  only 
papers  that  will  discover  and  make  out  the  King's  title  to  the 
quantum  [?J  of  the  elapsed  money,  sea  forces,  English  arrears,  or 
original  adventures  and  doubling  ordinance."  Without  these 
receipts,  no  controversy  in  this  matter  can  be  settled  satisfactorily, 
nor  can  the  sub-commissioners  appointed  to  consider  the  Bill  now 
under  consideration  ascertain  whether  payment  should  be  made  in 
Irish  or  English  acres,  since  this  depends  on  the  date  at  which 
subscriptions  were  paid  in.'^' 

There  are  also  receipts  given  by  the  late  Committee  at  Gurney 
House,  concerning  Bishops',  Deans',  and  Chapters'  landsin  England. 
Study  of  these  will  enable  us  to  find  out  about  the  elapsed  money 
in  Ireland.  About  the  year  1647,  several  persons  that  had  elapsed 
for  lands  in  Ireland  and  paid  in  half  money,  were  by  an  ordinance 
of  Parliament  allowed  double  as  much  out  of  Deans'  and  Chapters' 
lands — "as  for  instance,  an  adventurer  for  Ireland  subscribed  £100 
and  elapsed.

Ussher,  and  Sir  Paul  Davis, 
bearing  date  24  January,  1661,  to  inquire  into  these  debts,  and  these 
Commissioners  found  that  a671,916  2s.  Bd.  is  due  to  the  Duke  on  all 
grounds.  The  Duke  deserves  not  only  our  justice  but  our  favour. 
You  shall  pay  him  this  sum  out  of  the  sums  received  in  respect  of 
profits  on  the  adventurers'  and  soldiers'  lands  in  Ireland,  which  have 
been  settled  on  them  pursuant  to  the  Declaration  of  30  November, 
1660.  You  shall  be  credited  in  your  accounts  with  such  sums  as  you 
may  pay  out  under  this  order,  and  shall  pay  it  out  as  soon  as  the 
sums  come  in.

London.  the  RoMAN  Catholic  Cleegy  of  IRELAND  addressed  to  the  King. 

We  wish  to  represent  our  present  deplorable  condition.  We  are 
intrusted  by  the  "  undispensable  Commission  of  the  King  of  Kings 
with  the  cure  of  souls."  We  are  teaching  our  flocks  perfect 
obedience  to  the  King,  but  are  loaden  with  calumnies  and  perse- 
cuted with  severity.  We  are  accused  of  conspiracy  without  any 
good  grounds.  Our  adversaries  invent  crimes  against  them.  This 
tends  to  undermine  the  relations  between  the  Eoman  Catholic 
clergy  and  laity.  The  charges  are  brought  by  those  who  enjoy  the 
estates  of  the  Irish  and  wish  to  prove  that  they  are  not  worthy  of 
the  King's  mercy.  If  any  one  of  us  offends,  the  whole  clergy  are 
debited  with  his  offence,  as  though  no  evil  or  indiscreet  person 
could  write  or  speak  without  the  consent  of  all  the  others. 

We  know  what  odium  is  cast  upon  us  in  matters  of  religion  and 
dependence  on  the  Pope's  government  and  we  therefore  make  the 
following  protest  before  Heaven  and  "without  equivocation  or 
mental  reservation." 

We  acknowledge  you  to  be  legal  and  rightful  King  of  Ireland  and 
of  all  your  dominions,  and,  in  spite  of  any  authority  existing  in  or 
given  by  the  See  of  Rome,  we  will  perform  our  duty  to  you  to  the 
utmost  of  our  ability,  and  we  repudiate  any  power,  spiritual  or 
temporal,  which  shall  pretend  to  free  us  from  this  obligation  or 
shall  any  way  give  us  leave  of  licence  to  raise  tumults,  bear  arms, 
or  offer  any  violence  to  your  Majesty's  person  and  Royal  authority, 
and  to  resist  with  our  best  endeavours  all  conspiracies  and 
attempts  against  your  Majesty  under  whatever  pretence  or  by 
whatever  authority  they  may  be  made.  We  protest  that  all  Princes 
and  supreme  governors  are  God's  lieutenants,  and  that  obedience 
is  due  to  them.  We  repudiate  all  doctrine  contrary  to  this  and  we 
hold  it  impious,  damnable  and  wicked  to  contend  that  a  private 
person  may  murder  the  King. 

These  being  our  views,  we  humbly  beg  to  be  relieved  of  our 
present  severe  persecution,  which  we  suffer  for  our  religion  only, 
and  that  those  who  may  hereafter  be  guilty  of  other  crimes  be  left 
to  the  punishment  prescribed  by  law.

An  ordinance  was  made  by  the  late  General  Convention  of  the 
Kingdom  entitled  "  An  ordinance  for  speedy  raising  of  moneys  for 
His  Majesty's  service,"  and  dated  1  Mar.,  1660,  which  ordinance 
was  for  raising  a  double  poll.  We  have  received  information  that 
in  epllecting  this  tax  there  have  been  great  misdemeanours  in  the 
collectors  and  sub-collectors  thereof  in  several  counties  by  charging 
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the  people  with  more  money  than  were  charged  in  the  books  of 
assessments  delivered  to  the  said  collectors.  The  sums  thus 
fraudulently  collected  have  been  taken  by  the  collectors  and  sub- 
collectors  for  their  own  use.  We  are  aware  of  these  injustices  and 
are  empowered  to  prevent  them,  and  we  therefore  order  by  this 
Proclamation  that  all  the  Commissioners  appointed  for  taxing  the 
double  poll  in  the  counties  of  Ireland  who  have  not  as  yet  returned 
to  the  Eeceiver  General  duplicates  of  the  books  given  by  them  to 
the  collectors,  shall  forthwith  return  such  duplicates  "  without 
referring  them  to  returns  of  the  first  single  poll."  If  they  fail 
herein  they  will  be  justly  suspected  of  connivance  and  will  be  pro- 
ceeded against.  The  clerks  employed  by  the  Commissioners  in 
each  county  shall  attend  the  judges  at  the  next  Assize  for  that  county 
and  deliver  to  the  said  judges  a  duplicate  of  the  said  book  attested 
by  some  of  the  said  Commissioners,  and  shall  attend  there 
during  the  sessions  for  that  county.  The  judges  shall  there 
hear  any  complaints  made  against  these  collectors,  &c.,  and  shall 
punish  all  who  have  misdemeaned  themselves  therein,  not  only  to 
punish  them  but  to  deter  others  from  such  offences,  and  for 
reparation  to  the  persons  injured.

Lord  Kingston,  who  had  bought  several  lands  in  Ireland  from 
adventurers,  soldiers  and  transplantable  persons,  has  resigned  some 
of  these  to  George,  Lord  Strabane,  Sir  William  Dougan  or  Dungan, 
Sir  Henry  Talbot,  Thomas  Harman,  Esq.,  and  other  persons  restor- 
able  to  their  former  estates  by  our  Declaration  of  30  November  last 
— without  any  reprize  as  yet  given  him.  We  have  thought  well  to 
provide  in  the  Bill  for  Settlement  for  reprisals  to  him  of  equivalent 
lands  in  the  cos.

Dublin,  and  in 
the  baronies  of  Clane  Salter  [Clane  and  Salt]  and  Naas,  co.  Kildare, 
similar  in  value  to  those  which  Lord  Kingston  has  lately  given  up  ;

We  then  said  that  we  should  have  no 
further  need  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  for  that  service,  but 
now  find  we  shall  need  collectors  for  it  as  receivers  of  the  half- 
yearly  payments  due  next  Easter  which  are  wanted  for  the 
speedy  meeting  of  the  needs  of  the  army.

These  collectors  are  respectively  to  enter  into  bonds  before  two 
Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the  county  in  which  they  are  responsible,  in 
double  the  sum  designed  for  that  collection,  to  Sir  James  Ware,  to 
the  King's  use,  with  condition  to  pay  truly  into  the  Exchequer  and 
account  for  such  sums  as  they  shall  receive  [from  this  collection].

We  have  thought  fit,  on  a  report  from  the  Lords  Justices,  to 
grant  to  Sir  Thomas  Vyner,  Bt.,  Eobert  Vyner,  our  goldsmith, 
and  Daniel  Bellingham,  of  Dublin,  goldsmith,  the  right  to  coin  small 
silver  coins  to  pass  current  there ;  and  in  pursuance  thereof  we 
desire  you  to  pass  a  patent  to  them  in  the  following  terms : — 

"The  minting,  coining  and  uttering  of  small  silver  money  hath 
been  found  to  be  of  great  and  general  use  and  benefit  to  our  people 
of  the  realm  of  Ireland  as  well  amongst  tradesmen  for  the  exchange 
of  moneys  in  the  course  of  their  several  trades,  as  amongst  other 
sorts  of  people,  the  scarcity  whereof  is  very  prejudical  unto  them  " 
especially  to  the  poor.  The  Lords  Justices  have  recommended  the 
institution  of  a  mint  for  coining  silver  coins  between  groats  and 
fourpenny  pieces  or  coins  of  less  value  in  Dublin.  We  therefore 
direct  that  a  mint  shall  be  established  for  coining  these  coins  in  some 
convenient  place  in  the  city  of  Dublin  and  that  the  Vyners  and 
Bellingham,  who  have  served  our  cause  loyally,  shall  have  the  sole 
right  of  working  such  mint,  with  the  offices  of  master  and  worker, 
warden,  comptroller,  assay  master,  and  the  smaller  offices  as  may 
be  necessary.  The  Chief  Governor  of  Ireland  for  the  time  being 
shall  fix  the  fees  which  the  officials  of  the  mint  are  to  receive. 
Without  our  express  licence  no  other  silver  pieces  shall  be  coined 
in  Ireland  except  half-penny  pieces  having  on  one  side  a  harp, 
9,nd  on  the  other  a  crown ;  penny  pieces  with  the  effigy  of  our  self 
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or  our  successors,  and  a  figure  to  denominate  the  same  on  one 
side  and  the  harp  on  the  other  side  ;  two-penny  pieces  with  our 
effigy,  &c.,  on  one  side  and  the  "harp  crowned"  on  the  other; 
three-penny  pieces  with  the  effigy  and  title,  &c.,  but  with  the  motto 
on  the  harp  side  "  oblectat  et  reperat,"  and  four-penny  pieces  or 
groats  with  the  same  obverse  and  reverse  as  the  three-pennies. 
There  shall  also  be  privy  marks  on  the  coins  which  shall  be 
changed  from  time  to  time  to  prevent  counterfeiting;  and  the 
coins  shall  be  made  of  such  silver  only  as  is  imported  into  this 
country  or  of  foreign  silver,  and  of  the  same  fineness  as  English 
coins.  The  silver  shall  be  fixed  and  assayed  in  Ireland  in  the 
manner  adopted  at  our  Mint  at  the  Tower  of  London.  The  propor- 
tion shall  be  such  that  1  oz.  of  half-pennies  be  coined  to  every  2 
oz.  of  pence,  2  oz.  of  two-pennies,  3  oz.  of  three-pennies  and  4 
oz.  of  four-pennies  "  in  every  pound  being  12  oz.  Troy  weight  of 
standard  silver."  Every  lb.  of  standard  silver  shall  be  in 
tale  £S  10.S.  of  coined  silver  with  the  "allowance  or  remedy" 
of  six  pennyweight  under  or  over  in  every  pound  for  the 
"sheering  and  sizing"  of  the  same;  and  "for  the  fineness,  the 
remedy  of  two  pennyweight  better  or  worse  in  every  pound  weight 
of  standard  silver ;  that  is  to  say  11  oz.  2  dwt.  fine  and  18  dwt. 
alley  in  every  lb.  of  troy  weight,"  which  said  small  money  so 
minted,  coined  and  made,  we  ordain  shall  pass  as  current  in 
Ireland.  No  person  shall  be  obliged  to  receive  more  than  2s.  in  the 
£  [of  his  debt]  in  such  small  silver.  We  forbid  all  others  to  make 
such  silver  coins,  or  any  others,  in  Ireland,  or  to  use  engines  for 
the  same,  or  to  use  or  utter  in  Ireland  small  foreign  silver  or  small 
silver  coins  minted  for  use  in  other  parts  of  our  dominions,  and 
either  now  made  or  hereafter  to  be  made,  excepting  the  small  silver 
coins  which  in  January,  1649,  and  since,  were  and  have  been 
current  in  the  country.  Penalties  of  forfeiture  and  fine,  &c.,  for 
breach  of  this  order  [details] .  Half  the  fines  collected  in  penalties 
shall  go  to  the  Crown  and  half  to  the  aforesaid  grantees. 

The  grantees  may  at  any  time  hereafter,  taking  a  constable  with 
them,  enter  any  "  ship  bottom,  vessel,  boats,  house,  shop,  ware- 
house, or  any  other  place  "  within  or  without  liberties,  where  they 
have  cause,  to  search  for  illicit  coins,  and  may  arrest  and  carry  away 
such  coins,  if  they  are  discovered.  This  grant  shall  last  for  21 
years,  and  the  grantees  shall  pay  us  12d.  out  of  every  lb.  troy 
weight  of  sterling  silver  minted  or  coined  in  Ireland.  They  shall 
keep  this  sum  without  accounting  for  it,  and  shall  [therewith]  pay 
for  all  workmen,  engines,  tools,  coals,  &c.,  required  in  the  mint. 
Except  this  12d.  per  lb.,  they  shall  have  all  the  profits  of  the 
process  of  coining  to  their  own  sole  use  ;  and  shall  issue  as  much 
coin  as  they  think  right  to  the  counties,  cities,  corporate,  towns, 
boroughs,  &c.

Sir  Thomas  purchased  several  lands  and  houses  in  the  town  and 
CO.  of  Galway,  from  Thomas  Whitcombe,  John  Scriven,  Richard 
Smith,  and  Richard  Hawkes,  all  of  the  city  of  Gloucester,  as 
appears  by  indentures  dated  14  and  22  May,  1658.  This  title  is 
invalid,  as  it  was  only  derived  from  an  Act  made  in  a  pretended 
Parliament  called  by  the  unlawful  authority  of  some  of  those  unjust 
powers  that  usurped  our  Crown  and  Government ;  so  that  the  said 
Sir  Thomas  Clarges  will  be  thereby  much  impoverished,  except  he 
is  granted  these  lands.  We  are  determined  to  make  him  the  grant 
accordingly,  but  this  cannot  be  safely  done  until  the  Bill  for  settle- 
ment of  Ireland  is  passed.  We  therefore  direct  that  he  or  his 
agents  shall  receive  the  rents  of  these  lands  pending  the  passing  to 
him  of  a  confirming  grant.  Clauses  for  execution.  Pp.  H.

12  March.  A  Brief  of  the  Defence  made  to  justify  the  peace  concluded  in 
Ireland  in  the  year  1648,  notwithstanding  the  objections  raised 
to  invalid  the  same. 

It  is  first  objected  against  the  said  peace  that  it  was  a  mere  force 
on  the  King. 

Ansu-er.  No  such  force  was  used.  In  1647  certain  agents  were 
sent  to  France  to  consult  with  the  Queen  and  the  then  Prince  of 
Wales  for  sanctioning  the  peace,  the  King  being  then  in  restraint. 

At  that  time  there  was  no  town  or  place  in  the  King's  hands,  so 
that  there  was  nothing  against  which  force  could  be  used.  On  the 
contrary  the  Catholics  used  force  against  some  of  their  own  party, 
who  unadvisedly  opposed  the  cessation  then  made  with  the  Lord  of 
Inchiquin  ;  and  the  object  of  the  cessation  was  to  bring  the  Catholic 
■  forces  into  line  with  the  King's  interest.  Its  object  was  to  help  to 
get  King  Charles  I.  out  of  restraint,  and  it  was  made  by  his  authorised 
agents.  Your  Majesty  (King  Charles  II.)  recognised  this  peace 
and  the  loyalty  of  your  Irish  subjects  ;  and  it  was  they  who  first 
declared  you  King. 

The  second  objection  against  the  peace  is  that  it  was  broken  by 
the  proceedings  of  some  of  the  clergy  met  at  Jamestown  and  by  the 
disobedience  of  some  towns. 
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A7iswer.  This  was  only  the  meeting  of  a  few  men,  met  without 
any  authority.  The  Commissioners  of  Trust,  authorised  by  the 
Lord  Lieutenant,  expressed  their  detestation  of  the  said  proceed- 
ings, and  the  officers  of  the  army  publicly  did  the  same.  The 
assembly  at  Loughreagh,  which  met  by  the  authority  of  the  Lord 
Lieutenant,  protested  against  any  attempt  to  take  away,  or 
entrench  on,  the  King's  authority.  The  chief  est  of  the  clergy 
joined  in  this  protestation. 

After  the  meeting  at  Jamestown  the  Lord  Lieutenant  wrote  and 
declared  that  it  was  a  meeting  of  but  a  few  factious  clergy  and  that  the 
majority  of  the  Irish  nobility  and  gentry  were  loyal.  As  the  papers 
of  the  Irish,  hke  their  estates,  were  taken  from  them  by  the 
usurper,  they  must  appeal  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant  to  verify  this 
statement.  The  Lord  Lieutenant  left  this  authority  in  the  hands 
of  Lord  Clanricarde,  whom  the  nobility  and  gentry  obeyed.  When 
his  Excellency  departed,  only  Limerick  and  Galway  remained  in 
the  King's  hands  and  the  counties  of  Galway  and  Clare,  the  other 
parts  of  Connaught  being  waste.  Munster  had  been  lost  through 
the  defection  and  betrayal  of  Inchiquin's  army,  which  happened 
before  the  meeting  at  Jamestown. 

The  third  objection  is  one  of  disobedience  made  against  Water- 
ford,  Limerick  and  Galway. 

Answer.  Each  of  these  has  made  particular  answers,  by  which 
their  ancient  services  to  the  Crown  appear.  They  admit  that 
certain  factious  parties  were  disloyal,  but  show  that  in  the  end 
these  cities  accepted  garrisons  and  stood  out  to  extremity.  Other 
towns  have  certainly  been  loyal. 

After  the  Lord  Lieutenant's  departure,  the  Catholics,  under  Lord 
Clanricarde,  opposed  the  usurper.  Your  Majesty  approved  this 
opposition  by  letters  written  in  1650  and  1651,  as  a  valuable 
diversion  in  your  favour.  This  caused  the  Catholics  to  reject  very 
good  terms  offered  them  by  Ireton,  inasmuch  as  they  did  not  wish 
to  release  his  troops  for  service  against  the  Eoyalists  in  England. 
They  continued  resistance  till  the  towns  were  taken,  after  long 
sieges,  and  until  the  Marquis  of  Clanricarde  had  to  retire  to  the 
mountains  with  his  party,  and  until  your  Majesty  licensed  them  to 
make  terms  for  themselves. 

In  fine,  the  peace  of  1648,  dissolved  the  [Catholic]  Confederacy 
and  placed  all  the  Catholics  under  the  King's  sovreignty.  If  any 
persons  have  since  offended  they  must  be  proceeded  against  accord- 
ing to  law,  but  the  innocent  must  not  be  deprived  as  well  as  the 
nocent.  Your  Majesty  would  certainly  take  measures  by  law 
against  any  persons  who  now  rose  in  arms  within  your  kingdom  ; 
and  should  punish  those  who  did  not  adhere  to  the  peace,  if  indeed 
they- are  to  be  punished,  in  the  same  way.  The  innocent  should 
not,  however,  suffer  for  the  guilty.  Sodom  would  have  been 
spared  if  ten  persons  had  been  found  in  it ;  and  it  is  hoped  that 
your  Majesty,  whose  mercy  is  well  known,  will  spare  the  adherers — 
if  not  the  non-adherers — to  the  peace,  and  restore  them  their  estates 
by  the  present  Act  of  Settlement  without  any  reprisals,  provisoes,

"  Whereas  Popish  priests,  friars,  Jesuits  and  others  of  super- 
stitious orders  derived  from  the  see  of  Rome  have  been  found  by 
woeful  experience,  as  in  all  former  rebellions  so  in  the  late  horrid 
rebellion  in  this  kingdom,  to  have  been  principal  incendiaries  of 
and  actors  in  those  rebellions  and  seducers  of  the  people  in  dis- 
obedience and  disloyalty  against  His  Majesty  and  his  Government 
in  this  his  kingdom:"  and  whereas  in  December  last  we  had  infor-

You  are  to  cause  convenient  furnaces  and  buildings  for  erecting 
a  mint  to  be  built  in  Dublin  and  elsewhere  in  Ireland,  as  you  and 
the  Council  think  fit,  and  shall  [procure]  all  tools,  utensils  and 
implements  to  be  prepared,  which  shall  be  necessary  for  carrying  on 
that  service. 

You  shall  appoint  such  .  officers  as  you  think  necessary,  not 
exceeding  the  number  of  them  which  exists  in  the  Tower  of  London. 
We  commit  to  you  the  right  of  appointment  and  the  settling  of  the 
amount  of  fees  payable,  requesting  that  you  see  that  what  is 
allowed  does  not  exceed  what  is  allowed  in  England,  but  that  all 
possible  steps  be  taken  to  lessen  the  charge. 

You  shall  give  special  directions  for  seeing  that  all  the  moneys 
coined  in  Ireland  be  of  the  exact  standard  of  those  in  England, 
according  to  the  trial  pieces  sent  you  by  the  Warden  of  the  Mint  in 
England  and  marked  "  Part  of  the  trial  piece  within  the  Tower  o 
London,  made  14  October,  1660."  The  coins  shall  be  made  of  the 
same  "  species  "  as  those  of  England,  and  shall  be  marked  in  the 
same  way,  but  with  some  means  of  distinguishing  them.  Our 
seignorage  shall  be  the  same  per  centage  as  in  England,  and  shall 
be  modified  whenever  any  changes  are  made  here. 
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We  have  lately  sent  two  pix  boxes  to  Ireland,  each  with  three 
keys — one  of  which  is  to  be  kept  by  the  Master -Worker,  one  by  the 
Warden  and  one  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Mint  of  the  Tower  of 
London.  Each  of  these  has  a  cover  over  the  cleft  by  which  the 
several  coins  are  put  into  them,  with  three  locks  to  the  covers,  the 
keys  whereof  are  to  be  kept  by  the  Warden,  Master- Worker,  and 
Comptroller  of  the  Mint  in  Ireland.  The  coins  current  in  Ireland 
shall  be  put  into  one  of  these  boxes  on  the  24th  of  March  next,  and 
in  each  following  year,  and  shall  be  sent  over  to  be  tried  here  at 
the  Mint  in  the  Tower. 

The  "  remedy  "is  to  be  allowed  not  on  each  pound-weight,  but 
upon  each  coin,  and  to  be  as  in  England.

You  know  at  what  a  great 
expense  our  ancestors  have  been  for  keeping  up  an  army  for  the 
preservation  of  peace  in -that  kingdom,  and  what  has  been  formerly 
prescribed  for  improving  our  revenues  and  lessening  our  charge  by 
all  honourable  and  fit  means.  We  doubt  not  of  the  efficiency  of 
your  service  in  these  matters  and  our  father  King  Charles  recog- 
nised their  value.

1.  You  shall  at  once  go  to  Ireland  and  inform  yourself  of  all  our 
revenues  and  compositions  certain,  and  obtain  and  require  our 
auditors  there  to  furnish  you  with  accurate  books  and  rentals. 
These  shall  remain  with  you  in  order  that  our  certain  revenues  and 
compositions  may  be  better  answered  unto  us  than  they  have 
formerly  been. 

2.  As  owing  to  "  the  remissness  of  our  former  Vice-Treasurer 
and  Receiver-General,  together  with  the  negligence  or  corruptions 
of  the  officers  of  our  Exchequer  and  Sheriffs,"  many  arrears  exist 
of  rents,  &c.,  due  to  us,  we  warn  you  not  to  fall  into  their  errors,  but 
to  take  steps  to  collect  all  our  due  and  growing  revenue,  certain  and 
casual.

5.  You  shall,  in  person  or  by  your  deputy,  attend  at  all 
convenient  times  the  places  to  which  our  subjects  resort  for 
paying  their  rents,  and  for  their  easier  despatch,  our  Clerk  of  the 
Pells  and  two  Chamberlains,  or  their  deputies,  shall  also  attend 
there.  You  shall  by  pursuivants  or  otherwise  bring  in,  or  secure 
payment  by  those  who  fail  to  render  what  is  due  to  them.  Our 
Deputy  and  Council  shall  proclaim  that  all  who  do  not  pay  what  is 
due  from  them  will  be  sued  and  prosecuted,  so  that  they  may 
see  that  it  is  their  own  fault  if  this  course  has  to  be  taken. 

6.  You  shall  give  receipts,  signed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Pells  and 
at  least  one  of  the  Chancellors  or  their  deputies,  showing  the  day, 
amount  and  nature  of  payments  received.

12.  In  every  year,  within  twenty  days  after  the  end  of  Hilary 
term,  you  shall  hand  in  your  book  of  receipt  and  expenditure  to  the 
Auditor,  and  it  shall  be  examined  by  our  Commissioners  for  Accounts 
or  some  of  them,  including  always  our  Auditor,  before  the  20th  of 
March  following.  This  will  ensure  the  accounts  for  each  year  being 
kept  separate.

The  King  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant  for  the  Coepokations  of 
Gloucester  and  Liverpool. 

Several  houses,  &c.,  in  the  town  of  Gal  way,  were  set  out  to 
Anthony  Edwards  and  Thomas  Whitcombe,  of  the  city  of 
Gloucester,  and  other  lands  were  set  out  to  the  "  Mayor,  Burgesses 
and  Aldermen  or  Corporation  "  of  Liverpool,  or  to  JamesBrowne  or 
others  for  them,  and  possessed  by  them  accordingly.  They  have 
since  alienated  their  interest  in  part  of  the  premises  to  English  and 
Protestants,  and  have  given  security  for  making  good  such  sales 
and  have  laid  out  considerable  sums  of  money  in  building.  These 
lands  are  by  the  Act  of  Settlement  set  apart  to  meet  claims  in  respect 
of  arrears  for  service  before  5  June,  1649.  Edwards  and  Whitcombe 
have  petitioned  asking  that  they  may  have  their  estates,  and,  with 
other  London  Protestants,  intend  to  develop  trade  there.  We  are 
unwilling  to  upset  the  arrangement  of  Nov.  30,  1660,  and  have 
therefore  not  acceded  to  this  request  by  the  Act  of  Settlement ;  but 
you  shall  permit  the  trustees  for  Gloucester  or  Liverpool  to  have 
the  preference  in  buying  any  of  such  lands  as  they  are  in  possession 
of,  except  the  houses,  &c.,  now  or  lately  in  the  possession  of  Sir 
Thomas  Clargis,  Kt.

Same  for  Sir  John  Peecival. 

Sir  John,  by  a  petition,  shows  that  there  was  due  to  his  father, 
at  the  time  of  the  outbreak  of  the  late  rebellion  in  Ireland,  a 
"corrody"*''  issuing  out  of  the  lands  of  Kinsaly,  co.  Dublin,  viz., 
man's  meat  for  himself  and  four  servants,  and  horsemeat  for  three 
horses  during  the  four  terms  of  the  year.  He  shows  that  the  said 
corrody  was  set  by  Sir  Philip,  his  father,  at  £12,  and  twenty  barrels 
of  wheat  per  year,  and  that  after  the  beginning  of  the  late  rebellion, 
Richard  Goulding,  of  Kinsaly,  co.  Dublin,  and  Walter  Plunkett,  of 
Plunkett's  Grange  in  the  same,  who  were  inheritors  of  Kinsaly, 
became  outlawed  so  that  the  late  usurper  let  the  said  lands  without 
making  any  provision  for  the  corrody  of  the  petititioner  and  his  father. 
He  further  shows  that  these  lands  are  in  our  hands,  and  not  disposed 
of  and  that  the  corrody  is  not  paid,  and  prays  for  a  lease  of  the  town, 
&c.,  of  Kinsaly  for  61  years,  at  a  moderate  rent.  You  shall  pass 
patents  granting  the  request,  if  you  find  the  facts  in  the  petition  true.

O'Kelly  has  petitioned  showing  that  in  1647,  a  skirmish  or  fight 
took  place  on  the  land  of  Curraghteskin,  co.  Waterford,  of  which  he 
was  tenant,  that  some  persons  of  the  Parliament  party,  then  com- 
manded by  the  Earl  of  Inchiquin,  were  killed  there,  and  that  he  has 
lately  been  indicted  as  accessory  to  the  murder  of  them.  A  true  bill 
was  found  against  the  petitioner  on  the  evidence,  as  he  says,  that  he 
was  seen  standing  next  a  dead  person  unknown  and  that  some  who 
stood  beside  him,  had  the  horses,  arms,  and  clothes  of  the  said  dead

Directing  that,  as  it  may  be  long  before  the  Commissioners  can 
determine  his  title  to  his  estate,  he  shall  in  the  meantime  be 
allowed  such  sum  out  of  the  Irish  Treasury  as  they  think  just.

Same  to  the  Lords  Justices  for  composition  of  forfeitures  upon 
wool  bonds  in  Ireland. 

We  have  recently  made  grants  to  several  persons  of  the  sums 
due  on  forfeited  bonds  for  transporting  wool  out  of  the  country. 
We  are  nevertheless  anxious  to  mitigate  the  vigorous  enforcement 
of  their  forfeitures  and  therefore  desire  you  to  make  a  proclama- 
tion to  the  effect  that  all  persons  who  are  ready  to  compound  for 
the  sums  due  from  them  under  these  forfeitures  and  who  shall 
within  three  months  after  the  date  of  your  proclamation  send  in 
petitions  stating  the  amount  due  from  them  to  such  Commissioners 
as  you  shall  appoint  and  shall  j>ay  such  sums  as  the  Commissioners 
may  agree  upon,  shall  be  free  of  these  forfeitures;  provided  that 
no  composition  shall  be  for  less  than  five  shillings  in  the  £1,  and 
that  the  same  be  paid  in  at  furthest  within  six  months  of  the  date 
of  the  compositions.  The  sums  shall  be  paid  over  to  such  persons 
as  have  received  grants  charged  thereon  until  these  have  been 
satisfied,  and  the  residue  shall  be  paid  out  for  such  purposes  as  we 
shall  prescribe.  As  we  have  granted  one  half  of  these  forfeitures 
to  —  Parker,  he  shall  either  accept  what  the  Commissioners  think 
fair,  or  shall  be  left  to  his  remedy  at  law.  If  he  choose  the  latter 
alternative,  you  shall  take  half  the  composite  sums,  pay  them  out 
to  the  other  grantees  except  Parker,  and  leave  the  other  half  until 
Parker  be  heard  at  law.

Instructions  to  the  Marquis  op  Ormond  as  Lord  Lieutenant  of 
Ireland. 

Being  anxious  to  give  Ireland  the  blessings  of  good  government 
and  to  improve  the  chance  given  as  by  the  great  forfeitures  of  those 
who  have  borne  arms  against  us,  we  could  not  fix  upon  anything 
more  like  to  be  acceptable  to  the  people  for  those  ends  than  to 
appoint  you  "  of  whose  wisdom  and  experience  in  the  affairs  of  that 
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kingdom,  untainted  loyalty,  valour  and  moderation  and  integrity 
with  zeal  to  this  established  religion,  we  have  had  so  eminent 
assurance  "  Lord  Lieutenant.  We  have  therefore  directed  that  the 
appointment  be  given  to  you  in  as  ample  a  manner  as  it  was  given 
to  any  of  your  predecessors. 

You  shall  keep  the  peace  and  chastise  all  offenders,  and  although 
your  long  experience  makes  it  less  needful  that  we  should  instruct 
you  than  it  would  be  were  the  appointment  given  to  a  less 
experienced  person,  "  yet  we  think  fit,  after  so  violent  a  commotion 
of  all  humours,  and  that  the  long  and  continued  disorders, 
troubles  and  variety  of  changes  in  that  kingdom  have  produced 
such  varieties  of  interests  and  so  much  confusion  and  deviation 
from  order  and  government,  to  prescribe  unto  you  such  things 
which  we  hold  necessary  for  you  to  observe  and  we  expect  that —  " 

1.  You  shall  formally  deliver  your  commission  to  the  Lords  of 
the  Council  there,  take  the  oath,  and  taking  your  place  above  all 
others  at  the  Council,  shall  administer  the  oath  of  Council  to  those 
whom  we  have  declared  or  shall  declare  to  be  of  our  Council  there, 
and  who  are  not  yet  sworn. 

2.  You  shall  above  all  things  "  settle  good  orders "  in  the 
church  and  see  that  God  is  better  served  than  now  he  is,  when  the 
rebellion  has  produced  "  too  plentiful  a  seedtime  of  atheism,  super- 
stition, and  seisme."  You  shall  endeavour  to  check  all  disturbers  of 
the  peace  of  the  church  and  take  steps  that  "  the  tares  and  cockle 
which  many  years'  war  and  confusion  have  sowed  will  be  most 
safely  picked  out."  You  should  continue  Lord  Chichester's  policy 
of  building  churches.  In  order  to  provide  the  means  which  alone 
will  ensure  that  good  ministers  may  hold  livings  in  Ireland,  you 
must,  with  the  assistance  of  some  of  the  church  and  of  other 
persons  of  skill  and  experience,  investigate  the  value  of  livings  in 
the  Irish  church.  You  shall  endeavour  to  raise  them  to  their 
former  level,  a  work  to  which,  as  you  know,  we  have  made  a  large 
contribution  in  our  great  Bill  recently  sent  to  Ireland.  When 
livings  become  vacant,  you  shall  fill  them  with  "pious,  apt  and 
able  persons,  being  men  of  good  repute,  credit  and  such  as  may 
reside  upon  their  livings."  You  shall  see  that  there  is  no  corrup- 
tion in  the  bestowal  of  livings.  Looking  into  and  remembering 
the  instructions  sent  in  1623  by  our  grandfather  for  concerning  the 
Church  of  Ireland  you  shall  see  that  the  provision  made  for  the 
clergy  at  the  time  of  the  plantation  of  the  "  seignories  in  Munster," 
and  at  the  time  of  tl\e  plantation  of  Ulster  and  other  parts  of 
Ireland,  is  preserved  to  them.  The  same  with  regard  to  the  pro- 
visions made  by  "the  general  plantation  now  to  be 'made  "by 
ourselves.  You  shall  see  that  the  funds  given  for  school  mainten- 
ance by  James  I.,  Charles  I.  and  ourselves  shall  be  preserved  for 
that  purpose.  We  desire  "  that  you  endeavour  by  all  possible 
means  to  win  the  people  of  that  our  Kingdom  to  send  their 
children  to  be  educated  in  the  college  near  Dublin,  for  whose  good 
the  same  was  chiefly  rerected  Isic]  and  is  bountifully  endowed 
from  the  Crown." 

3.  You  shall,  as  was  done  in  the  time  of  Charles  I.  remit  causes 
between  party  and  party  to  the  ordinary  course  of  justice  in  order 
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that  the  deliberations  of  the  Council  Board  may  be  most  useful  to 
the  public.  You  shall  let  us  know  from  time  to  time  what  is  amiss 
there,  "  and  we  cannot  but  marvel  that  a  country  so  fertile  as  that 
is,  and  so  well  situated  for  trade  and  commerce,  should,  after  so 
long  a  continued  peace  as  it  enjoyed  before  the  late  horrid 
rebellion  "  and  the  many  graces  and  immunities  granted  to  it  by 
James  I.  and  Charles  I.,  yield  no  better  profit  than  it  now  does. 
We  desire  you  to  endeavour  to  advance  our  revenue  now  that  the 
settlement  is  complete,  and  that  Ireland  may  not  only  support 
herself,  but  that  assistance  may  come  from  thence  as  it  did  in  the 
times  of  some  of  our  Royal  predecessors  "  towards  the  defraying  of 
our  great  expense  of  our  Crown  here,  and  in  foreign  parts." 

4.  We  know  what  an  advantage  it  is  to  have  the  judges'  places 
filled  by  persons  of  competence  and  honesty,  and  although  we  hope 
that  those  who  now  fill  these  places  are  competent  and  honest,  yet 
we  desire  you  to  carefully  inspect  their  conduct,  to  encourage  those 
who  do  well  and  report  those  who  do  not  do  so  that  we  may  remove 
them  from  their  places. 

5.  The  multiplicity  of  pardons  and  protections  is,  in  our 
opinion  the  reason  why  "idle  and  loose  persons  and  all  offenders 
have  so  much  increased  in  that  our  kingdom."  We  therefore  direct 
you  that  except  in  the  case  of  persons  pardoned  by  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment you  be  sparing  with  pardons. 

6.  You  shall  preserve  all  our  people  carefully  from  oppression, 
extortion  or  wrongdoing  by  the  soldiers,  and  shall  punish  severely 
any  persons  who  may  commit  such  offences.  Sanctity  of  property 
must  be  assured.  The  looseness  of  the  late  times  has  made  it  very 
difficult  to  ensure  complete  repose,  but  after  the  settlement  has 
been  attained  we  shall  expect  complete  obedience  to  the  laws. 

7.  You  shall  consider  our  revenue  and  see  that  our  last  establish- 
ment for  Ireland  is  rigidly  observed.  It  was  our  intention  to  set 
aside,  out  of  the  lands  forfeited  owing  to  the  late  rebellion,  a  certain 
amount  of  land  to  be  kept  in  demesne  for  the  support  of  the  Crown  ; 
"  but  those  forfeitures  not  amounting  to  such  a  value  as  might 
have  been  expected,  and  much  thereof  being  necessary  to  be  assigned 
towards  reprizals,  that  design  of  ours  is  for  the  present 
disappointed."  You  shall,  however,  bear  this  matter  in  mind  and 
shall  endeavour  to  increase  our  revenue  whenever  escheats  or  other 
occasions  may  offer.  You  shall  see  that  the  Vice-Treasurer,  Barons 
of  the  Exchequer  and  learned  Council  meet  together  frequently  to 
report  to  you  "  that  you  may  with  the  better  success  succeed  in  that 
disquisition;  and  we  rather  instance  than  recommend  this 
particular,  which  we  entirely  leave  to  your  wisdom,  whether  such 
a  constant  provision  of  beeves  and  other  victual  may  not  be  settled 
and  provided  for  as  may  serve  for  victualling  some  part  of  our  Navy, 
which,  if  it  could  be  done,  would  in  truth  by  their  resort  thither,  and 
attendance  there,  bring  many  considerable  benefits  and  advantages 
to  that  our  kingdom,  and  our  subjects  thereof  in  the  increase  of 
their  trade  and  venting  their  commodities."  If  you  should  receive 
from  us  any  orders  running  counter  to  our  establishment,  you  shall 
pot  fulfil  them  until  you  have  reported  thereon  to  us  9,nd  received 
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our  opinion.    You  shall  look  at  the  instructions  of  1623  regarding 
the  Irish  Revenue  and  see  that  they  are  carried  out. 

8.  You  shall  assist  the  Vice-Treasurer  in  bringing  in  our 
revenue. 

9.  No  fee  farm  or  lease  of  any  of  our  lands  not  in  charge,  shall 
be  granted  under  our  Great  Seal,  nor  any  custoclium  under  the  Seal 
of  our  Exchequer  before  our  office  be  found,  a  record  entered,  and 
indifferent  valuation  made  of  the  lands  and  the  same  put  in  charge 
with  the  auditor.  Every  person  to  whom  such  grant  is  to  be  made 
shall,  before  his  patent  do  pass  any  of  the  Seals,  put  in  good 
security  to  pay  the  rents  and  observe  the  covenants. 

10.  Neither  you  nor  the  Commissioners  who  shall  be  authorised 
to  let  our  lands,  &c.,  shall  grant  any  lands  without  a  reasonable 
fine  and  such  increase  of  rent  as  you  and  they  think  fit. 

11.  In  the  survey  of  escheated  or  concealed  lands  a  better 
survey  shall  be  made  for  us  than  heretofore,  and  our  surveyor  shall 
certify  no  value  upon  any  particular  before  a  view  and  inquisition 
first  made  and  taken  of  the  land,  taken  by  himself  or  his  deputy. 

12.  Fit  persons  to  be  chosen  as  sheriffs. 

13.  Small  sums  only  have  heretofore  come  to  our  Exchequer  of 
the  Castle  Chamber  fines.  Though  misdemeanours  proper  for 
punishment  in  that  Court  were  many,  you  shall  look  into  the 
reasons  of  this  and  uphold  the  jurisdiction  of  that  Court  "  for 
repressing  of  exorbitant  offences,  wherein  our  learned  Counsell  are 
to  do  their  duty  faithfully." 

14.  All  public  moneys  collected  shall  be  paid  in  to  the  Vice- 
Treasurer,  that  he  may  keep  a  true  account. 

15.  Although  the  act  transmitted  from  hence  for  customs  and 
excise  empowers  us  to  farm  the  customs  and  excise  to  whom  we  , 
will ;   yet,  for  the  ease  of  our  subjects,  you  may  offer  the  farming 
thereof  first  to  the  different  corporations  and  counties,  unless  you 
think  that  a  general  farm  would  be  most  for  our  advantage. 

16.  You  shall  do  all  that  can  be  done  to  increase  trade  and 
thereby  increase  our  customs.  You  shall  endeavour  to  stop  the 
export  of  corn  and  import  of  base  foreign  money.  You  shall 
endeavour  to  restore  the  coinage  to  the  level  of  English  currency. 

17.  The  rebellion  of  1641,  and  its  attendant  cruelties  might 
have  well  been  prevented  by  a  disciplined  army  placed  in  convenient 
quarters.  The  army  shall  now  be  governed  "  by  such  rules  and  orders 
of  war  as  have  been  accustomed  there.  You  shall  maintain  strict 
discipline  and  shall  keep  the  army  in  the  places  of  garrison  which 
are  most  for  the  public  safety,  without  considering  private  profit 
as  heretofore  when  the  soldiers  were  quartered  on  or  near  the 
officers'  estates  for  particular  accommodation  and  permitted  to 
follow  other  callings,  more  than  that  for  which  we  entertained  them. 
This  we  shall  expect  for  the  future  ....  to  be  remedied 
"that  so  by  continual  exercise  and  keeping  them  entirely  and 
indispensably  to  the  work  and  calling  for  which  we  pay  them  at  a 
vast  charge,  they  may  be  dexterous  and  ready  in  time  of  danger." 
You  shall  take  steps  to  keep  down  all  rebellion  and  disturbance  and 
make  Ireland  a  nursery  for  soldiers  for  our  other  dominions.    You 
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shall  be  sparing  in  giving  permission  to  any  officers  to  be  absent 
from  their  garrisons  except  on  leave.  No  leave  shall  be  for  more 
than  three  months. 

18.  You  shall  retrench  the  offices  of  a  quarter -master  and  two 
trumpeters  for  every  troop  in  our  army.  If  any  deserving  persons 
hold  those  places  you  shall  give  them  other  places  in  the  army  as 
vacancies  occur. 

19.  You  shall  observe  certain  of  the  rules  suggested  by  Lord 
Wentworth  for  the  Government  of  Ireland  in  Feb.  16|-|,  which  were 
approved  by  King  Charles  I.,  and  which  are  now  renewed. 

20.  These  instructions  shall  be  read  together  with  previous 
instructions  of  the  same  kind.  Pp.  10.  S.P.  Dom.  Entry  Book  IV.

At  the  desire  of  General  Monke  the  post  of  Surveyor-General  of 
Ireland  was  conferred  upon  petitioner  by  the  late  Council  of  State.

Declakation  by  the  Lords  Justices  and  Council. 

By  the  Irish  Act  of  11  Elizabeth,  it  was  enacted  that  no  person 
.  .  .  should  ship  or  carry  away  any  "  sheep-fells,  calf-fells,  goat- 
fells,  red  deer-fells  or  fallow  deer-fells  unwrought "  out  of  this 
kingdom  without  paying  the  customs  due  for  the  same,  i.e. : — 

For  every  sheep-fell,  calf-fell  and  goat-fell  Os.   4:cl. 

For  every  red  deer-fell  2s.    6d. 

For  every  fallow  deer-fell  Is.   8d. 

This  act  also  enacted  that  all  persons  who  should  transport  such 
fells  should  pay,  to  the  use  of  the  city  or  corporate  town  from  which 
they  exported  them,  M.  for  every  sheep,  calf  or  goat-fell ;  20c^.  for 
every  red  deer-fell  and  18d.  for  every  fallow  deer-fell ;  and  that  such 
persons  should  also  forfeit  id.  for  every  sheep,  &c.,  fell,  2s.  6;:?.  for 
every  red  deer  fell  and  Is.  8d.  for  every  fallow  deer-fell,  to  such 
person  as  should  sue  for  the  same.  The  same  act  enacted  that  if  any 
master  should  ship  on  board  any  ship,  bark,  "  packard  boat  "  or 
other  vessel  any  parcels  of  such  goods  without  customs  and  other 
charges  thereon  having  been  paid,  his  ship  should  be  forfeited — half 
of  the  value  to  the  Exchequer  and  the  other  half  to  the  discoverers 
of  the  fraud  ;  and  also  enacted  that  any  searcher  or  deputy  factor 
who  concealed  infringements  of  this  act  for  fourteen  weeks  should 
be  guilty  of  felony  and  punishable  with  death  and  forfeiture  of 
goods. 

By  the  Irish  Act  of  13  Elizabeth,  the  former  act  is  explained. 
The  earlier  act  specified  the  rewards  to  be  given  to  persons  who 
discovered  breaches  of  it  \_details  giveii] ,  and  made  the  mere  act  of 
loading  or  shipping  a  felony  punishable  with  death — either  for  the 
principals  or  accessories;  and  enacted  that  every  trunk,  " fardel " 
or  pack  in  which  such  contraband  goods  were  packed  should  be 
confiscated. 

We  have  considered  these  Acts  and  that  they  are  "very  much  for 
the  general  good  of  His  Majesty's  subjects  and  to  stay  the  said 
commodities  to  be  wrought  within  the  Kingdom,  whereby  many 
living  idle  may  be  set  to  work  and  English  artificers  may  be 
encouraged  to  come  into  His  Majesty's  kingdom  to  work  the  said 
several  commodities  for  the  public  benefit  and  advantage  of  the 
whole  realm."

King's  debts  and  revenues  came  in,  and  desiring  at  once  to  ease  the 
King's  subjects  and  to  coerce  defaulters,  decided  that,  by  way  of 
essay  only,  assignments  should  be  made  of  many  of  the  said  rents, 
debts,  and  casualties  to  sundry  of  his  Majesty's  captains  and  others 
[in  payment]  of  their  allowances,  &c.  Since  this  time,  may  be, 
acquittances  have  been  assigned  by  his  Majesty's  officers  of  the 
receipt  which  have  been  accepted  by  the  said  captains,  &c.,  who 
thereupon  gave  allowance  of  so  much  of  their  entertainments  and 
dues  as  the  said  acquittances  (together  with  the  fees  allowed  to  the 
officers)  amounted  to.  All  these  the  said  captains,  &c.,  were  to 
receive  from  the  parties  indebted  to  the  King  and  to  deliver  up  to 
them  their  acquittances  for  their  discharge.  This  cause  4id  not 
hasten  the  payment  of  the  King's  debts,  was  a  burden  to  subjects 
who  were  no  debtors,  a  disappointment  to  the  army  and  a  difficulty 
to  the  officers  of  the  Exchequer.

We  have  decided  and  declare  that  henceforward  no  assignments 
of  debts  due  to  the  King  shall  be  given  to  any  person.  All  persons 
who  do  not  pay  up  their  half-yearly  rents,  quit  rents,  &c.,  when  due 
at  Easter  and  Michaelmas  shall  be  summoned  before  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  or  otherwise  coerced.  Any  person  failing  to  pay  in 
what  may  be  due  from  him  from  the  excise  or  customs  will  be 
treated  in  the  same  way. 
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Those  who  disobey  this  proclamation  will  not  only  incur  the 
penalties  before  mentioned,  but  will  be  liable  to  be  considered  as 
obstacles  to  the  King's  service.

bept.         Petition  by  Sir  Thomas  Chamberlain  or  Chambrelan  to  the  King, 
showing  that : — 

Petitioner's  father-in-law,  PhiliiD  Burlamachi,  assured  petitioner 
in  1641  that  he  would  do  the  Koyal  cause  a  great  service  if,  by 
himself  and  his  friends,  he  advanced  money  for  reducing  the  rebels 
in  Ireland,  and  also  sent  corn  to  relieve  the  poor  Protestants  who 
fled  into  various  seaports  in  Ireland.  He  assured  petitioner  that 
he  would  be  repaid.  Petitioner  accordingly  paid  in  £1,600  to  the 
appointed  Treasurers  as  an  adventure  on  Irish  land  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  Act  [of  1642]  and  sent  from  France  several 
vessels  laden  with  corn.  Three  of  these  came  to  the  port  of 
Dublin,  whereby  petitioner  received  great  loss  by  the  decay 
of  several  men  unable  to  pay.  Also,  as  the  King's  army  in  Dublin 
was  in  great  necessity,  the  Council  were  compelled  to  take  corn 
belonging  to  petitioner  to  the  value  of  £645  at  the  market  price,  as 
will  appear  by  bills  of  exchange,  copies  whereof  accompany  this 
petition.  Petitioner  was  never  paid  for  this  loss,  though  many  others 
have  long  since  been  paid  in  money,  or  have  lands  set  out  to  them 
in  consideration  for  their  forbearance,  and  have  had  far  better 
terms  than  petitioner.  Petitioner  refused  to  take  employment 
from  those  in  power  or  meddle  with  the  King's  estate,  and 
assisted  many  of  his  family  who  were  ruined  by  the  late 
distracted  times.  He  has  at  present  only  got  an  allotment  of  lands 
under  the  act  passed  by  assent  of  the  late  King,  which  allotment 
belonged  to  one  Stephens  who  was  killed  in  open  rebellion.  Yet 
petitioner  is  disquieted  in  his  possession  of  these  lands  by  persons 
pretending  a  right  from  the  said  rebel. 

He  prays  for  confirmation  in  this  estate  and  for  satisfaction  of 
his  two  bills  of  exchange  with  consideration  for  his  forbearance :

principal  staple  manufacture  of  cloth-working  within  our  kingdoms 
of  England  and  Ireland  thereby  occasioned."  We  direct  that  an 
office  shall  be  erected  for  registering  all  bonds,  &c.,  regarding 
export  of  wool  and  for  collecting  such  bonds  when  forfeited.  You 
shall  pass  letters  under  the  Great  Seal  giving  power  to  Sir  Nicholas 
Armorer,  Kt.,  and  Gabriel  Silvius,  Esq.,  to  erect  such  an  office  for 
registering  all  such  bonds  and  all  such  forfeitures  thereof  as  take  or 
took  place  after  25  August  last,  and  for  collecting  the  forfeitures.

by  the  Lord  Lieutenant. 

James,  Duke  of  Ormond,  Earl  of  Ormond,  Ossory  and  Brecknock, 
Viscount  Thurles,  Baron  of  Arklow  and  Lanthony,  &c.,  to  the 
officers,  colonels,  &c.,  whom  these  may  concern.  We  charge  you  to 
obey  these  orders. 

Laws  and  Ordinances  of  War. 

1.  We  charge  all  officers  to  see  that  God  is  reverently  served. 
Prayers,  morning  and  evening,  and  sermons  to  be  attended.  Those 
who  absent  themselves  wilfully  to  be  punished. 

2.  No  one  shall  speak  blasphemy  against  the  Three  Persons  of 
the  Trinity  or  against  the  Christian  faith,  on  pain  of  death. 

3.  No  one  shall  take  God's  name  in  vain  or  use  unlawful  oaths 
or  execrations  or  commit  any  scandalous  act  to  the  derogation  of 
God's  honour  upon  pain  of  loss  of  pay,  imprisonment,  and  such 
other  punishment  as  a  Court  Martial  ^shall  think  fit. 

4.  The  use  of  traitorous  words  against  the  King  shall'  be 
punished  with  death. 

5.  Disobedience  to  commanding  officers  and  ipapeachment  of 
the  general  or  principal  officers  shall  be  punished  with  death. 

6.  Those  who  fail  to  repair  to  the  rendezvous  appointed  by 
the  Lord  General  shall  be  punished  with  death. 
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7.  No  officer  shall  extort  victuals  on  ■  the  march,  but  all  shall 
pay  the  usual  sums  for  the  same  upon  pain  of  death.  In  time  of 
war  if  by  reason  of  any  march  the  soldier  is  in  want,  then  the 
officer  shall  seek  and  provide  such  diet  and  lodging  for  him  as 
shall  be  thought  fit  at  reasonable  rates.  The  officer  shall  pay  ready 
money  therefor,  or  shall  give  tickets  which  shall  be  satisfied  upon 
his  entertainment. 

8.  No  man  that  carries  arms  and  pretends  to  be  a  soldier  shall 
remain  three  days  in  the  army  after  it  is  on  foot  except  he  be  en- 
rolled in  some  company,  upon  pain  of  death. 

9.  Soldiers  not  repairing  to  their  colours  when  an  alarm  is  given 
shall  be  punished  with  death. 

10.  Persons  harbouring  or  supplying  the  enemy  shall  be 
punished  with  death  unless  licensed  by  us  to  do  so.

15.  Lieutenants  to  remain  on  duty  till  relieved,  and  none  to 
neglect  his  duty  as  a  sentry.     Same. 

16.  None  to  presume  to  draw  his  sword  after  the  watch  is  set.

17.  None  to  make  a  false  alarm  or  discharge  a  piece  or  make  a 
noise  at  night.     Same. 

18.  No  person  to  murder  another,  or  wound  him,  or  draw  sword 
in  a  private  quarrel  within  a  camp  or  garrison.     Same.

28.  Any  who  steal  any  of  the  King's  supplies,  arms,  &c.,  value 
12d.  to  be  punished  with  death. 

29.  None  to  betray  any  fort  or  sconce,  or  retreat  from  any  post 
which  he  is  ordered  to  make  good,  or  take  passport  of  the  enemy  or 
any  rebel  in  war  or  rebellion,  or  make  any  ignonimous  composition 
with  the  enemy  upon  pain  of  death.

The  property  of 
those  who  died  not  on  service  to  go  according  to  their  will,  or  failing 
a  will,  to  go  to  the  poor,  hurt  and  sick  of  the  dead  man's  company. 

55.  No  person  to  take  any  part  of  a  soldier's  arms  or  apparel 
from  him  in  pawn. 

.56.  Those  who  lose  their  arms  by  negligence  or  lewdness  shall, 
until  they  discover  or  replace  them,  remain  in  the  state  of  a 
pioneer. 

57.  Victuallers  who  supply  unwholesome  or  unsound  food  to  be 
imprisoned  and  suffer  other  Court  Martial  penalties. 

58.  Victuallers  who  entertain  soldiers  at  unseasonable  hours  will 
be  severely  punished. 

59.  No  soldier  to  be  a  victualler  without  leave  from  the 
commanding  officer. 

60.  Captains  not  to  give  passports  to  soldiers  without  the  Duke 
of  Ormond's  leave. 

61.  Captains  may  only  cashier  soldiers  with  the  Duke  of 
Ormond's  leave  or  with  that  of  the  officers  of  the  musters  upon  the 
public  days  of  musters. 

62.  All  civilians  are  charged  to  seize  runaways  and  to  deliver 
them  to  the  Provost  Marshal. 

63.  All  captains,  &c.,  to  assist  in  bringing  military  offenders  to 
justice. 

64.  All  military  offence  not  herein  mentioned  will  be  punished 
according  to  the  general  laws  and  customs  of  war. 

65.  No  officer  or  soldier  to  be  received  into  the  army  unless  the 
Bishop  of  his  diocese,  on  report  by  the  rector,  &c.,  of  his  parish, 
certify  that  he  has  received  the  Holy  Communion  according  to  the 
discipline  of  the  Church  of  Ireland  at  the  Easter  or  Christmas 
preceding  his  muster.

Henry  Bennett  for  Secretary  Nicholas,  that  I  cannot  doubt  but  that 
this  change  is  now  complete.  I  hope  that  I  may  receive  my 
instructions  from  your  Majesty  through  him,  and  may  not  have  to 
take  orders  through  two  different  hands. 

I  have  since  I  last  wrote  made  so  many  changes  in  the  army  that 
"  I  dare  now  say  there  is  no  danger  to  be  apprehended  from  it. 
That,  I  confess,  though  it  be  something,  is  not  enough,  nor  satisfies 
me ;  for  those  you  pay  should  be  so  far  from  dangerous  that  they 
should  free  you  from  the  fear  of  danger  from  others,  and  to  that  in 
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a  little  more  time  I  hope  to  bring  it,  and  sooner  it  wonld  be  so  if 
those  that  are  content  to  receive  the  proiit  of  the  commands  would 
also  be  content  to  attend  the  duty  of  them ;  and  it  is  my  duty  to  tell 
your  Majesty  that  every  dispensation  you  shall  give  to  the  contrary 
will  in  so  much  lessen  the  usefulness  of  the  army  and  the  safety  of 
your  service.  It  is  not  impossible  but  that  one  time  or  other  I  may 
have  occasion  to  write  something  to  your  Majesty  that  may  think 
most  proper  to  be  first  known  to  yourself,"  but  have  no  cypher.  I 
desire  to  be  sent  one  or  to  send  one  to  you.

Peoclamation  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Council. 

An  act  recently  passed  for  enlarging  the  periods  of  time 
appointed  by  the  Act  of  Settlement  empowers  the  Council  from  time 
to  time  to  enlarge  any  of  the  periods  of  time  prescribed  by  the 
larger  Act.  That  Act  prescribed  the  29th  day  of  September,  1662, 
as  the  closing  day  before  which  adventurers  who  had  claims  for 
deficiencies  should  make  such  claims  appear.  This  closing  day  is 
hereby  altered  to  1  April,  1663. 

The  Act  further  directed  that  legal  encumbrances  upon  the  lands 
set  out  to  adventurers  and  soldiers  should  be  satisfied  out  of  the 
forfeited  lands  in  the  co.  Kildare,  such  encumbrances  being  made 
appear  by  23  October,  1662.  This  day  is  now  altered  to  1  April,

Mr.  Churchill  and  I  have  spoken  to  the  Speaker,  as  I  said  in  my 
letter  of  yesterday,  regarding  the  obtaining  of  the  Clanmallyroe 
estate  for  you.  He  says  that  there  is  no  other  way  but  an  Act  of 
Parliament,  either  a  special  bill  or  part  of  the  Explanatory  bill. 
We  shall  move  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Council  for  a  particular 
bill  on  Monday,  but  do  not  think  we  shall  get  it.  In  the  meantime 
get  the  clause  inserted  in  the  Explanatory  bill ;  and  if,  afterwards, 
that  does  not  pass,  we  shall  then  with  much  greater  ease  get  a 
particular  bill.  The  estate  is  near  this  town  and  worth  £4,000  a 
year.  Poor  Lord  Clanmalier  is  lost,  and  not  to  be  restored  by  the 
Act  of  Settlement. 

The  Earl  of  Mount  Alexander's  grant  has  not  been  recalled  as  it 
should  have  been,  and  unless  it  is  so  the  estate  is  lost.

The  Earl  of  Mount  Alexander  has  procured  a  grant  of  that  estate 
from  the  King,  and  the  grant  has  got  as  far  as  the  Great  Seal  of 
Ireland.  I  stopped  it  there  till  the  King's  further  pleasure  be 
known.  The  question  is  now  about  to  be  settled,  and  the  Commis- 
sioners for  executing  the  Act  have  Allen's  claim  before  them.

The  Lords  Justices  and  Council  "  taking  notice  of  sundry 
unlawful  assemblies  in  many  parts  of  this  kingdom  held  by  Papists 
and  Presbyterians,  by  Independents  and  Anabaptists,  by  Quakers 
and  other  fanatical  persons,  meeting  in  great  numbers  contrary  to 
and  in  contempt  of  His  Majesty's  Royal  authority,"  and  threatening 
the  peace,  &c.,  forbade  such  assemblies  by  a  proclamation  issued  on 
January  22,  1661.  This  proclamation  has  been  neglected  and 
Popish  masses  have  even  been  said  close  to  Dublin.  A  Papal 
jurisdiction  is  attempted  to  be  introduced,  and  heavy  charges  are 
laid  upon  the  King's  subjects. 

The  law  will  henceforward  be  strictly  enforced  against  all  who 
break  it.  The  Archbishops,  Bishops,  Judges,  Justices  of  the  Peace, 
Mayors  and  Sheriffs  shall  prohibit  all  such  meeting  within  the  area 
of  their  several  jurisdictions,  shall  seize  and  punish  offenders  and 
shall  quarterly  send  us  an  account  of  their  proceedings  each  year.

You  will  probably  hear  the  Duke's  sense  of  the  whole  matter  at 
the  tune  wheu  you  receive  this,  and  will  know  that,  hitherto,  we 
have  been  rolling  the  stone  up  the  hill.  Lord  Clanmalira,  however, 
who  has  taken  three  days  in  the  country  to  consult  a  friend, 
made  a  treaty  with  us  when  it  was  made  clear  to  him  that  if  he 
did  not  do  so  he  would  be  lost,  the  whole  of  his  estate  being 
swallowed  up  by  adventurers  and  soldiers.  His  Grace  has  seemed, 
since  that  treaty,  more  inclinable  to  our  reasons,  though  not  to 
the  thing.  He  says,  however,  that  a  proviso  to  the  Explanatory 
bill  is  useless,  as  that  bill  will  never  pass,  and,  when  we  offered  to 
present  a  private  bill  to  the  Council  he  rejected  the  idea, 
saying  it  would  create  a  precedent  and  encourage  others  to 
break  into  the  great  Act  of  Settlement.  Our  best  plan  therefore 
is  to  close  with  Lord  Clanmalira  on  the  best  terms  we  can  (he  will 
be  content  with  one-third  of  his  estate)  and  then  pass  an  Act  with 
his  consent,  which  no  reasonable  man  could  deny  us.  If  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  will  not  allow  us  to  shut  out  the  present  possessors 
(who  are  mostly  very  notorious  rogues)  without  a  previous  reprise, 
you  may  have  that  work  done,  and  I  shall  fail  only  in  the  impossible. 
I  am  glad  you  have  discovered  the  "  knot  of  vipers  "  who  have  been 
hatching  too  long  and  have  lain  like  snakes,  seemingly  dead.  Here 
they  have  been  caballing  secretly,  rendering  secret  oaths  to  one 
another,  and  trying  by  letters  and  libels  to  corrupt  the  soldiers 
of  the  garrison.  I  hope  the  King  will  secure  himself  by 
buying  up  those  who  are  always  ready  to  support  him.  A  vote 
has  passed  the  House  here  for  drawing  up  the  heads  of  a 
bill  for  recording  all  contracts  on  real  security  and  all  incum- 
brances on  land  in  a  register  to  be  kept  in  each  county.  If  this  bill 
pass  (and  we  think  it  will,  as  there  is  no  Mr.  Vaughan  here)  land  in 
Ireland  will  bear  a  better  price  than  in  England.  "  I  hope  you 
will  take  fire  at  it  the  next  Sessions,  if  my  friend  Clifford  tender 
that  which  he  and  I  drew  up  together,  which  had  not  been  so  long 
laid  aside,  but  to  give  way  to  greater  matters.  I  could  heartily 
wish  myself  engaged  with  all  the  lawyers  in  the  quarrel  of  that 
bill,  but  I  am  here  bound  to  an  apprenticeship  and  fear  we  shall 
not  be  freed  within  the  usual  time  of  seven  years,  two  of  our  learned 
brethren  being  fallen  desperately  sick  of  the  hypochondriack  upon 
the  very  conceit  of  being  drawn  in  so  long  to  share  [?]  hoggs." 

P.S. — Will.  Legg  is  ill.  He  was  lately  up  and  going  for  England, 
but  has  had  a  relapse,  and  is  bound  hand  and  foot.  Lord  Kellan 
[Killeen  ?]  is  sick  of  the  small-pox,  but  they  are  come  out  very 
kindly  and  the  ladies  hope  his  good  face  will  be  secured. 

If  the  clause  in  the  Explanatory  bill  which  acquits  the  Irish  of 
any  guilt  by  having  resided  in  the  Irish  quarters  be  omitted,  the 
bill  may  pass,  not  so  much  because  the  omission  would  mean 
substantial  gain  to  the  English  (who  could  not  in  any  case  have 
proved  the  Irish  to  have  been  in  the  rebels'  quarters)  as  because 
it  would  possess  the  English  with  an  idea  that  some  favour  is 
intended  to  them.

I  have  received  yours  of  November  1  and  hope  that  ice  shall  cor- 
respond with  freedom.  1  am  alicays  anxious  to  serve  you.  I  find 
there  was  no  reason  for  my  hesitating  to  send  the  paper  which  I  did 
send.     I  shall  not  be  able  to  make  a  model  ichich  no  one  can  criticise. 

I  think  none  of  the  bills  sent  over  ivill  call  for  much  debate  except 
the  Bill  of  Explanation.  I  do  not  pretend  to  be  able  to  judge  of  this 
involved  measure,  hut  those  whose  business  it  is  to  understand  these 
things  encourage  me  to  believe  that  it  ivill  do  no  hurt.  It  is  thought 
unlikely  that  the  bill,  if  sent  back,  will  pass  the  House  here;  yet  if  it 
he  not  sent,  there  are  some  who  will  murmur  at  the  stop.  "  I  have  not 
seen  the  particular  proviso  advised  jor  you.  If  it  should  reach  to  bar 
the  ancient  proprietor  from  the  plea  allowed  all  others  by  the  Act  it 
woidd  be  unjust ;  or  if  it  should  give  it  withoiit  the  compensation 
afforded  to  other  possessors  it  would  he  unequal  to  them ;  and 
without  it  do  one  of  these  I  understand  not  how^^  it  can  be  oJ  more 
advantage  to  you  than  the  way  you  are  already  in."

The  Lord  Lieutenant  has  returned  and  I  was  consequently  hurried 
in  my  last  despatch  to  you.  If  you  will  now  study  such  parts  of 
the  Declaration  and  instructions  as  I  send  you,  you  will  see  how 
your  affair  stands.  The  Declaration  confirms  the  lands  set  out  to 
soldiers  and  adventurers,  with  certain  exceptions.  The  instructions 
direct  the  Commissioners  to  inquire  into  forged  debentures,  and  to 
certify  the  same  to  the  Exchequer,  that  the  persons  guilty  may  be 
punished,  and  the  lands  obtained  by  fraud  or  mismeasurement  may 
be  seized  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  Declaration.  Church  lands 
are  by  the  Act  restored,  and  the  land  of  the  Eegicides  granted  to 
his  Highness.  False  admeasurement  would,  as  is  supposed,  cut  off 
200,000  or  800,000  acres.  Many  persons  may  innocently  possess 
them,  and  are  therefore  allowed  to  place  deficiencies,  incumbrances, 
&c.,on  these  surplus  lands  in  their  possession,  and  the  like  upon  the 


(ij  The  Duke  of  Ormotid  had  been  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Somerset  before  he  left  for 
Lreland, 
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doubling  ordinance,  the  money  so  advanced  being  iB50,000.  The 
surplus  not  charged  is  to  be  cut  off  and  taken  away  in  such  parts 
and  proportions  as  lie  most  contiguous.  Those  who  favour  the 
settlement  by  satisfying  all  interests  suppose  this  surplus  intended 
for  future  reprisal,  and  hope  His  Majesty  will  not  otherwise  dispose 
thereof.  The  fractions  of  pounds  and  acres  are  without  pretence, 
and  so  are  the  forfeited  moneys  of  adventurers  (in  our  phrase 
elapsed)  amounting  to  ^22,550,  and  will  produce  a  great  tract  of 
land.

Herein  I  have,  I  think  by  accident, 
made  the  first  attempt  "for  discerning  the  same  design  in  some 
very  worthy  persons  upon  these  fractions  (as  seeming  small  and 
obnoxious  to  all  the  clerks  in  my  office  whilst  they  are  daily  com- 
puting them),  I  addresst  to  his  Grace,  showed  the  vast  pains 
I  took  in  reducing  them  without  profit,  the  former  grant,  which 
his  Grace  well  knew  I  had  from  His  Majesty,  of  lands  in 
Ireland  [and  which]  he  was  pleased  afterwards  to  resume, 
together  with  the  loss  I  should  sustain  in  divesting  myself 
by  his  Grace's  commands  of  the  pretentions  I  have  to  my 
Lord  Mountgarret's  estate."  His  Grace  showed  a  cheerful 
readiness  to  recommend  me  to  you  and  by  you  to  the  King, 
and  I  drew  a  letter,  which  he  approved  and  directed  that  it  should 
be  sent  over.  He  is  sure  the  King,  who  granted  me  so  much,  would 
not  refuse  me  so  little,  but  I  ask  you  to  use  your  interest  to  get 
it  signed  as  a  bar  to  future  apjDlicants,  though  it  will  be  long  before 
it  can  take  effect.  If  you  can  obtain  such  another  letter  upon  the 
elapsed  money  you  will  be  fully  compensated  for  the  loss  of  Lord 
Clanmalirie's  estate.  Since  the  Restoration  I  have  not  had  a 
penny  from  the  King  except  the  lands  he  took  away  again  and 
this  office  ;  the  fees  ol  which,  if  we  exclude  those  for  the  passing  of 
grants  at  the  end  of  our  great  adjudication  and  the  subsequent 
gains  which  I  may  make  by  discovery  of  concealed  or  forfeited 
lands,  will  not,  and  never  can,  maintain  my  clerks.  "  By  those 
discoveries  my  predecessors  have  gained  great  estates  to  them- 
selves and  greater  to  their  friends  in  the  English  Court  from  the 
time  of  Henry  VIII.  downward."  Since  my  arrival  more  than  20 
small  parcels  of  Ji40  or  £50  per  annum  have  come  within  my 
inquiry,  and  I  have  suffered  them  to  continue  as  they  are  or  to  pass 
by  cKstodium,  hoping  hereafter  an  opportunity  upon  the  determina- 
tion of  the  Act.  Meantime  the  King  is  no  loser,  the  rents 
being  paid  into  the  Exchequer  more  punctually  than  if  the 
payers  held  by  a  better  title.  At  present  you  know  that  by 
the  Act  of  State  no  grant  of  lands  can  pass  in  this  kingdom 
without  the  King's  allowance.  "  Asking  many  parcels  to- 
gether makes  too  loud  a  sound.  Asking  often  were  to  tire 
the  giver.  I  shall,  therefore,  so  dispose  these  small  portions 
that  in  due  time  they  may  become  you  to  ask."  Othei- 
details.

Ordering  that  for  the  preservation  of  game  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Lord  Lieutenant  and  officers  of  State  all  persons  be  forbidden  "  to 
take  any  pheasants,  partridges,  grouse,  hares,  or  any  prohibited 
game  whatsoever  either  by  hawks,  nets,  guns,  setting  dogs, 
greyhounds,  or  any  other  engine  whatsoever  "  in  any  place  within 
seven  miles  of  Dublin,  or  within  the  bounds  of  the  Curragh  of 
Kildare,  or  three  miles  thereof.  No  one  shall  "  shott  in  any  gun 
or  piece "  within  the  said  limits  unless  it  be  a  soldier  who  is 
exercising,-  or  a  person  with  licence  from  the  King.  Such  licensees 
shall  give  bonds  that  they  will  not  shoot  within  the  limits 
mentioned  above,  and  all  "  setting  dogs  "  found  therein  shall  be 
destroyed.

The  officers  of  the  Mint  in  England  and  also  Sir  Thomas  Vyner 
and  all  others  concerned  in  coining  small  silver  in  Ireland  by  the 
lately  granted  patent  shall  attend  before  the  Lord  High  Treasurer 
of  England,  Lord  Ashley,  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  who,  calling 
to  their  assistance  the  Lord  Chief  Baron  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer 
and  the  Attorney-General,  or  either  of  them,  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration the  patent  lately  granted  to  Vyner  and  others,  and  also 
the  proclamation  in  that,  kingdom  concerning  the  value  of  foreign 
coins  [see  above  p.  197] .  P.  J.  Dated  Hampton  Court,  29  June, 
1602. 
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Further  order  of  the  same,  dated  14  November,  1662. 

The  report  desired  to  be  made  by  the  order  of  the  Council  was 
read  to-day.  It  was  advised  that  this  report,  the  proposals  of 
Sir  Thomas  Vyner  relating  to  the  coining  of  small  silver  coins  and 
the  answer  of  the  officers  of  His  Majesty's  mint,  with  their  excep- 
tions to  the  patent,  and  all  proceedings  and  papers,  be  enrolled  in 
the  Register  of  Council  causes  for  further  use,  and  that  the  patents 
be  brought  in  and  delivered  to  the  Board  to  be  cancelled.- 


Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  discuss  Vyner's  patent. 

We  have  considered  the  objections  raised  by  the  officers  of  the 
mint  to  "  the  altering  and  debasing  of  your  Majesty's  standard  by 
the  coining  of  small  silver  moneys  in  Ireland  after  the  rates  and 
proportions  allowed  in  the  said  patent."  We  are  of  opinion  that 
the  preserving  of  a  single  standard  of  weight  and  fineness  all  over 
the  King's  dominions  is  very  much  to  their  advantage,  and  that 
the  debasement  of  this  standard,  especially  in  the  case  of  small 
silver  coins  "  which  are  the  common  measures  given  to  your 
Majesty  by  the  people,"  cannot  be  practised  or  allowed  in  any 
one  of  the  King's  kingdoms  without  eminent  prejudice  to  all  the 
rest. 

Sir  Thomas  Vyner,  after  a  long  discussion  on  the  matter  in  our 
presence  and  that  of  the  Duke  of  Ormond  and  Earl  of 
Anglesea,  voluntarily  offered  to  prosecute  the  patent  no  further,  as, 
before  the  granting  of  this  patent,  the  King  had  agreed  to  the 
coinage  in  Ireland  of  coins  of  equal  standard  to  those  in  England. 
We  recommend  that  this  patent  be  cancelled  and  discharged  on  the 
roll  of  Ireland.  Pp.  2J,  nith  signatures  {copies)  of  Lords 
Southampton  and  Ashley. 


The  Proposals  of  Sir  Thomas  Vyner  and  others  to  the  Lords 
Justices  of  Ireland  in  regard  to  the  coining  of  small  money. 

1.  We  will  make  silver  small  moneys  of  the  standard  of  England 
of  half-pence,  pence  and  two-pences,  with  three  castles  on  the  one 
side  and  the  harp  on  the  other,  with  the  distinction  of  its  value. 

2.  We  will  coin  a  considerable  sum  every  year  and  provide  the 
silver  from  foreign  parts. 

3.  We  will  cut  it  at  6s.  Qd.  per  oz.,  with  a  remedy  of  4  dwt. 
under  or  over,  in  a  pound  weight. 

4.  We  will  provide  workmen  and  tools  at  our  own  cost. 

5.  These  moneys  shall  be  assayed  and  pixed  by  a  sworn  officer 
to  be  appointed  by  your  honours. 

6.  We  ask  that  we  may  have  a  grant  to  us  and  our  heirs 
exclusively  for  21  years. 

There  will  not  be  a  loss  of  above  £22  4s.  Od.  in  the  100^6.  of  this 
small  money  if  melted  down  and  coined  in  His  Majesty's  Mint  in 
the  Tower  of  London ;  whereas  in  the  best  farthings  that  will  be 
jnade  in  this  kingdom  there  will  be  at  least  ^624  lost  iu  the  IWlb, 
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The  bringing  in  every  year  of  a  certain  quantity  of  bullion  into  the 
country  will  greatly  enrich  it.  "Your  honours  then  owning  a  work 
so  honest  and  honourable  and  the  gain  being  so  inconsiderable  in 
regard  of  the  many  thousand  small  pieces  which  will  be  made  out 
of  few  ounces  of  bullion,  a  special  service  will  be  done  thereby  to 
the  King  and  his  people  "  and  they  saved  from  the  loss  which  brass 
and  copper  farthings  cause.     Pp.  1\. 


Report  from  the  persons  to  whom  the   former  proposals  were 
referred. 

We  have  considered  the  proposals  of  Sir  Thomas  Vyner  and 
Alderman  Bellingham  annexed  to  their  petition  of  24  May  and  offer 
the  following  suggestions,  which  we  think  will  prevent  the 
inconveniences  suffered  by  the  people  of  L'eland  now  for  want  of 
small  money  for  change. 

1.  The  petitioners  should  have  a  grant  for  21  years  of  the  sole 
right  to  make  small  silver  coins  of  the  standard  of  England,  half- 
pence, pence,  twopences  and  fourpences. 

2.  The  pound  weight  of  silver  of  the  said  standard  to  be 
coined  into  the  several  pieces  after  the  proportions  following,  viz. — 
two  oz.  of  "  halfpences,"  [sic],  two  of  "pence"  and  four  oz.  of 
threepences. 

3.  The  said  pound  shall  be  in  full  ii3  10s.  Qd.  with  allowance  of 
fourpenny  weight  under  or  over  for  the  "  sheire." 

4.  All  the  small  money  to  be  minted  to  pass  current  in  the 
kingdom,  but  no  more  than  twelve  pence  in  every  twelve  shillings 
to  be  imposed  in  payment  upon  any  person. 

6.  During  the  said  time  no  other  silver  small  money  under  four- 
pences to  be  coined  in  the  said  kingdom  by  any  but  the  petitioners, 
their  executors,  adventurers,  &c.,  they  supplying  the  kingdom  with 
a  sufficient  quantity  thereof. 

6.  The  petitioners  to  give  security  to  coin  from  bullion  brought 
into  this  country.  * 

7.  The  mint  to  be  in  Ireland  and  a  comptroller  and  assaymaster 
to  be  appointed  at  his  Majesty's  charge  and  appointment,  as  at  the 
mint  at  the  Tower.  He  should  be  on  oath  and  be  displaced  and 
placed  by  the  chief  governors. 

8.  All  charges  for  workmen,  tools,  coals,  house-rooms,  &c.,  to  be 
discharged  by  the  petitioners  out  of  the  10s.  in  every  pound  which 
is  allowed  for  coining. 

9.  The  petitioners  to  pay  12t?.  to  the  King  out  of  every  pound 
coined.  Pp.  2.  With  signatures  {copies)  of  Lord  Santry,  Sir  John 
Temple,  Sir  John  Bisse  or  Bysse  and  Sir  Arthur  Hill,  and  note  of 
submission  to  the  Lords  Justices,  14  August,  1661. 
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Answer  of  the  officers  of  the  King's  mint  in  the  Tower  to  the 
proposals  of  Sir  Thomas  Vyner  and  others,  and  have 
answered  them  one  by  one  as  follows."' 

1.  The  standard  of  England  is  a  standard  of  weight  and  fine- 
ness. If  the  fineness  be  preserved  but  not  the  weight,  the  standard 
is  lowered.  No  subject  of  the  King  should  prescribe  impressions 
or  characters  of  his  moneys. 

2.  "We  believe  they  will  coin  as  many  each  year  as  they  can 
vent:  their  gain,  and  the  loss  to  the  public,  being  thereby  increased. 
They  may  indeed  bring  in  silver  from  foreign  parts,  but  if  they 
please  to  melt  down  English  coin  or  plate  and  send  it  thither  as 
foreign  bullion,  their  profit  will  bear  that  also. 

3.  According  to  this  proposal  400  oz.  of  standard  silver  will 
make  into  money,  without  any  allowance  of  4  dwt.  remedy,  £130. 
400  oz.  of  silver  is  worth  in  the  King's  mint  £100  allowing  them 
the  half  of  their  remedy  of  4  dwt.  on  each  pound,  which  will  make 
into  this  new  moneys       -  -  £130  16     8 

So  that  305 oz.  14 dwt.  15 gr.  limit,  will  make  £100     0     0 

But  that  much  silver  made  in  the  King's  mint  only       £76     8     8 
So  that  if  £100  worth  of  the  proposed  moneys  be 
melted  for  recoining  in  the  English  mint  the 
loss  would  be    -  -  -       £23  11     4 

4.  They  may  well  provide  all  tools,  &c.,  since  they  have  an 
allowance  of  18s.  in  the  pound  with  a  remedy  of  4  dwt.  The  King 
has  2s.  barely  upon  the  pound,  without  any  remedy  at  all,  to  pay  his 
officers  and  all  charges. 

5.  The  proposal  is  unsafe.  One  officer  would  have  too  great  a 
trust  if  asked  to  secure  the  King  and  people.  Moreover  the 
proposal  implies  a  charge  to  the  King  of  that  officer. 

6.  A  grant  for  21  years  takes  away  the  King's  right  to  make  such 
alterations  as  experience  or  necessity  may  render  desireable. 

As  for  their  mentioning  of  £22  4s.  loss  in  every  £100  we  have 
shown  what  it  is  in  our  answer  to  the  third  proposal ;  yet,  were  it 
not  more  than  they  set  down,  the  loss  is  too  great  for  subjects  to 
bear.     The  proposition  is  in  this  regard  unreasonable. 

7.  We  say  again  that  400  oz.  of  standard  silver  which  is  worth 
£100  here  will  be  worth  £131  13s.  id.  as  they  coin  it  [i.e.  they  will 
not  need  to  import  foreign  silver] . 

We  have  also  considered  the  report  of  the  persons  to  whom  these 
proposals  were  referred  and  have  to  make  the  following  suggestions 
upon  it.'^  We  leave  the  preface  to  be  considered  by  your  honours 
when  you  have  studied  our  suggestions. 

1.  Already  answered  in  connection  with  proposal  1  and  6  of 
Sir  Thomas  Vyner. 

2.  The  proposers  do  pretend  that  small  moneys  are  much 
wanted  in  Ireland  and  therefore  demand  a  great  price  for  making 
of  them.      Although  they  reduce  them  from  their  former  proposal

4.  They  need  not  have  limited  such  a  small  proportion  if  they 
were  coined,  as  they  ought  to  be,  near  the  value. 

5.  Notwithstanding  any  prohibiten  made,  the  gain  is  so  great 
that  the  Hollander  and  others  will  import  into  that  kingdom  great 
quantities  to  the  detriment  of  the  Irish  public. 

6.  We  humbly  say  that  the  proposers,  &c.  [as  in  the  second 
answer  to  Vyner's  proposals  above] . 

7.  In  addition  to  our  answer  on  this  head  to  Sir  Thos.  Vyner 
we  say  that  the  foregoing  charges  may  well  be  defrayed  by  the 
petitioners  upon  the  considerations  following :  If  they  shall  make  of 
that  money  in  one  year  £20,000  after  the  rate  of  £3  10s.  Orf.  a 
pound  weight,  according  to  the  report  of  the  referees  with  an 
allowance  of  the  half  remedy  (whereas  if  they  please  they  may 
work  upon  the  whole)  the  same  will  be  worth  to  receive  at  the 
King's  mint  -  £17,021     6     3 

So   there  will  be  a  loss  to   those  who   shall 

receive  those  moneys  of  £2,978  13     9 

The  allowance  to  the  King  of  12f?.  upon  the 

whole  pound  weight  will  amount  to  -  £283  13     9J 

out  of  which  there  will  be  very  little  accrue  to  the  King  after  the 
officers  have  been  paid. 

By  these  means  "  if  the  Mint  of  Ireland  should  be  allowed  of,  unless 
extraordinary  quantities  of  bullion  be  imported,  the  Mint  of  England 
must  stand  still.  And  when  bullion  shall  grow  scarce,  the  money  and 
plate  of  England  may  be  converted  into  bullion  to  serve  that  Mint, 
and  so  in  process  of  time  the  small  money  may  devour  the  great." 

We  have  only  to  add  that  it  has  been  the  policy  of  Kings  and 
Queens  of  England  to  stock  their  kingdom  of  Ireland  with  coins 
minted  in  London  where  a  portion  of  the  Mint  still  bears  the  name 
of  "  the  Irish  Mint."  King  James  (of  happy  memory)  by  his  in- 
denture of  the  Mint,  caused  his  moneys  stamped  for  Ireland  to  be 
charged  with  an  harp  crowned,  for  distinction's  sake.  This  policy 
should  be  borne  in  mind.     Pp.  8J. 

Further  observations  by  the  Officers  of  the  Mint. 

Being  some  observations  by  them  upon  the  differences  between 
the  proposals  of  the  Lords  Justices  on  the  behalf  of  Sir  Thomas 
Vyner  and  others  and  the  [terms  of  the]  patent  above  mentioned. 
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1.  In  the  proposals  there  is  only  mention  made  of  His  Majesty 
paying  two  officers,  viz.  a  comptroller  and  an  assay-master,  whose 
salaries  do  both  amount  to  £133  6s.  8d.  a  year  in  the  Mint  in 
London.  The  patent  obliges  the  King  to  pay  for  a  Master  Worker, 
Warden,  Comptroller,  Assay-Master  and  others  whose  salaries,  if 
computed  on  the  standard  which  prevails  in  the  Mint  in  London, 
will  amount  to  £1,180,  besides  allowance  for  diet  and  reparations. 

2.  In  the  patent  power  is  given  to  the  Chief  Governor  or 
Governors  from  time  to  time  to  alter  the  impressions,  mottoes,  &c., 
on  the  coins.     This  seems  to  trench  on  the  King's  prerogative. 

3.  The  proposals  suggested  that  the  petitioners  should  give  good 
security  to  import  foreign  bullion.  This  is  not  mentioned  in  the 
patent. 

4.  By  the  proposals  and  patent  both,  it  is  appointed  that  the 
trial  of  the  moneys  in  the  Pix  shall  only  be  done  in  Ireland.  The 
King  lately  gave  special  orders  to  the  mint  concerning  the  delivery 
of  Pix  boxes,  &c.,  for  Ireland  whereby  it  appears  that  the  trial  is 
to  take  place  in  Ireland,  but  to  be  made  by  the  Assay-Master  of  the 
Mint  in  England. 

5.  The  difference  between  the  proposals  and  the  patent  as  to  the 
weight  of  coin  is  that  the  proposals  suggest  that  of  every  12oz.  of 
silver  there  shall  be  two  ounce  coined  into  halfpence,  two  into  pence, 
four  into  twopences  and  four  into  threepences.  The  patent,  however, 
suggests  the  following  proportion,  halfpence  loz.,  pence,  2oz., 
twopences,  2oz.,  threepences,  3oz.,  groats  added,  4oz.  The  terms  in 
the  patent  are  far  more  advantageous  to  the  petitioners  than  those 
in  the  proposals  in  making  such  quantities  of  groats — a  coin  which 
the  proposals  never  mentioned. 

6.  There  is  2dwt.  remedy  in  weight  allowed  them  in  the  patent 
for  "sheare"more  than  in  the  proposals,  and  2dwt.  in  fineness, 
which  they  may  work  on  if  they  please,  all  being  granted  thereby 
to  them  without  account  to  the  King,  his  heirs  or  successors. 

7.  By  the  patent  there  is  allowed  2[s.  ?]  in  20  [s.  ?]  to  pass, 
whereas  by  the  proposals  only  12d.  was  allowed. 

8.  By  a  general  prohibition  in  the  patent,  the  King  is  hindered 
from  the  making  of  any  tools  or  engines  for  his  greater  moneys  of 
silver  or  gold  upon  emergent  occasions. 

9.  The  patent  also  gives  to  Sir  Thomas  and  the  rest  a  moiety  of 
all  such  forfeitures  as  shall  be  thereupon  due  to  the  King,  without 
account  from  them  to  the  King.     This  was  not  in  the  proposals. 

10.  There  are  also  large  powers  given  for  searching  houses  and 
ships  and  seizing  and  detaining  all  prohibited  and  counterfeit 
money,  engines,  &c.  This  is  a  needful  clause  owing  to  the  number 
of  Hollanders  who  might  otherwise  import  large  quantities  of  silver 

coins.  . 

11.  The  office  of  Master-Worker  is  given  to  Sir  Thomas 
Vyner,  and  the  rest  for  21  years,  and  the  profits,  &c.  to  them  and 
their  heirs  for  ever.    Is  this  legal  ? 

12.  We  find  lastly  that  Sir  Thomas  Vyner,  &c.  have  made 
provisions  of  pardons  for  themselves  under  the  Great  Seal  of 
Ireland,  in  case  the  moneys  shall  on  trial  be  found  agreeable  in 
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weight  and  fineness,  but  that  they  are  not  to  be  questioned  a,t  all  if 
the  moneys  be  found  to  exceed  the  remedies  allowed  in  weight  or 
fineness.  This  gives  an  immunity  which  does  not  exist  in  England. 
In  all,  ahoiit  pp.  19.     Endd.     S.P.  Ireland  310,  118.

The  Lord  Lieutenant  to-day  gave  order  for  signifying  to  you  his 
desire  to  stop  the  letter  on  my  behalf  concerning  the  fractions 
which  he  sent  by  the  last  post.  I  had  begged  it  to  prevent  my 
Lord  Orrery  who,  finding  some  difficulty  upon  his  pretensions  upon 
the  English  arrears,  hoped  to  prevail  in  this  for  himself  and  some 
friends  of  his.  But  Mr.  Henry  Coventry  and  Colonel  William  Legg, 
moving  his  Grace  for  themselves,  have  obtained  his  consent  to 
which  I  must  yield  all  obedience,  especially  as  I  am  shortly  to  have 
his  Grace's  recommendation  for  some  other  grant.

SiE  Patrick  Curwen  to  Joseph  Williamson. 

I  thank  you  for  your  letter  and  have  considered  which  part  of 
the  customs  would  be  most  suitable  for  me.  I  think  the  most 
suitable  would  be  that  of  Irish  cattle.  I  see  none  else  unless  coals. 
Cattle  would  be  hazardous,  as  of  course  I  should  make  nothing  in 
time  of  war.  I  do  not  know  whether  cattle  will  continue  to  come 
over  to  England  as  they  have  hitherto  done,  yet  as  the  grazing  of 
them  when  they  first  come  over  might  be  some  convenience  to  me 
and  a  means  (farming  the  custom  of  the  cattle)  to  draw  the  cattle- 
ships  rather  to  Workington  than  to  Whitehaven,  I  would  be  ready 
to  offer  a  rent  for  it.  I  do  not  care  to  meddle  with  coals,  and  am 
told  that  a£500  a  year  would  be  enough  to  offer  for  [the  customs  on] 
this  coast,  that  is  to  say  Workington,  Whitehaven  and  Carlisle.  I 
may  go  as  far  as  ^600.  If  you  will  interest  yourself  for  me  in  this 
with  Sir  John  Shaw  I  shall  give  whatever  security  is  asked  and 
shall  always  be  grateful  to  you.  Your  brother,  I  suppose,  has  told 
you  who  checked  at  him  for  having  his  name  put  into  the  Com- 
mission of  Excise,  and  how  roughly  it  was  done,  I  think  we  shall 
have  "  but  a  hard  farm  of  it,"  but  we  shall  pay  our  expenses  and 
give  the  country  ease.  We  are  sorry  Sir  Edward  Nicholas  has  left 
his  office,  but  very  glad  that  his  successor  has  kept  you  on  in 
your  post.

Dublin-. 

I  wish  to  direct  your  thoughts  to  Ireland.  An  Explanatory  bill 
has  lately  gone  from  here  for  lighting  some  dark  places  in  the 
great  Act  of  Settlement.  The  explanatory  clauses  chiefly  affect 
either  the  King's  interest  or  the  suffering  Irish. 

The  King  is  hereby  entitled  to  the  enjoyment  of  all  concealed 
lands  and  of  all  rents  of  lands  enjoyed  without  title  confirmed  by  the 
main  Act.  The  King  Je  also  entitled  to  the  profits  of  his  lands 
which  have  been  intruded  upon  by  any  adventurers  or  soldiers 
without  a  similar  title.  His  Majesty  will  gain  in  this  way  about 
£100,000.  But  the  Act  is  dark  as  to  [what  is  to  be  done  with]  the 
profits  of  those  lands  for  the  last  six  or  seven  years,  which  are 
computed  to  be  worth  more  than  the  £53,000,  or  more,  for  which 
they  were  set  out. 

The  usurper  also  set  out  several  lands  for  payment  of  arrears  for 
service  against  the  King  in  England.  These  are  by  the  Declaration 
and  Act  of  Settlement  reserved  to  the  King,  but  the  Act  is  dark  as 
to  the  mesne  profits  of  them  for  the  last  6  or  7  years,  which  may 
amount  to  more  in  that  time  than  the  £50,000  for  which  they 
were  set  out.  Of  the  voluntary  grants  made  by  the  usurper  several 
have  been  confirmed,  but  others  are  made  void  and  the  lands 
reserved  to  the  King.  The  profits  of  them  are  not  yet  secured,  nor 
their  amount  known,  but  it  is  calculated  that  they  will  come  to 
100,000  acres  and  upwards.  I  mention  these  points  that  they  may 
be  considered  when  the  Act  of  Explanation  is  being  discussed,  and 
the  profits,  as  is  just,  reserved  to  the  King. 

There  is  another  point  which  much  concerns  the  King,  and  that 
is  a  clause  recited  out  of  His  Majesty's  Declaration  in  the  7th  page  of 
the  book  printed  at  London,  where  the  word  '  and  'is  now  expounded 
to  '  or,'  the  disjunctive  being  put  for  the  copulative.  If  there  were 
no  more,  the  change  would  be  much  prejudicial  to  His  Majesty, 
but  if  it  may  pass  under  those  provisoes  and  limitations  which  it 
is  now  circumscribed  with,  and  explained  by  this  Act,  it  must  bring 
800,000  to  400,000  acres  in  to  the  King.  This  would  be  most 
useful  for  reprisals  for  deserving  persons ;  quoram  pars  non  parva 
fui,  inasmuch  as  I  studied  how  to  enable  His  Majesty  to  give  those 
reprisals.  Besides,  if  the  titles  of  these  children  of  usurpation  be 
not  confirmed,  the  mesne  profits  will  come  to  the  King.  What- 
ever is  [?]  sought  for  the  King  in  these  clauses  of  Explanation,  I 
hold  that  he  should  have  the  mesne  profits  of  the  lands  to  which  his 
title  is  found,  and  which  have  been  enjoyed  without  title. 

Again,  lands  gained  by  concealment  and  fraud  have  been 
expressly  reserved   in   the   Declaration   and  the  adventurers  and 
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soldiers  hope  that  this  reservation  will  be  maintained.  The 
adventurers  and  soldiers  have  "gratified"  the  King  with  a  year  and 
half  a  year's  rent  in  consideration  thereof,  and  the  King  should  not 
be  less  careful  of  his  own  interests  than  of  those  of  others  which 
are  equally  founded  on  and  secured  by  the  Declaration. 

The  particulars  which  refer  to  the  innocent  I  [rish]  were  really 
framed  to  deal  with  special  cases.  These  should  be  maintained, 
but  rather  by  qualifications  than  by  the  mention  of  special  names. 
The  latter  cause  might  open  a  [door]  for  undeserving  people  to 
slip  out  at. 

I  may  add  that  I  have  with  more  speed  than  care  "  run  your  grant 
for  Clanmaleira  under  the  Great  Seal"  this  day  fortnight  and  put 
in  your  claim  the  next  day — which  was  the  closing  day  under  the 
Act.  "If  the  special  entails  of  that  estate  on  the  heirs  males  of  the 
Dempsies  be  determined  or  forfeited,  then  it  is  well  this  claim 
should  be  in,  in  order  that  you  may  obtain  the  judgment  of  the 
Court  against  the  adventurers  and  soldiers  in  whose  hands  it  is."

Dublin. 

The  Lord  Lieutenant  will  write  to  you  shortly  and  directs  me  to 
send  you  some  letters  which  he  has  approved  and  submits  for  the 
King's  approval.  He  will  by  the  next  post  submit  other  proposals 
concerning  Sir  Allen  Broderick,  and  begs  that  those  already  sent 
may  be  suspended.  We  have  our  share  of  your  plot  here,  and  shall 
let  you  hear  further  when  the  Lord  Lieutenant  has  probed  the 
matter  to  the  bottom.  It  is  traced  to  a  Colonel  Eyers  or  Ayers,  now 
a  prisoner  in  the  Castle,  who  has  been  tampering  with  some  of  the 
regiment  of  Guards,  by  employing  one  to  test  their  dispositions 
toward  mutiny  with  money  to  debauch  them.  Eyres  [sic]  has  not  yet 
confessed,  but  the  soldier  whom  he  employed  has  confessed  all. 

The  Lord  Lieutenant  orders  me  to  send  you  the  enclosed 
prints,  asking  that  they  may  be  dispersed  so  that  foreigners 
may  know  what  favours  they  will  receive  if  they  settle  in  this 
kingdom.  He  would  like  that  some  of  them  should  be  sent  to  Sir 
George  Douneing  [Downing]  at  the  Hague  if  he  be  there,  and  that  you 
would  be  pleased  to  permit  one  of  your  messengers  to  deliver  these 
directed  to  some  foreigners  there  known  to  some  of  the  Council 
here.  They  may  not  be  at  any  charge  for  forwarding  this  good 
work  which,  it  is  said,  they  will  do  on  receipt  of  these  Acts.

I  hear  there  is  a  great  endeavour  to  alter  an  "and"  into  "or" 
in  the  bill  of  Explanation  lately  sent  over,  so  that  the  clause  "all 
officers  and  soldiers,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  who  have  been  and 
are  of  the  said  army,"  should  read  "have  been  or  are."  This 
change  should  not  be  made  because : — 
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1.  The  clause  with  the  'and'  in  it  has  been  approved  of  in  the 
Councils  of  England  and  Ireland  and  passed  both  Houses  in 
Ireland  and  received  the  Royal  assent. 

2.  The  House  of  Commons  asked  the  King  that  there  might  be 
no  variation  from  the  Declaration,  and  gave  thanks  by  their  Speaker 
to  the  Lord  Lieutenant  when  the  law  was  passed  in  its  present 
form. 

3.  If  the  word  '  and'  is  changed  to  'or,'  the  bill  now  proposed 
will  cease  to  be  explanatory  and  become  enactive. 

4.  The  change  if  made  would  enable  many  persons  to  claim 
estates  "  who  deserved  rather  to  be  hanged  than  rewarded  "  and  will 
thereby  love  the  King  much  in  value.  It  will  also  prejudice  him 
in  honour  by  giving  an  equal  reward  to  his  enemies  and  to  his 
friends. 

5.  The  word  "  and"  was  put  in  to  keep  the  King's  enemies  out, 
and  cannot  be  dropped  without  letting  them  in  and  defeating  the 
object  of  the  Act  of  Settlement. 

6.  The  clause,  being  left  as  it  is,  will  give  a  great  opportunity  for 
finding  out  lands  for  reprisals,  which  are  much  needed  in  order  to 
make  the  Act  work. 

I  must  now  ask  a  question  which  is  being  considered  by  the 
Judges  in  the  kingdom — "  whether  a  person  indicted  and  outlawed  of 
high  treason  may,  since  the  statute  entitled  an  Act  for  the  Attainder 
of  Baltinglass,  be  reversed  in  writ  of  error,  and  in  this  case  it  is 
like  there  will  be  gens  contra  gentem ;  for  His  Majesty  is  on  the  one 
side  much  concerned  in  point  of  profit  by  reason  of  his  forfeitures, 
and  the  subject  is  much  concerned  in  point  of  interest ;  for  if  in  all 
other  judgments  which  concern  him  he  is  to  be  admitted  to  his 
writ  of  error,  if  that  he  finds  himself  grieved,  it  will  seem  a  hard 
piece  of  justice  if  that  it  should  be  denied  him  in  this  case  when 
his  life,  his  honour  and  estate  do  all  lie  at  the  stake.  Subjudice 
lis  est."

19   Nov.         Sir  Allen  Beodbkick  to  [the  Same]  . 

I  gave  you  an  account  by  the  post  on  Saturday  that  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  intended  to  recommend  Mr.  Henry  Coventry  for  a  grant 
of  the  lands  set  out  for  fractions  (according  to  the  reservation  of  the 
Act)  desiring  a  stop  of  the  letter  his  Grace  sent  you  a  week  ago,  and 
that  he  was  willing  to  prefer  any  other  suit  I  could  find  to  the 
King.  I  then  presumed  to  ask  him  whether  I  might  not  pretend 
to  share  in  "  the  forfeited  houses  in  Galway  &c.  set  forth  to  Sir 
Thomas  Clarges  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  well-affected  citizens 
of  Gloucester  (as  a  reward  for  their  eminent  service  against  His 
Majesty)  " — to  whom  he  was  at  that  time  agent— these  houses,  &c. 
being  reserved  by  a  special  proviso  in  the  Act,  and  in  His  Majesty's 
disposal.  The  Lord  Lieutenant  liked  the  proposition,  ordered  me 
to  draw  a  letter,  perused  it,  and  promised  his  favour,  saying  there 
could  be  no  doubt  in  the  thing.  Sir  George  was  pleased  to 
remember  that  Sir  Thomas  Clirgis  [Clarges]  put  in  the  proviso 
and  left  it  so  absolutely  in  His  Majesty's  power  that  he  might 
afterwards  beg  it.  I  have  served  longer  there,  and  as  well  as 
Sir  Thomas,  was  the  first  suitor,  and  for  valuable  consideration.  Sir 
George  Lane  enjoying  the  forfeited  estates  of  Cook  and  Hoar  [Hore] , 
the  Bishop  of  Cork  £500  per  annum  out  of  Sir  Hardress  Waller's, 
Lord  Carlingford  £600  a  year  perpetual  pension  out  of  the  same,  and 
Lord  Angier  the  estate  of  Ewer  and  part  of  Waller.  Lord  Orrery  has 
£1,500  a  year  out  of  the  English  arrears  for  quitting  the  estates  of 
Ireton  and  Wogan  to  his  Eoyal  Highness,  as  I  did  Hewson's  and 
Axtell's  ;  all  of  which,  on  the  same  score  of  regicides,  were  granted  in 
the  same  farm  by  warrants  almost  of  the  same  date,  and  every 
grantee  save  myself  enjoys  his  grant  or  a  larger  compensation  in 
lieu  thereof  than  I  pretend  unto.  Moreover  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
says  there  will  be  as  much  left  over  after  I  am  satisfied  as  could  be 
intended  to  Sir  Thomas.  I  have  had  nothing  from  the  King  but 
the  employment  I  now  hold,  and  I  hare  laid  at  his  feet  the  land  of 
which  I  now  only  pray  for  one  half.

On  25  February,  166^  we  granted  to  Sir  Allen  all  the  lands,  &c. 
whereof  John  Huson  [or  Hewson]  or  Daniel  Axtell,  lately  attainted 
of  high  treason,  were  seised  in  Ireland,  or,  failing  them,  lands  of 
equal  value  elsewhere.  He  has  surrendered  this  grant  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Duke  of  York,  and  we  are  anxious  to  make  good  half 
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the  value  thereof  to  him,  reserving  the  other  half  for  our  future 
bounty.  The  Act  of  Settlement  directs  our  Commissioners  to  strike 
off  the  fractions  of  "odd  pounds,  shillings  and  pence"  and  fractions 
of  acres,  roods  and  perches,  but  so  that  no  person  shall  lose,  by  such 
striking  off,  above  one  hundreth  part  of  what  is  due  to  him,  and 
that  an  exact  account  of  the  deductions  made  should  be  kept  by 
the  said  Commissioners.  You  shall  take  steps  to  enable  us  to 
grant  to  Sir  Allen  so  much  of  this  residue  of  fractional  lands 
as  shall  amount  to  one  of  half,  in  value,  of  the  lands  which  he  has 
given  up.  He  shall  have  precedence  over  other  grants  to  be 
paid  out  of  these  fractions.

I  have  little  to  say  this  time  except  to  apologise  for  my  bad  writ- 
ing. "  His  late  Majesty  seeing  some  letter  written  by  me  to  some 
of  my  friends  at  court  was  wont  to  say  that  I  did  not  need  a  cipher, 
for  whatever  I  did  write  was  cipher  to  His  Majesty."  Except  in 
important  cases  I  shall  use  another  hand. 

All  the  Judges  here  have  been  considering  whether  a  writ  of  error 
lies  to  remove  an  outlawry  for  high  treason.  This  was  mentioned 
in  a  petition  preferred  by  Lord  Slane  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  who 
complained  that  he  had  never  seen  the  indictment  or  decree  of  out- 
lawry against  him  and  asked  that  he  might  have  copies  of  them  from 
the  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  King's  [Bench] .  The  Judges  met  on 
Saturday  last  at  the  Inns,  where  the  case  was  argued  by  the  lawyers 
for  Lord  Slane,  and  the  King's  Counsel  had  time  given  to  them  to 
the  first  Monday  next  Hilary  term  to  argue  that  the  writ  of  error 
did  not  lie  to  reverse  an  outlawry  for  treason.  If  such  a  writ  does 
not  lie  in  this  case,  thousands  of  innocents  will  be  destroyed  upon 
this  very  point,  and  if  it  do,  many  soldiers  and  adventurers  will 
lose  their  lands,  which  in  my  opinion  is  the  least  evil.  I  shall 
from  time  to  time  acquaint  you  with  the  progress  and  success  of  this 
business,  upon  which  much  depends.  I  shall  do  my  best  for  Mr. 
Lee  [Lye  ?] ,  but  the  Remora  operates  against  him,  and  can  only  be  got

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over  by  securing  him  into  the  Bill  of  Explanation,  or  by  writing  to 
the  Lord  Lieutenant  to  give  warrant  for  passing  letters  patents  to 
him  according  to  the  King's  letters  for  that  purpose,  by  which  he 
has  as  yet  benefited  nothing.

Since  my  first  to  you  we  have  had  no  returns  from 
England,  of  which  I  was  never  more  impatient,  that  by 
your  proceedings  I  might  be  guided.  "  In  my  three  last 
you  find  that  [like]  Lipsius  his  dog,  when  I  could  defend  the 
basket  no  longer  I  put  in  my  own  head;  and,  ignorant  how 
far  you  would  extend  His  Majesty's  warrant  to  your  own  self, 
as  a  bar  to  future  pretenders  that  daily  increase,  I  inserted  in  that 
letter  (for  a  share  in  the  houses,  lands,  &c.,  in  Galway)  this  general 
proviso: — 'For  it  is  our  pleasure  that  no  grant  or  grants  from  us 
of  any  forfeited  lands,  tenements,  &c.,  to  any  other  person  or 
persons  whatsoever  after  the  date  of  these  our  letters  shall  be  con- 
firmed, or  take  place  till  the  value  of  the  said  moitie  [moiety]  be 
settled  as  aforesaid.'"  The  Lord  Lieutenant  approved  it,  and  so 
did  Sir  George  Lane,  and  promised  to  transmit  it  in  the  barque  by 
which  George  Hamilton  and  Richard  Armorer  took  passage  on  the 
19th,  but  (for  reasons  which  I  do  not  know)  they  were  despatched, 
but  the  packet  retarded  till  the  next  day,  and  even  then  my  letter 
was  not  sent.  Sir  George  told  me  yesterday  that  the  proviso  in  the 
grant  was  too  general,  and  must  be  limited  so  as  to  run  that  "no 
grant,  &c.,  of  any  of  the  said  lands,  &c.,"  which  has  made 
the  clause  beside,  removing  the  bar,  very  disadvantageous, 
"unless  in  transcribing  you  please  to  leave  out  "after  the  date 
of  these  our  letters,"  a  modesty  not  intended  to  these  houses  in 
Galway,  but  to  the  general  restraint,  for  Sir  Thomas  Clerges  [sicl 
may  perhaps  have  a  dormant  warrant,  or  Mr.  Secretary  Morris 
(advertised  by  the  last  post  when  mine  was  stopped)  may  procure 
one  of  three  days'  elder  date ;  and  though  the  gent  [lemen]  of  the 
long  robe  will  say  such  letter  cannot  properly  be  called  a  grant,  he 
may  pass  the  Great  Seal  before  me  and  then  it  will  be  indisputable. 
In  my  former  particulars  to  you  I  omitted  this  proviso,  and  another 
for  reserving  the  half  barony  of  Erris,  being  accounted  of  small 
value  ;  beside  that  Sir  Thomas  Clarges  was  said  to  have  a  proviso 
out  of  the  former  and  Sir  James  Shaen  out  of  the  latter,  which  is 
not  esteemed  worth  one-third  of  that  money.  Upon  diligent  search 
I  find  the  houses  in  Galway  to  produce  i^l5  18s.  8d.  per  annum, 
beside  4,985  acres  of  land  in  several  counties.  If  therefore  Sir 
Thomas  Clarges  has  any  promise  from  the  King  he  may  find  his 
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account  without  His  Majesty's  bounty  to  me  being  restricted.  In 
1657  these  houses,  &c.,  were  given  to  Anthony  Edwards  and  others, 
of  Gloucester,  for  their  obstinate  rebeUion.  Clarges,  then  Dr. 
Clarges,  was  their  agent,  or  attorney,  "  and  for  his  salary  managed 
their  business  without  other  pretence";  so  that  I  apprehend  not  any 
possibility  of  miscarriage.  The  Lord  Lieutenant  is  interesting 
himself  on  my  behalf.  There  are  two  fellows  here,  Capt.  James 
Stopford  and  Captain  Shaw,  made  vastly  rich  by  being  receivers  of 
rents  for  lands  set  out  to  soldiers  in  1655,  before  these  lands  were 
particularly  distributed,  of  which  they  never  made  a  perfect 
account.  If  the  Lord  Lieutenant  had  their  accounts  examined  I 
believe  they  would  prove  to  be  £3,000  in  arrear,  which  no  man 
here  thinks  of. 

One  circumstance  I  forgot  to  inform  you ;  that  though  the  pro- 
viso for  elapsed  money  gives  no  land  till  the  adventurers  who  paid 
in  their  full  proportions  are  satisfied,  yet  for  that  very  money  great 
quantities  of  lands  were  formerly  set  forth,  are  still  enjoyed  and 
are  by  that  clause  forfeit.

Sir  Thomas  Armstrong  is  dead  and  has  left  few  officers  behind 
him  who  ate  his  betters.    His  place  as  Quarter-Master-General  of 
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the  horse  is  to  cease  with  his  death  and  if  your  Majesty  choose  to 
let  his  troop  go  some  time  without  a  captain  it  would  be  no  great 
loss.  There  are  not  above  three  captains  who  ever  see  their  troops 
except  when  they  come  to  do  duty  in  this  town.  If  this  is  done  it  will 
be  a  warning  to  the  other  officers  here  and  will  prepare  them  for 
another  change  which  I  am  going  to  suggest  for  your  Majesty's  ease. 
It  is  that  Hopkins,  in  whose  favour  you  wrote  strongly,  may  rest 
content  with  the  post  of  lieutenant  under  Lord  Berkeley.  I  hear 
that  he  never  was  a  soldier  and  never  will  be  a  good  one,  and  that 
he  was  recommended  by  your  Majesty  on  account  of  the  merits  of 
his  father  in  another  way.

I  beg  you  will  transmit  them  to  the  Colonel,  Sir  Humphrey  Hook, 
with  such  directions  as  you  shall  think  fit  upon  that  occasion.  The 
several  enclosed  drafts  I  am  commanded  by  my  Lord  Lieutenant 
to  send  to  you  with  his  desire  that  you  will  present  them  as  humbly 
recommended  for  the  King's  signature.  One  of  these,  as 
announced  to  you  before,  is  for  Sir  Allen  Broderick  in  place  of  the 
one  which  you  were  entreated  to  suspend.

The  Lord  Lieutenant  to  Sbceetaey  Bbnnbt. 

It  is  usual  for  chief  governors,  shortly  after  their  arrival,  to 
transmit  to  the  Crown  a  "  state  "  of  the  country,  both  for  purposes 
of  information  and  that  it  may  be  seen  what  such  governors  have 
done  when  the  time  comes  for  them  to  leave  their  offices.  I  now 
send  with  the  Council  as  true  account  of  the  revenue  expenditure 
as  can  be  computed,  and  I  do  so  in  order  to  avoid  great  evils  which 
may  come  hereafter. 

Our  joint  letter  \_see  enclosure']  shows  that  the  revenue  actually 
received  falls  short  by  £28,000  of  the  estimate  made  in  October, 
1661.     This,  added  to  "what  the  revenue"  now  falls  short  of  the 
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charge,  makes  a  deficit  of  £59,682.  Our  letter  further  shows  that 
the  debt  of  this  kingdom  is  £39,564  more  than  all  the  expected 
supplies — if  they  should  come  fully  in  without  loss  or  charge.  The 
reasons  for  our  poor  condition  are  made  manifest  in  our  letters,  and 
suggestions  are  offered.  When  these  figures  are  discussed  it  will  no 
doubt  be  said  that  the  £100,000  recently  obtained  for  Ireland  was 
obtained  on  the  ground  that  we  should  henceforth  support  ourselves 
here  without  any  charge  to  England.  Let  it  be  remembered  that 
if  I  did  support  that  idea,  I  did  so  relying  on  the  representations  of 
those  on  the  spot  who  were  best  able  to  make  the  calculation ;  and 
let  it  in  their  behalf  be  remembered  that  computation  and  certainty 
are  different  things. 

It  should  be  remembered  further  that  changes  have  been  made 
in  the  book  of  rates,  which  cause  the  customs  and  excise,  "  the 
pillars  of  the  revenue,"  to  fail  us  in  a  great  proportion.  At  all 
events,  the  present  statement  is  as  near  as  we  can  get  to  the  truth. 

I  need  not  expatiate  on  the  danger  of  an  unpaid  and  consequently 
discontented  army,  which,  instead  of  being  our  chief  security, 
becomes  our  greatest  apprehension ;  nor  upon  the  danger  of  our 
being  forced  to  have  recourse  to  those  financial  expedients  which 
are  the  obvious  consequences  of  want  and  which  are  forced  upon 
us  by  our  indigence.  When  our  report  is  discussed  [at  the  Privy 
Council  in  England]  it  will  be  observed  that  payment  of  the  King's 
regiment  is  expected  out  of  England.  I  gave  the  then  Lords 
Justices  reason  to  hold  this  expectation  in  order  that  the  new 
regiment  might  be  "  the  better  and  more  cheerfully  received  into 
this  city  and  to  obviate  an  inconvenient  construction  of  mis- 
trusting the  army  if,  whilst  their  numbers  were  diminished 
to  ease  the  charge  of  the  Kingdom,  a  full  and  chargeable 
regiment  should  be  brought  upon  it."  I  also  certainly  gave  the 
King  and  my  Lord  Treasurer  hopes  that  after  five  months  I  would 
provide  for  the  regiment  here,  and  I  did  both  to  facilitate  the 
getting  of  it  over  "where  I  find  it  to  be  so  much  more  necessary 
than  I  thought  it  that  all  good  subjects  depend  upon  it  as  their 
greatest  defence."  The  charge  for  it  is  not  in  the  establishment 
signed  by  the  King,  and  the  Council  reasonably  believe  that 
it  will  not  be  put  on  our  revenue  which,  indeed,  cannot  meet  it. 

I  shall  probably  be  told  that  as  previous  estimates  have  proved 
false,  so  this  one  may  do  so.  I  verily  believe  that  we  are  now  on 
firmer  ground,  and  that  our  estimates  will  hold  good,  but  I  shall 
let  you  know  if  I  see  any  reason  to  change  that  belief.  I  do  not 
think  I  have  exaggerated  the  difficulties  of  the  situation.  Pp.  4^.

On  inspecting  the  revenue  and  expenses  I,  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  find 
that  the  charge  of  the  civil  list  amounts  at  present  to  £26,975"'  per

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annum,  and  that  the  charge  of  the  military  establishment  is  £150,977, 
making  in  all  £177,952.  There  is  also  the  King's  regiment  oj 
Guards,  whose  pay  comes  to  £22,793  4s. ;  and  calling  to  mind  that  the 
late  Lord  Justices  and  Council  did  hy  their  letters  of  11  Oct,  1661, 
directed  to  Secretary  Nicholas,  estimate  the  revenue  and  expenditure, 
I  rejerred  to  that  estimate  to  see  ij  I  could  get  help.

Seeing  hoio  serious  a  deficit  we  should  have  to  meet  if  this  revenue 
had  to  meet  an  expenditure  of  £177,950,  and  knowing  that  many  of  the 
heads  estimated  above  had  not  come  up  to  the  estimate,  I  thought 
it  well  to  considt  the  Council. 

The  first  head  of  the  above  estimate  (£45,000)  must  come  down  to 
£40,000.  The  second  head'  is  quite  fallacious,  since  the  rents  paid 
by  the  restored  Irish  are  mostly  reduced  to  their  old  figure,  which  urns 
a  very  small  one,  or  nil. 

The  customs  stated  at  £72,000  cannot  be  farmed  at  anything  over 
£66,000.*''  They  may  indeed  be  formed  at  £72,000  for  some  years, 
hut  if  the  farmers  have  to  collect  that  sum  they  will  have  to  deal  very 
hardly  with  the  people  and  can  hardly  fail  to  cause  grievances  ivhich 
the  King,  by  farming  the  customs,  icill  have  put  it  out  of  his  power  to 
redress.  I  he  Bills  transmitted  from  hence,  relative  to  the  Customs  and 
Excise,  have  resulted  in  diminishing  the  yield  oj  these  sources  oj 
revenue.  The  alterations  in  the  rebate  for  leakage  of  wines,  e.g. 
[detailed  figures  giveii]  will  prevent  merchants  jrom  importing  wine 
in  as  large  quantities  as  formerly,  which  will  mean  a  reduction  of 
£3,000.  In  the  hill  sent  from  hence  cloth  was  rated  to  pay  12rf.  a 
yard  custom  and  2s.  excise,  and  stuff's  3d.  a  yard  custom  and  &d.  a 
yard  excise,  but  in  the  bill  as  sent  hack  these  figures  respectively  are 
&d.,  no  excise,  2d.  and  no  excise.  These  differences  bring  the 
£72,000  down  to  £66,000. 

As  to  licences  for  ale  and  beer,  the  sum  for  a  licence  used  to  be  30s., 
and  as  there  ivere  about  7,000  licence-holders  in  Ireland  the  return 
ivould  have  been  £10,500.  But  as  the  licence-holders  mostly  live  in 
remote  places  and  are  very  pool;  and  as  it  is  thought  desirable  to 
reduce  their  number,  it  has  been  decided  to  reduce  the  charge  for  a 
licence  to  20s.  as  will  appear  from  the  last  bill  sent  over.  The  figure 
of  £10,000  must  therefore  be  reduced  to  £3,000. 

Thelicences  for  selling  wine  and  aqua  vitae  cannot  be  set  at  more 
than  £3,000  per  annum.

Towards  payment  of  this  debt  of  £219,564,  the  twelve  subsidies  ivill 
in  time  pay  the  sum  of  £180,000.  There  will  remain  a  debt  oJ

Yet  we  cannot  disband  or  reduce  the 
army,  and  as  these  difficulties  come  upon  us  "tvhen  the  whole  army  is 
unclothed,  ivlien  they  are  suffering  under  many  other  wants,  when  after 
so  often  failures  in  p)ayment  they  have  not  the  credit  to  he  any  longer 
trusted  in  their  quarters,  when  some  of  them  are  brought  to  the 
exto-emity  that  they  are  forced  to  steal  even  for  food,  ivhen  the  condi- 
tion of  an  ordinary  soldier  is  such  as  he  thinks  it  an  advantage  to  be 
discharged,  ivhen  indeed  their  condition  is  such  and  so  miserable  as  it 
is  a  dishonour  and  shame  to  us  and  a  great  grief  to  behold,  ive 
freely  confess  that  the  consideration  of  these  things  doth  very  much 
amuse'^  and  perplex  us,"  especially  when  we  consider  how  great  evils 
may  Jollow  on  this  state  oJ  affairs. 

Our  first  request  is  that  £60,000  be  at  once  sent  us  in  cash.  If  we 
are  given  that  sum  ive  shall,  we  believe,  be  able  to  get  the  holders  of 
the  debt  q/ £219,500  to  compound  their  debts  for  it,  and  the  King  will

'Such  pay  for  tivo  years  would  amount  to  £45,500  odd,  so  that  the 
difference  is  not  great.  We  shall  then  be  able  to  pay  tlie  soldiers  and 
they  will  be  covfortably  kep>t  in  their  quarters  and  not  tempted  to  dis- 
loyalty. We  hope  that  we  may  soon  have  your  Majesty's  p>leasure  in 
this  matter.

As  you  so  kindly  got  the  letter  for  fractions  signed  for  me  I  hope 
there  may  be  no. difficulty  about  this  one  which  is  sent  in  its  stead. 
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Some  alterations  are  by  the  advice  of  the  lawyers  to  be  made  in  it,  with 
a  view  to  securing  the  King's  rent.  You  will  see  that  by  the  Explana- 
tory Act,  one-sixth  of  all  concealed  lands  were  to  go  to  the  discoverer 
and  five-sixths  to  the  King.  This  will  be  a  considerable  sum,  if  you 
take  care  that  it  is  not  filched  from  you  by  small  parcels.  Should 
the  Act  pass,  it  is  beyond  dispute.  Should  the  Act  be  laid  aside,  it 
remains  in  the  same  condition  with  estates  obtained  by  bribery, 
fraud,  subornation,  &c.,  which  I  still  believe  are  well  in  His  Majesty's 
hands.

I  shall  be  glad  to  promote  your  interests,  though  they  are  com- 
mitted to  abler  hands  than  mine. 

I  have  set  several  engines  on  work  to  persuade  my  Lord 
Clanmalier  to  reason,  and  to  make  him  capable  of  seeing  what  is 
for  his  own  advantage  ;  but  nature  has  clouded  his  brain  with  so 
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gross  an  ignorance  that  nothing  of  reason  can  prevail.  In  fine  he 
is  a  man  so  wilful  and  obstinate  that  rather  than  part  with  one  acre 
of  his  ancient  inheritance  he  is  resolved  to  run  the  risk  of  losing 
the  whole. 

I  have  also  felt  the  pulses  of  several  of  the  adventurers  and 
soldiers  who  are  in  possession  of  the  estate,  but  they  will  not  be 
content  with  less  than  five  years'  purchase  of  their  estate,  which  is 
unreasonable,  considering  the  year's  value  the  adventurers  are 
to  pay  the  King,  and  the  two  years'  value  which  the  soldiers  are 
also  to  pay.  I  cannot  advise  you  to  give  that  sum ;  for,  what 
with  the  rent  payable  to  the  King,  and  the  charge  of  passing  the 
Court  of  Claims  and  of  getting  the  patent,  you  will  lose  in  all  eight 
years'  value  of  the  estate.  This  is  as  much  as  land  would  have  sold 
for  in  the  King's  county  before  the  rebellion ;  and  I  think  you  would 
not  have  to  thank  anyone  that  would  advise  you  to  so  dear  a 
bargain.  The  only  course  which  you  can  now  take  to  make  yourself 
master  of  the  estate — and  one  which  will  succeed  if  you  will  allow 
your  friends  to  take  it — is  to  get  a  particular  act,  vesting  you  in  the 
estate  and  providing  reprisals  for  the  adventurers  and  soldiers. 
You  need  not  be  concerned  for  Clanmaleere  [i.e.  Lord  Clanmalier  ?] 
till  the  estate  be  your  own.  You  may  then  honour  yourself  by  being 
generous  to  him. 

I  think  this  course  will  succeed— firstly,  because  those  who  are 
in  possession  of  the  estate  are  not  of  a  condition  or  interest  to 
oppose  the  bill ;  secondly,  because  I  have  discussed  the  matter  with 
several  prominent  members  of  the  House  of  Commons  here,  and 
find  them  ready  to  support  it ;  and  thirdly,  because  no  opposition  is 
likely  to  be  raised  in  the  House  of  Lords.  The  Lord  Lieutenant 
will  certainly  help  you  when  the  bill  is,  to  start  with,  discussed  in 
Council,  and  thus  assist  it  in  the  House.  I  shall  do  my  best  to 
help  you,  and,  as  for  my  concern,  feel  sure  we  shall  not  fall  out  for 
1,300  acres  of  land.

"  It  is  usual  that  libels  are  like  letters  better  directed  to  divers 
persons.  If  those  that  receive  them  be  honest  or  wary  they  bring 
them  to  me.  For  some  time  I  laid  them  aside,  neglecting  them, 
but  considering  that  you  have  persons  under  examination,  and  that 
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by  comparing  of  hands  it  is  possible  the  contrivers  or  spreaders  of 
such  papers  may  be  found  out,  I  henceforward  resolve  to  send  all 
of  that  kind  that  shall  come  to  my  hands  to  you  if  I  believe  they 
come  out  of  England:"  That  I  now  send  you  was  brought  to  the 
gentleman's  house  mentioned  in  it  some  two  hours  after  I  was  gone 
thence,  and  the  next  day  brought  hither  to  me.

This  was  the  chief  point  with  him,  for  I  find  that  he  never  cared 
about  Lord  Clanmalier,  but  told  me  yesterday  that  he  did  not  know 
where  the  men  removed  from  that  estate  should  be  put.  "  I  told 
his  Grace  as  to  that  that  the  Commissioners  would  find  such  of 
them  as  were  reprisable  reprisals.  '  I  [aye] ,  but,'  says  he, '  'tis  taking 
so  much  from  the  generality.'

Those  to  whom  such  debts  are 
owed  in  any  garrison  town  or  place,  and  who  desire  payment  out  of 
the  soldiers'  arrears,  shall  make  written  statements  thereof  and 
send  them  to  Dublin  to  the  Earl  of  Anglesey,  with  the  soldiers' 
tickets  acknowledging  the  debts.  They  will  then  be  returned  to 
the  creditors  and  are  to  be  kept  by  them  till  they  receive  satisfaction.

Mr.  Churchill  and  I,  finding  the  Lord  Lieutenant  was  not  pleased 
with  our  scheme  in  your  behalf  for  the  Clanmalier  estate,  have 
altered  it.  A  patent  giving  you  the  reversion  when  the  line  of 
Lord  Clanmalier  is  extinct  would  give  you  little,  for  though  Lord 
Clanmalier  may  have  forfeited  his  rights  the  Act  of  Settlement 
gives  to  those  who  are  on  the  estate  the  right  to  enjoy  it  during  the 
lives  of  all  those  that  derive  from  Lord  Clanmalier.  These  are  all 
adventurers  and  soldiers,  except  Lord  Aungier,  who  comes  in  by 
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gift.  You  would  not  therefore  come  in  till  after  Lord  Clanmalier's 
line  was  extinct,  and  I  believe  that — but  shall  soon  know  whether 
— his  line  goes  beyond  him  and  his  son.  Under  these  circum- 
stances I  went  to  Mr.  Attorney,  gave  him  a  good  fee,  and  asked 
him  how  the  thing  was  to  be  done.  He  says  absolutely  there  is  no 
way  but  a  bill  from  hence.  As  Lord  Anglesey  is  the  great  patron  of 
the  adventurers  and  soldiers  on  this  estate,  I  thought  it  best  to 
approach  him.  I  therefore  did  so  and  let  him  see  that,  without  a 
bill,  the  soldiers  and  adventurers  were  in  a  great  uncertainty.  They 
had  but  five  [?]  lives  in  the  estate  at  best,  the  remainder  being 
in  the  King ;  and  if  he  would  bring  them  before  him  and  show 
them  this,  they  would  themselves  petition  the  King  or  Lord 
Lieutenant  that  they  might  have  a  reprise  for  that  estate  and,  con- 
sequently, you  the  benefit  of  your  grant. 

Lord  Anglesey  approved  much  of  this  and  promised  to  summon 
all  the  people  to  him  next  Monday.  I  have  asked  Mr.  Attorney  to 
be  there  to  make  it  clear  to  them,  and  Lord  Anglesey  expressed 
much  kindness  to  you  in  the  matter.  He  is  grateful  to  you  for 
having  spoken  well  of  him  at  Court  whilst  others  did  the  contrary. 
Lord  Anglesey  is  the  man  who  can  do  most  in  this  matter,  and  in 
all  other  things  which  go  on  hereS^>  If  you  think  fit,  acknowledge  his 
kindness  to  himself  or  me.  Other  details.  If  you  are  as  warm  in 
the  matter  as  we  are  here,  we  shall  "  enfallibly  "  pass  it.  I  will 
stay  here  to  carry  this  matter  out.      I  am  pushing  on  with  some

I  have  your  letter  mentioning  Sir  George  Wentworth's  expostu- 
lating address  to  you  touching  my  treaty  with  Lord  Clanmalira 
and  offering  to  become  instrumental  in  that  mediation.  I  have  by 
three  letters  informed  you  of  my  proceeding  in  the  matter  and  in 
others,  and  omitted  nothing  wherein  my  industry  might  be  useful 
to  carry  them  on,  "  and  having  brought  that  treaty  to  this  issue — 
that  if  I  did  make  appear  to  my  Lord  Clanmalira's  counsel  an 
impossibility  (according  to  the  present  law)  of  his  restitution,  he 
would  condescend  to  an  agreement :  and  having  offered  that,  such 
an  impossibility  being  made  out,  I  would  make  an  overture  of  a 
considerable  estate  in  possession  to  be  secured  for  him,  such  as 
would  evidence  you  had  a  mind  rather  to  help  than  hinder  him  ; 
yet  (after  keeping  me  four  days  in  hand,  as  if  he  would  go  on),  he  at 
length  declined  it,  and  of  late,  I  understand  [heard]  of  an  offer 
made  him  ...  by  Sir  George  Wentworth  that  for  one 
thousand  pounds  he  would  secure  his  restitution,  which  inclines 
my  belief  that  his  hopes  from  him  occasioned  his  breaking  off  his 
treaty  with  me."  I  had  several  discourses  with  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
on  the  matter,  fie  is  favourable  to  what  you  want  if  it  can  be 
handsomely  done,  but  is  opposed  to  putting  a  proviso  into  the  last 
bill  as  it  would  be  a  precedent.  I  therefore  think  the  enclosed  bill 
offers  the  best  course,  and  if  we  deal  with  a  few  of  the  best  qualified 
adventurers  and  soldiers  and  frame  the  bill  in  their  names,  the  rest 
will  not  be  able  to  oppose,  especially  as  the  bill  contains  a  clause 
for  all  reprisable  persons.  I  think  Lord  Anglesey  is  favourable, 
and  I  have  advised  Col.  Talbot  to  agree  that  if  any  adventurer  or 
soldier  be  not  reprised  for  what  he  loses  he  shall  have  three  years' 
purchase.  This  is  adopting  a  suggestion  which  came  from  one  of 
the  adventurers  themselves.  It  might  be  well  to  write  to  Lord 
Angier  who  is  possessed  of  1,300  acres  of  land  there  and  will  help 
to  deal  with  the  adventurers.  I  find  Sir  Audley  Mervin  and  others 
in  the  Commons  favourable  to  the  bill  provided  the  adventurers 
can  be  prevailed  upon  to  petition  for  its  transmission.  Other 
details.

By  the  contrivance  of  .the  trustees  for  the  "  Royal  Society  of 
London  for  promoting  of  real  knowledge"  and  of  other  persons,  a 
clause  was  put  into  our  late  Act  of  Settlement  for  Ireland  enacting 
that  all  fractions  of  odd  pounds,  shillings  and  pence  for  arrears, 
adventures,  public  debts,  &c.,  and  all  odd  fractions  of  acres,  roods 
and  perches  of  lands  which  should  be  granted  or  settled  in 
satisfaction  of  the  same,  should  be  stricken  off  and  deducted  and 
should  be  devoted  to  such  purposes  as  we  should  prescribe.  By  our 
letters  of  —  October,  we  directed  you  to  make  a  grant  of  one  half 
of  these  fragments  to  Robert  Boyle  and  to  Sir  Robert  Murray  to  the 
use  of  the  said  Society  intending  to  grant  the  other  moiety  "  to  such 
public  uses  in  that  kirigdom  as  the  said  Royal  Society  should 
propose  and  you  should  approve."  We  hear  that  two  letters  have 
nevertheless  been  passed — one  to  Sir  Allen  Broderick  and  the  other 
to  Henry  Coventry,  Esq.,  and  Col.William  Legg — for  passing  grants 
to  them  which  are  contrary  to  this  intention.  You  shall  stop  the 
grants  to  Broderick,  Coventry  and  Legg,  and  shall  make  grants  of 
the  whole  sums  to  Boyle  and  Murray  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Society.

Our  Declaration,  published  before  the  Act  of  Settlement,  provided 
that  the  officers  and  soldiers  who  were  owed  for  service  in  Ireland 
before  5  June,  1649,  should  be  paid,  and  further  contained  a  provision 
that  all  officers  aforesaid  should  receive  satisfaction  for  their  arrears 
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due  to  them  before  5  June,  1649,  out  of  the  particulars  in  the 
said  Declaration  mentioned.  Our  later  Declaration,  embodied  in 
the  Act,  provided  for  this  satisfaction  for  these  officers,  other  than 
those  who  have  received  "  lands  or  money"  for  their  pay  due  to 
them  since  5  June,  1649.  We  are  informed  that,  by  the  insertion 
of  the  word  "  money  "  in  our  later  Declaration,  which  was  not  in 
our  former  one,  Colonel  Arthur  Hill  is  excluded  from  the  satisfaction 
designed  for  him  by  the  earlier  Declaration.  It  was  not  our  intention 
so  to  exclude  him,  and  we  are  unwilling  that  one  who  has  served  us 
so  well  as  he  has  done  should  not  have  his  arrears.  You  shall  see 
that  his  arrears  are  stated  in  the  same  manner  as  those  of  other 
commissioned  officers  for  service  in  Ireland  before  5  June,  1649,  in 
conformity  with  our  Declaration  of  November  30,  1660,  and  shall 
give  him  lands  worth  12s.  6cl.  in  the  £1  of  such  arrears- — either  from 
the  lands  appointed  for  payment  of  English  arrears  or  from 
other  lands  at  our  disposal.

The  Earl  of  Donegall  has  petitioned,  showing  us  that  his  uncle 
Arthur,  Lord  Chichester,  &c.,  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland,  held  certain 
valuable  fishing  rights  within  the  area  "  contracted  for  by  our  said 
grandfather  with  the  City  of  London."  King  James  I.  by  letters 
patents,  dated  Dublin,  31  July,  1615,  granted  to  Lord  Chichester 
and  his  ass[ign]s  during  his  natural  hfe  and  during  that  of 
Arthur  Chichester,  his  nephew,  the  petitioner,  and  one  Arthur 
Langherne,  and  the  longer  liver  of  them,  the  fees  of  E4s.  2d. 
a  day  as  captain,  and  E9s.  a  day  for  nine  horsemen  (12d. 
a  day  each),  together  with  the  command  of  the  said  horsemen, 
to  be  employed  where  Lord  Chichester  should  think  fit  during 
his  life  and  afterwards  to  be  resident  in  the  barony,  territory, 
or  country  of  Inishowen.  The  petition  shows  that  this  fee  was  paid 
for  many  years,  but  was  suspended  owing  to  the  late  disorders,  and 
has  not  been  placed  in  the  present  establishment.

The  postages  in  Ireland  were  settled  by  Mr.  Evan  Vaughan,  as 
deponent  believes,  about  1655.  Deponent  knows  this  because  in 
1656  he  went  with  one  Captain  Talbot  and  Mr.  Vaughan  to  resettle 
them  upon  Mr.  Thurloe's  account. 

<})  For  the  various  grants  and  letters  to  O'Neale  see  Index  s.v.  O'Neale,  Major  Henry. 
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In  1658  one  Mr.  Samuel  Bathurst  was  sent  over  by  Mr.  Thurloe 
to  be  postmaster  of  Ireland,  who  forthwith  got  Mr.  Vaughan  out  of 
his  place ;  and  shortly  after  did  the  like  with  Captain  Talbot 
and  altered  the  course  of  the  Post  Office  in  Dublin,  which  were 
formerly  well  managed,  and  content  given  to  all  people.  After  this 
change  there  was  a  great  discontent  and  "  the  busines  in  the  office 
was  managed  confusedly."  Deponent  was  in  the  office  at  the  time, 
and  was  witness  of  these  confusions. 

Mr.  Vaughan  having  been  put  out,  went  to  London,  and  agreed 
with  Mr.  Thurloe  that  he  and  Captain  Bathurst  should  have  the 
office  in  common.  Vaughan  then  returned,  and,  as  a  result  of  his 
return,  the  arrangements  of  the  post  office  improved.  Deponent, 
who  was  in  the  post  office,  witnessed  these  improvements. 

In  February,  16f§,  to  the  best  of  deponents  remembrance,  Mr. 
Vaughan  was  sent  from  Dublin  to  London  with  a  Declaration  in 
favour  of  a  free  Parliament.  While  he  was  away  Mr.  Bathurst  put 
his  brother-in-law  into  the  post  office,  and,  for  this  purpose  only, 
moved  out  an  experienced  man.  This  change  caused  further 
confusion. 

Mr.  Vaughan  had  rooms  for  his  wife  and  family  in  the  house. 
Mr.  Bathurst  gradually  occupied  these  rooms— first  borrowing  some 
for  his  wife  to  lay  goods  in :  and  to  deponent's  knowledge  detained 
from  Mrs.  Vaughan  the  letters  her  husband  sent  her. 

Mr.  Bathurst  in  Ludlow's  time  inclined  much  towards  the 
Anabaptist  doctrine.  He  carried  to  the  Anabaptists  any  letters 
that  might  come  from  them,  and  opened  the  letters  addressed  to 
many  gentlemen  and  merchants.  He  opened  a  packet  addressed  to 
Lord  Broghill. 

Mr.  Bathurst  used  to  get  the  English  mail  contrary  to  Mr. 
Vaughan's  wish,  when  he  could,  and  used  to  have  the 
letters  opened.  Deponent  knew  that  many  persons  had  letters 
delivered  open  out  of  the  office.  Vaughan  used  to  have  the 
mail  opened  in  public  and  no  complaints  were  ever  made. 
Mr.  Bathurst  used  to  carry  letters  home  and  no  one  knew  what 
became  of  them.  When  the  English  mail  was  made  up  Bathurst 
used  to  take  it  into  his  house,  so  that  often  the  packet  missed  its 
passage  which  could  not  be  made  good  in  a  week  or  a  fortnight's 
time.  This  he  did  when  Vaughan  was  away.  Deponent  knows 
this  because  it  was  his  business  to  carry  the  mail  aboard. 

When  in  Ludlow's  time  a  Declaration  was  made  in  Dublin  for  a 
free  Parliament,  one  George  Harrison,  who  was  in  the  post  office 
and  a  friend  of  Ludlow's,  wrote  a  treacherous  and  dangerous  letter 
to  one  Captain  Mosse,  a  grand  Anabaptist.  This  Sir  Charles  Coote 
intercepted  and  it  was  brought  to  Dublin. 

Harrison  confessed  to  having  written  it,  and  order  was  made  by 
"  a  Committee  "  that  he  should  be  punished  and  put  out  of  his 

office.  1  ■      . 

Bathurst,  however,  desired  and  endeavoured  to  keep  him  m  and 
it  was  only  by  the  efforts  of  Vaughan  that  he  was  put  out. 

Many  attempts  were  made  by  the  Declarations  to  turn  out 
Vaughan  on  the  ground  of  his  being  a  Eoyalist. 
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Vaughan  always  endeavoured  to  discharge  his  duties  to  the 
satisfaction  of  all  people  in  Ireland,  and  without  partiality. 
He  was  often  troubled  at  the  neglect  of  Bathurst,  and  had  to 
stay  for  his  letters  an  hour  or  two.  Deponent  knew  this,  as  he  had 
to  make  up  the  mails  and  send  them  forward. 

Bathurst  last  winter  altered  all  the  postages  on  the  roads  in 
Ireland,  putting  two  into  one  and  turning  many  postmasters  out  of 
their  places.  Deponent  heard  complaints  of  these  postmasters  who 
were  dismissed  unpaid,  and  of  the  non-delivery  of  letters.  The 
post  boys  leave  packets  containing  letters  at  ale-houses  of  no 
repute,  where,  if  not  called  for,  they  may  be  lost.  The  letters  are 
not,  as  formerly  they  were,  delivered  to  the  addressees  from  the 
several  stages. 

Vaughan  settled  the  stages  in  all  parts  of  Ireland  so  conveniently 
that  gentlemen  could  ride  post ;  and  under  him  care  was  taken  for 
the  delivery  of  letters.  As  Mr.  Bathurst  has  altered  the  stages  none 
can  now  ride  post ;  and  the  country  suffers  much  by  non-delivery 
of  letters. 

Mr.  Bathurst  is  a  merchant  and  often  has  goods  brought  to 
Holyhead  and  sent  over  in  the  "  packet  portmantles  "  and  in  the 
post  barks.  He  thus  escapes  "  port  and  custom."  When  the  bark 
comes  in  he  sends  a  post  boy  and  horse  for  them.  Deponent  has 
seen  them  opened  at  the  office  and  Bathurst's  goods  taken  out.
